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Gentlemen of the City Council : 


Universal tradition, as old as history itself, gives 
the opening day of the new year a solemn and almost 
a sacred character. It is a moment of pause in the 
hurrying flux of events, when we stand, poised and 
thoughtful, between the receding past and the ad- 
vancing future—a season for revision of plans and 
fresh. starts, for private resolutions of reform and 
political reorganizations. 

It is in this spirit, the spirit of the day itself, I 
greet you, and offer you the customary brief outline 
of some of the policies I shall pursue durmg my term 
of office. The time and the occasion call for sober re- 
flection and firm purpose. Satisfaction is not. warranted 
by the situation confronting us, but discouragement, or 
even apathy, would be suicidal. What we need above 
everything else in this juncture is courage and vigil- 
ance, a re-awakening of civic pride and the cordial 
co-operation of all classes of citizens. For these I 
appeal to you, gentlemen of the City Council, and 
through you to the various constituencies which you 
represent. 

The city which has honored us was, in a period 
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not yet vanished from the recollection of our older 
fellow-citizens, a beacon to the whole American 
nation. Its very name had gathered associations 
which made music of the homely syllables. Who

said ‘ Boston,” called up an image in which love of 
liberty, commercial enterprise, intellectual distinction, 
and large, practical philanthropy were blended in 
almost equal proportions. From its initiative and 
leadership in the War of Independence, the place 
itself seemed to have acquired a soul, which it trans- 
mitted from generation to generation, enabling each 
to anticipate the direction which progress must take, 
and to carry new and bold ideas to triumphant con- 
summation. 

A certain sobriety withal tempered the energy 
of the people and preserved them from rash ex- 
periment and the restless pursuit of novelty. The 
home of many noted radicals, our city was yet dis- 
tinguished for its equilibrium and sanity. Though 
the Boston of earlier days has changed its physical 
conditions and racial complexion, the abiding spirit 
of the place has not departed. Influences derived 
from its glorious history still permeate the mass of 
the population. I am confident that the new genera- 
tions, moulding their ideals to the pattern of the 
splendid past, will prove worthy of the name they 
inherit. Certainly we who have been lifted to posi- 
tions of trust should be all unfit to stand in the 
line of executives and law-makers for this great civic

centre if we did not resolve here and now to do all 
that efficient, economical, honorable government can 
do to maintain the proud name of our city and to 
promote a prosperous and contented citizenship. 


FINANCE AND TAXATION. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


Our financial condition is of course the first 
thought in our minds at the beginning of a new 
administration, and the first material which I shall 
present for your consideration is a somewhat formid- 
able table of figures—the detailed statement of the 
city’s debt.

FINANCIAL COMPARISON. 


These figures tell their own story. When, how- 
ever, complaint is made of the increase in our 
tax-rate it must not be forgotten that this tendency 


toward increased taxation is not in any way peculiar 
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to Boston. Amounts and rates of taxation are 
increasing in all our cities, both large and small, in 
this State and elsewhere. Even after the increase 
of recent years, our present tax-rate of $16 per 
thousand is the lowest of any city in this State, 
with the single exception of Springfield—a_ fact 
which is overlooked by some of the critics of our 
municipal government. And it must also be remem- 
bered that the municipal service rendered in Boston 
is more varied and comprehensive in its character 
than that of any of the smaller cities which have 
higher tax-rates. 

If we turn to the question of debt, the compari- 
son is by no means unfavorable to Boston. Taking 
the relation between net debt and valuation as the 
criterion, and this is certainly the fairest one, Bos- 
ton makes a better showing than twenty-one other 
cities of the Commonwealth; so that, while our bur- 
den may be a heavy one, we are better off than the 
residents of many other cities who have less to show 
in the way of great public improvements for the in- 
debtedness which their municipalities have incurred. 


CORPORATION TAX. 


There has been a marked falling off in the 
revenue obtained from taxes on personal property, 
accounted for, to a great extent, by the rapid in- 
crease in the number of firms engaged in business 
in Boston which become incorporated under the State 
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law, the franchise tax upon the value of the capital 
stock being then divided among the different cities 
and towns in the Commonwealth in proportion to 
the amounts of stock held by their residents. The 
records of the State Tax Commissioner show that 
already several score of our largest business firms 
have found it profitable to become incorporated under 
our present State laws, a step that permits them to 
escape taxation upon the personal property that 
forms the basis of the business transacted by 
them. 

It has become popular, it would seem, for firms 
and individuals who control extensive business 
establishments in Boston to take advantage of this 
legalized form of tax-dodging, each week witnessing 
an increase in the number of firms changing over 
to corporations. During the last fifteen years the 
city has thus been deprived of vast sums, until the 
loss from this source is estimated to amount in the 
present year to at least $15,000,000 of taxable per- 
sonal property. Tangible property employed in 
business should certainly be taxed, as real estate. is, 
in the city or town where the business is situated, 
and corporations, whether foreign or domestic, should 
be placed on the same footing as the honest business 
firms and residents who meet their civic obligations by 
paying a proper assessment. It is unjust that the 
small householder or citizen paying taxes on real 
estate should be obliged to bear this extra burden, 
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and it is unfair to expect the individual business 
nan or business firm to compete with rivals who 
succeed in evading taxes by organizing themselves 
into corporations. 

It is not equitable that Boston should supply streets, 
fire service, police protection, and a market for the sale 
of wares, and yet have the taxes assessed upon a goodly 
proportion of its business enterprises transferred to 
cities and towns which have no claim to receive 
them other than the fact that the stockholders hap- 
pen to reside within their limits. The loss to the 
city treasury thus occasioned may be roughly esti- 
mated at $240,000 a year,—a high price to pay 
for a thoroughly false principle of distribution, —a 
principle under which, for example, the village of 
Nahant receives more of the tax than Brockton, and 
the small residential town of Brookline nearly 
twice as much as the aggregate received by the 
three great industrial centres, Lynn, Lowell and 
Lawrence. 

Investigation develops the fact that not only 
does Boston lose by having the taxes distributed 
among the cities and towns where stockholders 
reside, but that a more reprehensible abuse has been 
resorted to by many of these same corporations. The 
present law permits the corporation to be taxed on 
the market value of its stock. The Tax Commis- 
sioner must take the statement of the corporation as 
the basis of the assessment, and the local assessors have 
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no voice in fixing it. It is easily possible for the 
directors of a corporation to manipulate the accounts 
so that the principal debts of the corporation accrue 
for settlement about May Ist, the day set for fixing 
upon the valuation of the stock. These debts can be 
classified as liabilities and placed as an offset against 
assets. The law provides another loophole. It per- 
mits the corporation to deduct from the franchise- 
tax assessment the tax paid to the city on real 
estate, even if this is only leased. This makes 
it possible for a corporation the stock of which is 
valued at $1,000,000, and which has leased realty to 
the value of $1,000,000, to claim exemption from 
the payment of any tax to the State whatsoever, 
though it may possess personal propertv vaiued at 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. I propose to pre- 
sent to the Legislature a bill providing for necessary 
amendments to the present law, and to give a list 
of the corporations concerned, as well as a compre- 
hensive summary of the methods employed. 


METROPOLITAN WATER SYSTEM. 


Under the provisions of the Metropolitan Water 
Supply Act, the assessment paid by the City of 
Boston for the maintenance of the Metropolitan sys- 
tem has made it impossible for the city to place its 
Water Department on a paying basis. The unfair 
attitude of the State authorities in saddling us 
with burdens which should be more equitably dis- 
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tributed among other cities and towns of the Metro- 
politan district forces the taxpayers of the City of 
Boston to meet heavy expenditures which should 
not be placed upon their shoulders. The city 
is required to pay such proportion of the Metro- 
politan Water assessment as the valuation of Boston 
bears to the valuation of the entire Metropolitan 
district, whereas the other cities and the towns in the 
district pay on a basis of one-third for valuation, 
two-thirds for population. The year 1906 brings into 
force a new system, which provides that these cities 
and towns pay on a basis of one-third for valua- 
tion and two-thirds for consumption. Boston, how- 
ever, must continue as before. At present Boston 
pays about 80 per cent. of the entire Metropolitan 
assessment. 

A clearer idea of the burden this entails on 
Boston may be obtained from a study of the follow- 
ing figures, which show a constant and alarming 
increase, from $285,600.54 in the years 1898-99 to 
$1,758,655 in the year 1905-6:

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The foregoing figures readily explain our increas- 
ing annual deficit; more than that, however, they 
present for consideration the question as to the pro- 
portions these assessments (and the consequent deficits) 
will assume in future years —a problem which sooner 
or later will have to be solved by drastic measures. 

The total capacity of the Metropolitan water- 
basins permits of a supply of 170,000,000 gallons 
daily.. The report of the Metropolitan Water Board 
shows that the average daily consumption for the 
entire district during the year 1904 was 113,922,300 
gallons, and the year 1905 shows a marked 
increase. The engineers employed by the Metro- 
politan Commission report that this increase is far 
In excess of what was contemplated when the 
basins were constructed. It was figured by experts 
that the present system would be adequate to meet 
the demand for the next twenty-five years; but 
should the average annual increase up to the present 
time continue, the present system will have to be 
enlarged within a period of ten years. As Boston is 
obliged by legislative enactments to bear 80 per 
cent. of the cost of the present system, this city will 
be obliged to bear four-fifths of the expenditures 
which would become necessary to provide for the 
enlargement likely to be occasioned by this excessive 
consumption. 

It is estimated that this will cost several millions 
of dollars, and the taxpayers of Boston must address 
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themselves to the task of providing ways and means 
for escaping such a burden. The Legislature should 
grant Boston some financial relief, but the abstract 
justice of our demand should not influence the people 
of the city to remain inactive in providing practical 
ways of reducing the waste of water. 

In 1904 the total volume of water supplied to 
Boston amounted to 32,003,309,500 gallons. Tests 
made by devices which are employed for determining 
the waste of water show that 55 per cent. of the 
total supply 1s wasted. 


EXTENSION OF METER SYSTEM. 


The use of water meters 1s very much less in 
Boston than in many other progressive cities; I 
believe that their number can be greatly increased 
with decided gain to the public and without imposing 
an undue tax upon any legitimate uses of water. The 
experience of recent years has amply and repeatedly 
demonstrated that the general introduction of meters 
works a great economy in the use of water; this 
has been shown in a striking manner in the city 
of Cleveland, now recognized as one of the _ best 
administered cities in the country. The meter system 
is the modern and rational way of regulating and 
charging for the use of water, whether supplied by 
a municipality or by a private company; it cannot 
too soon be put into force on a much larger scale 
in Boston. 
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When charges are based upon the number or 
character of the water connections and not upon the 
quantity of water which flows through them, this 
inevitably leads to unnecessary waste and huge ex- 
travagance in additions to water supply. Millions 
upon millions are expended for more water, more 
reservoirs, more pumps, instead of spending a portion 
of the sum for meters which would stop the waste 
and greatly postpone the necessity of extensions. 
Boston is lable for a huge water debt, mmecurred 
largely without her consent or even giving her admin- 
istrative representation; we can still control our con- 
sumption of water and so postpone the necessity of 
further expenditures. 

If charges are to be made for water, clearly the 
only fair and equal basis upon which to calculate 
them is according to quantity consumed, — although, 
of course, different rates may properly be made for 
different purposes, as for household use, or for 
manufacturing or for power. Our water charges 
should not be excessive, but they should be based 
on quantity used and purposes of use, not on 
number of faucets or connections. Every other 
article of consumption of whatever description is 
charged for according to quantity used; in this age 
of accurate mechanical appliances water should no 
longer be an exception to this rule. It should be 
paid for at quantity rates, exactly like gas and 
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electricity ; this need in no way check its legiti- 
mate use, and apparently it is the only way of 
checking its gross waste. Competent authorities on 
the subject estimate that from one-quarter to one- 
half of the water supply is wasted, to no useful 
purpose, but with great public expense, under the 
old-fashioned system of water charges. The only 
way is for the water-taker to pay for his own use, 
and not for his neighbor’s waste, as he does under 
the present system. 

Connected with the Boston Water Department 
system we have approximately 90,000 services, and 
we have in use to-day only 4,965 meters, or 5 per 
cent. of the whole number of services. These metered 
services pay into the city treasury $1,071,532.60, or 
43 per cent. of the annual revenue of the Boston 
Water Department. It is to be taken into consider- 
ation, of course, that these metered services include 
all the large consumers, such as the railroads, hotels, 
industrial establishments, etc., but official reports show 
that the metered consumers, while paying 43 per cent. 
of the entire revenue, use only 17.5 per cent. of the 
total supply of water charged up to Boston. Allow- 
ing for 20 per cent. waste from water mains and 6 
per cent. used by the city for fire service, street 
sprinkling, sewers, and in public buildings, it 1s 
found that the 85,000 unmetered services use over 
56 per cent. of the total supply. 

At first sight it would seem that a _ universal 
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application of the meter system would increase slightly 
the charges of the annual rate-payers. Tests in other 
cities, however, prove that this is not the case, and 
that the Boston rate-payers, with no increase of the 
present charges, and in many instances with a sub- 
stantial decrease, would receive an ample supply of 
water. 

The saving brought about by the introduction of 
the meter system is best illustrated by citing a 
comparison between two towns in the Metropolitan 
district, one of which uses the meter system, while 
the other does not. Milton is equipped with the 
meter system and has a per capita consumption of 
only thirty-six gallons per day, whereas Nahant, 
which has not introduced the meter system, has a 
per capita consumption of seventy-one gallons. Other 
illustrations could be cited to show the saving made 
by meters. 

The details necessary for arranging for the in- 
troduction of the meter system throughout Boston 
cannot be discussed at length in this message. Lsti- 
mates made by experts demonstrate that the cost of 
installing meters throughout the city, with the cost 
of maintenance and of frequent inspection, would 
be moderate in comparison with the advantages 
gained. The period of time necessary for the in- 
stallation of meters throughout the entire city would 
cover from five to ten years; therefore the expendi- 
tures will be gradual and the revenue would in no 
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way be impaired. I[ have given this matter careful 
consideration, have’ secured the opinions of experts 
and have collected a considerable body of data, and 
with the facts at hand I am of opinion that a general 
meter system would be of very great benefit to the 
city. At an early date I will lay before the City 
Council in detail the data necessary for forming a com- 
prehensive idea of the advantages which will accrue 
from the adoption of the meter system, both for 
placing the Water Department on a paying basis and 
for avoiding the expenditure of millions for enlarg- 


ing the Metropolitan water system. 


METROPOLITAN PARKS. 


Only 6 per cent. of the Metropolitan park areas 
lie within the hmits of Boston, and yet, after paying 
50 per cent. of the cost of the Metropolitan parks 
to date, Boston must now, by the recent decision of 
the Apportionment Board, pay over 62 per cent. 
of the annual charges. This means an increase of 
$65,000 at least next year. This too in spite of the 
fact that Boston has parks of its own, more costly than 
the Metropolitan parks and equally accessible to the 
whole Metropolitan population. 

As far back as the year 1900, Mr. Charles Francis 
Adams computed that Boston had spent $21,000,000 
out of a total of $28,000,000 for parks of all sorts 
in the metropolitan district. It is amazing in 
view of these facts that the present Apportionment 
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Board should have increased Boston’s percentage 
of contribution. 

When we consider that we pay $350,000 for the 
maintenance of our own park system, which we give 
gratis to the residents of the Metropolitan park 
district, the glaring injustice is seen. The opinion 
of Mr. Adams, who was one of the Apportionment 
Board of 1900, still seems sound, that Boston paid 
more than its share of the cost of these improve- 
ments under the old assessment of 650° per cent. 
The present assessments are simply extortionate. 

In the development of the Metropolitan boulevard 
system Boston has been given similar treatment. 
None of these boulevards are situated in Boston 
proper, yet Boston pays about 41 per cent., against 22 
per cent. paid by the rest of the State and 37 per cent. 
by the cities and towns of the Metropolitan district, for 
highways which are wholly in that part of greater 
Boston which hes outside of our city limits. As in 
the case of the park system, Boston maintains a 
superb system of boulevards, which are an integral 
part of the system considered as a whole, but which 
she supports entirely from her own treasury. 

The Nantasket Beach Reservation is another in- 
stance of the injustice with which Boston is treated 
at the State House. Although this reservation is 
situated many miles from Boston, yet we pay more 
than 62 per cent. of the cost of the improvement. 
The loans for this purpose up to January 1, 19086, 
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amounted to $700,000. Boston pays five-eighths of 
the cost, although the people of towns and cities to 
the south of us use the beach to a much larger extent. 
Nobody is able to determine yet what the ultimate 
cost of the Charles river improvement will be. 
Judging from the experience which the city has thus 
far had in Metropolitan improvements, the ultimate 
cost will be much larger than the figures originally 
estimated. I have looked carefully into the legisla- 
tion on this matter, and find that no provision has 
been made to assess betterments for this improvement 
when it is completed. Inasmuch as this magnificent 
water park will add thousands of dollars to the valu- 
ation of property immediately adjacent to it, it seems 
tome that the Legislature should by statute authorize 
the city to assess betterments upon this property. 
I shall ask the Law Department of the city to prepare 
such a bill, and I intend to advocate its passage. 
The ultimate remedy for this inequitable distribu- 
tion of the various metropolitan burdens is undoubt- 
edly a legislative act consolidating the municipalities 
now tributary to the capital in one great metropolis. 
I am not yet ready to indicate, even in outline, the 
form which in my opinion this consolidation should 
take, except to suggest that by the adoption of the 
borough system, so successfully applied in the case 
of New York, the manifold advantages of local self- 
government and of a strong local spirit should 
be largely preserved; but I present the matter to 
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your consideration as one of the problems which 
must be met in the not distant future. The present 
system is confusing as well as unjust to the city 
proper. We have within a radius of about ten miles 
of the State House, entirely independent of the 
various city and town governments therein, three 
distinct areas of metropolitan .administration, one 
embracing thirty-eight municipalities, another nine- 
teen, and a third twenty-five. This very fact is a 
recognition, though a most imperfect one, of the 
essential administrative.unity of the district already 


known In common parlance as Greater Boston. 


TAXATION OF CITY BONDS. 


The recent necessity for the first time in twelve 
years of selling several millions of bonds ‘“ over the 
counter”? on account of the prevailing high rates for 
money again emphasizes the importance of securing 
the widest possible distribution of our municipal 
bonds. The strength of our credit, enabling us to dis- 
pose of new 34 per cent. bonds at par, even in a 
period of unusual financial stringency, is certainly 
gratifying; but such credit must be safeguarded and 
protected in every possible way in order that it may 
continue unimpaired. 

Boston is carrying a heavy burden of debt, and 
under our system of municipal finance millions of 
new bonds must constantly be issued. I believe that 
it would be a very desirable thing if our bonds could 
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be more widely distributed among our own people, 
particularly among small investors. Public obligations 
are taken very largely in Europe by the masses of 
the people, and this is certainly a factor which makes 
for financial conservatism and political stability. 

One great obstacle to a proper distribution of 
municipal bonds is the fact that they are legally sub- 
ject to taxation, though actually taxed only to a small 
extent. This unwise provision of our State tax 
laws, so often demonstrated to be injurious as a 
threat of liability, while almost wholly futile as a 
means of raising revenues, is one obstacle in the way 
of a large holding of Boston bonds by Boston invest- 
ors, both small and large. I hope that another effort 
will be made to secure its repeal. It is absurd to 
think that anyone will actually buy 3% per cent. 
bonds expecting to pay 14 per cent. in taxation and 
get a net income of 2 per cent.; yet the liability to 
this tax tends to send our bonds out of the State, 
and to prevent their normal distribution among our 
own citizens. The large capitalist can always evade 
taxation on bonds; the small investor may be caught 
by the assessor, and therefore does not care to hold 
them. | | 


ASSESSMENTS. 


It is imperative that steps be taken immediately 
to readjust property values throughout the city. 
Boston is suffermeg from a stagnation that threatens 
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to reduce the revenue that must be obtained to meet 
the normal expenditures of the municipality. Certain 
sections of the city are handicapped in the develop- 
ment of property by tax valuations on land and 
buildings in excess of the true value, whereas in 
other sections values are too low. There appears to be 
no uniform standard; but the tax rate is uniform, and 
the basis of valuation should everywhere be the same. 
Competent experts agree that the suburban wards 
suffer greatly by the present adjustment of assess- 
ments, and a careful study of the causes contribut- 
ing to the alarming increase of mortgage sales makes 
it clear that remedies must be applied without delay. 
Means must be devised for effecting a readjustment, 
and the Mayor and the Board of Assessors must act 
with a determination demanded by the serious aspect 
of the situation. The Assessing Department should 
be composed of expert and trained men, capable of 
doing their full duty fairly and properly as the law 
requires. Civic pride should be aroused, and the 
assessors should have the hearty and active co-opera- 
tion of all public-spirited citizens. 


EXCISE LAWS. 


Recent developments have again emphasized the 
need of changes in the excise laws of the State. 
These should be brought into conformity with the 
reasonable requirements of our metropolitan pop- 
wation and of the large number of visitors, com- 
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ing both for business and _ pleasure, who are 
constantly staying in Boston. This is not a ques- 
tion of the pecuniary interest of those who are 
connected with the liquor trade; it is a matter 
which concerns the prosperity of our people and their 
reputation in the country. When the best and most 
popular hotels in the city, which have conducted 
their business on the highest possible plane, are obliged 
to suspend entirely the sale of wines and liquors to 
their guests owing to having become entangled in the 
technicalities and trivialities of our laws, it is not 
only a serious loss to their proprietors, but a menace 
to our business interests generally. Boston derives 
a large income from the patronage of strangers who 
come here for various business and social purposes ; 
if they are prevented from obtaining in Boston the 
hospitality freely offered in every other great city 
our prosperity will be seriously prejudiced. 

An effort should be made also by our city govern- 
ment to secure a modification of the law which 
under the decision of the Supreme Court prevents 
hotels from supplying even their own guests with 
anything to drink after eleven o’clock at night. It 
is an absurdity that the misplacement of a semi- 
colon should compel our people and their guests to 
submit to an unreasonable restriction of this character 
which was never originally intended and which causes 
the traveler to wonder whether he is in a large 
metropolitan city or in a no-license country town. 
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The State has assumed the full responsibility not 
only for the framing of the excise legislation aftect- 
ing Boston, but for its enforcement or non-enforce- 
ment within our limits. The city government has 
no power or responsibility in the premises; but it 
should none the less register its emphatic protest 
against the existence of such unreasonable restric- 
tions, and demand their modification or abolition. 
The business interests of the city must in self-defence 
take up this question and join in the effort to free 
Boston from this attempted guardianship by the State 
of the morals of those to whom we should extend the 
ordinary hospitalities expected by strangers and guests. 

While speaking on the excise question it may 
not be amiss to refer to another injustice to Boston 
in the fact that 25 per cent. of the fees received 
from liquor licenses in Boston finds its way into the 
State treasury. This sum now amounts to more 
than $300,000 each year, and on account of the in- 
creasing demands on the Boston city treasury, the 
money received by Boston for liquor licenses should 


remain intact in the city treasury. 


FURTHER IMPOSITIONS. 


During the past dozen years, since the State 
Highway Act has been on the statute books, nearly 
$6,000,000 has been spent. Although Boston pays 
36 per cent. of this tax, not a single foot of State 
road has been built within the confines of the city. 
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Boston likewise supports a normal school out of 
its city treasury, and at the same time pays 36 per 
cent. of the cost of other normal schools located in 
different sections of the State. It is an open question 
whether the time has not arrived for the city to ask 
the State to take over the City Normal School, thus 
relieving Boston of a special burden for which it is 
doubtful if it receives any adequate compensating 
advantages. 


COMMERCE. 


BUSINESS DEVELOPMENT. 


I desire to call your especial attention to the 
great importance to the city of constant attention 
to the improvement of conditions affecting our busi- 
ness and manufacturing interests. The encouragement 
of commercial and industrial activity is an important 
municipal interest. In fact, the welfare of the com- 
munity is so entirely dependent on business develop- 
ment that it 1s not too much to say that it should 
be considered a matter of fundamental importance. 
Business activity and enterprise means prosperity for 
professional men, as well as for merchants and manu- 
facturers ; and no class in the community is so immedi- 
ately affected as the wage-earners, to whom it means 
steady employment and good wages. 
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The national government is doing much towards 
the improvement of our harbor, and if we wish to 
reap the full benefits of this great work we 
must see that commensurate facilities are provided 
on land. The improvement of our water front 
and wharves, of our railroad and terminal facili- 
ties, and of our traffic streets, should have your 
careful consideration. If we can so improve the 
condition of our heavy teaming thoroughfares that a 
larger load can be hauled with less delay from con- 
gestion, we can bring to Boston business which 
would otherwise go elsewhere. If we can properly 
and safely second the recent ruling of the Railroad 
Commissioners that new freight terminals should be 
established in the South Bay district, by providing 
streets suitable for heavy teaming, we shall give to 
Roxbury and South Boston more factories to employ 
our people. 

As bearing upon this general subject, 1 may say 
that in the near future I intend calling the attention 
of the city government to the absolute necessity of 
providing for the construction of a new cross-city 
teaming transportation thoroughfare between the 
North and South Stations. 

Complaint is made that our building laws are 
unduly severe on manufacturing plants, and that they 
do not permit the modern type of factory buildings, 
one or two stories in height, with large floor areas, 
even in the outlying districts. This subject should 
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be investigated, and if our laws are unduly severe, 
either in the restrictions on form of construction, or 
in requirements unnecessarily increasing the cost of 
building, action should be taken to secure such 
changes as can safely be made. 

I would also call to your attention the value of 
establishing thoroughly cordial relations between the 
city government and the business interests, and of 
inspiring confidence that the city government means 
to encourage the business development of the city. 
This is not a sentimental idea, but an eminently 
practical one, for there is no force more potent to 
bring business to Boston than to convince the out- 
side world that Boston wants business and will take 
care of it when it comes. 


CO-OPERATION OF BUSINESS ORGANIZATIONS. 


I realize that in dealing with a variety of ques- 
tions closely connected with the commercial interests 
of the community the Mayor can derive great benefit 
from the advice and assistance of representatives of 
our leading business and trade organizations. Enter- 
taining a sincere ambition to do something during 
my term of office to advance the business prosperity 
of our people, I shall at all times be glad to listen 
to the views of our leading merchants and men of 
affairs, and I desire to invite their co-operation in 
some regular and formal manner. I intend particu- 
larly to ask some properly constituted committee to 
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investigate the whole subject of our water front and 
maritime facilities, and to report upon the advisa- 
bility of supplementing or extending the work now 
done by the national and state governments in con- 
nection with our harbor and its commerce by the 
‘creation of some city department, which might be 
designated as a dock commission, to take such action 
as may properly fall within the province of our 
municipal authority. 

We are not holding our own in foreign com- 
merce compared with some other cities, having 
fallen from second place to fifth as a port. Our 
prosperity is so bound up with commerce, both 
foreign and coastwise, that every remedial action 
that the keenest business intelligence can possibly 
suggest should surely be taken for the conservation 
of our interests. Much can be done by business 
agencies to promote closer relations between the 
people of Boston and those of other centres, both in 
New England and in Canada, and so to increase the 
business of Boston as a great distributing centre. 
Our business men and our citizens generally are in 
favor, as they have repeatedly shown by overwhelm- 
ing majorities, of the closest possible relations with 
the people of Canada. In Boston, at least, this is 
no question of partisan politics, but of plain busi- 
ness advantage. In the promotion of — reciprocity 
with our neighbors to the north, and of every 
policy or action which can increase the business 
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earnings and profits of our citizens, I shall deem it 
my duty and privilege to avail myself of the fullest 
possible co-operation from all who have by their 
own success proved their ability to lead in these 
lines, and have thereby incurred an obligation to 
serve their less fortunate fellow-citizens. 


IMPROVED RAILROAD FACILITIES. 


The location of Boston, in the northeastern corner 
of the United States, and its position with reference 
to, and its business relations with, the city of New 
York, the great commercial centre of the country, 
make its railroad connections to the west and to the 
south a matter of vital importance. It is very unfor- 
tunate for Boston that the ownership of the great 
railroad system connecting her with New York — the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad — has 
passed so completely under the control of capitalists 
outside of Massachusetts that we are scarcely repre- 
sented in its management or considered in its policies. 

This great corporation, which has absorbed our 
formerly independent and locally controlled railroads, 
seems inclined to abuse the monopoly of our freight and 
passenger traffic which it has unfortunately acquired, 
and fails to show proper consideration for the needs 
of this traffic. The prosperity of Boston is peculiarly 
dependent upon the best possible railroad facilities, 
and every possible agency and influence, public and 
private, should be brought to bear to secure proper 
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recognition of our interests. It is to be hoped that 
some way can be found to secure more liberal treatment 
of our people by this railroad than they have received 
in the past. The construction of a canal through Cape 
Cod would afford us some measure of relief, and 
Boston should use every effort to secure the under- 
taking of this important work by the national gov- 
ernment or the state. 

The persistent disregard by the management of 
the above mentioned corporation not only of the 
interests of Boston but of those of its own stock- 
holders is shown by the fact that it bas for six 
years allowed the valuable terminals of the Boston 
and Providence Railroad, comprising over sixteen 
acres in the heart of the city, to stand idle, to the 
great damage of all adjacent property. It is an abuse 
of its powers for a railroad to hold so long unused 
property originally acquired for railroad purposes only, 
and which it has no right to retain for any other 
purpose. I intend, if necessary, to invoke the authority 
of the Railroad Commission to see if this injury to 
the property interests of the city cannot be terminated. 


BUILDING OPERATIONS. 


Insufficient consideration has been given in the 
past to a source of municipal prosperity and revenue 
vital to the well-being of the city, namely, building 
operations. ‘The chief source of revenue derived by 
a city comes from taxes upon land and buildings, and if

land is not developed by the erection of buildings the 
revenue that might be secured from the increased 
value of the land, and from the buildings erected 
thereon, is lost. Within the past year there has 
been a marked decline in building operations, which 
has resulted in serious loss to the city treas- 
ury. In the year 1904 these operations amounted 
to $18,782,067. It is not possible at this time to 
give the exact figures for the year 1905, but an 
approximate estimate places the total at about 
$13,000,000, a loss of over 30 per cent. 

A comparison with New York, Philadelphia and 
Chicago illustrates how serious this building depres- 
sion in Boston has been. While Boston during the 
year 1905 has suffered a decrease of 30 per cent., 
Philadelphia shows an increase of 16 per cent., 
Chicago of 40 per cent. and the boroughs of Bronx 
and Manhattan in the City of New York made a 
gain of 67 per cent. The appended table shows the 
value of the building operations m New York, 
Chicago, Philadelphia and Boston during the years 
1904 and 1905:

‘These figures demonstrate that new life must be 


infused into our building operations by improving in 
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some manner the conditions affecting them, unless 
Boston is ready to permit the decline to continue. 
It is possible our building laws are too severe, and 
this whole subject should be carefully inquired into 
for the purpose of ascertaining whether these laws are 
responsible in any degree for the present falling off. 

The Tenement House Commission appointed by 
Mayor Collins April 15, 1903, has presented a 
report of great value on this subject, which is one 
of pressing urgency. Boston, with its 7,000 tene- 
ment houses, should not lag behind in the move- 
ment for reform, which, starting in New York in 
1901, has spread to Chicago, Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore and other large cities. I 
recommend thorough consideration of all measures 
designed to ensure for the people well-constructed 
and well-lighted homes, provided with sufficient air 


space and sanitary conveniences. 


HIGHWAY LAWS. 


Radical legislation will have to be sought at the 
State House in order to get the statutes governing the 
laying out and construction of highways into intellig- 
ible shape. At the present time there is not a single 
public official in Boston who pretends to understand 
the law. So many changes have been made in the 
last dozen years that even the Law Department of 
our city, which ought to be conversant with the 
situation, expresses its inability to give an_intelli- 
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gent opinion on this subject. The fact that the loan 
bill of the last two years has carried items amounting 
to over $600,000 to pay interest and sinking-fund 
requirements 1s an absurdity which must appeal to 
every thinking citizen of the city. Some steps must 
be taken at once to bring about a remedy. In my 
judgment the laws now upon the statute books will 
have to be wiped out and entirely new legislation 


enacted. 


EDUCATION, HEALTH, AND SOCIAL IMPROVEMENTS. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The most vitally important department of the 
city government is the School Department. To it 
is devoted the largest single appropriation for which 
our citizens are taxed. JDirectly or indirectly it 
touches every heart and every home in the city. 

The appropriation for the schools for 1905 was 
$3,676,731.26, this figure exceeding by more than 
$150,000 the appropriation of the Street Department, 
which stands next highest on the list of appro- 
priations. I believe that I am entirely within the 
truth in stating that no other city im the country 
has given so liberally, so constantly, and so confi- 
dently as Boston for the maintenance of its schools; 
but the results have not been correspondingly great. 
Boston no longer stands at the head in education 
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Many cities in the Middle West, for example, are 
distinctly stronger and more progressive in public 
education; and it hardly needs to be said that cer- 
tain foreign countries, particularly Germany, are far 
in advance of us, and that, too, with a relatively 
much smaller expenditure of money. 

The educational success of these countries is due 
not only to their love of scholarship, but also to 
their early recognition of the fact that modern 
civilization is based upon the mastering of the 
material world; that is, upon scientifically conducted 
business in the broad sense of that term. I designedly 
use the word broad, for it is far from my thoughts 
to recommend short or superficial courses of business 
training. They have demanded for their children 
an education which should lead them to become 
eminently useful in the business world, by giving 
them a thorough commercial and technical education, 
while maintaining preparation for the professions in 
its proper place. 

France established her first trade schools one hun- 
dred and thirty years ago, and many of these schools 
are still in existence. But she has not given to such 
schools that earnest attention which Germany has, 
and to this fact educational experts attribute her 
inability to hold her own in industry with her 
great rival. France is now keenly alive to the situ- 
ation, and is striving to repair her mistake in this 


respect. 
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Kngland, too, has come to realize that Gerinany 
is displacmg her in the markets of the world, and 
that this is due to the superiority of German tech- 
nical training. In the words of Sir Swire Smith, of 
the Royal Commission on Technical Instruction, in 
an address at Liverpool last year: ‘While other 
countries were spending millions on _ technical 
schools, Britain’ declared itself too poor to build 
them. :. . . We have since learned to our cost 
that it is in the physical and intellectual training of 
her men that Britam must ‘wake up’ and safeguard 
her commerce.’ And Britain, too, is waking up. In 
fact British employers and employees agree that the 
great strides taken recently by her boot and shoe 
industry, for example, can be traced directly to the 
establishment of technical schools. 3 

By the testimony of representative educators, 
as well as by the practical testimony of men con- 
cerned in international trade, Germany leads the 
world in industrial training. Her principle is, “ every 
worker, whether in industry or business or profes- 
sion, requires general education and also technical 
preparation for the particular work he is to do.’ 
The German Commissioners who visited this country 
during the St. Louis Exposition reassured their coun- 
trymen regarding the bugbear of American compe- 
tition by pointing to the practical absence among 
us of industrial training for the masses of the 


people. 
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COMMERCIAL HIGH SCHOOL. 


Had Boston followed the advice and example 
of some of her far-sighted citizens of a few genera- 
tions ago, she might have become a bright beacon- 
light of education. LHarly in 1820 the Boston School 
Committee appointed a sub-committee, consisting of 
Samuel A. Wells, a well-known ‘merchant, Rev. 
John Pierpont and Rev. N. L. Frothingham, promi- 
nent clergymen, Benjamin Russell, an editor, and 
Lemuel Shaw, who later became Chief Justice of 
Massachusetts, to inquire into the need of estab- 
lishing a school to do for the young men about to 
enter busmess in Boston what the time-honored 
Latin School had long been doing for those about to 
go to college. On October 26 of the same. year, 
this sub-committee, in a report to the full Board, 
recommended that such a school be established. 
Their report contains the following passage: “A 
parent who wishes to give a child an education that 
shall fit him for active life and shall serve as a 
foundation for eminence in his profession, whether 
mercantile or mechanical, is under the necessity of 
giving him a different education from any which our 
schools can now furnish.” 

These words distinctly call for commercial and 
technical training, The result of that report was 
the almost immediate establishment of the English 
High School, the training in which should have been 
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constantly adapted and developed to meet the grow- 
ing needs of business life. If that plan had been 
faithfully followed we should not now, for example, 
be following in the wake of New York, which has a 
splendidly developed High School of Commerce, and 
be lagging far in the rear of French and German 
cities, which have not only splendid commercial high 
schools, but well-developed technical schools as well. 
Our lack of progress is well shown by the fact that 
in this same English High School, according to its 
catalogue for the current year, at least three different 
courses of study are bemg followed, namely: a _ pre- 
paratory course for college, a preparatory course for 
the Institute of Technology, and a business course 
for young men going neither to Harvard nor to 
Technology. The disadvantage, educationally, of such 
a variety of aims is manifest, and the fact that this 
school has failed to fill its mission is further evi- 
denced practically by the fact that Boston is filled 
with private so-called business colleges, which are 
supported mainly by Boston students of school age, 
who have to pay for this special instruction. 

I most earnestly urge that the new School Board 
prepare for the immediate establishment of a 
Commercial High School, already favorably passed 
upon by the retirmg committee. 

If the funds of the city were ample, I should, per- 
haps, advise the erection of an entirely new building, 
designed especially for a Commercial High School; but 
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in view of the financial condition of the city such a 
proposal would be inadvisable at the present time, 
and is, in fact, unnecessary. In the present English 
High School building we have a distinctly good archi- 
tectural structure, well adapted to be the home of a 
great school for commerce, which I take to have 
been the thought of Chief Justice Shaw and the other 
honorable gentlemen who formulated the plan for 
this very school. To carry out this suggestion, it 
will be necessary to cause a mutual interchange of 
pupils between the high schools of the city (even if 
at some temporary local inconvenience), so that all 
the pupils in the English High School may pursue 
with efficiency a single purpose under a corps of 
teachers devoted exclusively to realizing this single 
alm. 

I can well understand that in 1820, when the 
plan for an English High School was drawn up, it 
should have been the design to exclude girls from 
the benefits of this course, but young women should 
not be denied this privilege in 1906. It is worth con- 
sideration whether young women who intend to pur- 
sue a business course should not be allowed to enter 
the English High School; but if this is decided 
adversely, I strongly recommend that a similar re- 
organization be made for their benefit. 

I am informed that the Schoolhouse Commissioners 
have at their disposal approximately $450,000 which 
is to be expended for an addition to the Mechanic 
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Arts High School, for which the plans are already 
drawn. If for any reason it is not deemed possible 
to use the present English High School building for 
the proposed Commercial School, then I suggest that 
this addition to the Mechanic Arts High School 
should be utilized in whole or in part for that - 
purpose. 

As for the training in the primary and gram- 
mar grades, | urge that the work be more strictly 
confined to thorough teaching of the rudiments 
of grammar, arithmetic and writing, so that so much 
time need not be taken in later years to acquire a 
decent proficiency in these subjects. 

It is to be hoped and expected that the more 
practical character which could thus be given to 
High School traming would cause very many of 
those who now go to work immediately upon leaving 
the Grammar School to take advantage of the High 
School courses. | 

The work of the night sch ools and educational 
centres needs also to be thoroughly systematized and 
organized. All the arguments in behalf of commer- 
cial and industrial training in the day schools apply 
perhaps with even greater force to the evening 
schools. There is an impression that the work in ~ 
evening schools is disjointed, that there is no 
thorough course which embraces the entire field of 
evening instruction; that it is, in fact, haphazard 
and lacking thorough supervision. I recommend this 
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subject to the earnest consideration of the new 
School Committee. 

The community owes it to itself to make the 
most of its brains and brawn, to utilize every scrap 
of talent within it for its development and enrich- 
ment. This section of the country has long owed 
its superiority to the special skill of its workingmen 
and its factory operatives. It has no other advan- 
tage worth speaking of. Boston must develop this 
skill. It must take its stand in the forefront of 
progress commercially, industrially and intellectually, 
and the place to begin is in the school-room. 


HOSPITAL FOR CONSUMPTIVES. 


One of the most pressing needs of the city at 
the present time is a proper provision for the treat- 
ment of cases of consumption. This disease is one 
of the most dangerous which afflicts our people, and 
the present means for isolation and _ treatment, 
whether provided by public institutions or by private 
charities, are wholly madequate. It 1s only within 
recent years that this complaint has come to be under- 
stood and that sensible and effective methods of 
treatment have been found. But with the knowledge 
which we have now acquired there is no excuse for 
allowing our community to be subjected longer 
to the almost) unchecked ravages of this scourge. 
The magnitude of the evil is made clearly evident 
by the fact that there are some twelve hundred 
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deaths annually in Boston from tuberculosis, and that, 
according to the estimates of the Board of Health, 
there are always between three and five thousand 
people suffering from it within the city limits. 

This disease is one which is now recognized as 
communicable, and therefore a menace to the com- 
munity; it is also one which in its early stages is 
susceptible of improvement or cure, and in its more 
advanced stages requires care and nursing, yet 
at the present time a citizen of Boston afflicted 
with it can, outside of a few private hospitals, 
only be sent to the State Sanatorium at Rutland, 
which takes only incipient cases, or to the State 
Hospital at Tewksbury, or to the Hospital at Long 
Island, where the city now makes a wholly inade- 
_ quate provision for the treatment of cases in connec- 
tion with the Almshouse on that Island. Boston 
certainly makes a deplorable showing, having only 110 
hospital beds at the disposal of consumptives, while 
New York provides 3,216. Various representative 
charitable organizations and a large number of 
physicians are actively interested in this question, 
and have repeatedly urged it upon the attention of 
the city government. We owe it to the public 
health, as well as to many helpless sufferers, not to 
delay steps toward some effective action a day longer 
than is necessary. 

Four years ago the City Council authorized a loan 
of $150,000 as a first step towards making finan- 
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cial provision for a hospital for consumptives, and 
the authority to issue this loan still continues. 
It was proposed at the time that a Board of 
Trustees should be appointed to have charge of such 
a hospital. I am not in favor of the unnecessary 
multiplication of our city departments, but there 
seems to be no other satisfactory way of providing 
for the administrative control of this important 
matter. The City Hospital Trustees do not regard 
the treatment of consumption as coming in any way 
within the proper function of our regular hospital 
department, and are unwilling to have the charge 
of a consumptives’ hospital placed in their hands. I 
believe their objections are well founded and that 
some other authority should be placed in charge of 
this work. It cannot be placed in the charge of 
any of our penal or charitable departments without 
great injustice to the unfortunate sufferers from this 
complaint and great restriction of the benefits which 
should be conferred. As the ordinances now stand the 
Board of Health seems to be given the charge of this 
hospital, but the duties of this board are already 
multifarious, and it does not seem to me advisable to 
add to them. It therefore seems to be essential that 
a special department should be instituted to have 
charge of the treatment of consumptives, and I rec- 
ommend that the City Council pass as soon as possible 
a proper ordinance providing for the appointment of 
unpaid trustees. 
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I believe that this board should proceed at once 
to select a suitable location for such a hospital, and 
should make an immediate beginning in providing 
facilities for treatment. The appropriation of 
$150,000 may not be as large as will be required soon 
after the work of this new department gets under 
way, but in my opinion it is much better to pro- 
ceed to do something with this amount than to wait 
for a larger appropriation. Fortunately the modern 
method of treatment is such that very simple and 
inexpensive buildings can be utilized; the treatment 
is largely carried on in some places under tents, the 
freest possible access to fresh air constituting a 
vitally important feature of it. Indeed, one of the 
chief benefits from the establishment of such a 
tuberculosis hospital is the educational effect on the 
community at large, for each patient actually 
treated brings the knowledge of how to treat the 
disease at home to an ever-widening circle of friends 
and acquaintances, who thus become active mission- 
aries in fighting this scourge. 

I pledge the fullest co-operation on the part of 
the executive in taking energetic and effective action 
to remedy this present great deficiency in the chari- 
table activities of our city. 


SOCIAL IMPROVEMENTS. 


In the same spirit, I urge upon you a continu- 
ance of the liberal policy adopted by our predecessors 
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in the matter of public parks and playgrounds, baths 
and gymnasiums. These investments of the public 
funds bring rich dividends in the diffusion of health 
and in the increase of productive efficiency among 
the masses of the people. 

Among the depressing influences of city life must 
be reckoned the vitiated atmosphere, which, even out 
of doors, is less pure and wholesome than country 
air. Recently we have been threatened with a 
noxious condition, actually prevalent in other cities, 
through the increased use of bituminous coal. Stren- 
uous efforts should be made to keep the atmosphere 
free from smoke and other pollutions which are 
dangerous to the public health and fatal to comfort 
and beauty. 


ADMINISTRATION AND WORK OF DEPARTMENTS. 


NEW CITY HALL. 


The subject of building a new City Hall has been 
brought up from time to time for many years, but 
the first definite step in that direction has yet to 
be taken. I have given the matter a good deal of 
study, and believe that the time for action has 
come. Not only is the need an urgent one, but by 
a well-considered plan and business-like action it can 
be met within the regular financial resources of the 
city, and with an actual saving of public money. 
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The question of site is, of course, the first one to 
be settled. Here we are met with the great finan- 
cial advantage, even if it be not an actual necessity, 
of availing ourselves of some land already owned by 
the city. The purchase of a piece of land adequate 
for this purpose and properly located would cost a 
large sum, probably several millions of dollars. This 
fact, to say nothing of the great difficulties, owing 
to the various real estate interests that would be 
affected, of securing an agreement upon any location 
now under private ownership, would probably render 
any plan requiring the purchase of a site impossible 
to carry through. Moreover, the purchase by the 
city and consequent withdrawal from taxation of 
land now in private hands would mean serious loss 
of revenue. 

Fortunately the city owns a piece of land which 
in size and convenience of location is almost ideally 
suited for a City Hall, and which was originally 
intended for this purpose. I refer to the Public 
Garden. This large, open area would give Boston a 
site for-its chief municipal building which could 
hardly be surpassed in any city on either side of the 
Atlantic. The erection on this spot of a fine ex- 
ample of the best that the architectural talent of this 
country could produce in the way of a monumental 
public building or group of buildings would materi- 
ally add to the beauty of our city, and to the dignity 
of everything associated with its government. Such 
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a building need by no means spoil the Public Garden 
for the other purposes which it now serves, and | 
believe on close examination of the subject it will 
be found that the objections to this plan are wholly 
sentimental, and that they should not have any weight 
against its manifest advantages, convenience and 
economy. 

To turn now to the financial aspect of the ques- 
tion. Let us assume that the cost of a City Hall in 
this location, capable of properly accommodating all 
of the departments of the city, would be $4,000,000, 
which I believe should be an ample figure. The 
assessed valuation of the property now used for 
similar purposes by the city, which could certainly 
be sold as no longer required,—namely, the present 
City Hall, Historical Society and Probate Build- 
ings, Old Court House, and School Committee | 
Building on Mason Street, —is, in round numbers, 
$3,600,000; of this sum $3,114,000 represents value 
of Jand and $486,000 value of buildings. These 
properties might be sold for the full assessed value of 
land and buildings; they should surely bring the 
assessed value of the land alone, and this figure would 
come within $886,000 of meeting the whole esti- 
mated cost of the new City Hall. 

To meet this difference, or the interest and sink- 
ing-fund requirements upon a loan for that amount, 
the city would have two resources; the saving of 
the rentals now paid, amounting to some $47,000 a 
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year, and the taxes which it would receive from its 
properties not now taxed, which would thus pass 
into private ownership, and from the new buildings 
which would be erected upon them. The taxable 
valuation of the above-named properties when improved 
as they would be should certainly not be less than 
$4,500,000. The annual taxes upon this sum at 
$16 per thousand would produce $72,000; adding the 
rentals saved, we have a total gain to the city of 
$119,000. This sum would wipe out the margin of 
$886,000, not provided for by the sale of land alone, 
in less than eight years. 

I believe that the money required for the carrying 
out of this plan could be provided within the regu- 
lar borrowing capacity of the city. The preparation 
for and the erection of a structure of this magnitude 
would probably require several years, so that only a 
portion of the money would have to be provided out 
of the borrowing capacity of any one year. Some 
or all of the property to be disposed of might be 
sold for cash, although not to be transferred for use 
until later, so that the proceeds of sales might be 
made actually available to meet the payments on the 
new building as they fall due. 

Boston has within recent years completed many 
great public works and improvements which have 
added notably to the beauty and convenience of our 
city and have been a just source of civic pride to 
all our people. The Public Garden affords us an 
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opportunity to place a great architectural monument 
in a worthy setting and to dignify all of the varied 
activities of our progressive city government by 
bringing them together and giving them a proper 
habitation. ? 


REORGANIZATION OF STREET DEPARTMENT. 


I believe that the tendency of recent years to 
consolidate so many important branches of our city 
administration in the Street Department has been 
carried too far. This policy results in imposing such a 
burden of multifarious duties upon the Superintendent 
that no man can possibly discharge them, and it 
tends to minimize the importance of some branches 
of municipal work which are entitled to the dignity 
of separate administrative control. Under this sys- 
tem a large portion of the important work of the 
city is removed from the direct supervision and 
control of the Mayor by being assigned to the charge 
of an official who within his sphere is really a sort 
of deputy mayor rather than an ordinary head of a 
department. ‘The Mayor cannot without upsetting the 
administrative system and showing a lack of confidence 
in the head of the Street Department come into any 
direct relations with the deputies in charge of such 
important spending divisions as paving and sewers; 
yet it is physically impossible for the Superin- 
tendent to exercise any real and personal adminis- 
trative control over all of the divisions which are 
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nominally under his charge. In short, the heads of 
the divisions have to be allowed to exercise to a large 
extent the powers of heads of departments, yet they 
are not subject to the direct responsibility to the 
Mayor which the theory of our city charter requires. 
Moreover, the demands for patronage of various sorts, 
for contracts, appointments and purchases, become so 
concentrated upon the over-burdened Superintendent 
as to make any regular and satisfactory performance 
of his duties practically impossible. 

The recent ruling of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion that heads of divisions of the Street Department 
come within the classified service, and that these places 
must be filled by competitive examination, would greatly 
increase the difficulty of carrying on the Street Depart- 
ment as at present organized, if it would not even 
render this practically impossible. However question- 
able this position may be in law and in common sense— 
however open to criticism the commission may be 
for closing its eyes for many years to a practice of 
unrestricted appointment which it now declares to 
be illegal—the rulmg may well answer a useful 
purpose in calling attention to the need of a reor- 
ganization of the Street Department in the direction 
of a decentralization of diverse authorities and func- 
tions. These have been merged and consolidated 
until the result is an unwieldy, overgrown and 
somewhat irresponsible department. 

I shall immediately recommend to the City Council 
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the passage of suitable ordinances for establishing 
the present divisions of the Street Department as 
independent departments directly responsible to the 


Mayor. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


In view of the fact that the City Council 
declined to pass an ordinance recommended by my 
predecessor for consolidating the Lamp Department 
with the Street Department, and also of the great 
importance of the matters connected with street 
lighting which will come up for action during the 
coming year, I have come to the conclusion that 
efficiency and economy would be promoted by making 
an early appointment to the office of Superintendent 
of Lamps. I believe that it is my duty as Mayor to 
conform both to the letter and spirit of the City, 
Ordinances as established by the City Council, and 
these provide for a separate Lamp Department. 

I have every confidence that the Lamp Depart- 
ment, under a competent head, can save the city 
much more than the additional cost of its separate 
administration. Under its lighting contracts the city 
pays for electric and gas lights only when they are 
kept properly lighted during schedule hours, and it 
has already been demonstrated, even with partial 
inspection under the Street Department, that the 
deductions which can thus be made from lighting 
bills are not inconsiderable. 
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The Jast City Council voted by nine to three in 
the Board of Aldermen, and by fifty-nine to seven in 
the Common Council, to submit the question of es- 
tablishing a municipal lighting plant to the voters, 
as provided by Chapter 34 of the Revised Laws, and 
the same question will come before the City Council 
of the present year for its action. Without entering 
at the present time into the merits of this very im- 
portant question, or recommending any specific action 
by the City Council, I desire at least to state my 
belief that the subject cannot be too carefully studied 
and considered in all its aspects, legal, financial and 
administrative. I believe that a properly organized 
Lamp Department should be able to furnish to the 
City Council information and estimates which should 
be of great value in enabling it to deal intelligently 
with this matter. Moreover, if any action is to be 
taken looking to municipal lighting it is certainly 
very desirable that the city should have a properly 
organized lighting department. 

The contract for Welsbach gas lamps, of which 
over 9,300 are in service, expires on the first of June 
next. I believe that the price which the city now 
pays, $50 per lamp, is higher than necessary, and 
that some reduction should be secured if the con- 
tract is to be renewed. But there is a strong 
sentiment, in which I share, in favor of city 
ownership and operation of gas lamps of this 
character, and I will endeavor to bring this about. 
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Under the present contract the city has the right to 
purchase the lanterns, burners and mantles of the 
contractor at a price to be fixed by arbitration, 
if such price cannot be agreed upon. 

I believe that in some places it should be possi- 
ble to economize in the lighting bill of the city by 
substituting mantle lamps in clusters for electric 
lights, and without noticeable loss in the effective- 
ness of illumination. 


EXTENSION OF PENSION SYSTEM. 


At present we have regular pension systems in 
the Police and Fire Departments which provide for 
the retirement of the members who become too 
old for efficient ‘service. A voluntary system of 
retiring pensions for teachers is also in successful 
operation in the School Department. Within recent ' 
years there has been a marked tendency in this 
country to establish systems of retiring pensions 
for various classes of regular employees and salaried 
officials, in accordance with the practice which pre- 
vails so generally abroad. Some of the largest 
private corporations in the country, notably the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, have adopted elabo- 
rate pension systems for their employees, and at 
the present moment the Boston and Maine Railroad is 
taking steps toward the establishment of such a 
system. 


Some generdl legislative authority would be re- 
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quired in order to enable the City Council to provide 
for a pension system for employees of the city out- 
side of the Police and Fire Departments. I believe 
that an act granting such authority should be peti- 
tioned for. I should not favor the adoption of such 
a system if I believed that it would merely entail 
an additional expense upon the taxpayers, or amount 
to extra compensation to employees without additional 
service rendered. But I believe that the adoption of a 
properly graded pension scheme, based upon an equit- 
able basis of financial contributions, would not merely 
be a measure of philanthropy, but of actual economy 
and efficiency as well. A plan of this character, 
which is adopted out of enlightened self-interest by 
great corporations organized purely for purposes of 
gain, should certainly commend itself to a great 
political corporation, which is supposed to be a 
model employer. — 

A great reason for the adoption of such a 
system for our city employees generally is found 
in the fact that it affords the only possible 
method of replacing those who have grown too old 
for proper service with younger and more efficient 
men. Few officials are willing to discharge an 
employee who has rendered efficient service for 
many years, and is still faithful to the _ best 
of his ability, merely because he has become 
superannuated. The result is that the public 
service becomes inefficient and costly. I believe 
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that it would be a positive measure of economy 
to grant moderate pensions to many employees 
who have been for a considerable term of years 
in the service of the city in order that younger 
men might be put in charge of the work. As a 
first step toward enabling the city government to 
take intelligent action, I propose to ask the various 
departments to report the ages of their employees 
and officials, with the respective terms for which 
they have served the city. 

, Retiring pension systems of this character have 
as a rule been based upon contributions coming 
equally from the employer and the employee. I 
believe that this is the fairest and most practicable 
basis. The city should not contribute the whole 
expense, but in my opinion it could make an actual 
financial gain by contributing one-half of the expense, - 
thus making it possible to retire superannuated 
employees. 


CENTRALIZATION OF PURCHASES. 


I believe that economy would be promoted if the 
large purchases now made by the city could be con- 
solidated and effected through a common channel, 
instead of being made independently by a large num- 
ber of departments. The former system, that of the 
central purchasing agency, is adopted by nearly all 
large private corporations, and a city like Boston 
should. be able to follow their example with benefit 
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to its treasury. I am aware that there are radical 
differences between public and private business, and 
that there would be various legal, financial and 
administrative difficulties in the way of carrying this 
suggestion into effect. It seems to me, however, that 
it is an unbusinesslike proceeding for the city to pur- 
chase such an article as coal, for instance, through 
' twenty different departments, when a combination of 
all of the separate orders for this article would 
undoubtedly secure the better terms which large pur- 
chasers can always command in the market. I shall 
endeavor to secure the taking of some steps at least 
in the direction which I have indicated. <A better 
system of purchasing would not only make it possible 
to secure lower prices for the city, but would also 
tend to prevent wasteful or unnecessary purchases. 

A system of testing the materials constantly 
required by the several departments would result in 
establishing uniform standards of quality and price, 
and would undoubtedly save much money that is 
now wasted because of their absence. 

In this connection, I would urge the advisability of 
making the duties and authority of the Auditor wider 
than at present, and giving him the functions attached 
to the office of comptroller, as it exists in New York 
and some other cities. He should not merely audit 
bills as to form, but should examine them as to sub- 
stance — as to reasonableness and strict legality, as 
well as apparent regularity. There cannot be too 
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close or searching scrutiny of all payments made from 
the city treasury. 


CONCLUSION. 


In closing this rapid survey, I may be permitted 
to remind you of the important duties which you 
are to discharge during the coming year. Precisely 
because of its importance, as wel] as its difficulty, 
city government has attracted much critical attention 
in recent years. The tendency of the American 
people is to live together in large communities, and 
some of their greatest problems to-day grow out of 
these relations. The decisions of your body become 
the municipal law for 600,000 persons, one-fifth of 
the inhabitants of the State. It is no mean office 
then that you fill, as councillors of this great body 
politic. Upon each of you, as upon me, rests an 
individual burden and responsibility, for it is here 
under this roof, and not in the writings of commen- 
tators and theorists, that the problems of self-govern- 
ment are worked out. At each of your sessions and 
in every act and vote of your committees, democracy 
itself is on trial. 

The Board of Aldermen and the Common Coun- 
cil are independent bodies, co-equal with the executive 
In our system of government. I desire harmony 
with both, cordial personal relations with their mem- 
bers, and loyal co-operation in serving the public, in 
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order that the city under our guidance may thrive 
with a widely diffused prosperity, and that we may all 
face our constituents confidently at the end of our 
terms of office and be able to make a satisfactory 
report of our official actions to the people whom we 
this day swear to serve.

Sir, — The Art Commission submits the following report 
for the year beginning February 1, 1905, and ending January 
ois 1 906: 

In the month of April, in accordance with a request from 
the Common Council to enclose the statue of Gen. Joseph 
Warren in Roxbury with an iron fence, the Art Commission 
considered the best means of saving that monument, as well 
as others, from defacement and vandalism. <A recommenda- 
tion was sent to the Board of Police to take action towards 
better protection of the statues, monuments, and_ their 
grounds from injury through vandalism and thoughtless 
sport. At the same time the Mayor was requested to 
instruct the Superintendent of Public Grounds to keep the 
statues and their immediate surroundings clean, and free 
from rubbish and all stains and disfigurements, except such 
as were the result of the action of the elements. 

In May, the plot of land surrounding the Joseph Warren 
Monument was improved by the planting of a hedge and 
detached shrubs. 
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In June, a full-sized model of the proposed monument of 
Francis Parkman, by D. C. French, to be placed on the site 
of the Parkman place by Jamaica Pond, was approved by this 
Commission. 

In July, the plan for a railing and gateway to protect the 
Dorchester Heights Monument, designed by Messrs. Peabody 
& Stearns, was approved. 

In July, the statue of Gov. John Winthrop was moved to 
its present site on the north side of the First Church on 
Marlborough street, where it rests upon a small parcel of 
land given by the church to the city for that purpose. 

During the summer the southwest corner of the Public 
Garden was improved, according toa set of plans which 
resulted in the completion of a large corner entrance to the 
Garden, with posts and new sections of grilles supported by 
marble posts, and set upon an enlarged line of curb on either 
side of the Channing Monument. The plan still includes a 
modification in the lines of the paths, with additional plant- 
ing of trees and shrubs. 

The pedestal of the statue of Lief Eriksen is undergoing 
modifications which will simplify its outlines. 

In August, in response to a request from the Board of 
Aldermen to move the statue of Charles Sumner on the 
Public Garden to a better position, the Art Commission 
recommended a site nearer the Park square entrance of the 
Public Garden. 

In October, the drinking fountain on the corner of Centre 
and Mount Vernon streets, West Roxbury, presented to the 
city by the Mary Draper Chapter, D. A. R., was completed 
and accepted. 

In November, a marble tablet, designed by C. R. Harley, in 
memory of Gov. Roger Wolcott, the gift of Judge Francis C. 
Lowell, was, on the recommendation of the Art Commission, 
accepted by the Schoolhouse Commission to be placed in 
the Roger Wolcott School in Dorchester. 

In November, the Art Commission sent a communication 
to the Acting Mayor protesting against the unfortunate 
combination of colors placed upon the Old State House, as 
well as against the injury and desecration of the building 
by cutting in upon its lower story for use as a Subway 
entrance. 

In December, the lettering upon the pedestal of the William 
Lloyd Garrison statue on Commonwealth avenue was dark- 
ened and rendered more legible. 
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The ancient iron lantern presented to the city by Mr. 
Bunkio Matsuki was placed near the border of the Public 
Garden Pond. The painting of the lantern, the grading, 
and the rocks to be placed around its place are still to be 


completed.

Str, — In accordance with the requirements of the existing 
ordinance, the Board of Assessors respectfully submit the 
following report: 

For convenience of assessment, and as authorized by chap- 
ter 115 of the Acts of the year 1889, which provides that 
the assessors may “divide any ward . . . into conve- 
nient assessment districts,’ the twenty-five wards of the city 
are divided into forty-four districts — four of them into three 
each, eleven of them into two each, and ten are undivided.

In addition to the foregoing warrants, the Board of 
Assessors received a state warrant in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter 488, Acts 1895, and any and all acts 
in addition and amendment thereto entitled “An Act to 
provide for a Metropolitan Water Supply,” amounting to 
$1,758,635.

The whole cost of lighting the streets and parks of the city during 
the financial year 1905-1906 was $807,176.90. On the 10th of January 
the city was lighted with 3,761 electric, 9,623 mantle gas, 66 triple 
mantle gas, 32 incandescent, 172 fire-alarm, 1,948 mantle naphtha and 21 
double mantle naphtha lamps.

The price paid for electric lamps is 35 cents, 34 cents, and 33 cents per 
lamp per night. The companies provide the posts, and furnish the 
lamps and current. The price paid for incandescent lamps is $2.50 per 
lamp per month in Roxbury and South Boston, and $3 per lamp per 
month in Brighton. 

The price paid for mantle gas lamps is $28.80 per year perlamp. The 
company furnishes mantles, boulevard lanterns, and light and care for 
same, and the city provides the posts and service pipes. 

The posts are set and the underground service pipes are laid and kept 
in repair by the various gas companies, under the direction of the 
Superintendent of Lamps, and at the expense of the city, without 
pecuniary consideration or profit to the companies. 

The price paid for mantle naphtha lamps is $29.20 each per year, or 8 
cents per night. The city furnishes the posts, and the company fur- 
nishes all material for lighting and lanterns.

The department now owns 1,900 chairs, 759 tables, 530 vot- 
ing compartments, and 1,090 wooden horses for the same, 225 stools for 
ballot-boxes, 198 counting-boards, 187 stoves, 1,825 leatheroid boxes, 
canvas envelopes, and the required lamps, coal-hods, shovels, pokers, 
coal barrels, and other minor equipment for voting booths.

also, 108 old, revolving ballot-boxes.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Board of Health: 

In office of City Physician, books and surgical instruments. 

GALLOP’s ISLAND, containing about sixteen acres, was purchased in 
1860, for $6,600, used as a Quarantine Station, on which are a dwelling- 
house, barn, coal-shed, two hospitals, two buildings for the reception 
and care of immigrants, a bath-house, a disinfecting plant, and thirteen 
small buildings, formerly used as polling booths, but now placed on the 
island for use as hospitals; steambuvat wharf, storehouse for infected 
cargoes, and other buildings, with the live stock, farming utensils, 
merchandise, provisions, tools, etc., for carrying on the Quarantine 
Station. 

SMALLPOX HospiraL, Southampton street, two buildings erected in 
1893. The contents of the lot are about 52,660 square feet. 

STEAMBOATs: ‘ Vigilant,’’ 73} tons burden, 95 feet in length, 17 feet 
beam, and 8 feet deep, built in Boston in 1886. Cost of boat and 
furniture, $18,000. Employed in quarantine service. ‘ Relief,’’ costing 
$3,800, purchased for the quarantine service in 1904. 

Moreur, North Grove street, surgical instruments. 
egSraBLE, North Grove street. Nine horses, seven carriages, eight + 
wagons, three ambulances, two vans and ten sleighs. 


HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Trustees of the Boston 
City Hospital. 

The land bounded by Harrison avenue, East Concord street, Albany 
street, and Massachusetts avenue. The lot consists of 430,963 square 
feet. Also the land to the southwest of Massachusetts avenue bounded 
by Albany street, Northampton street, and a passageway near Harrison 
avenue, consisting of 125,736 square feet. On the first lot is the Boston 
City Hospital proper, which consists of a group of twenty buildings. 
On the second lot mentioned is situated the South Department, for the 
infectious diseases, which consists of a group of seven buildings. 

The Trustees also have charge of a. plot of land containing about 
69,785 square feet, on the east side of Albany street in the rear of the 
hospital. On this lot are situated the ambulance stable, boiler-house, 
dynamo station, coal-pocket, and storage house. 

The Convalescent Home is situated on 610,500 square feet of land, at 
No. 2150 Dorchester avenue, near the Dorchester Lower Mills. On this 
property is a three-story house, with a two-story ell, with accommoda- 
tions for thirty-four patients and eight employés. There are also a barn 
and stable, shed, and recreation-house for patients. About one-half of 
this property is highly improved, and one-half woodland and pasture. 

The Relief Station on Haymarket square, lot contains 8,507 square feet 
of land, on which is a three-story brick building with a one-story ell. 

The total amount of land in this department is 1,245,491 square feet 
or 28,8, acres. The number of buildings is thirty-five. 
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CHILDREN’S INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


MARCELLA-STREET Home. — Building formerly occupied by the city 
of Roxbury as analmshouse. Additions and alterations were made in 
1876-77 and 1881 for the accommodation of pauper and neglected 
children. Contents of lot, 338,337 square feet. Of this 197,487 feet 
were taken by the Park Department in July, 1908. The part of the 
estate still held by the Trustees of children is not in use. 

PARENTAL ScHoou. — The Bolles estate, situated on Spring street, 
West Roxbury, consisting of about twenty-eight acres of land, dwelling- 
house, farmer’s house, stable, ice-house, boat-house, sheds, etc., was 
purchased in August, 1892, at a cost of $30,000, for a Parental School. 
There have been erected on this place a kitchen and laundry-house, two 
temporary school buildings, three dormitories and a hospital. In 1901 
additional land to amount of 778,448 square feet was purchased at a cost 
of $35,262.27. Three new cottages have been erected. 

RAINSFORD ISLAND (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 1871 
of the Commonwealth at a cost of $40,000, containing eleven acres. 
The buildings are occupied by the House of Reformation. 


INSANE HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 
(West Roxbury District.) 


WOMEN’S DEPARTMENT.— This site, originally purchased as a Home 
for the Poor, has been occupied exclusively by the insane since 1887. 
Contains about fifty acres, and is bounded on sontheasterly side by 
Harvard street, southwesterly by Morton street, northwesterly by 
Canterbury street, and northeasterly by Austin street. 

On this estate are the original dwelling-house connected with the two 
institution buildings erected for the poor, six detached buildings for 
hospital wards, a building used for chapel and dining-room, with 
kitchen and storerooms, a mortuary, a boiler-house, with laundry in 
second story, a barn and stable, with silo, a hennery, ice-house, and two 
small out-buildings. 

This plant provides for 400 patients. 

MEN’S DePARTMENT.— Situated on Walk Hill and Canterbury streets, 
and containing about thirty-two acres, was purchased in 1892, for a 
site for the new Lunatic Hospital, at a cost of $34,500. On it is a 
dwelling-house (twelve rooms). Two tracts of land, containing 41 22-100 
acres adjoining the Pierce Farm, were purchased in 1898, costing 
$23,000. In 1901 the Trustees purchased a tract of land comprising 
over 24 acres at Canterbury and Morton streets, costing $54,104.35. 
There have been constructed two hospital buildings, a domestic build- 
ing, boiler and power-house. The stable and barn were removed to 
new locations. Occupied by 300 patients. 


PAUPER INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


ALMSHOUSE, Alford street, Charlestown, is situated on a lot contain- 
ing 102,400 feet, with garden containing 73,038 feet, near the Everett line, 
a short distance from the Malden bridge. The building is of brick, 
built in 1849, is 100 feet long by 45 feet wide, three and one-half stories 
high, with two wings, one story high, 39 feet by 19 feet, and two wings, 
two and one-half and three and one-half stories high, 45 feet by 238 feet. 
One hundred twenty inmates can be accommodated. On the lot area 
large barn and other out-buildings. 

Lone IsLAnpD.— The department controls about 167 acres. A build- 
ing accommodating 350 persons was erected on this island in the years 
1886 and 1887, and is now occupied by male paupers. <A building for 
about 250 female paupers, a hospital with 250 beds, a chapel seating 
800, a power-house about 116 feet long by 40 feet wide and two stories 
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high (including laundry and bakery), a house for the superintendent, 
a hospital for consumptives, with fifty-one beds, a home for nurses, a 
tie-up for cattle and a mortuary have since been erected. There are 
also alarge barn, ice-house, piggery, and other farm buildings, and a 
reservoir with capacity of 1,000,000 gallons, 

STEAMER ‘‘ JOHN HowaArp.’’— This boat is 38.14 tons burdens, 70.7 
feet long, 14.5 feet beam, 5.65 feet draught, and was built ata cost of 
$18,000. Her berth is at Long Island, where being fully equipped for 
fire duty she can be called on at short notice should a fire occur on any 
of the islands. 

The boat is used for the conveyance to and from the city of the 
visiting medical staff of the Long Island Hospital, the heads of the 
departments conducting institutions on Long, Rainsford, and Deer 
Islands, and the clergy officiating therein. 


PENAL INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Penal Institutions Com- 
missioner: 

HouskE OF CORRECTION, DEER ISLAND, containing about 134 acres 
of upland, about fifty acres of flats, on which are the large brick prison 
buildings, prison building for women, hospital, heat and power plant, 
workshops, piggery, etc., required for carrying on House of Correction. 

STEAMER ‘‘ MoNITOR.’’ — This steamer is 414 tons (gross) burden, 155 
feet 4 inches length over all, 148 feet length forward side of stem to 
after side of rudder post, 28 feet beam over plank, 45 feet 10 inches 
beam over guards, 9 feet 3 inches depth of hold, 5 feet 7 inches draft, 
normal. She was built in East Boston in 1904. 

This boat is used for conveying prisoners, passengers, provisions, 
etc., to and from the city, to the Deer, Rainsford, and Long Island 
Institutions. 

EASTERN AVENUE WHARF (transferred from care of Street Depart- 
ment in 1908), including office, freight and cell buildings, used as dock 
for Steamer ‘‘ Monitor.”’ 


ISLANDS. 


AppLE ISLAND, containing nine and one-half acres, purchased in 1867 
for $3,750. 

DEER ISLAND, containing about 134 acres of upland and about fifty 
acres of flats. 

GALLOP’S ISLAND, containing about sixteen acres, was purchased in

As future presentations can also be made on exact lines, it seemed advisable to 
conform to them now, although the comparisons of the figures between 1875 and 1900 
are obviously affected by the fact that in 1900 the figures conform to the exact original 
areas. If the same territory was assigned to each division in 1900 as was done in 
1895, the figures would be: South Boston, 70,161; Dorchester, 64,648; West Roxbury, 
42,407; Roxbury, 110,732; instead of those given in the table. 

The comparisons resulting from the correction of areas in the table, therefore, indi- 
cate a larger increase for the five years in Dorchester, and a smaller gain in Roxbury 
and West Roxbury than has taken place on the territory that was included under those 
names in 1895, and to an extent in previous years, beginning with 1875. In South 
Boston, for the same reason, there appears to bea loss between 1895 and 1900, which is 
not found when identical areas are compared. 
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The population of the different districts of the city in 1905 is sum- 
marized in the following recapitulation so as to show the percentages 
of population of the entire city found in the different territorial dis- 
tricts:

BOSTON FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


By Chapter 107 of the Acts of 1880, the Mayor of the City of Boston 
for the time being (and his successors in office), the Fire Commissioner 
of the City of Boston for the time being (and his successors in office), 
were constituted a body corporate for the purpose of receiving and 
holding all sums of money, and real and personal estate, not exceeding 
in the aggregate two hundred thousand dollars, which may be given, 
granted, bequeathed, or devised to it for the benefit of members of the 
Boston Fire Department, or their families, requiring assistance, or for 
the benefit of any persons, or the families of any persons, who have 
been such members, requiring assistance. The property so held shall 
be known as the Boston Firemen’s Relief Fund. The said body cor- 
porate shall have authority to manage and dispose of the same and the 
income thereof according to their best discretion, subject to the provi- 
sions of any and all trusts which may be created for the purposes 
aforesaid. 

In accordance with the provisions of the foregoing act, the following 
named persons, viz., the Mayor, John F. Fitzgerald, Fire Commissioner 
Benjamin W. Wells, now constitute the Board of Trustees; John F. 
Fitzgerald, Mayor, President; Benjamin W. Wells, Treasurer; Michael 
J. Lafferty, Secretary.

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This fund has resulted from a bequest to the ‘‘Inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston, in Massachusetts,’? made by BENJAMIN FRANKLIN ina 
codicil to his will (see Suffolk Probate Records, book 712, page 1). The 
said codicil provided that the fund, ‘‘if accepted by the Inhabitants of 
the Town of Boston,’’ should be managed ‘t under the direction of the 
Select Men, united with the Ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Con- 
gregational and Presbyterian Churches in that Town,’’ who were to 
loan upon certain stated conditions portions of the said fund, at 5 per 
cent. interest, ‘‘to such young married artificers, under the age of 25 
years, as have served an Apprenticeship in the said Town; and faith- 
fully fulfilled the Duties required in their Indentures, so as to obtain a 
good moral Character from at least two respectable Citizens, who are 
willing to become their Sureties in a Bond.”’ 

The fund was accepted by the Town at a Town meeting held June 1, 
1790 (Franklin having died April 17, 1790), and the ‘‘Donation’’ was 
paid to the persons acting as managers, in 1791. 

Franklin’s codicil provided that at the end of 100 years the managers 
should reserve ;°,j of the amount which Franklin estimated would have 
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accumulated by that time, this amount to continue ‘‘to be let out on 
interest in the manner above directed for another hundred years,’’ and 
that they should spend 32° of the fund which had by that time accu- 
mulated ‘‘in Public Works which may be judged of most general utility 
to the inhabitants such as Fortifications, Bridges, Aqueducts, Public 
Buildings, Baths, Pavements or whatever may make living in the Town 
more convenient to its People and render it more agreeable to strangers 
resorting thither for Health or a temporary residence.”’ 

The first period of 100 years expired May 2, 1891, buta suit brought 
by the heirs of Franklin temporarily prevented the expenditure of this 
portion of the fund for the purposes specified, and it was not until Jan- 
uary 17, 1894, that the Treasurer of the fund, Mr. Samuel F. McCleary, 
by direction of the ministers of the three churches named in the codicil 
and the board of aldermen of the City of Boston, which board had been 
assumed to be the successors of the ‘‘ Select Men,’’ paid to the City Treas- 
urer $329,300.48 (429 of the fund); and the said persons voted that this 
amount be expended ‘‘in the purchase of land and for the erection 
thereon of the Franklin Trades School and for the equipment of the 
same.’’ The fund was not, however, expended for that purpose, cer- 
tain suits having been brought to have the courts determine who were 
in fact managers of said fund; and it was finally decided (see Collins vs. 
Doyle, 184 Mass. 8738) that the ‘‘selectmen while in the performance of 
their duties as managers were not acting as public officers of the town,”’ 
and that the members of the board of aldermen ‘‘ did not become their 
successors as managers of the Franklin Fund’’; and by virtue of a 
final decree made by Justice William C. Loring of the Supreme Judicial 
Court on March 16, 1904, nine persons (of whom the Mayor of Boston is, 
ex officio, one) were appointed to act in conjunction with the ministers 
of the three churches as managers of the said fund. The managers are, 
the Rector of Christ Church, the ministers of the First Church in Bos- 
ton and the First United Presbyterian Church, John F. Fitzgerald, Mayor 
of Boston (ex officio), Richard Olney, William Endicott, Henry P. Bow- 
ditch, Henry S. Pritchett, Nathan Matthews, Jr., Charles T. Gallagher, 
James J. Storrow and Frank K. Foster. 

The balance of the fund which was retained by the Treasurer — and 
which the codicil provides shall remain invested until 1991, when it will 
be divided between the City of Boston and the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts, in the proportions specified in the bequest— was, at the 
request of the managers of the fund turned over to the City Treasurer 
on October 20, 1904, it having been voted by the managers that the 
Treasurer of the City of Boston for the time being act as the Treasurer 
of both the accumulated and the accumulating funds.

BoYLstoN Funps,— These Funds were from a bequest by JOHN 
Boyruston, who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 1795. 
One portion of the bequests is ordered to be paid ‘*‘ Poor and decayed 
householders of the Town of Boston,” ‘‘not under fifty years of age,”’ 
‘‘ persons of good character, and reduced by the act of Providence, not 
by indolence, extravagance, or other vice.’’ The other portion to be 
applied to ‘‘nurture and instruction of Poor Orphans and Deserted 
Children of the Town of Boston, until fourteen years of age.”’ 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, January 31, 1906, to $32,976.98. 

The Boylston Education Fund amounted, January 31, 1906, to 
$158,247.11. 


Lucy BuLLMAN CHARITY. — Consists of an estate on Cambridge and 
Joy streets, in this city, which came into possession of the City of 
Boston in 1872, in accordance with the will of Lucy BuLLMAN, proved 
at Probate Court, Suffolk County, January 9, 1832, in which it is 
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provided that, upon the death of certain persons therein named, said 
estate is given to the City of Boston, upon condition that the estate 
never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the poor. The 
estate is valued at about $10,300. Funds on hand January 31, 1906, 
$29,712.06. 

By a vote of the City Council approved by the Mayor, January 4, 1875, 
this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the Poor.

GoopNow Funp.—A bequest of ELIsHA GoopNnow, ‘to be invested 
and the income applied forever to and for the relief, assistance, and sup- 
port of the poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the said 
city in its almshouse, insuch manner as the said city, or the government 
of officers thereof, may deem most judicious, but without reference to 
the religious faith or belief of those who may apply for or need the 
assistance from this fund.’’ Invested in City of Boston bonds and 
interest.

HOLTON PROTESTANT PAUPER FuND. — Legacy left to the town of 
Brighton by the late JAMES HOLTON, for the purpose of furnishing good 
and plentiful meals to the Protestant paupers of Brighton on Thanks- 
giving Day or other holidays. Amount of fund January 31, 1906, 
$5,193.99. Invested in City of Boston bonds and interest, 


HOLTON PROTESTANT POOR Funpd.— Legacy left to the town of 
Brighton by the late James HoLToNn, in 1863; will probated June 9, 
1863. Income to be expended in purchasing and distributing provi- 
sions among poor and indigent Protestant families in said town of 
Brighton, on Thanksgiving and other holidays, or just previous to such 
holidays. Unmarried Protestant females to receive a liberal share.

Mosrts Hunt FUND FOR THE DESTITUTE. — ‘‘ Income to be devoted 
to the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute residents of that part 
of said Boston which was Charlestown.’’ Invested in City of Boston 
bonds. Amount of fund, with interest, January 31, 1906, $11,580.85. 


JEFFRIES FUND. — Was a bequest of DAVID JEFFRIES, former Town 
Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be applied to the 
purchase of tea and coffee, chocolate and sugar, for the refreshment of 
those persons who, in the Providence of God, are or shall be obliged to 
seek refuge in the almshouse, after having lived reputably, but always 
giving preference to the pious poor. Amount of fund, January 31, 
1906, $8,943.32. 


Mason Funp. — Was a bequest of JONATHAN MASON, by will dated 
July 15, 1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain of the 
almshouse or workhouse. Interest to be added until one is appointed. 
The interest is now paid annually towards the salaries of the Chaplains 
of the House of Correction, Deer Island, and the Almshouse, Long 
Island. Amount of fund, January 31, 1906, was $9,419.69. 


PEMBERTON Funp.— This Fund comprises bequests and gifts made 
to the City of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from ‘‘ A. B.,” 
Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackadar, Alice Quick, Annie Wheelwright, 
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Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, 
William Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, ‘‘A 
citizen of Boston,’’ Anonymous, Dr. Harriet K. Hunt, George Higginson, 
Walter E. Hawes, Wm. B. Spooner, Matilda Goddard, Rebecca A. God- 
dard, and Richard C. Humphreys. The most important, however, of 
the bequests was from BENJAMIN PEMBERTON, whose will was proved 
June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been given to the fund. 
The income of this fund is to be expended at the discretion of the Over- 
seers, in semi-annual payments to the poor of this city. The amount 
of this fund January 31, 1906, was $150,679.96. 


PIERCE FuEL Funp. — Legacy left to the City of Charlestown by the 
late CALEB PIERCE, who died September 7, 1860, and which was accepted 
by the Charlestown City Council, May, 1861. Income to be expended 
in purchasing fuel for indigent widows, whose husbands had resided in 
Charlestown at least one year before their decease, said widows still 
continuing to residein Charlestown. Amount of fund January 31, 1906,

SCHOOL TRUST FUNDS. 


CHARLESTOWN ScHooLt Trust Funpb.— The Legislature of Massa- 
chusetts, on the 27th of March, 1798, passed an Act to incorporate 
Richard Devens, Nath’! Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, Joseph 
Hurd, Nath’l Hawkins, Seth Wyman, and their successors, Trustees of 
the Charlestown Free Schools. On the 18th of April, the same year, it 
was ‘‘ Voted that the Town Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., 
Treasurer of the Trustees of the Charlestown Free Schools, all the 
money, bonds, notes of hand, etc. (being the property of said free 
schools), that now are, or may come into his, the Town Treasurer’s 
hand.”’ 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner 
of electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus 
chosen shall have ‘‘all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all 
the liabilities set forth ’’ in the Act to incorporate certain persons under 
the name of the Trustees of Charlestown Free Schools. The Act of 
annexation to Boston provided for the continuance of this corporation 
in the members of the School Committee of the City of Boston from the 
Charlestown District. 

By chapter 53 of the Acts of 1877, the School Committee was 
incorporated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust 
Fund, to ‘‘manage said fund, and disburse the income thereof within 
the limits of the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of 
the instruments creating said trust.’’

The fund is for the purpose of providing annuities to teachers who 
have retired from the service of the City of Boston after having 
taught a certain length of time in the day schools of the city, and 
who have contributed a certain sum to the fund. 

Eighteen dollars per year is deducted by the City Treasurer from the 
salaries of all teachers who entered the service of the city after the 
passage of the Act of 1900, and also from the salaries of such other 
teachers as have voluntarily elected to come within the provisions of 
the act. 

On January 31, 1906, eighteen hundred and seventy-seven teachers 
were contributing to the fund at the rate of $18 per year.

Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1905, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking-fund re- 
quirements, and maturing debt not provided for by sinking-fund, the 
respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated.

ness on January 31, 1905, exclusive of the money raised by loan or 
needed to carry out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust, or 
special appropriation, and by the income of the financial year, beginning 
February 1, 1905, and by taxes to the amount of $13,890,932, and that 
said amount be raised by taxation on the polls and estates taxable in 
the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income

APPROPRIATION AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
YEAR 1906-1907. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1906, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking-fund 
requirements, and maturing debt not provided for by sinking-fund, the 
respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Department, current 
expenses, and the payments to the State under the provisions of 
chapter 488 of the Acts of 1895 and acts in addition or amendment 
thereto, and for the interest requirement for loans issued for water 
purposes, be met by the income from said works and any excess over 
income from taxes; that the other appropriations hereinafter specified 
be met out of the money remaining in the treasury at the close of busi- 
ness on January 31, 1906, exclusive of the money raised by loan or 
needed to carry out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust, or 
special appropriation, and by the income of the financial year, beginning 
February 1, 1906, and by taxes to the amount of $14,034,167, and that 
said amount be raised by taxation on the polls and estates taxable 
in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the depart- 
ment or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, notes, or certificates of indebted- 
ness of the City of Boston, not exceeding nine million dollars in the 
total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; that 
all such notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the day the money 
for the same is received, be made payable with the interest thereon at 
the office of the City Treasurer within the current municipal year, from 
the taxes of said year, and bear interest from their date until the same 
are made payable at such rate as said Treasurer shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the City 
Council, and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the 
State tax of the year 1906, or of any other taxes or assessments payable 
to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on the first day of October, 
1906; that all such taxes paid after the first day of November, 1906, 
bear interest from and including said day until paid, at the rate of six 
per cent. per annum, except the taxes assessed upon shares of stock 
of national banks shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent. per 
annum from and including said first day of November until paid; and 
that all interest which shall have become due on taxes shall be added 
to and be a part of such taxes. 

Ordered, That the City Auditor, from time to time during the year, 
may, with the approval of the Mayor, make transfers within any depart- 
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ment from the appropriation for current expenses of one division of a 
department to the appropriation for current expenses of any other divi- 
sion of the same department, and may, with the further approval of 
the Committee on Finance, make transfers from the Reserve Fund to 
any appropriation for current expenses of a department; and that said 
Auditor may, with the approval of the Mayor, between December 1, 
1906, and February 1, 1907, make transfers from any appropriation to 
any other appropriation, and apply any of the income and taxes not 


disposed of in closing the accounts for the financial year.

Str, — The Trustees in charge of the Bath Department 
submit herewith the eighth annual report of its work: 

The chief event of the past year in the development of 
the work of the department has been the opening of the 
Cabot-street bath-house and gymnasium, which is the most 
complete institution of the kind in the city. The usual 
amount of general construction and repair work has been 
carried on. ‘The floating bath-houses have undergone a 
thorough overhauling at the East Boston wharf during the 
winter, and are all in good condition. At the L-street, the 
North End and Wood Island beaches the buildings have all 
been painted and put in thorough repair. 

The high record of attendance at all baths and gymna- 
siums has been kept up. At the new gymnasium on 
Columbia road the demand upon its facilities at once became 
far greater than could be met. At Cabot street the gym- 
nasium is already largely used, and the number of persons 
using the shower baths is steadily on the increase. These 
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two new centres thus represent a very considerable addition 
to the service rendered by the department to the people of 
the city. 


FLOATING BATH—HOUSES. 


The floating baths continue to be much sought, particularly 
by children and young people. ‘They are located at points 
where they serve some of the most congested districts in the 
city. At three points there are separate bath-houses for 
men and women. In the other cases the hours are divided 
between the sexes. At all the floating baths as well as at 
the beaches there is systematic instruction in swimming. 

The floating bath in East Boston which was formerly 
moored near the Atlantic works has this year been trans- 
ferred to New street; otherwise, all the floating baths remain 
at the same locations as in past years. 


BEACHES. 


The work of the Bath Department is best known through- 
out the city on account of the three great beach baths which 
are under its care. First in importance among these is the 
L-street Beach, extending for one thousand feet and including 
separate divisions for men, for women and girls, and for boys. 
This beach is exceedingly popular among all classes of people’ 
from all parts of the city. The other two beaches are largely 
used, particularly the North End Beach, but their service is 
pretty closely confined to the districts in which they are 
located. The North End and East Boston Beaches have 
been newly sanded during the past year. The effort of the 
Commissioners to make the beaches fill a large use as pleasure 
resorts during the heated term has been well rewarded. The 
children’s playground at the North End and the special 
attention given to children’s amusements at L-street have had 
very satisfactory results. The great care which has been 
exercised at all the beaches to prevent accidents has again 
been rewarded in the absence of any fatality which could not 
be charged to causes that would have operated in any case. 


DOVER-STREET BATH—HOUSE. 


The very large attendance at this central and all-the-year- 
round bath-house has kept up throughout the past year. 
During the summer months it is found that the building is 
not adequate forthe demand which is made upon it. Thou- 
sands of bathers undoubtedly remain away during the summer 
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on account of the limits to the facilities of the building. In 
due time no doubt many of these persons will become accus- 
tomed to using baths connected with gymnasiums in other 
parts of the city. 

An increasing number of boys are now cared for through 
the use of two large compartments, which formerly contained 
bath-tubs, as general shower bath-rooms. On _ Saturday 
morning a part of the men’s section is curtained off, and 
under the supervision of attendants large numbers of boys 
can be bathed in a comparatively short time. 

This building has been repainted in the interior during 
the year, and the ceiling over the waiting rooms has been 
covered with corrugated galvanized iron to minimize the 
effect of a certain amount of dampness coming through from 
the baths above, which it seems impossible wholly to prevent. 


GYMNASIUM WORK. 


A special report from Mr. Walsh, Physical Director, is 
appended. His work and that of the corps of instructors 
under him is warmly approved by the Commission. The 
trustees wish also to refer to the report of Dr. Woodbury, 
the General Medical Director, who is rendering valuable 
services toward securing to all who come to the gymnasiums 
the best long-range results in intelligent care of physical 
health. At a time when particular interest is being taken 
in the medical inspection of school children, and when new 
legislation for that purpose is going into effect, attention 
may be called to the fact that the bath department for some 
years has been making just such inspection of the physical 
condition of large numbers of children and young people 
throughout the city, and has been devoting intelligent and 
earnest care to prescribing just such forms of exercise and 
physical recreation as will correct the deficiencies which are 
discovered. During the summer the gymnasiums are put at 
the service of the principals of the various vacation schools 
throughout the city. A considerable increase in the use of 
the gymnasiums by children has been made possible through 
bringing into requisition as gymnasium suits the bathing 
suits which are used on the beaches during the summer. 

The trustees wish to state once more their clear convic- 
tion that there should be no more small gymnasiums, that 
new developments should be in the way of large gymnasiums 
designed to provide for entire districts of the city and that 
as soon as possible the exisiting small gymnasiums should be 
given up. The cost of conducting a large gymnasium is 
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less in proportion than that of conducting a small one, and 
the large gymnasium has great advantages in the matter of 
light and ventilation, and in providing some important facili- 
ties which cannot be included in a small building. 


COLUMBIA—ROAD BUILDING. 


The baths and gymnasiums included in this building, while 
originally constructed defectively, and without the approval 
of the Bath Department, have yet been so administered as to 
give a good degree of service to a very large clientele. The 
demand upon the gymnasium has been so great that a second 
large room in the building has been taken advantage of, and 
two separate sets of gymnasium classes are now carried on. 


CABOT—-STREET BATH—HOUSE AND GYMNASIUM. 


This building, which embodies the best results of the 
experience of the department, proves to meet admirably all 
the demands which its first year of service has placed upon 
the gymnasium and baths, and has quickly reached the stand- 
ard which has been set by the older gymnasiums both in 
the number and interest of persons attending, and in the 
regularity with which the class-work is carried through. As 
the district in which this building is located is constantly 
becoming more congested it will undoubtedly take its place 
as one of the most useful institutions in the city. It has 
facilities to accommodate fifteen hundred people per day. 
The swimming tank, which, as the illustrations show, is in a 
compartment of special dignity and beauty, is being used in- 
creasingly by men and boys. The time set apart for women 
and girls is not yet taken up so well as could be wished. 


CONVENIENCE STATIONS. 


The City of Boston maintains six sanitaries for men, one 
cottage for men, two cottages for women, and one conve- 
nience station for men and women. ‘These are under the 
supervision of the Bath Department. The sanitaries are 
located at 


Merrimac square. 

Franklin square. 

Blackstone street. 

Eustis and Washington streets (corner). 
Tremont and Boylston streets (northwest corner). 


These sanitaries are never closed. 
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The cottages are located on the Common and Public Gar- 
den. On Flag Staff Hill on the Common is a cottage for 
men exclusively; and on both the Common and Public Gar- 
den is a cottage for women exclusively. ‘These cottages are 
open from 7 A.M. to 9 P.M. every day. 

The underground convenience station is located on the 
Common opposite the lower end of Park street. Jor men it 
is open all day and all night the year through; for women it 
is open from 6 A.M. to 11 P.M. every day in the year. This 
convenience station is modern in every respect. ‘The floor is 
mosaic, the walls and partitions are white marble, and the 
domed ceiling is tiled. A large air shaft and an engine-driver 
for it secures free ventilation. Incandescent electric lamps 
provide the lighting. In the men’s section there are nine 
closets, fifteen urinals, and two wash-bowls with both hot and 
cold running water; on the women’s side are nine closets, 
and four wash-bowls each with hot and cold running water. 
A towel and soap costs one cent each. There are no pay 
closets. In a word, this underground convenience station is 
as perfectly hygienic and attractive as the best of modern 
sanitary plumbing and painstaking care and cleanliness can 
make it. 

In a large city public convenience stations are important 
necessities ; and the very large use which is made of the 
underground station on the Common proves beyond question 
the demand for this convenience. It fills a long-needed 
want, and similar stations should be established in three or 
four of the down-town squares. 

Every hour the underground convenience station is used 
by more than five hundred persons. 


LAUNDRIES. 


The two laundries under the direction of the department 
are naturally more busily occupied as the work of the 
department grows. The North End laundry, which is used 
only during the summer, needs some additional washers and 
extractors. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The trustees feel increasingly the importance of completing 
for the city as a whole the scheme of gymasiums and baths, 
so as to cover all the districts where such institutions are 
needed. This very desirable end may be said to be almost 
in sight. The following additions to the system as it now 
stands would complete for Boston a form of municipal 
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service in which Boston has taken the lead, but is now being 
hard pushed for supremacy by other American cities: 

1. The two small gymnasiums in Wards 7 and 9 should 
be given up, and the old armory building on Wareham street, 
owned by the city, but now used by the Wire Department, 
should be remodelled to serve as a large gymnasium for the 
whole South End district. 

2. <A further appropriation of thirty thousand dollars, 
which is needed to complete the cost of the gymnasium and 
baths of the North End, should be made as soon as possible. 
A suitable lot of land for this. purpose has been purchased 
and the plans for the building drawn, but further steps await 
this final appropriation. 

3. There should be a suitable gymnasium with baths in 
Charlestown. 

4. The present worn-out and discreditable building used 
for the East Boston gymnasium should be demolished, and, on 
this ample lot of ground which was presented to the city for 
gymnasium purposes, a new substantial and adequate building 
should be erected. It was at this point that the gymnasium 
work, as carried on by the City of Boston, began. Here was 
initiated the first experiment of this kind in the country. 
An institution should be placed here which would properly 
embody the best experience of Boston in such work, and 
should signalize the great success which has come of this’ 
progressive municipal enterprise of the city in the direction 
of enhancing the health, productive power and general wel- 
fare of its citizens. 

The trustees desire once more to place on record their 
very hearty appreciation of the earnest and capable service 
of Mr. Joseph P. O’Brien, General Superintendent of the 
department. They also credit much of the good results 
that have been accomplished to the personal interest which is 
felt in the work of the department by most of those who 
hold posts of responsibility under their direction.

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REPORT OF PHYSICAL DIRECTOR. 


To the Board of Bath Trustees : 


It is my pleasure once more to have to report to you 
that an advance has been made in the work which you have 
allotted to the physical training department. We have a 
better understanding of the character of the demands made 
upon us by the public, and have a broader comprehension of 
the splendid advantages which the conscientious performance 
of our duties makes possible for the community. The more 
we have recognized the wide nature of the responsibilities 
which you have placed upon us, tle more we have striven to 
meet them in a way that would benefit the public and gratify 

ou. 

The attendance at class work has been slightly higher 
than in former years. The only noticeable falling off has 
been at the D-street gymnasium, where the ladies’ classes 
have been smaller than last year. This falling off has been 
accounted for by the great increase at Columbia road and 
Cabot street. Women who had formerly gone to D street 
found the two new institutions not only more ‘attractive, but 
more accessible. At Columbia road the attendance at 
school girls’ classes in the afternoon and women’s classes 
in the evening became so large that it became necessary to 
force into use an extra room, which, although not originally 
designed for the purpose, served to accommodate a class 
almost as large as that held on the regular gymnasium floor. 
In this way it was possible to hold two classes simultaneously. 

The great attendance at Cabot-street bath-house and 
gymnasium would appear to indicate that that institution is 
to be a signal success. Being the first one of its kind to be 
designed by the trustees, they must be pleased that the first 
year’s experience in its use has demonstrated that in their 
plans they left nothing to be desired. The swimming pool, 
which is the new feature, has been well patronized by men, 
women and children. The sum total of bathing at this 
building, including pool and showers, has averaged 3,500 
weekly. 

There has been an increase in bathing attendance through- 
out the entire department during the last year. I have been 
pleased to note the regularity with which a large number of 
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working boys have continued to visit the gymnasium for 
baths during the summer months. Most of them acquired 
the bathing habit during the season of gymnastic instruction, 
and it appears that the habit once acquired is never lost. 
The wide variety of people who come to our class instruc- 
tion makes the problem of selecting suitable exercise a 
peculiar one. Many of the men who attend the gymnasiums 
labor vigorously during the day. Many others come from 
sedentary occupations. To merge all into one class, and to 
devise for them a plan of work that would be agreeable and 
beneficial, has been no easy task. Much that is common in 
physical training would be a drudgery for them. Our plan 
has been to present work which, while it has been hygienic 
and physiological, has also been recreative and wholesome. 
The progress made by women in our department is worthy 
of particular note. Prior to the advent of our municipal 
gvymnasia, physical training for women was unknown outside 
of a few schools and colleges. Working girls and women were 
denied the privileges which were enjoyed by men and boys. 
Lack of exercise, and faulty positions of the body, necessitated 
by their daily work, resulted in the prevalence of pale faces, 
flat chests, round shoulders and awkwardness of gait which 
was observed by medical men and physical educators. The 
noticeable remedy of these failings constitutes what I refer 
to as the progress made by women under our care. 
It has become more and more clear to us that our method 
of caring for children in the past has been the most advisable. 
We have always given play and freedom precedence over 
restraint and drudging drills. Educators are now contem- 
plating the project of converting school-rooms into play-rooms 
for children after the regular hours of study are over. They 
recognize the necessity of keeping tenement children out of 
the streets. The manner in which Boston children run from 
the alluring streets into our gymnasiums after school hours is 
evidence of the ease in which they may be held unconsciously 
captive under educative influence, if the play instinct is only 
appealed to. 
The instructors have given me their hearty co-operation, and 
I wish to direct attention to the immense amount of work 
which they compass during the gymnasium season. They 
are zealous and conscientious, and often they impair their 
own health in their efforts to improve the health of others.

REPORT OF MEDICAL DIRECTOR. 


To the Bath Trustees of the City of Boston: 


The municipal gymnasiums continue to give good report 
of themselves. Not in any previous year has such uniformly 
good work been done by the medical examiners as during the 
past year. In all the gymnasiums regular office hours have 
been kept, and the work has been done carefully and con- 
scientiously. 

The largest number of gymnasium members examined in 
one year was examined the past year, and the records made 
by the medical examiners have been handed to the Medical 
Director, in whose custody all the records are kept. 

These records are very satisfactory; they were accurate 
and full, and they are a valuable aid to the Medical Director. 
Not only in showing what the medical staff has done for the 
gymnasiums and their patrons is this collection of record 
cards valuable; it is also of value in helping taose who use 
the gymnasiums to get greater benefit for the time he or she 
gives to the work and play. Every patron of the municipal 
gymnasiums ought to make use of the opportunity to meet 
the medical examiner and get a right start, for so much 
depends upon the manner in which gymnasium exercise is 
begun, particularly with a growing boy or girl or a hard- 
working young woman. A right knowledge of one’s physical 
needs and the best way to meet these needs saves time and 
energy. Enthusiasm as well is often wasted for want of that 
knowledge, and the benefit which is anticipated and needed 
does not come. 

It is not easy to define in precise terms all that has been 
accomplished since the East Boston gymnasium (which was 
the first municipal gymnasium in Boston and in this country) 
was established eight years ago. Large and humane results 
have been attained. 

The municipal gymnasiums and baths have done much to 
emphasize the great and growing importance of constructive 
work in public hygiene, and to provide healthful exercise 
and play for children and young people in the crowded 
sections of the city. The strong, steady, wisely considered 
development of the public baths and gymnasiums, the work- 
ing out of a form of enlightened municipal service which

holds immeasurable benefits for the mass of coming citizens 
of Boston, is a record of achievement of which the city 
and the trustees may well be proud. 

Our public baths and gymnasiums have marked an 
advance in the broad movement of promoting physical and 
moral welfare not only in Boston, but throughout the 
country. The example which Boston has set in the matter 
of providing health-giving and health-keeping facilities is 
now being followed at a strikingly rapid rate in all the 
larger cities of the United States. 

The invitation extended by the Bath Trustees to the 
American Medical Association during the meetings in 
Boston in June to visit the public city baths and gymna- 
slums was generously accepted, and an official and hearty 
acknowledgment of the invitation came from the association. 

The gymnasiums have the confidence and support of the 
community — the people thoroughly and unanimously 
believe in them — and to deserve and keep their confidence 
the physical and recreative needs of the community are to 
be studied as closely as in the past, and in so far as it is 
possible those needs will be met. To help attain the 
highest general well-being of the community is the aim. 

Often there is but a narrow margin between success and 
failure in life, and no one can afford to waste the smallest 
part of health or energy. Right and regular living always: 
makes for success; and as an effectively helpful aid for 
success these rules for hygienic righteousness are recom- 
mended to the gymnasium members : 


MonicieaL Gymnasiums, City or Boston. 


After exercising take a graded shower or sponge bath. Begin 
with warm water and gradually make it cooler until a comfortable 
shock is felt. Rub the body perfectly dry with a rough towel. 
In winter special care should be taken to dry the hair thoroughly 
before leaving the gymnasium. 

A warm bath should be taken at least once a week. The 
safest time for taking it is just before retiring. 

Avoid sleeping in clothing that is worn through the day. 

Eat slowly, and chew the food thoroughly. 

Constipation is an evil and a breeder of evil. Have the bowels 
move at a stated time every day. 

Drink plenty of water. 

Endeaver to have clean, fresh air in living-room, sleeping-room, 
store, office, work-shop and factory — wherever you are, 


The children are instructed how to stand and sit properly 
so as to grow up symmetrical. ‘Those who are not symmet- 
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rically developed are encouraged and helped to correct their 
deformity. And the recreative side of the class-work -for 
the boys and girls is not neglected; they are given a right 
good time every time they come to the gymnasiums. 

To the young women the gymnasiums offer recreation and 
health. There is no class in the community which needs the 
opportunity to play more than the young working-woman. 
And the esthetic side of her nature is satisfied with dancing 
and fancy-step classes. She, too, is certain of a genuine good 
time every time she comes to the gymnasiums, because she 
always finds something which interests her; and best of all 
she is giving herself a larger margin of health and strength. 

To the adult patrons of the gymnasiums (and there are 
many) the class-work is made attractive and interesting, and 
always beneficial —it appeals to their common sense. An 
immense variety of work is given, and every lesson is enjoy- 
able and health-giving. Great care is taken to offer the right 
kind of gymnasium work, and to make it interesting and 
healthful; and these qualities have made it popular. The 
average “daily” attendance at the gymnasiums the past year 
went beyond the fourteen hundred mark. 

During the year under review the number of men who 
availed themselves of the privileges of the public gym- 
nasiums for qualifying themselves for the civil service exami- 
nation for the municipal police and fire departments far 
outnumbers any previous year. ‘This is one of the ways in 
which municipal gymnasiums render the city a distinct and 
useful service —it is one of the many ways in which this 
form of enlightened municipal service benefits the com- 
munity. 

Such satisfactory results have been secured, and so much 
encouragement has been given the Medical Director by the 
trustees, the employees of the Bath Department, and the 
community, that the coming year is to be marked by a sub- 
stantial broadening in the character and quality of the work 
done by the medical staff. The medical examiners are to 
give the community a more helpful service than ever before.

Sir, — The Board of Appeal herewith presents its report 
for the year ending January 51, 1906. 

During the year referred to the Board heard and acted on 
nineteen general appeals from decisions of the Building 
Commissioner. In eleven of these cases the appeal was sus- 
tained, and the Commissioner directed to issue a permit. In 
seven of these cases the decision of the Commissioner was 
sustained. In one of these cases the appeal was sustained 
in part. 

The Board approved the authorization to omit protection, 
as provided for in Section 51 of the Building Law, in one. 
case submitted to it. 

The Board approved of the granting of permits to restore 
to practically original conditions buildings damaged by fire 
in 145 cases, and in compliance with requirements of law 
for new buildings in certain parts, in nine cases. 

No salaries are paid to the members of the Board, the 
members receiving compensation for time spent, and such 
compensation, including payments to substitutes as author- 
ized by law, amounted in all to $1,700.

The number of permits granted for first and second class 
buildings is 896; for third class buildings, 780; for altera- 
tions, 2,104; for setting of steam boilers, engines, etc., 984 ; 
for plumbing, 3,542; for gas-fitting work, 9,463 — making a 
total of 17,269 permits granted during the year. 

The number of examinations made upon buildings in process 
of construction is 18,021; of alterations, 15,170; of boilers, 
engines, etc., relative to setting, 1,153; plumbing work, 
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18,995; gas-fitting work, 18,305; elevators, 3,665; egress, 
2,035; plans, 4,277; specials, 291; fires, 643 — making a 
total of 77,555. | 

These examinations occasioned 148 reports relative to 
unsafe buildings, dangerous chimneys, etc.; 643 reports 
relative to fires ; 192 reports relative to violations, and 2,852 
final reports — making a total of 3,835 reports made during 
the year. 

The number of notices issued for violation of the statutes, 
etc., is 1,252; for unsafe buildings, walls, etc., 144; for dan- 
gerous chimneys, 49; for additional means of egress, 707, 
and for miscellaneous purposes, 1,247 — making a total of 
3,399 notices issued during the year. 

Of the 4,277 plans submitted during the year, 38,575 were 
approved and 702 were disapproved. 

The department referred to the Board of Appeal for its 
approval 148 applications to restore premises to original con- 
dition (same being damaged by fire) ; of this number 1 appli- 
cation was not approved. Eleven (11) appeals referred 
to the Board of Appeal were sustained, and eight (8) appeals 
were not sustained.

Sir, — In accordance with chapter 3, section 24, of the 
Revised Ordinances, the Board of Trustees of the Cemetery 
Department present their annual report for the financial year 
ending January 31, 1906. 

The term of office of Mr. William J. Fallon as Trustee 
expired on May 1, 1905, and he was reappointed for the term 
ending 1910, an appointment sensibly appreciated throughout 
the department. 

Upon the organization of the Board, on May 3, the Trustees 
unanimously re-elected Mr. William J. Fallon as chairman 
for the ensuing year. 

The following officials were appointed by the Board to 
carry out the work of the department, under the direction of 
the Trustees:

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THE OLD BURYING GROUNDS. 


The activity of the Trustees in caring for the old burying 
grounds has been continued with increased zeal during 
the past year. We fully realize the tremendous _histor- 
ical attraction which these grounds hold out to the thousands 
of visitors who annually come to Boston, and we have 
responded at all times to the general desire to visit the 
grounds. ‘To many of our citizens and visitors these bury- 
ing places are especially sacred, inasmuch as they contain 
the remains of ancestors who proved their sterling qualities 
during this life, while in each ground rest many patriots 
whose lives and deeds endear them to our countrymen 
still more firmly as time passes, and makes their final 
burying place the object of tender care on our part. We 
have carefully compiled the historical and statistical record 
pertaining to three grounds, and are urged to continue this 
work on each remaining ground by the prominent histori- 
cal societies of this city and by individuals who are 
aware of the immense value of such records when completed. 
The additional issuance of records will depend in great 
measure upon the amount of information made available to 
the department concerning interments in the grounds. As 
the early official records are both indefinite and incomplete, 
it is absolutely essential that facts shall be furnished from 
private records, and such data is respectfully solicited. 
Recently one of the old grounds Was substantially endowed, 
and information is at hand that another legacy has been pro- 
vided for the care of some of the other old grounds. This is 
an example which can be well commended, and it will no 
doubt be emulated by other high-minded and thoughtful men 
and women. The history of Old Burial Hill in Charlestown, 
now known as Phipps Street Burying Ground, is issued in 
connection with this report. The hearty thanks of this 
Board of Trustees is conveyed to those who have assisted so 
willingly in the preparation of this history by furnishing data 
from private records. We can assure them of our grateful 
appreciation of their efforts, without which, much that is now 
here recorded might remain in obscurity. 

Copp’s Hill Ground can be visited daily from May to 
November. Granary Ground is open daily, and on Sundays 
during seven months from April 1 to November 1. Eustis 
Street Ground, Roxbury, is open Saturday and Sunday after- 
noons, from June 1 to November 1. Under proper restric- 
tions the old grounds will be opened at any reasonable time to 
any who make application at the department office in City Hall. 
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SUMMARY. 


Some of the more important subjects which have occupied 
the attention of this Board of Trustees within the past year 
are herein detailed, and we respectfully call attention to the 
recommendations which are here included, and which have 
appealed to this Board as being of urgent necessity in the 
care of the cemeteries. 

The appropriation made for the fiscal year just ended was 
of sufficient amount to enable us to at once commence 
general improvements in each ground, and we were happily 
enabled to continue this class of work on a much larger scale 
than heretofore. With one exception, hereafter noted, all 
general and special work of improvement was paid for out of 
the regular appropriation. 

At Mount Hope Cemetery a substantial iron fence, 924 
feet in length, was erected on the stone wall which extends 
from the main entrance of the cemetery on Walk Hill street, 
and along said street to Harvard street, and thence along 
Harvard street for some distance. This is a marked 
improvement over the barbed wire fence formerly on this 
stone wall, and had been recommended by the Trustees in 
previous years. It is hoped that the appropriation for 1906- 
1907 will enable us to continue the fence along Harvard 
. street, and we strongly recommend that such work be done 
at once. 

A plot of more than two acres at Mount Hope Cemetery, 
on Walnut avenue, has been prepared for burial lots for 
families. This land is near the chapel, and but a short dis- 
tance from the main entrance of the cemetery, and is consid- 
ered one of the best locations in the entire cemetery for 
burial lots. A number of lots have already been sold in 
this plot, although the ground has been prepared and opened 
but a few months. 

Three years ago two pieces of land at Canterbury and 
Paine streets, and adjoining Mount Hope Cemetery, were 
purchased by the city and became part of this cemetery. 
Adjoining this purchase is a lot of land which is now sur- 
rounded on three sides by cemetery land. The entire ques- 
tion has been thoroughly discussed by this Board, and we 
now recommend that the city government purchase said land 
for cemetery purposes. It is our belief that the entire stretch 
of ground can be best prepared for burial lots and graves if 
it is done at one time. A careful survey proves that the 
material on the already acquired land can now be very profit- 
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ably used in the preparation of the entire tract of land indi- 
cated, both acquired and recommended, provided the work of 
preparation is undertaken at one time, and the demand shows 
that it will be but a comparatively short time before the city 
must provide additional land in this cemetery for burial 
purposes. 

The barge service from Blue Hill avenue at Walk Hill 
street to Mount Hope Cemetery will be continued by the 
department, as in previous years. Concerted efforts to have 
the electric car line extended through Walk Hill street have 
thus far proved unsuccessful. 

This Board has persistently recommended for several years 
that a permanent fence of about 2,000 feet in length should 
be erected between Mount Hope and Calvary Cemeteries. 
We have called attention to the dilapidated spruce hedge and 
wire fencing now marking the line between the two cemeteries, 
and have pointed out the added danger from fire in a shrub- 
bery wall such as this is, and the consequent damage to 
adjoining property. The urgent necessity of an iron fence 
at this place is again stated, and is strongly recommended. 

At Evergreen Cemetery the sale of lots during 1905 was 
very gratifying from a financial standpoint. In order to meet 
the demand for lots in this cemetery it will be necessary to 
commence at once the work of preparing undeveloped land 
which is splendidly located. This will open up a new section 
of this ground for family lots. 

While much general work of improvement was made in 
each ground under the control of the department, such work 
was extensively done in the following grounds. 

The Market Street Ground in Brighton was thoroughly 
cleaned, trees were trimmed, several dead trees were removed 
and the headstones placed in proper positions. 

The Phipps Street Ground in Charlestown has required 
much extra work, owing to the nature and condition of the 
ground. <A large number of gravestones here were carefully 
reset and cleaned, and the ground completely renovated ; 
dead trees were removed, and the remaining trees were 
trimmed. While this work was in progress quite a number 
of gravestones were unearthed, and other gravestones were 
found which had been used many years ago in building tombs. 
These stones have been reset in the ground. Before the 
work this spring is completed other gravestones will undoubt- 
edly be found in this yard which have disappeared in the 
manner above described. 

As headstones in these old grounds have never been placed 
on permanent foundations it is not difficult to understand 
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that in time they will either fall on the ground or sink by 
their own weight into the earth and eventually become cov- 
ered. It requires constant attention to keep the stones in 
such yards in proper condition. Owing to the expense 
entailed, this Board is not prepared to recommend that the 
headstones in the old grounds be placed on permanent founda- 
tions. 

The South End South Ground, on Washington and James 
streets, city proper, received special attention. The granite 
wall of this cemetery on James street has been in poor con- 
dition for some time, and this fact has been commented on in 
previous reports. As it finally became dangerous, this Board 
authorized the relaying of the entire wall and the pointing 
and repairing of the Washington-street wall, which was done 
this year; and this work was completed by a general renova- 
tion within the ground. 

Frequently during the year it is found that the wooden 
planking covering the entrance to a tomb in the old grounds 
has decayed. This planking is about three feet from the 
surface of the ground, and when it breaks and falls into the 
tomb the earth above naturally follows, leaving quite an 
opening on top of the ground. In order that conditions may 
be secure for the future, this department has adopted the 
policy of placing stone flagging over the tomb entrance when 
making repairs, the expense being assumed by the owners, 
or by the department when owners cannot be located. This 
flagging can be procured and set at a moderate cost, and, as 
the permanency of the repair is quite obvious, the continu- 
ation of this policy cannot be too well commended. 

It is anticipated that the unused strip of land situated 
between the Dorchester North Burying Ground and Colum- 
bia road, which was left as a result of the building of that 
road, will during this year be transferred to this department 
and made a part of this ground. Such action will necessitate 
enclosing this strip of land by a substantial fence and de- 
veloping the ground. If the work is to be done this year it 
will be necessary for the city government to provide a 
sufficient appropriation to cover the cost of the work, as such 
an undertaking was not contemplated when the annual esti- 
mate of the department expenses was submitted. When 
this improvement is made it should harmonize with the 
beautiful Columbia road, on which is located the front en- 
trance of this cemetery, and the appropriation should be of 
a sufficient amount to provide for the most suitable class of 
work which shall favorably compare with the surroundings. 

The only special appropriation allowed to the department 
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this year provided for the erection of a fence at the Eustis 
Street Burying Ground. The work was completed in Decem- 
ber of 1905. It consists of an iron picket fence, 315 feet in 
length, erected on top of the stone wall at the front of the 
cemetery on Washington and Eustis streets, also an orna- 
mental gate at the entrance to the ground. Another iron 
fence was erected at this time on a stone wall from the rear 
of the present engine-house which adjoins the cemetery, and 
extends to the back of the ground a distance of 111 feet. 

Eighteen of the cemeteries located within the city limits 
are owned by the City of Boston and are under the direct 
management of this department, and the maintenance and 
care of all these cemeteries must be provided for by the 
appropriation alloted annually to the department by the city 
government. Of these eighteen there are fifteen which 
were established between the years 1630 and 1820. The 
puble interest these grounds create is manifested by the 
frequent suggestions received during the year from the pub- 
lic concerning the perpetuation and improvements which 
seem expedient to the writers, and such requests are care- 
fully considered by this Board, and when deemed advisable 
are acted upon favorably if possible. 

In conclusion it may be safely claimed that in no city in 
this country does the city government provide more substan- 
tially for the care of its cemeteries than our own city, and 
this policy is the subject of praise and commendation on all 
sides. We are deeply grateful for the kindly consideration 
shown by the city government when the question of expen- 
ditures for this department, either general or special, is pre- 
sented to them. ‘To the city government of Boston is there- 
fore due in full measure sincere thanks for the generous 
provisions made by them to maintain the high standard of 
the city cemeteries.

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TO LOT OWNERS AND HEIRS. 


Tue TITLE oF Lorgs. 


In whom does the title of a burial lot rest after the death 
of the original owner? This question is very often asked 
during the year, and a brief statement of the facts is here 
given. 

The original owner, and ‘after his death any sole owner, 
has the right to bequeath his burial lot to one of his heirs by 
will, and this is done only by specifically naming the burial 
lot in the will and not by a residuary clause. The owner, if 
he so desires, can absolutely direct by his will who shall be 
interred in the lot after his decease, or the subject of inter- 
ments can be left to the judgment of the heir named in the 
will. 

If the burial lot is not disposed of by will, the title, after 
the decease of the proprietor, is governed by Massachusetts 
Statutes, chapter 78, section 26, of the Revised Laws, which 
is inserted below, together with sections 28 and 29 of chapter 
78 concerning the rights of interment of wives and husbands 
of proprietors of lots or tombs. 


Section 26 of Chapter 78: Lots in cemeteries incorporated 
under the provisions of section one, tombs in public cemeteries in 
cities, and lots and tombs in public cemeteries in towns, shall 
be held indivisible, and upon the decease of a proprietor of 
such lot, the title thereto shall vest in his heirs at law or devisees 
subject to the following limitations and conditions :— If he leaves 
a widow and children they shall have the possession, care and 
control of said lot or tomb in common during her life. If he 
leaves a widow and no children she shall have such possession, 
care and control during her life. If he leaves children and no 
widow, they shall have in common the possession, care and control 
of such lots or tombs during their joint lives, and the survivor of 
_them during his life. The persons in possession, care and control 
of such lots or tombs may erect a monument and make other per- 
manent improvements thereon. The widow shall have a right of 
permanent interment for her own body in such lot or tomb, but it 
may be removed therefrom to some other family lot or tomb with 
the consent of her heirs. If two or more persons are entitled to 
the possession, care and control of such lot or tomb, they shall 
designate in writing to the clerk of the corporation, or if itis a 
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tomb or lot in a public cemetery, to the board of cemeter y commis 
sioners, if any, or to the city or town clerk, which of their number 
shall represent the lot; and in default of such designation, the 
board of trustees or directors of the corporation, the board of 
cemetery commissioners, if any, or the board of health, if such 
lots or tombs are in public cemeteries, in cities or towns, shall 
enter of record which of said persons shall represent the lot during 
such default. The widow may at any time release her right in 
such lot, but no conveyance or devise by any other person shall 
deprive her of such right. 

Section 28 of Chapter 78: A wife shall be entitled to a right 
of interment for her own body in any burial lot or tomb of which 
her husband was seized at any time during coverture, which right 
shall be exempt from the operation of the laws regulating convey- 
ance, descent and devise, but which may be released by her in the 
same manner as dower. 

Section 29 of Chapter 78: A husband shall have the same 
rights in the tomb or burial lot of his wife as a wife has in that 
of her husband and may assert or release the same in the same 
manner as she may assert or release her rights. 


Where the lot is not bequeathed in the will, or where there 
is no will, it descends to the heirs at law of the deceased 
owner, who are (Rev. Laws, Mass., Chap. 133, Sect. 1): 


Children, and issue of any deceased child. 
If no issue, then his or her father and mother. 
If no issue nor mother, then his or-her father. 
If no issue nor father, then his or her mother. 
If no issue and no father nor mother, then his or her 
brothers and sisters, and children of any deceased brother or 
sister. 

6. If no issue and no father, mother, brother nor sister, then 
next of kin.

From the above it can be seen that the Massachusetts 
laws require that the title of a lot shall be vested in the 
name of a living individual. Heirs are requested to imme- 
diately comply with this State law after the death of a lot 
owner. Otherwise delays may occur in determining whether 
interment orders are properly signed. Application for nec- 
essary documents in blank form may be made at the depart- 
ment office in City Hall.

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TO LOT OWNERS. 


PERPETUAL CARE. 


The subject of perpetual care of lots and graves is now a 
very important one. By Act of Legislature the City of 
Boston has the authority to accept sums of money in trust, 
the income thereof to be devoted to the perpetual care of the 
lot named. In recent years all lots have been sold subject 
to that condition, but as such a rule was not made until 
many years after the establishment of the Mount Hope and 
Evergreen cemeteries, there are at the present time a number 
of lots without perpetual care. This should be carefully 
considered by those who own burial lots which are not in 
perpetual care, for once placed in such care your last rest- 
ing place is guaranteed to be kept in good condition dur- 
ing the existence of the city. Many of the earlier purchasers 
and their heirs have since placed their lots in perpetual 
care, and we earnestly request the remaining lot owners to 
consider this matter favorably. Besides a saving in cost as 
compared with the amount paid if cared for annually, the 
advantage of perpetual care to each lot and grave owner is 
in the matter of minimum expense in caring for the lot ina 
satisfactory manner, and the added genera! appearance of the 
cemetery and consequent satisfaction to all lot owners. 
Massachusetts state law makes it lawful for the administrator 
or executor of the estate of a deceased person to provide for 
the perpetual care of a burial lot. 

The city has recently received by will a very substantial 
amount for the perpetual care of cemeteries, and notice of 
similar bequests is at hand. In view of the unselfish manner 
in which the city is appropriating money for the care of 
cemeteries, the opportunity is presented to its citizens to 
make bequests to be applied to the beautifying of the burial 
grounds where much work still remains to be done in order 
that the cemeteries may be an ornament to and reflect credit 
upon our city. 
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ARTICLES, BY-LAWS, RULES AND REGULATIONS OF 
THE CEMETERY DEPARTMENT. 


ARTICLE I. The ordinances of the City of Boston relating 
to the Cemetery Department shall apply to the conduct and man- 
agement of this department. 

ARTICLE II. The Trustees of the Cemetery Department 
shall organize on the first Monday in May. At this meeting 
there shall be chosen a Chairman, a Secretary, a General Super- 
intendent and custodians of the several grounds. <A majority of 
the Commission shall constitute a quorum. 

The regular meetings of the Commission shall be held on the 
fourteenth day, except when same comes on Saturday or Sunday, 
when it shall be held on the Friday preceding, and on the fourth 
Monday of each and every month at 3.30 o’clock P.M. 

Other meetings to be called by the Chairman, as he may deem 
advisable. | 

ARTICLE III. The Chairman shall preside over the meetings 
of the Commission and shall designate the hour and place thereof. 

He shall sign the deeds of conveyance of lots and bonds given 
for the perpetual care of the same; he shall sign and approve the 
bills, pay-rolls, and sign such orders as are necessary to permit 
interments and removals of bodies, and the opening and closing of 
cemeteries ; he shall make the annual and other reports to the City 
Council, and perform such other duties as are required by the 
ordinances of the city; all bills on account of the department 
shall be approved by him before they are presented to the city for 
payment; in the absence of the Chairman his duties shall be per- 
formed by such Commissioner as he delegates to act in his absence ; 
such delegation shall be in writing, and shall specify the specific 
action or actions delegated. 

ARTICLE IV. Tue Secretary. The Secretary shall notify 
and attend all meetings of the Commission and perform all cleri- 
cal work, and keep the records, plans and papers of said Com- 
mission; the Secretary shall keep such books as directed by the 
Board, showing transactions concerning the various cemeteries 
under this Commission, and shall prepare and record in books kept 
for the purpose all deeds of conveyance of lots or bonds given for 
the perpetual care of the same; the Secretary shall have charge of 
all the plans, books, catalogues and other papers of the Commis- 
sion (except as hereinafter provided), and shall perform such 
other duties as may, from time to time, be delegated by said Com- 
mission. 
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ARTICLE V. Tse GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT. The Gen- 
eral Superintendent shall reside on the premises known as Mount 
Hope Cemetery, and under the direction of the Commissioners 
shall have the custody of said cemetery and the general super- 
vision of all the cemeteries and burying grounds under the control 
of this Commission; he shall keep the various cemeteries and 
burying grounds in a condition satisfactory to the Commissioners ; 
shall have the authority, under the direction of the Trustees 
haying same in charge, to engage and discharge workmen, and 
to order and arrange their respective duties; said Superin- 
tendent shall keep in books provided for the purpose, of which 
he shall be the custodian, regular and accurate records of all inter- 
ments in, and removals from, Mount Hope Cemetery, and said 
records shall include the names and ages of all persons interred, 
and also the place and date of their interment; he shall see that 
all the regulations made by the Commission in regard to inter- 
ments and the construction of tombs, monuments and fences are 
complied with; he shall see that the rights of the city and the 
regulations of the Commissioners are respected and complied 
with by all persons employed on any of the grounds under the 
control of the Commission, and by individual proprietors; he 
shall fulfil all contracts made with proprietors for the care and 
decoration of lots, for their permanent care, and perform such 
other duties as the Commission may require; he shall have full 
power to remove from Mount Hope Cemetery, and other cemeteries 
and burying grounds within the control of this department, 
improper and disorderly persons, to abate nuisances, and to 
remove rubbish and unnecessary and unsightly decorations or 
adornments; a general report of all transactions of Mount Hope 
Cemetery, with proper vouchers, also the number of interments 
made for the preceding month, shall be rendered by him; he shall 
also, from time to time, inspect the other cemeteries and burying 
grounds within the charge of this Commission, and shall report 
monthly their condition, and make such recommendations as he 
deems advisable in reference to the same to the Commission. 

The compensation of the General Superintendent shall include 
the use of the dwelling-house connected with Mount Hope Ceme- 
tery, and he may also cultivate such portions of the grounds of 
Mount Hope Cemetery and keep such domestic animals for his own 
use as the Commissioners may designate; and may be removed 
for cause by the vote of a majority of the Commissioners. 

ARTICLE VI. The Commission shall establish an office, 
wherein the Board can hold its meetings, and which shall be 
open to the public daily (Sundays and holidays excepted). The 
records of the department, under the control of the Secretary, 
shall be kept at such office, and the keys of the various ceme- 
teries and burying grounds shall also be kept there. ‘Lhe office 
shall be equipped in a suitable manner for the purposes of its work, 
and at said office the Secretary of said Board shall be located. 
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COMMITTEES. 


The Chairman shall at the meeting succeeding the meeting of 
organization appoint each one of the Commissioners a Committee 
of One, who shall visit, from time to time, such cemeteries and 
burying grounds as shall be designated by the Chairman in said 
appointment, and shall report to the Board of Commissioners, 
when required, the state and condition, with recommendations 
concerning the same, of such cemeteries or burying grounds as are 
designated. 

The Commissioners as a whole shall act as a Committee on 
Accounts, who shall in executive session of the Board consider 
all bills on the fourteenth day of each month, after which the 
bills shall be approved by the Chairman. 

There shall be a Committee on Grounds and Greenhouses, con- 
sisting of three Commissioners, who shall consider the treatment 
and care of the grounds, greenhouses, trees, avenues, and paths 
in the cemeteries, and whose duty shall be to make such recom- 
mendations to the Board in reference to care, alterations, repairs, 
and improvements therein as they shall deem expedient. 

There shall be a Committee on Employees and Pay-rolls, con- 
sisting of one Commissioner, and a Committee on Purchases and 
Supplies, consisting of one Commissioner, whose duties shall be 
to make such recommendations to the Board in reference to the 
matters pertaining to their respective committees as they shall 
deem expedient. 

It shall be the duty of all committees to make reports to the 
Board, from time to time, with such recommendations as will 
enable the Board to pass upon the same, with due regard to the 
circumstances and for the best interests of the administration of 
the department. 


INTERMENTS. 


No interment shall be made in the cemeteries or burying 
grounds under the control of this Commission until such a per- 
mit as may be required by the laws of the’ State, or of the city 
or town from which the deceased may be brought, together with 
an order from the proprietor of the lot or tomb in which the 
interment is to be made, or from his legal representative, shall 
be obtained. Such permit, when the interment is to be in Mount 
Hope Cemetery, shall be sent to the Superintendent of Mount 
Hope Cemetery, and if in other cemeteries, to the person or persons 
designated by this Commission; but in no event until the fees 
have been paid. 

No removal of bodies from the cemeteries or burying grounds 
in charge of this department will be permitted, except as provided 
by the ‘laws of the State, city, or town, and in the manner pre- 
scribed by the Board of Health, or an order from the Commis- 
sioners of the Cemetery Department. 

Until otherwise ordered, the fees for digging a grave and 
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making an interment in same, or making an interment in a pri- 
vate tomb, shall be according to the following schedule : 


For a person 10 years of age and over : : - $5 00 
For a person under 10 years : : ‘ ‘ : 3 00 
Soldiers (in need) : 2 50 
Each additional body interred in a grave at the same

Lots. 


Lots shall be laid out by the Superintendent in Mount Hope 
Cemetery and in Evergreen Cemetery, subject to the approval of 
the Commissioners, and every lot so laid out shall be marked 
with a stone number. ‘The erection of fences, memorial stones, 
tombs, planting of trees, shrubs, and plants, and the adornment of 
lots shall be under the supervision of the Cemetery Commission, 
who shall have the right of determining the suitability of the 
same, and, in the event that they deem the same unsuitable, to 
remove or abolish the same. 


SALES AND CONVEYANCES. 


No deed of any lot shall be issued to more than one grantee, 
nor to any person as trustee, executor or see Ua except 
by vote of the Commissioners. 


BuRIALS IN SrncLte Grave Sections or Mount Hore aAnp 
EVERGREEN CEMETERIES. 


No more than two adults, or one adult and two children under 
five years of age, will be allowed to be interred in one grave 
in the single grave sections of Mount Hope Cemetery and Ever- 
ereen Cemetery, without the consent of the Cemetery Commis- 
sioners, for which a payment of $5, $15 and $20 each, according 
to location, in Mount Hope Cemetery, and $15 each in Evergreen 
Cemetery will be required. 

When a grave shall become vacant by the removal of the bodies, 
the right of burial shall terminate. But in case the owner becomes 
a purchaser of additional rights in another section in the ceme- 
tery, the price previously paid shall be allowed in part payment. 
Rights of burial are not transferable in Section F of Mount Hope 
Cemetery. 

No inclosures nor posts will be permitted in any of the single 
grave sections. 

The base measurements for headstones must not be over two 
feet six inches in length and one foot two inches in width. 
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No raised mounds will be permitted in the single grave sections 
without permission of the Board of Cemetery Commissioners. 

Rights in not more than two graves will be sold to one person 
at one time. 

Deeds will be issued at time of purchase. In event of purchasers 
or their agents neglecting to supply the name for deed within 
sixty days, the Cemetery Department will hold the grave in trust, 
and will so record it, after which no interments therein or removals 
therefrom shall be made until a deed is issued. 


RECEIVING TOMB. 


Bodies may be deposited in the receiving tomb at Mount Hope 
Cemetery, or at Evergreen Cemetery, on the payment of ten 
(10) dollars to the Superintendent. If, within four months after 
such deposit, the body shall be interred in another part of the 
same cemetery, no further charge shall be made for such inter- 
ment; but if the body shall not be removed from the tomb within 
the period above specified, the General Superintendent may cause 
the body to be interred in such place as shall be designated by 
the Commissioners. But the Superintendent, under the direction 
of the Commissioners, may allow the body to remain a longer 
time, on the payment, in advance, of three (3) dollars per month 
for an adult and two (2) dollars per month for a child. 


MonvuMENTS, STONES, FENCES, ETC. 


Proprietors have a right to erect on their lots monuments and 
stones of appropriate character. Tablets or other devices of 
wood, fences of wood or iron, or hedges are not permitted. 

No grave or tomb shall be opened for an interment or removal 
by any person except by order of the Commissioners or Super- 
intendent. 


FUNERALS. 


Early notice should be given to the Superintendent at Mount 
Hope Cemetery of funerals which are to be held in that cemetery, 
and in other instances to the custodians or the Secretary of the 
Commissioners. 

At least twenty-four hours’ notice shall be required. 


VISITORS. 


Mount Hope Cemetery, Evergreen Cemetery, Bennington Street 
Cemetery, the Dorchester North and South and Copp’s Hill 
Burying Grounds (the latter from May 1 to November 1) shall be 
kept open daily, Sunday included, from eight o’clock A.M. 
to sunset. All other cemeteries shall be kept locked, and the 
keyes thereof shall be in the custody of the Chairman, or of such 
person as he shall designate to hold the same. Visitors desiring 
to obtain admittance to such cemeteries or burying grounds shall 
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make application to the Chairman or Secretary of the Commis- 
sion, or to the Commissioner in charge thereof, who shall, in his 
discretion, under such provision or circumstance as he deems 
expedient, allow said cemetery or burying ground to be opened to 
the inspection of the applicant. Lot holders and owners of 
tombs in said cemeteries or burying grounds shall have a right to 
visit the same, within reasonable time after notice of their desire 
to the Chairman or Secretary of the Commission. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


1. Mount Hope Cemetery, Evergreen Cemetery, Bennington 
Street Cemetery, the Dorchester North and South, and Copp’s 
Hill Burying Grounds, as aforesaid, shall be open to visitors at 
all seasonable hours. 

Persons desiring to visit the other burying grounds may do so 
by making application at the office of the Cemetery Department 
in City Hall. 

2. No horse is to be driven within the cemeteries or burying 
erounds under this department faster than a walk, and no horse 
shall be left in the grounds without a keeper except by the con- 
sent of the custodian in charge, who may designate places where 
the horse may be fastened or secured. 

3. No bicycles or automobiles allowed on the grounds. 

4, Visitors must at all times be orderly, and will not be per- 

mitted to walk on the flower beds, upon the grass or the graded 
lots or borders. 
5. All persons are prohibited from gathering flowers, cutting 
or breaking any tree, plant or shrub, carrying or eating luncheon 
in any of the grounds of this department, and no one shall be 
allowed to write upon or to otherwise deface any sign, monument, 
fence or structure, within the control of this department. 

6. No slab, monument, marker, or other structure shall be 
erected in or removed from any of the said cemeteries without 
the permission of said Commission or some person delegated by 
it to act in the premises. 

7. The Superintendent or custodian in charge of the ceme- 
tery is authorized to remove all persons who violate any of these 
regulations.

Str, —In accordance with chapter 8, section 22, of the 
Revised Ordinances, the Trustees for Children present their 
annual report for the financial year ending January 31, 1906, 
this being the ninth year of the Children’s Institutions 
Department, and the forty-eighth year of the Institutions 
Department. 

Of the Trustees in office one year ago, Mr. Pelletier and 
Dr. Keller resigned and Mr. James P. Cleary and Miss Mary 
Boyle O’Reilly were appointed in their places. The mem- 
bers of the Board and the times of expiration of their 
appointments are as follows:

The members of the Board all serve in turn on the visit- 
ing committee for the Parental School and the House of 
Reformation, two members being appointed for two months 
in succession. They also visit the children placed out in 
families and institutions at intervals. 

The children under the care of the Board are classed as 
follows : 


(a.) Juvenile offenders at the House of Reformation (Rains- 
ford Island) and probationers therefrom. 

(d.) Truants at the Parental School (West Roxbury). 

(c.) Dependent and neglected children boarded or placed 
free in families (usually in the country), beside a number in the 
care of schools for defectives, or other hospitals or institutions, 
not under the management of the Trustees, where they have 
been placed for training or hospital treatment at the expense of , 
this department. 


The total number of children now in the care of the 
department is 1,712, or 267 more than at the beginning of 
the year, divided as follows:

Eighty-one boys from the House of Reformation and 173 
from the Parental School were released on probation. These 
remain in charge of the department, the boys from the 
House of Reformation in most instances until their majority 
is attained and the boys from the Parental School until they 
reach the age of 16 years in nearly all cases. One boy died 
at the Parental School. Of the 163 dependent and neglected 
children discharged, 14 died, of whom 10 were in other insti- 
tutions not directly in our charge. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


The total cost of the Children’s Institutions Department 
for the year was $186,892.70, which, divided among the 
whole average number of children (1,594), makes an average 
per capita expense of $117.25 for the year, or $2.25 per 
week. 

An analysis of the Placing-Out and Office Division, the 
Parental School and the House of Reformation is given in 
Tables 2B to 2G inclusive. 

The net cost of the Placing-Out Division, with its esti- 
mated share of the office expenses, amounted to $88,546.29. 
This includes a credit of $463.50 on account of the increase 
in the inventory of clothing on hand February 1, 1906, over 
the inventory of the year previous. 

Of this $22,405.45 has been paid for the board of children 
in the Massachusetts School for the Feeble-Minded, the 
Baldwinsville Hospital Cottages for Children, the Hospital 
for Epileptics, the Massachusetts State Sanatorium and Long 
Island Hospital. The remainder, $66,140.84, has been paid 
for an average of 366 children boarded in families and an 
average of 345 children in free homes. Taking together all 
children boarded or placed free in families (711), we find 
the average per capita cost for the year to be $93.03, or $1.78 
per week. 
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The total net cost of caring for the juvenile offenders was 
$42,833.27, of which $41,405.84 was used for the House of 
Reformation, including the estimated share of office expenses 
($360), making an average per capita cost for each boy actu- 
ally in the institution (160) $258.78 for the year, or $4.95 
per week. 

The remainder, $1,427.93, represents the amount expended 
on the visitation of boys on probation in their own homes 
and homes in the country, and the clothing furnished by the 
Placing-Out and Office Division to some of these boys when 
going to the country. Taking together all the juvenile 
offenders, both in the House of Reformation and on probation 
(an average of 385), the average cost per capita for the year 
was $111.84, or $2.14 per week. 

The total net cost of caring for truants committed to the 
Parental School was $55,049.64, of which $654,638.46 was 
used for the Parental School, including the estimated share 
of office expenses (475), making the average per capita 
cost for each boy in the institution (251) $217.68 for the 
year, or $417 per week. 

The remainder, $411.18, represents the amount expended 
on the visitation of boys on probation in their homes and 
homes in the country and the clothing furnished by the 
Placing-Out Division to some of these boys when going to 
the country. ‘Taking together all the truants (an average 
of 520) the average per capita cost for the year was $172.03, 
or $3.30 per week.

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HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 


In its method and aim the House of Reformation is a 
school. 

Boys are received not as if they had come to expiate 
their misbehavior by a certain amount of imprisonment, but 
like any boys coming to any school they are simply put into 
the school-class and work-class best suited to their needs. 
They are taught the ordinary public school studies, also 
sloyd, carving, drawing, printing, shoemaking, farming, 
gymnastics, etc., and are encouraged to play games with a 
will, and in summer to swim. 7 

The boys are selected for this school primarily by the 
police and finally by the courts as being boys about whom 
such complaints are made that itseems at the time impossible 
to leave them at large in the community, and the energies of 
the school are bent on making them as soon as possible fit to 
send out into the community again. With some boys this 
takes a long time, with others a short time. 

In fact they are admitted for treatment just as if they were 
sick patients at a hospital. The plan is to keep them 
under treatment until, and only until, they are fit to be 
released on probation to go either to their own homes, or, if 
their homes are unsuitable, then to homes in the country. 

The value of the institution may be tested, in part, by the 
appearance of the boys while they are in it, by their interest 
in their work, studies and play and by their growth and 
development. The more severe test, however, is the behavior 
of the boys after they have been released, their faithful- 
ness at school or at their work and their later development 
as good citizens. Tables giving the present status of all 
boys who have been inmates of the House of Reformation 
and who at present are on probation may be found on pages 
54 and 55 (Tables 13 and 14), and a report of the officer 
who has charge of these boys while on probation may be 
found on page 82, in connection with the report on the 
Placing-Out Division. 

NOTE. — As this report goes to press the gratifying announcement is made that the 


General Court has acceded to the request of the Trustees to rename this institution 
the Suffolk School for Boys. 
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The boys at Rainsford Island work, study and play well. 
An air of contentment and interest is observed in the schools 
and in the workshops. 

The percentage who do well on probation is not diminished 
with the increase in the number of boys released. Indeed, 
it is the success of the probation system which has in part 
given rise to the desire of the Trustees to have delinquent 
boys committed to their care rather than sentenced direct to 
Rainsford Island, so that the Trustees may, in proper cases, 
at their discretion, begin probation for a boy before he has 
been in any institution. Of course some boys would not be 
suitable for treatment outside of an institution, and would 
necessarily be sent to Rainsford Island; yet many, the Trus- 
tees believe, could be placed in country homes, or even in 
their own homes, if they remained under efficient supervision. 

Eighty-six boys have been committed by the courts for 
minority during the year, as compared with sixty-eight com- 
mitted for the same term last year,* and though twenty-three 
more than last year have been released on probation, the whole 
number in the institution has been larger than at any time 
during the past eight years. At one time this number rose 
to one hundred and seventy-four. 

The Trustees endorse the statement of the Superintendent 
respecting the serious results of over-crowding. For over, 
six years the Trustees have been recommending that the City 
of Boston take some decided action with reference to the 
House of Reformation, and in 1901, with the approval of the 
Mayor, the Board petitioned the Legislature and succeeded 
in procuring the enactment of chapter 351 of the Acts of 
1901, providing for a new school. 

Since that time successive committees from the city goy- 
ernment, appointed to visit public institutions, have reported 
and recommended that the House of Reformation at Rains- 
ford Island be abandoned. 

This year the Trustees have determined to urge upon the 
Mayor the vital importance of definite and positive action in 
regard to the institution. 

We believe that to continue the present location and pres- 
ent equipment of the Reform School is a waste of the city’s 
money, and that for a progressive and intelligent administra- 
tion of the city’s trust towards its unfortunate youths a de- 
cided change is demanded. 

For this year (1905-06) the inventory and appraised 
value of the property of the House of Reformation is $81,- 
811. Making no allowance for any interest on the capi- 


* Three were sentenced for short periods for non-payment of fines in 1904-05. 
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tal invested, the total net expenses of the House of Reforma- 
tion the current year has been $41,405.34, for an average of 
160 boys, which amounts to $4.95 per week per boy. 

For the year 1904-05, the net expenses were $42,209.39, 
for an average of 134 boys, amounting to $6.03 per week 
per boy. 

For the year 1903-04, the net expenses were $41,550.76, 
for an average of 133 boys, making a weekly cost of $5.99 
per boy. 

For the year 1902-08, the net expenses were $35,452.27, 
for an average of 121 boys, a weekly expense of $5.62 per 
boy. 

This same class of boys were cared for by the State at the 
Lyman School for the year 1905-06 at an expense of $4.63 
‘per week per boy. 

For 1904—05, an average expense of $4.90 per week per boy. 

For 1905-04, an average expense of $4.72 per week per boy. 

For 1902-03, an average expense of $4.47 per week per boy.

It is thus easily demonstrated that the city is paying about 
20 per cent. more for the care of each boy than the State. 
This makes no allowance for the added expense of the 
Placing-Out Division, which is obliged to care for the boys 
out on probation from the House of Reformation. This 
class constitutes about a fifth of the total number in our 
Placing-Out Division, and, we should judge, is responsible 
for about $2,900 of its expenses. The fault is not with our 
staff, nor with the method of administration, but lies wholly 
in the inherent deficiency of the institution itself. Situated 
on an island too small for an institution of its kind, with 
old buildings unsuited for its purposes, the institution can- 
not be economically managed. 

We have only to compare the space per boy in other 
similar institutions to realize at once how totally inadequate 
the area of Rainsford Island is for the purpose for which it 
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is now used. An average of 160 boys have been kept on 11 
acres for the present year, which gives .069 (,#,) of an 
acre per inmate. 

In a list of similar institutions chosen at random, there is 
no institution that has not over two and a half times this 
area per boy, the next lowest being the Truant School at 
North Chelmsford, which deals with a class of boys altogether 
more easily handled than the boys at Rainsford Island ; from 
this, the area varies up to the Preston School for Industry at 
Ione, California, which has almost thirty times as much space 
per boy, devoted to this same work.

Nor do these figures really represent the inadequacy of 
Rainsford Island, because much of the land which we have 
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is from its nature useless for our purposes. There is not a 
single building on the island that was constructed for the 
institution. We have inherited the old hospitals and the 
abandoned poorhouse, and have appropriated some discarded 
voting booths. Even this conglomeration is over-crowded 
and taxed to its limit. It is only the ability of our superin- 
tendent that has kept the institution in respectable running 
order. He has, indeed, made a wonderful showing with the 
means at his disposal, but no institution, situated as Rains- 
ford Island is, can offer the needed facilities for an economi- 
cal and proper training of the juvenile offender. 

Boys of this class have a right to demand from the city, 
which has voluntarily undertaken their moral regeneration, 
every advantage of training, and the same opportunity for 
healthy growth which is afforded to other Massachusetts 
boys who are sent tothe Lyman School. Cramped into such 
a limited area, and with such inadequate equipment, the 
institution on Rainsford Island cannot possibly do justice to 
its inmates. 

Therefore the Trustees unanimously recommend that the 
City Government accept chapter 351 of the Acts of 1901, 
or that they otherwise immediately authorize the removal 
from Rainsford Island and the founding of a new Reform 
School. — 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


Boston HARBOR, January 31, 1906. 
To the Trustees for Children: 


I have the honor to submit the annual report of this insti- 
tution for the year ending January 31, 1906. 

On February 1, 1905, there were 148 boys in the institu- 
tion committed during their minority. There have been 86 
commitments and 9 boys returned from probation by the Trus- 
tees, making a total of 95 who have been received this year. 
All sentences have been for minority. The largest attend- 
ance was 174, during the last days of August; the smallest 
attendance was 146, on March 4-6. 

The average daily attendance for the past year has been 
increased by more than twenty-five over that of the preced- 
ing year, consequently the institution has been over-crowded 
for several months past, so much so that we have been handi- 
capped in every direction, especially in the schools. We can- 
not accommodate in our schools all that the institution is 
physically capable of caring for, and in every other direction 
our equipment is wholly inadequate for the number now cared 
for. The sleeping quarters are over-crowded, there is not 
sufficient ground for recreation purposes, the playrooms are 
taxed to the utmost, the industrials are not of sufficient 
capacity to allow of giving instruction to the large increase 
of boys, the farm is insignificant for any effective purpose, 
and the sloyd is very much over-crowded. 

Further, with our buildings and equipment, we cannot 
classify our population and segregate the different divisions 
agreeable to the modern idea in reformatory methods. We 
find it a difficult problem to devise ways and means of attain- 
ing the desired ends while we are working under these. dis- 
advantages, and hope it will not be very long before the City 
Government realizes that Boston needs a modernly con- 
structed institution of sufficient capacity and spacious 
grounds. 

However, the work has progressed satisfactorily under the 
circumstances, and the fact that less than ten per cent. of the 
year’s commitments were boys returned from probation leads 
us to believe with a good degree of effectiveness also. The 
various departments have been actively progressive, but are 
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not of sufficient capacity to properly handle the large increase 
in population. 

A class of about twenty has received instruction in shoe- 
making and repairing, doing most of the work of the differ- 
ent divisions of the Children’s Institutions Department and 
some other outside institutions. In the printing depart- 
ment we have averaged sixteen boys who have received 
instruction. The work in these departments is always pains- 
taking and well calculated to assist their graduates to earn a 
good living upon their release. 

The sewing room has provided employment to an average 
of sixteen boys throughout the year. Here have been made 
1,978 new garments and pieces; and 11,725 garments and 
pieces and 4,019 pairs of stockings have been repaired. 
Nearly all of the boys have worked upon the farm and 
erounds from time to time, and considering the lmited space 
a very good crop of garden stuff has been raised. 

The schools have continued under the direction of Prin- 
cipal Edward L. Curran and his four assistants. It is aimed 
to have the school work graded as much like that in the 
Boston Public Schools as possible in order that there may be 
no interruption in a pupil’s progress because of a sojourn of a 
term, more or less, in this institution. The usual sessions of 
sloyd, summer school, etc., have been continued, and the 
evenings have been devoted to special work, letter-writing to 
parents, reading, amusements, etc. 

The health of the boys has been generally. good, there having 
been but few serious cases. Nearly all of the boys show a 
marked improvement in their general physical condition after 
a stay of only a short time. The classes in gymnastics and 
athletics have been continued; also the daily ocean baths 
in summer and the usual holiday athletic tournaments. 

Religious services have been conducted each Sunday in 
the chapel by Rev. Matthew McDonald, SJ., for the 
Catholic boys, and for the Protestant boys by Rev. Wm. B. 
Toulmin until last July, since when we have had no regular 
Protestant service. Father McDonald has visited us regularly 
to hear confessions and give spiritual advice to the boys, and 
the Sabbath School for the Catholic boys has been continued. 
Mr. Meyer Bloomfield has had charge of the Hebrew services. 

In conclusion, I desire to thank my subordinates for their 
co-operation, and to express to the Board my appreciation of 
their perfect support.

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PARENTAL SCHOOL. 


TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 


In the last report of this institution it was stated that 
under a new statute the boys could be committed up to the 
termination of the school age. ‘There was also a provision 
that such boys could be put on probation, before the expira- 
tion of this sentence, by the joint action of the Trustees, the 
courts and the Superintendent of Schools. 

In order satisfactorily to carry out this method of releases 
on probation a merit system has been arranged (see Report 
for 1904-1905, page 13), which was designed to be a test of 
fitness for such release. In many cases this has been tried 
with gratifying results. One hundred and seventy-three boys 
have been released on probation during the year, fifteen * 
of whom have been returned for violating the terms of their 
release. 

Therefore, in respect to 158 boys, the new system has 
worked well. Without compelling these boys to serve out | 
their full sentence in the institution, the discipline of the 
Parental School has taught habits. of regularity and the 
necessity of attending school, so that these boys have ceased 
to be truants. 

The one defect that still exists in our merit system is that 
we have not the full and hearty co-operation of some of the 
judges who deal with truants. The Trustees have been 
unable to persuade them: that it is best for the individual 
boy, as well as for the whole school, to give the boys a 
chance on probation when they have demonstrated their fit- 
ness therefor by the test which has been devised. Often a 
boy who is arbitrarily refused after he has earned his merits 
becomes discouraged, loses his grip upon himself and his 
work, and so influences his companions that they are not 
stimulated to do their best. We hope that with the growing 
interest in juvenile matters the courts will soon be in more 
hearty accord with our efforts. 

The Parental School is very crowded. The average num- 
ber of boys is over 250. The school, as at present planned, 
does not contemplate receiving more than 225 boys. At

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times the number has exceeded 280. The present school- 
rooms are inadequate, and we are obliged to have a class 
occupying one of the sitting-rooms in a cottage. There is 
no place in the institution sufficiently large to allow more 
than 40 or 50 boys to come together at one time. There is 
no gymnasium whatsoever. 

The greatest need, and a present insistent necessity, of 
the institution is a school building of sufficient size to 
include an assembly hall, a sloyd room and a gymnasium. 

A new dormitory is also one of the needs of the immedi- 
ate future. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
PARENTAL SCHOOL. 


To the Trustees for Children: 


In accordance with the prescribed duties of the Superin- 
tendent, I have the honor to submit herewith my fifth annual 
report for the year ending January 31, 1906.

ScHOOL WORK. 


The school work has been the same substantially as during 
the past few years. 

The school hours are the same as in the public schools of 
the city, and each boy has two periods (one and a half to two 
hours each) a week at manual training, the larger boys hay- 
ing sloyd and the smaller boys having basketry, raphia work 
and cardboard work. 

In the vacation school of five weeks instruction was given 
in English, sloyd, basketry and raphia work to those most 
backward in those branches. 


WoRK OUT OF SCHOOL. 


The work of the boys out of school has been as varied 
as in past years. A great amount of labor is necessary to 
keep the buildings and grounds in good condition, to say 
nothing of the work that must be done in the kitchens, the 


* One boy committed was returnable from probation. 
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dormitories, the bakery, the laundry, the boiler-room, the 
barn and the gardens, and the boys of necessity have had to 
do most of this work. This daily routine of work and re- 
sponsibility is an important and forceful element in training 
and character building. From a purely educational stand- 
point it may not be of great value, but it affords a kind of 
moral training which some children never have the 
opportunity to acquire. This work like all other well directed 
work may (and in most cases does) develop in the boys the 
habit of doing work well for the pride they take in it and 
the love they have for it. All who have regular tasks 
acquire in some degree those virtues of work which charac- 
terize the successful man — punctuality, neatness, orderliness, 
concentration, perseverance and thoroughness. And _ the 
doing of common everyday work of the institution by the 
boys is quite as valuable and quite as powerful in habit 
forming and in character building as the work of the schools. 


READING MATTER. 


During the year each cottage has been supplied with a 
library of fifty well selected books, which, with books drawn 
from the Boston Public Library, two copies weekly of the 
Youth’s Companion to each cottage, and numerous magazines 
contributed by friends of the school, furnish ample reading 
matter for our present needs. 


RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION. 


The Catholic boys have attended St. Theresa’s Church 
regularly, and twenty-two were confirmed in September. The 
Protestant boys have attended the South Evangelical Church, 
and the Jewish boys have had regular weekly lessons under 
the instruction of Mr. Max M. Fritz, Mr. Albert Hurwitz, 
Mr. Herman Mintz, Mr. Philip Davis and Mr. Arthur L. 
Mayer. Grateful acknowledgment is hereby made to those 
who have given so unselfishly of their time and energy to the 
religious instruction of the boys. 


HEALTH. 


The general health of the boys has been excellent. ‘There 
have been no epidemics and very few cases of serious sick- 
ness. However, the year was saddened by the death of one 
boy from tuberculosis. 

For a detailed statement of our hospital record I would 
refer you to Dr. Collins’ report accompanying this. Your 
attention is also called to the report of Dr. E. P. Wentworth, 
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who has cared for the boys’ teeth, and to the report of Dr. 
George S. Derby, who has examined the boys’ eyes and _ pre- 
scribed treatment. 

Twenty-two boys have been supplied with spectacles. 


SPORTS AND CONTESTS. 


In addition to their daily games and plays, the boys enjoyed 
swimming nearly every day during the summer, and on 
Memorial Day, Bunker Hill Day and the Fourth of July they 
had field and track sports and contests in speaking, singing, 
whistling, dancing, tumbling and harmonica playing. 


ENTERTAINMENTS. 


During the year there have been three entertainments 
given in Curtis Cottage, four in Phillips, three in O’Brien 
and two in Hart. ‘These entertainments consisted chiefly of 
recitations and vocal and instrumental music. 

Mr. Max M. Fritz, assisted by several readers and musi- 
cians, gave an excellent entertainment to the Hebrew boys. 
Mr. Dudley Prescott entertained all the boys on Christmas 
Day with imitations, impersonations and ventriloquism. 

We hereby express our gratitude to all those who so kindly 
and generously assisted in entertaining the boys.

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Assuming that these reasons and excuses are correct, it 
will be observed that 88 boys out of 263 were truant because 
of alleged school conditions. In other words, 88 boys were 
committed to the Parental School because some element of 
the school life was disagreeable to them or because they 
feared punishment if they attended. This is not said in 
criticism, but rather in commendation of the public schools, 
for 88 habitual truants out of a school population of 102,880 
(;32, of one per cent.) is certainly a very small number 
when we consider the large classes many teachers have and 
the small amount of individual attention which they are able 
to give their pupils. __ Besides, it is true that fully 10 per 
cent. of our boys are partly or wholly incapacitated for 
school work by reason of defective sight and hearing, and 
the majority of this class of boys would be included in the 
number who find something disagreeable in the requirements 
of the school-room, thus materially diminishing the number 
of those who are truant because of some disagreeable feature 
in the school. For, if they could only receive proper medical 
treatment and be provided with spectacles when attending 
the public schools, it is reasonable to suppose that most of 
them would not become truants. 

Of the 263 boys referred to above, 243 smoked before 
coming to the Parental School, 169 were habitual smokers, 
90 attended Sunday School regularly, 131 had attended 
kindergarten, 140 were members of boys’ clubs, 143 had 
been visited at their homes by their teachers, 209 were mem- 
bers of gangs. About one-fifth of the members of these gangs 
attended school, 188 of the number bunked out more or 
less, 126 stole money, 103 earned money, 73 had older 
brothers who never played truant. 


DEFECTS IN THE RELEASE SYSTEM. 


The release system has been in effect long enough to reveal 
some of its defects, two of which we will briefly consider. 

One serious defect in the release system is that it is not 
uniform in its application. Boys in one section of the city 
may be required, because of the attitude of the judges in the 
district courts, to remain in the school for a definite period 
(at sentence) of one year, eighteen months or two years, as 
the case may be, regardless of their efforts and success in 
earning the required number of merits, while boys from other 
sections are released soon after they have earned the required 
number. To those compelled to remain in the school, feeling 
that they have earned their release by honest effort, there 
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appears to be some favoritism which to them means nothing 
short of injustice. This sense of unjust treatment is bad in 
its effect on the boys. It gives thema wrong idea of justice. 
Besides, a boy who has earned the required number of merits 
by honest effort is apt to be discouraged when his release is 
refused, and consequently in many cases he becomes careless 
or reckless, and derives little benefit from remaining longer 
in the institution. 

Another defect is the great difference in the degree of 
promptness and despatch with which releases are granted. 
Some are granted within two weeks or even in less time 
after being recommended, while others are delayed for weeks 
or even months before they are finally disposed of. From 
the boys’ standpoint this is unjust and the effect is not 
wholesome. They naturally feel that there is something 
wrong when they see boys going home whose releases were 
recommended weeks or months after theirs were recom- 
mended. In consequence they are apt to acquire an anxious 
and disturbed frame of mind and to derive little benefit from 
remaining longer in the school. 

In addition to the bad effects on individual boys, there 
are other evils more general in their application, inasmuch as 
they affect the discipline, the morals and the physical well- 
being of a large number of boys massed together in one 
body. For, if all the boys could be released promptly when 
they have earned the required number of merits, the mem- 
bership would be considerably reduced and the evils of over- 
crowding would be eradicated. 


A GREAT NEED. 


Our greatest need at the present time is a new school 
building in which the boys may have as good accommoda- 
tions and as good an equipment as may be found in most 
primary and grammar schools of the city. A glance at our 
present school buildings is sufficient to demonstrate their 
utter lack of fitness for our present needs and purposes.

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MEDICAL REPORT. 


Mr. D. P. DAME, 
Superintendent : 


DeAR Sir, — A perusal of the hospital report for the past 
year will show that considerable work has been done to main- 
tain a high standard of physical well-being among the boys. 
With an increase in the average number of boys in the school 
there has been a corresponding increase in the number of 
cases treated, and a marked increase over any of the previous 
years of the hospital’s existence. 

Each boy upon entrance to the school, or very soon there- 
aiter, has been given a thorough physical examination, and 
the results have been duly recorded. A tabulation of abnor- 
malities found upon such examination is appended. 

Fortunately there have been no serious epidemics in the 
school, the nearest approach being a considerable increase in 
the number of tonsilitis cases over that of last year and pre- 
vious years. 

There has been but one case of diphtheria and one of ty- 
phoid. The former was sent to the Boston City Hospital 
for treatment, and the latter to the Faulkner Hospital in 
Jamaica Plain. A case of diabetes mellitus and one of mas- 
toiditis were also sent to the City Hospital, the last case 
being operated on at that institution. 

One case of lobar pneumonia after two weeks’ duration 
_ developed into phthisis and was taken to the Free Home for 
Consumptives at Dorchester. The boy subsequently died 
while there. 

During the year Dr. Stevens has performed eleven opera- 
tions for enlarged tonsils and adenoid growths, with the 
result that almost without exception the cases have shown 
marked improvement in general health. 

Dr. Worthington during his service set a fracture of both 
bones of the leg. 

During Dr. Howell’s service five circumcisions were per- 
formed upon pronounced cases of phimosis. 

One obstinate case of skin disease was sent to Dr. Smith 
for diagnosis and recommendation as to treatment. 
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With the largely increased steady demand upon the hospi- 
tal in the past five years (as will be seen from the appended 
table) the facilities at the present time are inadequate. The 
cardinal need is that of enlarging the dispensary room, having 
it fitted with a stationary basin and running hot and cold 
water. 

It will be interesting to note that if the number of cases as 
given in this report were treated at a minimum charge by a 
physician coming in from outside, instead of under the 
present regime, the amount of expense would total over 
$3,000. 

I wish to take this opportunity to express my gratitude to 
you for the kind and courteous treatment I have received at 
your hands. I wish also to tender my thanks to the members 
of the visiting staff for the kind assistance they have so 
generously given me.

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PLACING-OUT DIVISION. 


TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 


The placing-out work is the embodiment of the idea gradu- 
ally developed, but now generally accepted, that the best way 
to make good citizens of dependent children is not to crowd 
them into great institutions, but to scatter them through the 
community so that they grow up in the natural way with other 
children. The Marcella-street Home was used for dependent 
and neglected children when this Board of Trustees was ap- 
pointed in 1897. The unanimous opinion of the Trustees 
that all the children (excepting those that need treatment 
in hospitals) should be placed in families led to a rapid 
removal of the inmates, and after sixteen months the buildings 
were closed. It had become plain to all that even many of the 
delicate children could be cared for in country families. 

The placing-out system began, however, long before that. 
In 1874, Mr. McCarthy, now General Agent of the Placing- 
Out Division, was appointed an Agent for Aiding Discharged 
Prisoners. When four months had elapsed, he not only had 
perceived clearly the importance of taking children from the 
Almshouse and placing them in the country, but, having ob- 
tained the-approval of the Commissioners, had actually started 
the work. Several hundred were thus placed out in the first 
year. 

The brief annals that tell how many children are received 
and discharged in a year, and even the more detailed informa- 
tion that is found in the report of the General Agent and in 
the appended tables, give no adequate idea of what it means 
to bring up many hundred children, retaining the full care of 
them often during their whole minority. The Trustees 
believe that this work is well done. 

To énumerate in detail all the activities undertaken by any- 
one directing a placing-out system would be to go through all 
the combined responsibilities and duties of the head of a family 
and the head of a school. ‘To discharge these combined func- 
tions and to avoid imperfections in carrying them out is the 
aim of the Trustees. 
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REPORT OF THE GENERAL AGENT FOR THE 
PLACING-OUT AND OFFICE DIVISION. 


To the Trustees for Children : 


The report of the work for this division for the year ending 
January 31, 1906, is herewith respectfully submitted. 

This division deals with four classes of city minor wards, 
namely: Dependent children, that is, those dependent upon 
public charity who are received from their parents and others 
on account of poverty; neglected children, committed by the 
courts ; juvenile offenders on probation; truants on proba- 
tion. 

The total number of children of all classes under super- 
vision in families at the close of the official year and subject 
to visits are as follows: At board, 393 in families; on indenture, 
349; at home on probation, juvenile offenders, 176; and tru- 
ants 124 :— total, 1,040.

INSTRUCTION TO FAMILIES BOARDING CHILDREN. 


In placing with you . . . . from the Children’s 
Institutions Department, to board, we ask that he be regarded 
as a member of your family, receiving from you the care and 
training that you would desire for a child of your own, and 
we also ask your careful attention to the following directions : 
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1. Children shall be fed upon good and nourishing 
food, sent early to bed, and at all times be kept clean and 
tidy. 

2. You are expected to deal firmly, yet gently, with chil- 
dren placed in your care; to be patient with them, and to 
consider yourself responsible for their conduct while with 
rou. 

3. Children shall be given both moral and religious train- 
ing, attending the church of their own faith, and especially 
shall they be taught to be truthful, honest and obedient in 
daily life. 

4. Children of school age must attend school regularly, 
staying out only by reason of illness. Reports of their 
attendance shall be sent to the department at the close of 
each school term, on blanks provided for the purpose. 

5. When old enough simple household duties, not too 
hard for the age and strength of a child, may be given them, 
that they may acquire habits of industry. These duties, 
however, shall not be allowed to interfere with their hours of 
recreation. 

6. Two dollars and seventy-five cents per week will be 
paid for board of children under one year, clothing to be 
furnished from this office; $2.50 and clothing for those over 
one year and under two; $2.50 and clothing for those over 
two and under five years, and for those over five years $2 
and shoes, but no other clothing furnished. Special terms 
will be made in the case of delicate or defective children. 

All clothing must be kept in good repair and subject to the 
inspection of the visitor. When children are removed from 
a place all clothing belonging to them must be taken with 
them, and it is expected that they will leave with as good a 
supply as when placed. 

Usually not more than two children will be placed in a 
family. 

7. All communications between children and their rela- 
tives shall be through the department. 

8. Should a child be taken ill, the department must be 
promptly notified. Simple remedies such as would be used 
for one’s own children in similar cases may be used, but if 
the illness is serious and of a nature which requires imme- 
diate attention, you are instructed to employ your family 
physician. Should it necessitate the continued care of a 
physician you will receive instruction from the department, 
and if the child needs hospital treatment it will be removed. 

The object of these directions is to avoid large bills for 
medical attendance. 
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HEALTH. 


A child entering the department is carefully examined by 
the Board’s medical officer, whose advice and report assists in 
the selection of a boarding family, institution or hospital 
which its needs require. 

One hundred and sixty-four children have been treated by 
physicians where they reside; 84, however, have been brought 
to the city for treatment at hospitals. Surgical appliances 
have been supplied to 7 boys and to 6 girls. The death 
rate during the year has been low compared with the 
three previous years. There have been 14 deaths among the 
dependent and neglected children ; 10 died in hospitals and 
institutions ; 4 in families. Seven were under three years of 
age, 5 over six and under twelve, and 2 were over seventeen 
years. 


INVESTIGATIONS. 


During the year 427 investigations were made upon 
applications for the release of children from the House of 
Reformation, the Parental School and from the Placing-Out 
Division to their homes. ‘There were also 46U applications 
for the admission of dependent children, of whom 197 were 
admitted, and of 22 neglected children committed by the 
courts. There were 386 miscellaneous investigations, making 
a total of 1,290. 

Of the 1,295 investigations, 482 were for dependent and 
neglected children, a large proportion having no settlement 
in Boston. These State cases are for the greater part inves- 
tigated by an agent of this department; 386 miscellaneous 
investigations dealt very largely with people who came to 
the notice of this department either by a personal application 
or through friends, and for whom the best solution of the 
problem seems to be not to allow any formal application to 
be made. 

The most important part of the miscellaneous investiga- 
tions deals with the homes from which the children now in 
the care of the city have been taken. The danger of reliev- 
ing such parents for a limited time is greatly decreased by 
the constant watchfulness or friendly visiting of the homes. 
In many cases the desire to get the children back has been a 
strong motive power to higher standards of living and to 
having the permanent care of their own children. 

No class of applications needs more careful and painstaking 
investigation than those relating to illegitimate children. 
This year there were 50 applications, 84 of which proved to 
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have a city settlement. Out of the 34,19 were admitted, 
8 of whom needed hospital care. The remaining 11 were as 
follows: 1 abandoned; 1 the mother being a mere child and 
heretofore of good moral character; 1 the mother had boarded 
the child for three years, and separation seemed the wisest 
course for both mother and child; 2 were the children of 
very immoral mothers; 1 child was taken temporarily, the 
mother and grandmother afterward providing for it; 2, while 
not feeble-minded, were below normal. The remaining 15 
were as follows: 5 provided for by private societies; 3 
refused investigation; 6 were cared for by relatives; 1 the 
alleged father gave $275 for the support of child — funds in 
the care of a private society. 

Of 357 dependent children discharged from the year 1899 
to date there have been but 23 returned to the care of the 
department who had been previously released to parents. 
Six of these children belonged to one family. 


VISITS. 


Number of visits made to dependent and neglected 
children in free and boarding homes, and juvenile offenders 
and truants in their own homes, during the year by the paid 
visitors of the department was 3,105; the number by local 
visitors 289. 

To children in country homes visits are unannounced ; 
condition is ascertained by personal interview with the child, 
the family, teacher and pastor. The general appearance of 
child, health, cleanliness and treatment is recorded. Cloth- 
ing and sleeping accommodations must be examined, and the 
food supply is judged by occasionally calling at meal hours. 
The appearance of the child will indicate whether the food 
is right in quantity and kind.

We have five families in the suburban towns, each of 
which can accommodate four or five children needing train- 
ing, special care or medical treatment. Children awaiting 
admission to the School for Feeble-Minded, Hospital for 
Epileptics or to other institutions are retained at these 
homes until a vacancy occurs. 
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SCHOOLING. 


The majority of teachers take a deep interest in the chil- 
dren under our care, and report that they average well with 
others in mental capacity, scholarship and deportment. 

The law provides for the tuition in the public schools in 
any city or town of a child between the ages of five and 
fifteen years who shall be placed elsewhere than in his own 
home by the Trustees for Children of the City of Boston. 
An appropriation of fifty cents is paid for each week of five 
days or major part thereof of attendance of every such child 
in the public schools. The transportation of the children to 
and from a public school is also payable by the City of 
Boston. Settlements of the accounts of the several cities 
and towns with the City of Boston are made annually on the 
first day of April, and the amounts found due are required 
to be paid within three months. 

Under the provision of this law all bills ie tuition and 
transportation are audited by the Trustees and paid by the 
School Board of the City of Boston, the amount paid for the 
year ending April, 1905, being $5,535.39.

PROBATION. 


The system of probation maintained by the Children’s 
Institutions Department of the City of Boston deals with 
boys only: truants, absentees and school offenders released 
from the Parental School and juvenile offenders released 
from the House of Reformation. 

Releases from the Parental School are governed by chapter 
514, Acts of 1896; those from the House of Reformation 
for juvenile offenders by Revised Laws, chapter 224, sections 
13, 14 and 15, and in all cases depend upon the merit sys- 
tems of of the respective institutions. 

Two paid agents of the department supervise the boys 
while they are on probation— one for either class — the 
boys from the Parental School until they are sixteen years 
old, those from the House of Reformation until they are 
twenty-one. Boys from the Parental School are also 
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watched over by the regular truant officers, under the direc- 
tion of the School Board. 

Our agents see these boys frequently, usually once a 
month, either at their own homes, in school or at their 
work; when necessary, they are required to report at the 
office at stated intervals. The agents often aid in securing 
work for those above school age. 

By the co-operation of school teachers, police and truant 
officers, boys of this class are very closely guarded, so that 
a large majority do well. 

The result is apparent in the following figures for the 
municipal year ending January 31, 1906:

Boys FROM THE HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


There are frequently boys at the House of Reformation 
who are entitled to their release on probation from having 
earned their merits who have no suitable home to go to and 
are not adapted to farm life. Special effort has been made 
during the past year to obtain employment for such proba- 
tioners in shops and factories outside of Boston, where they 
would be separated from the surroundings and influences 
which led to their commitment to the care of this department. 
In such cases we are obliged to depend largely on the boy’s 
own ambition.and desire to improve himself, as no constant 
supervision can be exercised over him. The result has been 
most satisfactory. In almost every case the boy seems to 
have appreciated the confidence reposed in him and to have 
made great effort to improve his condition. Frequent com- 
munication is held with these boys, both by letters and 
visits, and they are constantly encouraged to renewed efforts 
for improvement. Several transfers from boys home on 
probation have been made to this class in cases where the 
home surroundings were not good, and the transfers have 
shown good results. Boys who were not regularly employed 
at home have worked and been self-supporting, paying their 
own board and exercising good judgment in expending their 
money. Many of the boys at home on probation have been 
able to obtain good situations on account of the training 
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which they have received in the trade school at the House 
of Reformation, fully showing the great advantages obtained 
from such training. 

Our local visitors who are assigned to the county where 
they reside keep the department informed on matters relative 
to our charges. 

The same persons were in office at the close of the year 
located as follows: Harwich, Northampton, Ashfield, Orleans 
and Rutland, Mass.; Moretown, Vt.; and Barrington, N. H. 


We are under obligations to the clergymen of the various 
denominations for their co-operation in all that relates to the 
spiritual welfare of our wards, and for assistance rendered 
our agents in seeking homes, it being the established rule of 
the Board in placing children to see that the family is of the 
same religious faith as the parents of the child, and when old 
enough the children are required to attend public school, 
Sunday school and church regularly. The clergymen and 
visiting agents see that these rules are complied with.

In order to personally know the condition and situation of 
our wards in country homes, and according to my annual 
custom, I have this year visited some 42 towns. I found 
that as a rule the children were well clothed, well fed and 
kindly treated, and all conditions were complied with. 

Fewer children become city charges in recent years than 
formerly, owing to the good work done by the various chari- 
table and religious organizations. 

There is an unusual demand for boys and girls, particularly 
the latter, over school age, for free homes; 144 such homes 
were unfilled at the close of the year. 

All clothing supplied to children is kept at the office and 
given out on requisition; 1,322 suits of clothing and girls’ 
dresses, 2,703 pairs of boots and shoes, 1,000 pairs of rubbers, 
14,335 other pieces, making a total of 19,360, were sent out 
during the year. <A record is kept of all articles given out 
and returned. 

Most of the clothing is bought in quantity at wholesale 


prices. 
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The following statistics, while giving in a general way the 
condition of children in the care of the Trustees outside the 
institution, cannot convey to the mind of persons not familiar 
with the many details of the work a correct idea of what is 
actually accomplished. 

Credit is due my assistants for services well rendered. I 
am under obligations to the Board of Trustees for encourage- 
ment and support, and the various public and private chari- 
ties for their kind assistance and for favors received.

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MEDICAL REPORT. 


J. E. McCartay, Esa., 
General Agent: 


DerAR Sir, — In response to your request that I should 
make a brief report upon my work during the past year, I 
would respectfully submit the following : 

A large majority of the children on admission to this 
department do not show the need of medical treatment, but 
many of them give evidence of insufficient or improper feed- 
ing and of neglect in a general way; on the other hand, 
occasionally a baby is presented whose death seems probable 
in a very short time. 

Last summer a week spent in the country gave me inter- 
esting experiences. With one of the department visitors I 
examined about forty children in their temporary homes and 
discussed their health and genera] welfare with the women 
who had charge of them. I believe that everybody who has 
honestly tried to do good placing-out work will admit that it 
is often the hardest kind of task, because one must endeavor © 
to secure a satisfactory adjustment between the qualities of 
the child on the one hand and the characteristics of the 
home on the other. On this trip I was especially impressed 
with the devotion shown so generally by these women toward 
their charges, even though the latter were not always 
especially attractive; for instance, one woman had carried 
a delicate child in her arms for some distance to the corner 
where the barge passed in order that the child might attend 
school. One woman and her little boarder were evidently 
struggling with excitement which they could not easily con- 
ceal, because they feared that we might decide to remove the 
child, of whom the family had become very fond. 

In these very informal visits a good opportunity was often 
presented to point out simple principles of hygiene of ordi- 
nary life. The lack of prompt and regular attention to the 
condition of the bladder and of the bowels in childhood is 
responsible for much discomfort and may lay the foundation 
for prolonged ill health. Proper habits in this particular 
should, therefore, be brought to the careful attention of those 
who have charge of the training of these children. 
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It appears to be the usual experience of our visitors to 
observe marked physical improvement in the majority of 
cases from the natural life in simple surroundings in the 
country. If this result does not follow, after a short time, 
it seems fair to inquire whether the home and the child are 
well suited to each other, or whether something may not 
need correction in the child’s physical condition. Adenoid 
growths have received much attention within recent years 
from doctors and from social workers as well. It has become 
rather generally known that such growths not only cause 
defective hearing and make the child appear slow and dull 
and even simple-minded, but also that, in an indirect way, 
by nervous irritation, they bring to light undesirable traits of 
character which appear to an unthinking person signs of 
moral depravity. As one writer has put the matter, we 
should ‘+ zemove every hindrance to the complete development 
of the child,” because only in this way can we give him any- 
thing like a fair chance. I am happy to say that we have 
been able to arrange, this year, to have more cases than ever 
before brought to the city for treatment of this kind, and I 
may take this opportunity to express our grateful appreci- 
ation of the generous skill of the physicians of the hospitals 
where so much has been done for our children. The value 
of observation and study by experts, in large hospitals, was 
well illustrated in the following case: A report came that 
a boy, while driving in a rough wood-road, had been thrown 
out of a cart, striking on his shoulder and head; and that he 
was suffering from symptoms suggesting a fracture of the 
skull. Not without difficulty, naturally, he was brought to 
a hospital in Boston. There the conclusion was reached 
that he was suffering from a disorder sometimes called “ trau- 
matic hysteria,” and not from a serious organic disturbance. 
To correct promptly a condition of this sort was a service of 
very great value to that young man. This case could not 
be considered, in any sense, a reflection upon the capacity of 
the doctor who first was called to the case. Men who prac- 
tise medicine at places remote from centres of population 
show a very large capacity to deal with emergencies of all 
sorts in which the city man would often find himself very 
inefficient. Their skill and devotion to the wards of this 
department merit only commendation. 

Having no hospital of its own anywhere, the department 
is often hard pressed to secure adequate accommodations for 
sick children brought to the office without any previous 
notice. The Long Island Hospital renders most valuable 
assistance in situations of this sort. Doubtless we may con-

sider ourselves fortunate that so many of our children have 
escaped serious contagious diseases, when we reflect that 
many of them come here without any complete report of 
previous illness or of exposure to the same. I am reminded 
here of one very pleasant incident. A man, whose wife had 
just died, was planning to send his two little girls back to 
his mother in the old country, and asked the department to 
take care of them for a few days. Upon investigation it ap- 
peared that both had recently contracted whooping cough. 
When it was made clear to the man how unfair it would be 
for him to shut his children up in the ship with other pas- 
sengers, he accepted the decision that the girls must first 
recover before it would be right for them to take that 
journey. Subsequently he came to the office to express his 
grateful appreciation of the good treatment which had con- 
tributed toward their speedy recovery. 

Two boys walked into the office one day, the elder of 
whom showed plain symptoms of typhoid fever, from which 
disease another member of the family had just died. The 
younger boy showed scarcely enough symptoms to warrant a 
diagnosis. But, on the strength of the history and of his 
appearance, I made an urgent appeal to the Massachusetts 
General Hospital, and the boys afterward received there the 
best possible care; but in spite of this early and thorough 
treatment the younger did not recover. 

Many boys and girls cause comparatively little trouble 
while young. After twelve years of age, however, that sub- 
tle development begins which has such great importance for 
the child’s future. With these physical changes there appear 
often most curious traits of character which may result tem- 
porarily or permanently in endless complications in the life 
of that individual. During these years the visitor must have 
at command keenness and discretion, firmness and tact. 
Nervous irritability, eccentricity and moral difficulties may 
disappear after a removal of adenoids, or indeed merely from 
improved habits of thought and action acquired through the 
example of others in the home. But occasionally at this 
time there appears on the intellectual side a stationary period, 
or even a sort of retrograde movement, and actual mental 
disorder may develop. 

In the midst of the discouragement arising from these com- 
plicated situations, one sometimes gets encouragement from 
unexpected sources, as in the case of a little girl of thirteen 
years, formerly not by any means a model child, who said to 
the visitor that she never would have believed that people 
lived so well as this, and that she wished efforts might be 
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made to find her little sister so that she too might be brought 
up in this way. It takes a good many bad days to counter- 
act the hopefulness of every experience of this sort.

Sir, —In accordance with the requirements of the Re- 

vised Ordinances, I beg leave to submit the following 
report of the business of this office for the year ending Janu- 
ary 31, 1906. 
_ The Board of Aldermen held fifty-two meetings during 
the year, at which 2,433 petitions and orders were acted 
upon. ‘There were 603 permits issued for the projections of 
signs, transparencies, etc., and 55 for the erection of bay- 
windows and permanent awnings. During the year 43 
amusement licenses were granted as against 180 the previous 
year, the decrease being due to the act of the Legislature of 
April 26, 1905, transferring the licensing of theatrical ex- 
hibitions, public shows and amusements from the Board of 
Aldermen to the Mayor.

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Orders of the Street Commissioners of February 10, 
1905, making certain changes in street names were on Febru- 
ary 20, 1905, confirmed by the Board of Aldermen, viz.: 
Changing to Waldeck street the name of the way known as 
Tonawanda street, on the southerly side between the present 
terminus of Waldeck street and Geneva avenue, Dorchester ; 
changing to Copp’s Hill terrace the name of the way known 
as Lime alley, leading from Charter street to Commercial 
street. These were severally approved by the Acting Mayor, 
February 24, 1905, and notice was filed with the Registry of 
Deeds, February 25, 1905. 

There was a grand total of 461 election returns made to 
this office as required by law. There were received from 
candidates for nomination at the State and Municipal prima- 
ries a total of 228 returns, and from candidates for election 
156 returns, not including 77 returns from treasurers of politi- 
cal committees. Of the 384 returns made by candidates at 
the various elections “ No payments ”’ were reported in 262 
cases. 

In the record division 12,839 mortgages, bills of sale, etc., 
were recorded, an increase of 457 over the year 1904. There 
were 4,743 assignments of wages submitted for record, and 
in connection with the same 275 powers of attorney were 
recorded. 

The receipts from all sources were $7,074.85. 

The appropriation for the department was $53,000 and the 
total expenditures $52,089.73, leaving a balance of $910.27.

On July 14 the Maverick-square flagstaff was struck by 
lightning and the topmast demolished; this staff is to be 
repaired and put in thorough order the coming year.

An unusually large amount of roping and staking was 
required of this department the past year on Evacuation, 
Dorchester, Patriots’, Memorial, Bunker Hill, Independence, 
Knights Templar, and Labor Days, as well as for a number of 
reviews by the Mayor in front of City Hall. 

At the request of the Board of Police the past year 
thirty-nine additional street corners were equipped with 
rings for use in attaching chains, in place of the iron stakes 
and rope that was formerly used; the department now has 
fifty iron chains of suitable lengths, properly marked and 
numbered for use at certain street corners where parades 
frequently pass. 


ELECTION RETURNS. 


In accordance with a vote of the City Council last year, 
arrangements were made to open the Council Chamber for 
the announcement of the State and City election and City 
primary returns to the members of the City Government and 
press. To perform this duty required the services of about 
eighteen extra clerks and messengers, four extra telephones, 
and four large blackboards on each occasion. ‘Twenty police 
officers were detailed to preserve order in the building on each 
of these nights. 
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REVISED ORDINANCES. 


Under an order passed by the City Council of 1905, and 
approved by His Honor the Mayor on May 11, copies of the 
Revised Ordinances were placed on sale by this department 
at a cost of 50 cents each. 

The sum of $108 was collected the past year for 216 
copies ; this amount was deposited with the City Collector 
and credited to the Reserve Fund. 


THANKS ‘TENDERED. 


I desire to hereby express my thanks to, the Board of 
Police for the very valuable assistance rendered in furnishing 
details of police during the past year on ordinary and special 
occasions ; to the Superintendent of Public Grounds for the 
excellent care aud maintenance of the grounds in front of 
City Hall, and to the Superintendent of Public Buildings 
for his prompt action in attending to the general repairs in 
City Hall. 

IeMPLOYEES. 


The total number of persons employed and paid from the 
department appropriation, including the City Messenger and 
two police officers who attend the meetings of the Common 
Council, is thirty. 

There are ten police officers, six day and four night men, 
assigned to City Hall, under the direction of this department, 
to protect the building and preserve order therein; the night 
men are required to patrol the building each hour of the 
night, and the day men on Sundays and holidays, in order 
to discover any fires or any leaks in the water and gas pipes ; 
they are obliged to visit forty-three signal stations in differ- 
ent parts of the building during their tour of duty, the same 
being recorded on a watchman’s clock located in this office.

Upwards of four thousand orders, petitions, remonstrances 
and communications of various kinds were referred to these 
committees and about 98 per cent. were acted upon during 
the year. |

The aldermanic committees on building department, elec- 
tric wires and public improvements and the joint committee 
on claims transacted the most business, the latter committee 
alone having considered and disposed of more than 350 cases. 

The special committees which arranged for the celebration 
of Evacuation Day, Patriots’ Day, Dorchester Day, June 
Seventeenth, July Fourth and Labor Day discharged their 
duties in the usual satisfactory manner. 

The rearranging of the ward lines under the provisions of 
Chapter 11 of the Revised Laws was perhaps the most note- 
worthy work which was handled by any committee during 
the year. Although the final report of the committee was 
that it was inexpedient to take further action, a complete 
plan for a new division had been prepared by a sub-committee. 
This work, which occupied two months and involved a vast 
amount of detail, was handled by the office force of this 
department at a total expense of less than $500, although 
a similar undertaking ten years before cost the city over 
$5,000. 

The general work of the department is constantly increas- 
ing, not only from the natural increase in the number of 
matters referred to committees, but from the fact that it is 
the general practice to refer citizens who are unfamiliar with 
city business to this office for information. Under this con- 
dition of affairs the necessity for additional accommodations 
and better facilities for the transaction of committee work 
is becoming insistent. At present there is only one room in 
charge of the department which can be used for committee 
meetings, and a number of committees are obliged to meet in 
the aldermanic chamber. The meetings are constantly dis- 
turbed by the noise and interruptions of various callers having 
business to transact or desiring information from the depart- 
ment, and by persons seeking interviews or favors from the 
aldermen and councilmen. Although probably the city 
council of no other large city in the country would tolerate 
this condition of affairs, there seems to be no prospect of 
relief in the present state of City Hall, and the matter is 
referred to as an additional indication of the insufficient 
accommodation which it provides.

Boston, February 27, 1906. 


Hon. JoHN F. FITzGErAp, Mayor: 


Sir, — In comphance with section 24 of chapter 3 of the 
Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Commissioners 
respectfully submits its report for the year 1905. 


NUMBER OF VOTERS. 


At the city election in 1904 the number of male voters 
on the list was 114,576. The number of such voters on the 
list published by the Board in August, 1905, was 102,567. 
From that time to the close of registration for the city 
election there were added the names of 11,889 male voters. 
In revising the voting list, after the publication of the 
voting list in August, 668 names were dropped on account 
of death, removal or other causes. The number of male 
voters on the final list sent to the polls on the day of the 
city election, 1905, was 118,788, a decrease of 788 from the 
list of the preceding year. 

In 1904 there were 17,119 female voters registered for the 
city election. In 1905 their number was 15,655, a decrease 
of 1,464. The total decrease of male and female voters 
from the preceding year was 2,252. 
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LEGISLATION oF 1905. 


Chapter 813 of the Acts of 1905 provides that the vendors 
of voting machines shall give a bond with sufficient sureties 
to defend and indemnify cities and towns purchasing and 
using voting machines, counting machines or ballot boxes 
against any suit at law or in equity, and for any expense, 
damage or inconvenience which they may incur or suffer by 
reason of any suit brought against them for infringements of 
patents arising from the purchase or use of such machines or 
ballot boxes. 

The second section of this act provides that the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth shall make regulations for the use of 
machines, ballot boxes and counting apparatus approved by 
the State Board of Voting Machine Examiners, and shall pre- 
pare and furnish suitable instructions for the voters in cities 
and towns in which such machines, ballot boxes and counting 
apparatus are used. 

Chapter 886 of the Acts of 1905 is an omnibus act, con- 
taining new provisions and amendments of existing law 
relative to elections and caucuses. It provides, among other 
things, that the general registration in Boston shall take 
place in the year 1908 and in every twelfth year thereafter. 
It also provides that committees of political and municipal 
parties shall give notice of intention to participate in 
primaries to the proper authorities. It also provides that 
objections to némination papers and all other questions 
relating thereto shall be considered in Boston by the Ballot 
Law Commission of said city; in other cities by the Board 
of Registrars, the City Clerk and the City Solicitor, and in 
towns by the Board of Registrars. 

Since the Revised Laws of the State went into effect on 
January 1, 1902, various amendments to Chapter 11 of elec- 
tions, and substantive additions to the law relative to pri- 
maries and elections, have been made. We are of opinion 
that the time is now ripe for the simplification and revision 
of such laws. 


JURORS. 


In accordance with chapter 176 of the Revised Laws, the 
Board has prepared a list of inhabitants of Boston liable to 
serve as jurors. ‘This duty has been performed carefully, 
and with due consideration of its importance. Relative to 
this matter the Board voted that it would receive no appli- 
cations for the jury list, and gave due notice by posting a 
sign to this effect in its office. 


ELECTION DEPARTMENT. lll 


Following the practice of last year the Board, through its 
clerks, investigated at the bureau of criminal investigation of 
the Board of Police, and also at the various: municipal and 
district courts, the names of persons provisionally selected 
for the purpose of eliminating persons having a criminal 
record. This work has been prosecuted vigorously and has 
proven effivacious in results. 

The list of persons finally approved as liable to serve con- 
stitutes men of various avocations selected impartially from 
every section of the city. 


ILLEGAL REGISTRATION. 


During the year there were three complaints of illegal 
registration, all of which, after hearing, were dismissed. 


Boston BALLoT LAW CoMMISSION. 

The Board sitting with Chief Justice Brown of the Muni- 
cipal Court as the Boston Ballot Law Commission passed 
upon all matters relative to objections and questions arising 
in cases of nomination of candidates at the state and city 
primaries and candidates for city offices. 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD. 

The term of Charles R. Saunders, Esq., expired April 30, 
1905. Alpheus Sanford, Esq., appointed as his successor for 
the term of four years ending April 80, 1909, assumed the 
duties of his office May 1, 1905. 


EXPENSES OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The amount provided for this department for the year 
ending January 31, 1906, was $165,000; there was expended 
during that period $168,249.70, as detailed below.

departments or committees may require; the custody of all 
surveys and plans relating to the laying out, locating anew, 
altering, widening, or discontinuing of streets, and the new 
engineering construction for all departments of the city. He 
must be consulted on all work where the advice of a civil 
engineer would be of service. The office of the City 
Engineer was established by ordinance on October 31, 1850, 
and by chapter 449 of the Acts of 1895.

Agassiz-road Bridge (in the Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1887, of brick and stone masonry. 
It is maintained by the Park pecans and is in good con- 
dition. 


Albany-street Bridge (over the Boston § Albany R.R. Freight 
Tracks). 


The original structure was built in 1856-57, and rebuilt 
in 1867-68. The present bridge was built in 1886-87, and 
ig maintained in part by the City of Boston and in part by 
the Boston & Albany Railroad. With exception of the rail- 
ings and the boxing around the bottom chords, the bridge 
is in fair condition. The boxing should be renewed. The 
railings are in very poor condition and should be rebuilt. 


Allston Bridge (over the Boston § Albany R.R., Brighton). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. The ironwork 
under the flooring needs painting, and new lower planking 
should be put in. The wheel guard timbers should also be 
renewed when the planking is repaired. 


Arborway Bridge (over Stony brook, in Arborway, near 
Forest Hills Station). 


This is a wooden bridge resting on abutments of vulcan- 
ized spruce piles. The stringers and under-planking are of 
vulcanized hard pine. It was built in 1893, and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. It is in fair condition. 
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Ashland-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven §& Hartford R.R., West Roxbury). 


The present structure is of iron, and was built in 1875. 
In October, 1903, the lower planking and such of the string- 
ers as were found to be poor were renewed. With the 
exception of one of the fences, which should be rebuilt, the 
bridge is in good condition. 


Ashmont-street and Dorchester-avenue Bridge (over Old Colony 
Division, New York, New Haven & Hartford R.R.). 


This is a wooden bridge, formerly maintained by the rail- 
road company. It was lengthened on the Boston side in 
1895, and now the city maintains 75 feet of the northerly 
part. The decking should be renewed and the sidewalk 
should be repaired. 


Athens-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1874. The sidewalk and 
deck planking should be renewed and the bridge painted. 


Audubon-road Bridge (over the Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge, built in 1893-94, and 
is maintained by the Park Department. The sidewalk 
planking is in poor condition and should be renewed, and 
the ironwork over the main tracks should be painted. 


Beacon-street Bridge (over Outlet of the Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1880-81, and had, up to 1901, a 
wooden floor for the roadway. At the latter date a new 
floor was built, consisting of 18-inch steel I-beams encased in 
Portland cement concrete, and the roadway was paved with 
hard-pine blocks, treated by the creo-resinate process. The 
bridge is now in good condition, except the northerly side- 
walk, which should be repaired. 


Beacon-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1884-85, widened in 
1887-88, and the central roadway further widened in 1890 
for the convenience and at the expense of the street rail- 
way company. For the last two years attention has been 
called to the condition of the ironwork below the floor. It 
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is now recommended that the flooring of this bridge be 
renewed and the ironwork thoroughly cleaned and painted. 


Bellevue-street Bridge (over Muddy River in Riverway). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 44 feet span and 15 
feet rise. It was built in 1893 by the Park Departments of 
Boston and Brookline, and is maintained jointly by them. 


Bennington-street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach § 
Lynn R.R.). 


This bridge is made up of two independent parts; the old 
part is of iron, built in 1889; the new part is of steel, built 
in 1902. All the fences and the outside girder of new bridge 
need painting, and the boarding around the trusses needs re- 
fastening; otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


Berkeley-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R. and 
Providence Division, N.Y., NA. §& H. R.R.). 


The bridge over the tracks of the Boston & Albany Rail- 
road, which is maintained by the city, was originally built 
for the Boston Water Power Company, and accepted by the 
city in 1869. The present structure over these tracks is a 
through plate girder bridge, and was builtin 1891. It is now 
in good condition, except the lower planking, which should 
be renewed. 

The bridge over the tracks of the N.Y., N.H. & H. R.R. 
was built in 1899, andis maintained by that company. 


Bernier-street Foot-bridge (over Bridle Path in Riverway). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 38 feet 4 inches 
span. It was built in 18938, and is maintained by the Park 
Department. 


Bernier-street Foot-bridge (over Muddy River). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 52 feet span and 14 
feet rise. It was built in 1893 by the Park Departments of 
Boston and Brookline, and is maintained jointly by them. 


Berwick-park Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron foot-bridge, erected in 1894. The iron 
stairs and piers were new, but the trusses and floor-beams 
were those built for Franklin street in 1888. The planking 
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is poor and should be renewed. ‘The risers on the stairs are 
very rusty and should be cleaned and painted. 


Blakemore-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven §& Hartford R.R.). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82. The bridge 
should be sheathed and the lower planking renewed. The 
whole bridge should be painted this year, as some of the 
metal is very thin and is now rusting badly. 


Blue Hill-avenue Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 

This is a steel bridge built by the New York, New Haven 

& Hartford R.R. in 1903, and is over the railroad location. 

The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city, the 

remainder by the railroad company; it is in good condition. 


Bolton-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, New 
Haven § Hartford R.R.). 
This is a wooden bridge, built in 1889. It was rebuilt 
during the summer; the fences are badly marked up and 
should be painted a lighter color. 


Boston-street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New York, ' 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 

This is a plate girder bridge, built in 1900, in connection 
with the abolishment of the grade crossing on Dorchester 
avenue. ‘The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city, 
and the rest of the structure by the railroad company. ‘The 
bridge should be painted; otherwise it is in good condition. 


Boylston-street Arch Bridge (in the Fens). 


This is a stone arch bridge, built in 1881. It is in good con- 
dition, with exception of coping, which should be repointed. 


Boylston-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1886-88. The under part 
of this bridge is very rusty and should be carefully cleaned 
and painted. The sidewalk planking is badly worn and 
should be renewed and the fascias repaired. 


Bridle-path Bridge (over Muddy River in the Riverway). 


This is a masonry bridge of three arches; the central arch 
is elliptical in form, with a span of 30 feet and a rise of 9 
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feet 6 inches; the side arches are semi-circular, 15 feet in 
diameter. It was built in 1894, and is maintained by the 
Park Department. It is in good condition. 


Broadway Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a steel bridge on masonry piers, with the exception 
of the draw and one span over the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R. 
It is a deck bridge, the span over the railroad being of plate 
girders projecting about three feet above the curb grade. 
The draw span is supported by two trusses, and remains as 
it was built in 1874-75, except that it was raised in 1904 to 
correspond with the new grade of the bridge. All of the 
bridge except the draw was entirely rebuilt in 1901-04. 

The spans over Lehigh and Foundry streets have the floors 
supported on brick and concrete arches. The remainder of 
the new bridge has a flooring for the roadway of 6-inch plank, 
and on the whole roadway there is a granite block pavement. 
The sidewalks have an asphalt surface supported on brick 
and concrete arches over Lehigh and Foundry streets, on 
4-inch plank on the through span and on buckle plates for the 
remainder of the bridge. The bridge is in good condition. 


Broadway Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


The old bridge, built in 1880-81, was replaced in 1900 by 
the present bridge. The railings have been painted, but the 
rest of the structure should be. The sidewalks should also 
be repaired. 


Brookline-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, builtin 1884. The under planking 
is in poor condition and the ironwork below the floor is badly 
rusted. The recommendation made last year that “ the deck 
of this bridge should be renewed and the ironwork cleaned 
and painted,” is here repeated. 


Brookline-avenue Bridge (over Muddy River in the Riverway). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 15 feet span. It 
was built in 1892 by the Park Departments of Boston and 
Brookline, and is maintained by them jointly. 


Brookline-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This bridge was formerly called Exssex-street bridge, and 
was in the care of the Commissioners for Boston and Cam-

bridge Bridges; it was closed to travel October 2, 1905, and 
is now being rebuilt under the Acts of 1904, chapter 391. 
(See page 77.) 


Brooks-street Bridge (near Faneuil Station, Brighton). 


This is a steel bridge, with a concrete and asphalt floor, 
built in 1902. The bridge should be painted; otherwise it 
is in good condition. 


Byron-street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach & 
Lynn R.R.). 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1889. The sidewalks 
and fences need repairiug; the bulkheads are in very bad 
condition, and need rebuilding; the rods in the trussed 
beams need painting; the nests built by English sparrows 
among the trussed beams, over the tracks, should be 
removed. 


Cambridge-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. 
It was rebuilt in 1884; the draw was rebuilt in 1891. 
The bridge is in the care of the Commissioners for the Bos- 
ton and Cambridge Bridges, and the city pays one-half the 
cost of maintenance. LElectric motors have been installed 
for raising the draw. The Boston side of the bridge is in 
poor condition, and needs extensive repairing. ‘The water- 
ways need replanking, especially under the Boston leaf of 
the draw, where the piling needs additional securing; some 
of the piles are in poor condition, and need renewal; the 
deck planking on the Boston side has been repaired in spots 
many times, and should be entirely renewed and additional 
stringers added; one draw-arm needs renewal; the fender- 
guards need repairing; the draw should be adjusted. The 
support to the draw tender’s house needs strengthening, and 
a boat should be provided. The Cambridge side of the 
bridge is in fair condition. 


Cambridge-street Bridge (over Boston §& Maine and 
Boston § Albany Railroads, Charlestown). 


This is a steel bridge of four spans, built in 1901 by the 
Boston & Maine Railroad. ‘The surface is maintained by the 
city, the remainder by the railroad company. The bridge 
should be painted and some of the sidewalk planking needs 
renewal. 
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Castle Island Foot-bridge (from Marine Park to Castle 
Island). 

This is a temporary foot-bridge built in 1892, and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. It connects the Marine 
Park with Castle Island, and is furnished with a draw, so 
that if desired by the United States authorities the island can 
be cut off from the mainland. A small amount of replank- 
ing has been done. . Repairs are needed on the fence and 
planking, and the bridge should be painted; otherwise the 
bridge is in fair condition. 


Central-avenue Bridge (over Neponset River, Dorchester 
Lower Mills). 

This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1876. The city 
maintains the part within its limits. The deck and sidewalk 
planking need patching, some of the stringers need renewal 
and the bridge needs painting. 


Charlesgate Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.Rh., in the Fens). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. The railings need painting and 
the roadway should be sheathed. 


Charlesgate Bridge (over Ipswich street, in the Fens). 
This is a deck-plate girder bridge with a buckle-plate floor. 
The roadway is paved with asphalt and the sidewalks with 
artificial stone. The portion of artificial stone walk over the 
water pipes, reported last year as having been torn up, has 
been replaced and the bridge is in gvod condition. It 
should be painted next year. 


Charlestown Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This bridge was opened to public travel November 27, 
1889, and superseded the old Charles River bridge, which 
was built in 1785-86. 

The present bridge over the river consists of ten spans of 
the deck-plate type, each 85 feet long, and a swing or turn- 
table draw 240 feet 6 inches long. 

The bridges over Water street and over the railroad tracks 
each consist of two spans of steel I-beams, with brick arches 
turned between the beams. The entire structure is in good 
condition. 


Chelsea Bridge (over Boston § Maine f.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built by the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road Company in 1894, and is over the railroad location. 
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The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city, the 
remainder by the railroad company. The wheel-guard is too 
low and narrow and the fences need repairing and painting, 
and the sidewalk planking needs repairing ; otherwise the 
bridge is in good condition. 


Chelsea Bridge, North (over North Channel, Mystic River). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The original 
structure was built in 1802-038. ‘The piles under the main 
bridge were driven in 1880. The upper part of the bridge, 
the draw and draw foundations were built in 1895. The 
draw-way was widened to 60 feet in 1900, the draw founda- 
tion being enlarged, the draw lengthened, and the draw piers 
built. Ordinary repairs have been made; the tops of some 
of the old piles have begun to decay and should be spliced ; 
the older fender-guards are in poor condition; some of the 
sidewalk planking needs renewal; the fence needs repairing 
and painting. 


Chelsea Bridge, South (over South Channel, Mystic River). 


This is a pile bridge with an iron draw. The original 
bridge was built in 1802-03. The piles of the present bridge 
were driven and the draw was built in 1877. That part of 
the bridge above the girder caps was rebuilt at a higher 
grade, and the draw was raised in 1895. General repairs 
have been made. The fender-guards are in poor condition ; 
the top of the pier and wharf should be rebuilt; the water- 
way should be repaired; the deck planking and sidewalks on 
the draw should be renewed; two iron brackets on the draw 
should be repaired, and several pieces of track should be 
renewed. 


Chelsea-street Bridge (from Hast Boston to Chelsea). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron swing draw; the 
original bridge was built in 1834; was rebuilt in 1848, 1873, 
and again in 1894-95. The decking and sidewalk planking 
need renewal; a new latch and a new wheel for operating 
the adjusting screw should be provided, and the draw should 
be painted. 


Circuit-drive Bridge (over Scarboro’ Pond in Franklin 
Park). 
This is an elliptical masonry arch of 30 feet span and 6 
feet 8 inches rise. It was built in 1893, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 
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Columbia-road Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is a deck plate girder bridge of two equal spans, one 
over the tracks of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R., and the other 
over Old Colony avenue, and was built in 1902. The road- 
way is paved with Canton brick, cement grout joints, and 
laid on hard pine planking. The sidewalks have an asphalt 
wearing surface, and although they were laid only three years 
ago, they are now badly cracked and should be put in good 
condition. The railing needs painting. 


Columbia-road Bridge (over Shoreham street). 


This bridge was built in 1902. It is a two-span steel- 
beam structure, with brick and concrete arches turned be- 
tween the beams; the roadway is paved with Canton brick 
laid with cement grout joints. The sidewalk is of artificial 
stone. The bridge should be painted, otherwise it is in good 
condition. 


Columbus-avenue Bridges (over Boston § Albany R.R., and 
Providence Division, New York, New Haven § Hart- 
ford. .it.tt.). 


The bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad was built 
in 1876-77, and is maintained by the city. In 1899 the 
bridge was shortened 11 feet at its south end, and a pier 
built in place of the old south abutment. 

The sidewalk planking needs patching and the roadway 
should be sheathed. 

The bridge over the tracks of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R. 
was built in 1899, and is maintained by that company. 


Commercial Point or Tenean Bridge (Dorchester). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. 
The piles were driven in 1875. The draw and upper part 
of the bridge was rebuilt in 1901. The planking on the 
draw needs renewal, otherwise the bridge is in fair condition. 


Commonwealth-avenue Bridge (in the Fens). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1881-82. It is 
in good condition with the exception of the sidewalk plank- 
ing and sheathing, which should be renewed. It is main- 
tained by the Park Department. 
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Congress-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron turn-table draw, 
on a stone foundation, and was built in 1874-75. 

The paving and roadway planking on the main bridge is 
in poor condition; the roadway planking that has not been 
renewed recently should be renewed, and some of the 
stringers should be replaced with new ones; the draw-pier 
will soon need extensive repairing.

Cottage Farm Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R., Brighton). 


The present bridge was built in 1895-96. With the 
exception of the plate girders on the outside lines of the 
bridge, and some special construction under the sidewalks, 
the superstructure is composed of 20-inch steel beams, filled 
between with brick arches and Portland cement concrete, on 
which is a wearing surface of Sicilian rock asphalt. The 
bridge needs painting, otherwise it is in good condition. 


Cottage-street Foot-bridge (over flats, Hast Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, built in 1889, for foot travel 
only; it is now being repaired. 


(See page 71.) 


Craigie Temporary Bridge. 


This is a wooden pile bridge built by the Charles Rives 
Basin Commission to accommodate travel during the con- 
struction of the Charles River Dam, which is to be built on 
the site of old Craigie Bridge. It was opened to travel 
July 2, 1905, when the old bridge was closed and its 
removal began July 5. The temporary bridge is over the 
former B. & M. R.R. location, and a part of the piling was 
left for the new bridge. 

The bridge is 1418.7 feet long, 49 feet 2 inches wide, and 
has a roadway 40 feet wide and an 8-foot sidewalk, except 
near the draw, where the roadway divides into two roadways 
of 18 feet each and the sidewalk is narrowed to 6 feet. It 
is in the care of the commission aud is in good condition. 


Dartmouth-street Bridges (over Boston & Albany R.R. and 
Providence Division, New York, New Haven § Hart- 
ford R.R). 


‘The bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad was built 
in 1878-79, and is maintained by the city. Very extensive 
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changes were made in this bridge in 1899 by the railroad 
companies, necessitated by the new location of the tracks of 
the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R. leading to the South Station and 
the abandoning of the tracks connecting this road with the 
B. & A. R.R. The bridge has been sheathed, and some 
patching done to lower planking. This sidewalk planking 
is very thin and should be renewed. The bridge over the 
tracks of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R. was built in 1899, and 
is maintained by the railroad company. 


Dorchester-avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retractile iron 
draw, and was rebuilt in 1891-92. Temporary stiffeners 
have been placed under the angle-irons which support the 
track stringers, which will later be replaced by permanent 
ones. Early in May a load of about 55 tons of steel broke 
through the deck of the draw, breaking several stringers, 
which were renewed, and general repairs have been made. 
The sidewalk and deck planking on the draw should be 
renewed and the bridge should be painted. The sills and 
planking on the wharves and piers need renewal, and addi- 
tional supports are needed under the house; some of the 
spur-shores have begun to decay, and should be refitted ; the 
irons on the waterway and the ladder should be repaired; 
the wreckage among the piling should be removed. 


Dorchester-avenue Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is a steel bridge, built in 1900, over the new location 
of the N. Y..N. H. &© H. R.R. The surface of the bridge is 
maintained by the city and the rest of the structure by the 
railroad company. It needs painting badly; otherwise it is 
in good condition. 


Dover-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This was originally a wooden pile bridge, built in 18065, 
rebuilt in 1858-59, and again in 1876. In 1893-94, upon 
the abolition of the grade crossing of the Old Colony Rail- 
road, the present iron structure, resting on masonry piers, 
was built. General repairs have been made; some new 
track is needed for the draw; the rack should be realigned 
in order that the draw may be reversed; the concrete of the 
draw foundation pier should be repaired and the other piers 
should be repointed; the lower planking on the draw should

be renewed, and the planking on the wharves should be 
repaired ; otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 
(See page 72.) 


Hllicott-arch Bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 17 feet 6 inches 
span. It was built in 1889, and is maintained by the Park 
Department. 


Hverett-street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R.R., Brighton). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1891 by the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Company. Some of the woodwork should 
be repaired, particularly the boxing around the trusses, and 
the sidewalk planking should be renewed. ‘The lower 
planking is also poor. 


Fen Bridge (in the Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1891-93. It is in good condi- 
tion. 


Ferdinand-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge built in 1892. In 1899 this bridge 
was shortened about three feet at its southerly end, and the 
old south abutment replaced by a brick pier. The bridge 
has been painted during the year and the lower planking has 
been renewed where necessary. With the exception of the 
sidewalk planking the bridge is now in good condition. 


Forest Hills Entrance Bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This bridge was built in 1894-95. It is maintained by 
the Park Department, and is in good condition. 


Gainsborough-street Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, 


New York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron foot-bridge erected in 1904, and is now in 
a good condition. 


Gold-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, New 
Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This bridge was built in 1895, replacing a foot-bridge 
which was built in 1890; the sidewalk planking should be 
renewed; the fences should be repaired; the bridge should 
be painted, and the walls need some pointing; otherwise the 
bridge is in good condition. 
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Granite Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden leaf draw. 
The city maintains the part within its limits. The bridge 
was originally built in 1837. It is in poor condition, and 
should be rebuilt; the abutment should be repaired; the 
piles are much worn; several of the stringers show consid- 
erable rot; the sidewalk plank and the planking on the draw 
need renewal, and the tops and sides of the piers are very 
poor. 


Harvard Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


This is an iron bridge with an iron turn-table draw, and 
was built in 1887-91. The bridge is in the care of two 
commissioners, one appointed from Boston and one from 
Cambridge, and the expense of maintenance is borne equally 
by each city. 

The roadway of the fixed spans was repaired in 1901-02 
and a wooden block paving laid. During the past year the 
asphalt sidewalks on these spans have been rebuilt with 
3-inch hard pine wearing surface. The railings have also been 
‘ painted. The roadway stringers on the draw-span and the 
lower planking are in very bad condition, and cannot be 
considered safe for the heavy traffic which passes over the 
draw. It should be renewed without delay. The draw pier 
should be replanked and other repairs made to the pier and 
fenders. 


Harvard-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford R.R., Dorchester). 


This is a steel bridge, built in 1904 under an agreement 
between the city and the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
for Railroad Company. It is in good condition. 


Huntington-avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1872, and in 
1876-77 the abutments were rebuilt and the bridge widened 
by the addition of two new girders. In 1896, in conse- 
quence of changes in the grade of the avenue, the floor was 
entirely rebuilt and new girders added for supporting the 
water pipes. This is one of the oldest bridges in the city, 
and its condition is such that plans should be prepared at 
once for replacing it with a structure of sufficient strength 
to care for the present heavy traffic. 
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Huntington-avenue Bridge (over Muddy River). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 15 feet span. It 
was built in 1893, and is maintained by the Park Depart- 
ments of Boston and Brookline. 


Ipswich-street Bridge (over Waterway in the Fens). 


The bridge was built in 1898, and is in good condition, 
excepting the railings, which should be painted. 


Irvington-street Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven § Hartford R.f.). 


This is an iron foot-bridge, and was built in 1892. The 
planking is thin, but otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


L-street Bridge (over Reserved Channel, South Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with an iron retractile draw. 
It was built in 1892. Some of the piling in the fender-guard 
and under the 6-foot walk needs renewal; one of the side- 
walks on the draw should be replanked; the planking on the 
waterways and piers needs patching. 


Leverett Pond Foot-bridge (in Leverett Park). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 24 feet span and 5 feet 
5 inches rise. It was built in 1894, and is maintained by the 
Park Department. 


Linden Park-street Bridge (over Stony Brook). 


This is a wooden bridge built in 1886, and at that time 
was considered a ‘temporary ’”’ structure. The timber in the 
trusses and floor beams is now badly decayed and should be 
renewed at once or a new bridge built. 


Longwood-avenue Bridge (over Muddy River and Boston 
§ Albany R.R.). 


The original wooden structure was built in 1857, and 
rebuilt in 1877. The present masonry arches were erected 
in 1899 by the Park Departments of Boston and Brookline, 
and are maintained jointly by them. 


Malden Bridge (from Charlestown to Everett). 


This a wooden pile bridge with a retractile steel draw, 
and was rebuilt in 1906-01. Theentire bridge, except below 
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the draw has been painted, and ordinary repairs have been 
made; the planking on the draw needs repairing, and about 
50 feet of fence should be built on the wing of the abutment 
at the Charlestown end. Otherwise it is in good condition. 


Massachusetts-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1876. It was thoroughly 
repaired in 1898, with the exception of the wooden fences. 
These should be rebuilt; otherwise the bridge is in fair con- 
dition for so old a structure. 


Massachusetts-avenue Bridge (over Providence Division, New 


York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1876. The woodwork was 
renewed in 1901, and the ironwork cleaned and painted. 
The planking on both sidewalks is very thin and should be 
renewed and the whole bridge painted. The bridge is one 
of the older bridges and is too light for present traffic. 


Mattapan Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


This is a three-arch bridge of Melan construction, with 
granite facing. It was built in 1902 by the Metropolitan 
Park Commission, and is maintained by it. The arches are 
semi-circular, two spans being 14 feet and one 50 feet; the 
bridge has one 06-foot roadway and two 12-foot sidewalks. 
It is in good condition. 


Meridian-street Bridge (from East Boston to Chelsea). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden turn-table 
draw on a pile foundation. ‘The original structure was built 
in 1858. It was rebuilt soon afterwards, and was widened 
and rebuilt in 1884, excepting the draw, which was built in 
1875-76. The chords of the draw were rebuilt in 1896. 

The bridge needs general repairing; the caps should be 
rebolted to the piles; some of the curb stringers, and 
stringers at the Boston end of the channel and the tops of 
some piles are somewhat decayed and need strengthening ; 
the roadway planking has -begun to decay; some fence posts 
are badly split; the waterway, the planking on the pier and 
wharf, the fascia on the sidewalk and the painting are in poor 
condition ; the draw should be set up and some of the upper 
angle blocks and roadway stringers need renewing; the track 
is much worn. 
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Milton Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The original 
structure is very old. It was widened in 1871-72... The 
older part of this bridge was built of stone, and the widening 
is an iron structure on stone columns. ‘The westerly side- 
walk was rebuilt on new iron girders and floor beams in 
1900. The bridge should be painted, and the sidewalk 
planking on the down-stream side of the bridge should be 
renewed in part; one of the cap-stones over the first water- 
way is cracked. 


Mt. Washington-avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with an iron draw. It was 
built in 1854, and rebuilt in 1870-71. It has been closed 
to travel since the summer of 1904. 


Neponset Bridge (from Dorchester to Quincy). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The original 
structure was built in 1802, and the present one in 1877. 
The draw is too heavy to be handled by hand, and should be 
replaced by a turn-table draw. General repairs have been | 
made. ‘The bridge needs general overhauling. The up-. 
stream draw-arm is bent and should be repaired; the down- 
stream pier and fender-guards need extensive repairs; the 
blocking, hinges, planking, stringers near the gudgeons and 
gears, the decking of the draw, the sidewalk planking, and 
the bearing-plate at the abutment are in poor condition, 
and should be renewed. 


Neptune-road Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach § Lynn 
.R.). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1887-88, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. The roadway and sidewalk 
planking should be renewed, and the bridge should be 
painted. 


Newton-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1872. It was cleaned and 
painted in 1902 and a new deck put on. The fences are 
poor, but otherwise the bridge is in a good condition for so 
old a structure. 
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Norfolk-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R., near Dorchester Station). 


This is a new steel bridge built in 1905, under an agree- 
ment between the city and the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R. Co. 
It is in good condition, but the adjoining temporary fences 
should he replaced by permanent ones. 


Norfolk-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.f., near Mattapan Station). 


This is a through lattice-girder bridge, and was built by 
the railroad company in 1902. 

The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city, and 
the rest of the structure by the railroad company. ‘The 
bridge is in good condition. 


North Beacon-street Bridge (from Brighton to Watertown). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This is a 
wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. ‘The original 
structure was built in 1822, and the present one in 1884. 
The draw has been repaired; three draw arms, the header 
and the planking were renewed; three stringers and the 
planking at the rear of the draw were renewed, and the pier 
was replanked. Some of the piles are decaying and need 
reinforcing; the roadway planking needs patching and the 
parapet should be raised. 


North Harvard-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This bridge was originally built in 1662, and was rebuilt, 
except the piling, in 1879; the draw was built in 1891. 
The bridge is in the care of the Commissioners for the Bos- 
ton and Cambridge Bridges; the city pays one-half the cost 
of maintenance. The bridge is in poor condition, and should 
be rebuilt and replaced by a wider structure, more in keep- 
ing with the improvements recently made in the vicinity. 


Oakland-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, - 
New Haven § Hartford h.R.). 


This is a new steel-plate girder bridge, built by the rail- 
road company in 1902 under the decree of the Superior 
Court abolishing the grade crossing at this point. The sur- 
face of the bridge is maintained by the city and the rest 
of the structure by the railroad company. It is in good 
condition. 
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Perkins-street Foot-bridge (over the Boston § Maine R.R. 
and Boston ¢ Albany R.R. in Charlestown). 


This bridge was built in 1900, and opened to travel Feb- 
ruary 2, 1901; it has two spans of wooden stringers and one 
of steel Pratt trusses. The surface is maintained by the 
city, the rest of the structure by the railroad companies. 
Some of the planking needs renewal; otherwise it is in good 
condition. 


Prison Point Bridge (from Charlestown to Cambridge). 


This bridge was originally built in 1833, and was rebuilt 
in 1876-77. The operation of the draw is in the care of the 
Commissioners for the Boston and Cambridge ‘Bridges, the 
city paying one-half the cost. 

This bridge is to be replaced by a new one to be built at 
a higher grade to abolish the numerous grade crossings, the 
work to be done by the Boston & Maine Railroad. The 
Charlestown end of the new bridge is partially built, and a 
temporary wooden bridge connects the new work with the 
Cambridge end, and is kept in repair by the Boston & Maine 
Railroad. 


No work of importance has been done on the permanent | 


structure during the past year. 


Public Garden Foot-bridge. 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1867, and is now 
in good condition. 


Searboro’ Pond Foot-bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This is an elliptical masonry arch of 40 feet span and 8 
feet 3 inches rise. It was built in 1893, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 


Shawmut-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R. and 
Providence Division, New York, New Haven g§ Hartford 
R.R.). 


The original bridge built in 1871 was removed and a new 
through plate girder bridge erected in 1904. The bridge is 
now in good condition. 


Southampton-street Bridges (over South Bay Sluices). 


These are wooden bridges, built in 1875 as temporary 
structures ; they are in poor condition, and should be rebuilt.

New sidewalks and fences have been built on the easterly 
_ bridge and a few stringers have been added on the down-stream 
side of the roadway, and some repairs have been made on 
thé westerly bridge. The bulkheads are in very poor con- 
dition; additional bracing and stringers are needed on both 


bridges. 


Southampton-street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge, built in 1901-02. The 
surface is maintained by the city, the rest of the structure 
by the railroad company. The bridge should be painted; 
otherwise it is in good condition. 


Spring-street Bridge (from West Roxbury to Dedham). 


This is a stone bridge. The city maintains the part within 
its limits. The piers and arches have been pointed during 
the year, and granite copings, surmounted by iron railings, 
have been built on both sides of the bridge for the length 
supported by the City of Boston. The part within the 
city’s limits is in good condition. 


Summer-street Bridges (over A,.B and C streets). 


These bridges were built in connection with the abolition 
of the grade crossing on Congress street, and were opened to 
travel in 1900. The bridge over A street is a steel deck 
plate girder structure, with a paved roadway of granite 
blocks and asphalt sidewalks. <A flight of iron stairs lead- 
ing to the street below has been built during the year. 

The bridge over B street is a through plate girder struct- 
ure, with a paved roadway of granite blocks and asphalt 
sidewalks. 

The bridge over C street is a two-span steel-beam struct- 
ure, with brick and concrete arches turned between the 
beams ; the roadway is paved with granite blocks and the 
sidewalks with asphalt. 

These bridges are all in good condition, except the railings, 
which should be painted on all the bridges. The girders of 
the bridges over B and C streets should be painted soon 
and the stairway at B street should be painted at once. 


Summer-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This bridge was built in 1899-1900, in connection with 
the abolition of the grade crossing on Congress street. It is 
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a four-span deck plate girder bridge, resting on masonry 
piers, with two retractile draws, over a 50-foot channel-way. 
The roadway of the fixed spans has a granite block paving, 
and the sidewalks have asphalt wearing surfaces. The 
whole structure is in good condition, but should be painted 
during the year. 


Summer-street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad Freight Tracks). 


This bridge was built in 1900, in connection with the 
abolition of the grade crossing on Congress street, and is 
maintained by the city and the railroad company, the former 
maintaining the wearing surface and the latter maintaining 
the rest of the structure. It has four spans, consisting of 
three through trusses each, and has a granite-paved roadway 
and asphalt sidewalks. It is in good condition, except the 
railings, which are badly rusted and should be painted. 


Warren Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retractile iron 
draw. The present structure was built in 1883-84. Some 
of the piles under the wharf are broken; some of the fender- 
guards are in poor condition; the Charlestown end has been — 
repaved; the planking on the waterway and in the draw pit, 
the piling at two corners of the waterway and the tail track 
timber need repairing; the landing shoes should be reset; the 
sidewalk on the westerly side of the bridge, city end, should 
be extended about twenty feet, and the concrete sidewalks 
should be repaired; the curb on the draw should be realigned, 
and some of the fence posts need renewal. ‘The down-stream 
fender-guard on the Boston side has been rebuilt. 


West Boston Temporary Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


This bridge was built in 1898-99 to accommodate the 
travel using West Boston bridge till the Cambridge bridge 
should be built; the city pays one-balf the cost of mainte- 
nance. Considerable part of the lower planking has been re- 
newed; the remainder is in poor condition and needs renewal 
in part. It will probably be in commission about a year longer. 


West Fourth-street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


In 1893-94 the grade crossing of the Old Colony Railroad 
on this street was abolished, and an iron bridge built, extend-

ing from the end of Dover-street bridge, at the South Boston 
side of Fort Point channel, to the easterly line of Foundry 
street. The surface is maintained by the city, the rest of the 
structure by the railroad company. The planking around 
the middle trusses needs renewal, the bridge needs painting, 
and the sidewalk plank needs patching. 


West Rutland-square Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, 
New York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron foot-bridge, built in 1882. It is now in 
good condition, with the exception of the stair treads, which 
are badly worn. 


Western-avenue Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


The present bridge was built in 1879-80, and the draw in 
1891. It is in the care of the Commissioners for the Boston 
and Cambridge Bridges, and the city pays one-half the cost 
of maintenance. The Cambridge end of the bridge is in 
fair condition, the Boston end in rather poor condition, some 
of the piles and stringers needing renewal; the piers and 
waterways need repairing. 


Western-avenue Bridge (Brighton to Watertown). 

The city maintains the part within its limits. This is a 
wooden pile bridge, with an iron draw, and was rebuilt in 
1892-93. Only minor repairs have been made; the Boston 
end of the draw should be raised; the draw should be 
adjusted; and the bearings under the ends of the girders 
should be renewed ; the planking and capsills on the piers 
and along the waterways should be repaired; some of the 
spurshores are broken and should be refitted; the deck 
planking on draw and main bridge needs renewal, and the 
bridge needs painting ; some of the piles in the fender-guard 
are in poor condition. 


Winthrop Bridge (from Breed’s Island to Winthrop). 


This is a pile bridge without a draw. It was originally 
built in 1839; it was rebuilt in 1851, and was extensively 
repaired in 1870 and has been repaired many times since. 
The abutment at the Winthrop end needs pinning up, as 
there has been some settlement; the bulkhead at the Boston 
end and some of the outside bolsters are in poor condition ; 
the bridge will soon need rebuilding. 
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Wood Island Park Foot-bridge. 


This is a steel foot-bridge, built in 1898—99, and connects 
Prescott street, East Boston, with Wood Island Park, span- 
ning the tracks of the Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn R.R. 
The walls need pointing, the bridge should be painted, as the 
steel work is very rusty, and the plank needs repairing. 


Bridges wholly Supported by Railroad Corporations. 


The highway bridges maintained by the several railroad 
companies are_in good or fair condition. 
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SURVEYING DIVISION, 


The work of the Surveying Division during the past year 
has consisted of the making of such surveys and plans as 
have been required by the several city departments, and 
giving lines and grades of public streets when requested by 
abuttors intending to build. 

Eighty-three petitions requesting that catch-basins should 
be constructed were reported upon to the Sewer Division. 

Catch-basin locations were furnished the Sewer Division 
for seventy-six streets advertised to be regulated by the 
Superintendent of Streets. 

On request of the Sewer Division, thirty-three plans of 
streets showing proposed locations of future catch-basins 
were furnished. 

For eleven East Boston streets, locations for catch-basins, 
made necessary by the abolition of grade crossings, were fur- 
nished the Sewer Division. 

One hundred and sixty-four catch-basins were staked out 
and duplicate sketches, showing locations and ties, were sent 
to the Sewer Division. 

One hundred and seventy-one plans of proposed under- 
ground pipes, conduits, etc., were examined, and proposed 
future catch-basins located thereon for the Permit Division. 
- One hundred and eighty notices of contracts to lay artifi- 
cial stone sidewalks were received and reported upon to the 
Paving Division. In sixty-eight cases the Paving Division 
was notified that the existing edgestone should be reset, 
preparatory to the laying of artificial stone sidewalks. 

Twenty-four petitions to make sidewalk openings were 
received from the Paving Division and reported upon. 

Ninety-seven requests for edgestone were examined and 
amount of curb required reported to the Paving Division. 

Grade heights were furnished engineers and architects for 
estates on twenty-four streets. 

Nineteen plans of streets were made for sidewalk assess- 
ments on request of the Paving Division. Data was also 
furnished the Paving Division for sidewalk assessments on 
four estates. 

Estimates for grade, land and building damages and cost 
of construction were furnished the Street Commissioners on 
the following streets :

The policy of providing permanent, accessible structures 
in which to carry water pipes under navigable channels was 
continued. Owing to the proposed widening of the draw 
of Dover-street bridge it became necessary to abandon the 
24-inch low service and 16-inch high service siphons at 
that point, and to replace them a brick conduit was built 
south of the old location with a distance of 100 feet between 
the centres of its shafts ; its horizontal portion is circular, 8 
feet in diameter in the clear, with 12-inch brick walls and 
with its top at grade —35, the present bottom of channel 
being at grade —18; the shafts, extending upwards at each 
side of draw opening to grade 15.5, are circular, 7 feet 4 inches 
in diameter in the clear, with 16-inch brick walls inclosed in 
a steel cylinder ¢ inch thick, from their top to a point about 
10 feet below surface of ground; to prevent injury from 
impact of passing vessels fenders were built around the , 
shafts. ‘The work was done by means of compressed air, 
the excavated material being rather soft blue clay with sand 
seams: 20-inch low service and 16-inch high service pipes 
were laid in the conduit and the old siphons were abandoned. 
A conduit was built in tunnel in Charlestown, extending 
from the Mystic playground under the south channel of 
Mystic river to the Boston & Maine railroad property, a 
distance of 567 feet; it is circular in form, 7 feet in diameter 
with 12inch brick walls; the top of brickwork under the 
channel is at grade —39, the bottom of channel being at 
grade —17.5. The excavation was made in rather stiff blue 
clay with sand seams and occasional boulders, except for a 
distance of about 100 feet where sand, gravel and loose stones 
were encountered; air pressure was used throughout the 
work. A 80-inch pipe was laid in the conduit connecting at 
the northerly end with 24-inch and 30-inch mains, and ex- 
tending, at the southerly end, through the Mystic playground, 
to a connection at Scott’s court with the 20-inch and 24-inch 
mains in Chelsea street, a distance of 1,015 feet. The com- 
pletion of this work ensures, under ordinary circumstances, 
a sufficient service for the large interests situated between 
the north and south channels of Mystic river; the old mains

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crossing the channel, which were abandoned, have for several 
years past been a cause for anxiety, as they were seriously 
weakened by the effect of salt water and one of them had 
twice been put out of service by frost. 

Plan opposite shows the Dover-street tunnel, and_ is 
typical of the Congress-street tunnel, built in 1904, and of 
the Mystic tunnel. 

The work of relaying the Tremont-street low service main 
was continued, 860 feet of pipe southerly from Northampton 
street being relaid. 

On Southampton street the 24-inch steel pipe crossing the 
second waterway easterly from Magazine street was replaced 
with 30-inch cast-iron pipe supported on piles. 

A large amount of miscellaneous work was done in con- 
nection with the construction of the subway in Washington 
street ; the connection over the subway between the 36-inch 
main laid in Essex street in 1904 and the 30-inch main in 
Boylston street was made with 30-inch cast-iron flanged pipe, 
jointed with rubber gaskets ; in a distance of 76 feet a curva- 
ture of 166 degrees was made, the flanged pipe forming in 
effect a long “special,” and making the problem of caring 
for the unbalanced pressures a simple one. The 24-inch 
main in Washington street between Water street and Court 
avenue, laid in 1849, was replaced with new pipe, as it was in 
poor condition and it was necessary to support it in the sub- 
way excavation during construction. In addition to the 
above a very large number of changes in distribution pipes 
and in services were made on account of subway construction ; 
in fact work of some kind was practically continuous through- 
out the year. 

The 80-inch high service in Geneva avenue, Dorchester, 
was lowered for a distance of 845 feet between Columbia 
road and Olney street to conform to the new grade of the 
street under the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
bridges. 

A 20-inch high service main was laid in Codman street, 
Dorchester, from the 30-inch main in Washington street to 
Dorchester avenue, reinforcing the distribution system at 
that point. 

The practice of relaying small mains with pipes adequate 
for the demands of modern fire service has been continued. 

In Charlestown a 16-inch main was laid in Water and 
Chamber streets, replacing 8-inch and 12-inch pipe, and 
affording an ample fire supply for the neighborhood as well 
as for the extensive fire system installed by the Boston & 
Maine railway in the Hoosac docks; this system, the first 
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of its kind in Boston, promises to be effective; it is a force 
pipe system, the fire engines pumping water from the city 
mains directly into the private pipes, which are large enough 
to furnish effective fire streams at distances from the engines 
impossible with ordinary fire hose. In the South End 2,242 
feet of 16-inch pipe was laid in Harrison avenue northerly 
from Northampton street, replacing a 12-inch line which was 
in very bad condition. 

Some other streets relaid with 12-inch and 10-inch pipe are 
as follows: Allen, Blossom to Chambers; Tileston, Hanover 
to Salem; Blackstone, Hanover to Cross; Chatham, Com- 
mercial to Merchants row; Tyler, Beach to Harvard; Eliot, 
Washington to Pleasant; Savoy, Washington to Harrison 
avenue; Northampton, Washington to Harrison avenue; 
Village, Dover to Castle; Rogers avenue, Ruggles to Hunt- 
ington avenue; Greenwich, Freeport to Duncan; Park, 
Clayton to within 880 feet of Dorchester avenue; Moreland, 
Blue Hill avenue to Perrin; Perrin, Moreland to Waverly ; 
Waverly, Perrin to Warren; Belgrade avenue, Corinth to 
Dudley avenue; Sixth, C to E; Mill, Webster to Sumner; 
Webster, Mill to Lewis; Foss, Chelsea to Water.

Eleven contracts for rock excavation have been made dur- 
ing the year. Sixty-nine petitions for main pipe extension 
have been considered and reported upon in regard to grade, 
size of pipe, etc. A large number of miscellaneous investi- 
gations and reports have been made in regard to changes in 
location of main pipes and hydrants, changes of service, ete. 

All main pipe, hydrants, gates, etc., have been located as 
they were laid and the plans of the same have been kept 
closely up to date. Substantial progress has been made 
towards the completion of sectional plans of the pipe system 
and of contour plans of the city on a scale of 200 feet to an 
inch. 

Careful tests of the quality of iron and composition fur- 
nished have been made. 

The results of electrical surveys and investigations made 
throughout the city again prove conclusively that electric 
currents of varying strength are present, practically every- 
where, on the water pipes; while actual instances of damage 
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resulting from electrolysis have been found, during the year, 
in the case of a few lead services only, yet the existing con- 
ditions are a constant menace to the life of the water pipes, 
and more serious damage may well be resulting than has yet 
been discovered.

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[FROM THE CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT TO 
THE STREET DEPARTMENT.] 


ATLANTIC AVENUE RECONSTRUCTION. 


In consequence of dredging in the dock between Central 
and India wharves and of the action of the propellers of the 
steamers using it, the fillmg under the sea wall at the head 
of the dock had fallen away and caused a settlement of the 
street back of the wall at this point. The face of the wall 
had also slid forward, leaving a large cavity about ten feet 
long in the middle of the wall. This cavity was filled with 
Portland cement concrete and stone ballast was deposited 
between the bulkhead and the front of the wall, and a tim- 
ber bulkhead about 523 feet long was built on the street 
line. The work was done by Lawler Brothers under a con- 
tract and was completed early in July, 1905. 


CONGRESS-STREET BRIDGE. 


The contract made October 28 with the New England 
Structural Company for lengthening the steel work of the 
draw was completed March 20, 1905, at a cost of $3,279.18. 

A contract was made April 4, 1905, with Seth Perkins, 
for moving the machinery, remodelling the drawtender’s 
house, re-decking and re-sheathing the draw, and this work 
was done at a cost of $3,700. Considerable work was done 
in connection with finishing the draw and bridge by Seth 
Perkins which was not included in the above contract, at a 
cost of $2,032.97. The bridge was opened to travel May 8, 
1905, and the temporary bridge connecting Summer-street 
and Congress-street. bridges was closed to travel at the same 
time. 


COTTAGE-STREET FOOT—BRIDGE. 


This bridge was partially destroyed by ice early in 1904 
and was closed to travel. A contract was made October 4, 
1905, with the William S. Rendle Co. for repairing the 
bridge, which required the driving of 166 new piles and plac- 
ing new caps, stringers and planking in a large part of the 
bridge. The fences were painted for their entire length. 

The work is completed, with the exception of painting the 
fences. 
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DOVER-STREET BRIDGE. 


Plans and specifications were made for widening the draw- 
way about three feet to forty feet. A contract was made 
with the Cahill Construction Company for doing the work, 
which has been commenced. 


EAST Boston FERRIES. 


Coal-pocket. — Plans and specifications were made for 
building a coal-pocket at the East Boston landing of the 
North ferry to replace the present coal-shed. Bids were 
received October 9, and a contract was made with George 
Hayes, the lowest bidder, for doing the work. No work has 
yet been done under the contract, as the coal-shed was in use. 

Areas of Cabins. — The areas of the cabins and passage- 
ways on all the ferry-boats have been measured. 


NORFOLK-—STREET BRIDGE. 


The contract for building the steel superstructure for this 
bridge was completed by the Boston Bridge Works early in 
May at a cost of $12,123.47. The South roadway was 
opened to travel May 13, 1905, and the North roadway at a 
later date. 

The through steel truss bridge was built across the rail- 
road location on a skew, resting on the abutments, which 
were completed the previous December ; the bridge consists 
of three riveted steel trusses each 111 feet long, centre to 
centre of bearings, and 20 feet deep, centre to centre of top 
and bottom chords. These trusses are spaced 23 feet 3 
inches on centres; the floor beams are of steel, riveted to 
bottoms of posts, and support a floor system of hard pine 
stringers and 4-inch spruce deck plank, upon which is laid a 
wearing surface of 2-inch spruce. The centre truss divides 
the roadway into two parts, each 18 feet 6 inches in the clear; 
there are two sidewalks each 7 feet 4 inches wide, and the 
total width of the bridge from centre to centre of the outside 
trusses is 46 feet 6 inches. The floor beams overhang the 
trusses 3 feet 6 inches for the purpose of supporting water 
and gas pipes. Provision is also made for a line of car 
tracks of the Boston Elevated railroad in each roadway, but 
the rails are not laid on the bridge at present. 


STAIRWAY FROM SUMMER-STREET BRIDGE TO A STREET. 


Under a contract with the New England Structural Com- 
pany, a flight of stairs has been built from the southerly walk 
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of the bridge on Summer street to the westerly sidewalk 
below on A street. The work was completed early in May, 
1905, at a cost of $592.25. The foundations for the stairs 
were put in by D. J. Kiley and safety treads at the landings 
were furnished and placed by the Universal Safety Tread 
Company.

Working plans, specifications and forms of contract were 
prepared and forwarded to the Street Department for the 
construction of the following assessment streets :

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MISCELLANEOUS WORK AND CONSTRUCTION, 
1905. 


ATLANTIC—AVENUE BRIDGE. 


The Pennsylvania Steel Co. began the work of erecting 
the steel superstructure for the fixed portion of this bridge 
early in May, under its contract dated November 1, 1904. 
This work was completed on November 20, with the excep- 
tion of a portion of the painting. 

On July 29, 1905, a contract was made with Patrick 
McGovern for the flooring of the bridge with the exception 
of the draw. Work under this contract was begun on Sep- 
tember 14, and is now in progress. The surfacing of the 
South Boston approach to the bridge was included in the 
above contract. 

On August 23 a contract was made with the James 
Russell Boiler Works Co. for the construction and erection 
of the railings on the bridge and approaches. The work of 
erecting the railing was begun on December T, and is not yet 
completed. 

Plans and specifications were prepared for building the 
wooden draw-pier, and on November 14 a contract was made 
with Lawler Brothers for doing the work. Work was begun 
on January 8, 1906, and was in progress on January 31. 


BROOKLINE-STREET BRIDGE. 


Early in the year plans and specifications were prepared 
for rebuilding this bridge and its approaches from Common- 
wealth avenue to the Cambridge abutment. 

On June 3, 1905, a contract was made with the James J. 
Coughlan Construction Co. for building abutment and re- 
taining walls on the approach. The work is completed. It 
consists of an abutment near the Grand Junction branch of 
the Boston & Albany railroad, with side walls on the street 
line extending back to the northerly line of Commonwealth 
avenue. The abutment is 62 feet 8 inches long on top, the 
easterly wall is 259 feet 3 inches long, and the westerly wall 
235 feet 6 inches long on top. Fora length of 156 feet 3 
inches on the easterly wall and 190 feet 6 inches on the 
westerly wall the foundation is the natural soil, the remainder 
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of the side walls and the abutment having a foundation of 
spruce piles driven 2 feet apart on centres each way. The 
walls vary in height from 18.8 feet to 34 feet. The width 
of the foundation course of masonry varies from 11 to 17 
feet and its height from 3 feet to 5 feet. The walls above 
the foundation vary in width at the bottom from 4 feet to 6 
feet, the top width of the side walls being 2 feet under the 
coping, which latter is 1 foot 6 inches high by 2 feet 4 
inches wide, overhanging the vertical face of the wall 4 
inches. The abutment is 4 feet 4 inches wide at the top of 
the bridge seat, which is at grade 35.87 ; the bridge seat over- 
hangs the vertical face of the abutment 4 inches. A parapet 
wall extends from the bridge seat to the grade of the street, 
and is capped by a single course of granite 1 foot 6 inches 
by 1 foot 6 inches in section. 

The masonry, except the top course of the abutment, is 
entirely of Portland cement concrete reinforced with twisted 
steel bars. ‘The foundation course projects beyond the wall 
above both in front and rear, and is reinforced with bars laid 
crosswise of the wall 6 inches above the bottom of the con- 
crete, the bars being in size from $ inch to 14 inches square, 
and being spaced from 4 to 12 inches apart. 

The upper part of the wall is reinforced with rods, placed 
3 inches from the rear face and extending from the bottom 
of the foundation to within 5 feet of the top of the wall. 
The size of these rods varies from % inch to 1 inch square 
and they are spaced from 4 to 18 inches apart. No rods 
were placed lengthwise of the walls. 

The walls are ballasted with stone chips or old brick, the 
ballast sloping from the bottom of the coping on a slope 
of 1 to 1. 

The walls were built in alternate sections, each about 50 
feet in length, in order to localize any vertical cracks which 
might occur on account of temperature changes. 

On September 15, a contract was made with W. H. Ellis 
for building the pile and trestie work of the bridge. This 
work was begun on September 25, and is still in progress. 

On November 38 a contract was made with H. P. Converse 
& Co. for building the steel work of five spans. No work 
under this contract was done on the ground during the year. 

On July 21, 1905, a contract was made with P. J. Dinn & 
Co. for furnishing and erecting the iron railings on the 
side walls of the approach to the bridge. This work was not 
completed on January 31. 

On October 9, 1905, a contract was made with W. H. 
Ellis for dredging a new channel in line with the new 
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channel opening in the bridge. This new channel extends 
from a point about 250 feet below the bridge to a point 
about 1,100 feet above the bridge connecting at either end 
with the old channel. The amount of material dredged was 
17,887 cubic yards, scow measurement, at a _ cost of 
$6,081.58. Work was begun on October 19, 1905, and 
finished January 9, 1906. ‘The grade of the bottom of the 
new channel is grade —7.36 City base. 


DUDLEY-STREET GRADE CROSSING. 


Early in the year the plans and estimates for the abol- 
ishment of this crossing were revised. 


DORCHESTER GRADE CROSSINGS. 


Several estimates and plans have been made for the abol- 
ishment of the grade crossings on the Old Colony Division 
of the New York, New Haven & Hartford railroad in the 
vicinity of the Harrison square, Fields corner, and Nepon- 
set stations. 


EAST Boston GRADE CROSSINGS. 


The abolishment of the grade crossings on the Boston & 
Albany and Boston & Maine Railroads in East Boston has 
continued during the year in accordance with the report of 
the special commission appointed byt he Superior Court, the 
report being dated February 11, 1904. 

The Boston & Albany Railroad Co. has completed the 
abutments for the bridges at Porter, Prescott, Bennington, 
and Curtis streets, with the exception of the parapets. 

The following streets have been sub-graded in accordance 
with the new street grades: Prescott street south of the rail- 
road, with the approaches on Orleans street; Neptune road, 
with the approaches on Orleans street, and Bennington street 
south of the railroad. Some filling has also been done on 
Porter and Curtis streets. 


GALLOPS ISLAND. 


At the request of the Board of Health an examination 
was made of the westerly wharf, which had been damaged 
by the storm of January 25. Plans and specifications were 
made for repairing the wharf and building a concrete abut- 
ment and retaining wall. The work was done by the Cahill 
Construction Co. and was completed April 26 ata cost of 
$1,179. 
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An examination was made of the easterly wharf and speci- 
fications were written for renewing ten piles, the hard pine 
capsill, a small part of the planking, and doing some gen- 
eral repairing; also for furnishing three belay bitts and one 
fender pile in the westerly wharf. The work was let to 
W.L. Miller and completed late in November at a cost of 
$6 85.80. 


NORTHERN—AVENUE BRIDGE. 


Under chapter 581 of the Acts of 1903, the City Engineer 
was directed to build a bridge across Fort Point channel on 
the lines of Northern avenue as laid out in that act. 

The plans for the construction of the bridge were ap- 
proved by the Board of Harbor and Land Commissioners, 
July 18, 1904, and the necessary authority for its construc- 
tion was obtained from the Secretary of War, as given in the 
following license: 


Whereas, By Section 9 of an Act of Congress, approved 
March 3, 1899, entitled ‘* An act making appropriations for the 
construction, repair, and preservation of certain public works on 
rivers and harbors, and for other purposes,” it is provided that 
bridges, dams, dikes, or causeways may be built under authority 
of the Legislature of a State across rivers and other waterways, 
the navigable portions of which lie wholly within the limits of a 
single State, provided the location and plans thereof are submitted 
to and approved by the Chief of Engineers, and by the Secretary 
of War, before construction is commenced. 

And whereas, The City of Boston, Massachusetts, having 
authority of the Legislature of the State of Massachusetts to 
construct a bridge across Fort Point channel at Boston, in said 
State, has submitted a map of the location and plans of the same, 
which have been approved by the Chief of Engineers. 

Now therefore, 'Vhis is to certify that the map of location and 
plans of said bridge, which are hereto attached, are hereby 
approved by the Secretary of War, subject to the following 
conditions : 

That the engineer officer of the United States Army, in charge 
of the district within which the bridge is to be built, may super- 
vise its construction, in order that said plans shall be complied 
with.

Plans and specifications for the substructure of the bridge 
were prepared early in the year and received the approval of 
the Harbor and Land Commissioners. On July 31, 1905, 
a contract was made with W. H. Ellis of Boston for build- 
ing the abutment on the westerly side of Fort Point chan- 
nel, the three masonry piers in the channel and the foun- 
dation for the draw-pier, together with the necessary fender- 
pier and fender-guards. 

The contract calls for the completion of the work by 
November 1, 1906. Work was begun September 7, 1905, and 
has been prosecuted during the winter. At the date of this 
report the piles for the draw foundation and the plank curb- 
ing for the concrete are in place and a large amount of work 
has been done on the timber fender-pier. 


RAINSFORD ISLAND. 


The storm of January 25, 1905, did considerable damage 
to the pile bulkheads on this island, and at the request of 
the Children’s Institutions Department plans and _ specifica- 
tions were made for rebuilding the bulkheads and for re- 
pairing the wharf. Bids were received December 14 for 
doing the work, but the contract has not yet been executed. 


VotTinec BooTtus. 


Plans were made in April for building wooden voting 
booths similar to those built in 1903; they were built under 
the direction of the Election Department.

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APPENDIX H. 


(REVISED ORDINANCES, 1898, CHApTER 16.) ENGINEERING 
DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The Engineering Department shall be under the 
charge of the City Engineer, who shall be consulted on all matters 
relating to public improvements of every kind in respect to which 
the advice of a civil engineer or architect would be of service; 
shall, unless otherwise specifically provided, take charge of the 
construction of all public works of the city which properly come 
under the direction of a civil engineer; shall make such surveys, 
plans, estimates, statements, and descriptions, and take such 
levels and prepare such specifications and contracts as the mayor, 
the board of aldermen, the common council, any committee of the 
city council or of either branch thereof, the board of street com- 
missioners, or any officer in charge of a department, may need in 
the discharge of its duties; shall, upon being notified by the 
superintendent of streets, supervise all repairs on the bridges of 
the city used as highways which affect the safety of the structures, 
and shall, when required by the mayor or any officer in charge of: 
a department, measure the work done by contract for the city, 
and certify to the results of such measurement. Said engineer 
shall have the custody of all surveys and plans relating to the 
laying out, locating anew, altering, widening and grading of 
streets; and his office shall be deemed to be the oftice of the sur- 
veyor of highways. 

Sect. 2. Said engineer shall, in his annual report, include a 
report upon the safety and completeness of all ponds, basins and 
reservoirs under the charge of the water department, and of all 
bridges within the city limits used as highways.

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APPENDIX I. 


MERIDIAN LINE, 


In 1870 an act was passed by the Massachusetts Legislature requiring 
each land surveyor in the State at least once in every year to adjust 
and verify his compass by the meridian line, established in the county 
wherein his surveys were to be made. 

A meridian was marked by stone monuments, and a book of record 
kept by a custodian designated by the County Commissioners. 

The law compelling surveyors to test their compasses annually was 
modified in 1875, so that surveyors who did not use the compass in turn- 
ing angles were relieved from the penalty attaching to the violation of 
the original act. 

The meridian posts for the County of Suffolk were placed on the 
southerly portion of the ‘‘ Parade Ground,’’ on Boston Common. They 
are granite posts, three in number, placed 200 feet apart, are eighteen 
inches square at the base, one foot square at the top, and eight feet 
long, being firmly set in a bed of concrete with their tops originally 
just below the surface of the ground. 

A stone curb was placed even with the surface of the ground over the 
top of each post, with a metallic composition cover. 

The surface of that part of the Common where the posts are set was 
raised several feet in 1897, the posts being protected by building a brick 
manhole around each stone, the posts being accessible by the removal 
of the manhole cover. 

As the cover and cap of the manholes are made of iron, it is now 
necessary to set up the compass in the production of the line marked 
by the monument to avoid local attraction. The point selected has 
been 290 feet north of the northerly stone.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


HIRE DHPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1905-1906. 


Boston, February 1, 1906. 
Hon. JOHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, —In compliance with the Revised Ordinances, the 
annual report of the operation and expenses of the Fire 
Department is herewith submitted : 

The year covered by this report is from February 1, 1905, 
to February 1, 1906. Col. Henry S. Russell, Fire Commis- 
sioner, for over ten years, died February 16, 1905, and 
Patrick J. Kennedy, Wire Commissioner, was appointed 
Acting Fire Commissioner, until the permanent appointment 
of Benjamin W. Wells, March 20, 1905. 

Upon taking charge of the department, a careful exami- 
nation of the conditions and needs was made. It was found 
that certain companies were undermanned, and a number of 
men carried on the rolls as active members who were physi- 
cally unfit for duty. 

A net increase in the permanent force of 46 men has been 
made as a result of the following changes : 
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From February 1, 1905, to February 1, 1906.

INCREASE IN DAYS OFF. 


In December, 1905, by order of the city government, the 
number of days off allowed to the men was increased from 
one day in eight to one day in five. 

In addition to the permanent appointments, 29 temporary 
men were employed; these men were chosen from the call 
force. The purpose of the temporary appointments being 
that these men could be discharged, if the change in days off 
should not be permanent, or if the appropriation for the fol- 
lowing year should be inadequate to cover the increase of 
cost. The Commissioner did not approve of the change at the 
time made, as no consideration was given to the needs and 
conditions of the department, or any arrangement made, other 
than a temporary one, which would guarantee the further 
financing of the increased cost, estimated at $80,000 per year. 
It not being possible to immediately increase the number of 
engineers, there being no eligible list on the Civil Service of 
this class, the extra time has not been granted them, but an 
allowance of pay has been made equal to the time lost. As 
soon as the department engine school can qualify the neces- 
sary number, they will be granted the time off. 


INSPECTIONS. 


A new feature of the work of the year has been the 
inspection and drill of the entire department. Every com- 
pany, with its apparatus, was ordered to the Headquarters 
yard, three or four companies reporting at a time, ladder, 
engine, chemical or tower, for example. <A regular fire drill 
was held under the direction of the Chief of Department; 
ladder companies throwing ladders, ventilating, etc., engine 
companies running lines to the top of buildings, playing 
streains, siamesing, etc. Scaling ladders and life nets, etc.,

were used. Every piece of apparatus, numbering 43 engines, 
27 ladder trucks, 10 chemicals, 3 water towers, 2 combination 
wagons and 14 chiefs’ wagons were thoroughly inspected, 
and all the equipment, tools and appliances were carefully 
examined. Useless equipment was discarded and all the 
companies supplied with a uniform outfit. Worn out tools, 
ropes, nets, etc., were replaced with new, and needed additional 
equipment furnished. ‘The fire-boat was also given a thor- 
ough test. | 

The Department Veterinary Surgeon made a careful exam- 
ination of all horses and harnesses; engines were thoroughly 
examined by the Assistant Superintendent of the Repair 
Shop, the expert in charge of this branch of the service. 

These inspections and drills gave the Chief of Depart- 
ment an opportunity to see and judge all his officers and 
men in action under conditions more favorable for observa- 
tion than at a fire, and furthermore, he had an opportunity 
to meet the men in the outlying districts, who seldom come 
under his immediate direction. 


NEw APPARATUS. 


Owing to the fact that the appropriation for the year had 
been made when the present Commissioner took office, and 
he believing that the greatest need for the moment was an 
increase in the force, the purchase of new apparatus was 
practically limited to two engines and two hose wagons, 

Nine thousand six hundred feet of hose was purchased. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF TWENTY. 


The Committee of Twenty of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters made a thorough investigation of the Fire 
Department conditions existing in this city. Their exhaust- 
ive report on the whole gave the department credit; many 
recommendations were made, some already advised by the 
department, and some that were new. In the main their 
conclusions were in accord with the ideas of the department. 


FirE BADGEs. 


A great number of persons presenting badges of many 
kinds and issues at the fire lines, claiming the right of admis- 
sion, made it impossible for the police to know which badges 
were authorized. A change was, therefore, made and orders 
issued to the police that only persons holding the celluloid 
badge issued by this department or the badge newly designed 
for the press, giving the name of the paper thereon, and fur- 
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nished by the department on requisition from the city editors 
and paid for by them, were entitled to entrance. Thus the 
department fully controls the number to be admitted within 
the lines, and the work of the police at fires is greatly 
simplified. 

THEATRES. 

I believe that the responsibility and powers of the 
Fire Commissioner in connection with theatre fire risks 
should be greatly increased. At the present time theatres 
are inspected weekly by this department, as regards their fire 
apparatus equipment. Matters pertaining to construction 
and arrangement of exits belong to the Building. Depart- 
ment. The Police Department has certain other responsi- 
bilities, and the Mayor is supreme in the issuance of licenses. 

No firemen are detailed to theatres at times of performances, 
and, as far as this department is informed, overcrowding and 
dangerous conditions on the stage are not looked after by 
any one. 


BELL ALARMS IN OUTLYING DISTRICTS. 


Citizens of West Roxbury, Dorchester and Jamaica Plain 
complained of the many alarms struck on the bells for boxes 
not responded to by the local apparatus. -To overcome this 
grievance, switches were installed in the fire houses in those 
sections, and now only alarms on bells are struck, if the com- 
pany responds or is due on the second alarm. ‘This is also 
an improvement, for the reason that the call-men for whose 
benefit the alarms in those sections are given, when hearing 
the bell, know it is for them, and start immediately without 
waiting as before to count the box number. 


EXPLOSIVES. 


The supervision and regulation of the keeping, handling 
and transportation of all explosives was, in 1904, by a legis- 
lative act, transferred from the Fire Commissioner to the State 
police. This I believe to have been an error, and that the Fire 
Commissioner should have this responsibility. The State 
police have neither the time nor the men to give this proper 
attention. ‘The reason for the change, as far as I know, was 
to make it possible to control the transportation of explosives 
where it passed from one town to another, and was the 
direct result of the Melrose disaster, where explosives in 
transit to that city exploded with fatal effect. Under the 
law, as amended in 1905, the State police may appoint the 
Fire Commissioner to act in their place, and under such

arrangements as they may direct. No action has been taken, 
however, by the State police, and this department has volun- 
tarily assumed the task of supervising the loading of all 
explosives brought by water or rail on to teams, the chief of 
the district detailing a man for this purpose and reporting 
daily to the Commissioner every shipment. This department, 
however, has no authority in the premises, and denies any 
responsibility for accidents that may happen, and such super- 
vision as is now exercised is entirely voluntary, and should, 
under the law, be conducted by the State police. Over 
1,300 examinations and reports were made. ‘There should 
be a charge to cover the time of the men detailed for this 
inspection service. Supervision of explosives in transit is 
made only in exceptional cases. The form of report is as 
follows :

CHANGE IN DISTRICTS. 


A change was made in districts 5 and 6 by the addition of 
a slice from the latter to the former, and the headquarters of 
the Chief of District 5 being changed from Mason street, city 
proper, to Pittsburgh street, South Boston. 

The quarters of the Chief of Department and Assistant 
Chief are on Mason street; therefore it was desirable to place 
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the District Chief elsewhere, and he now covers a very 
important and growing section of South Boston, separated 
from the city proper by a narrow channel. In this section 
are located many large manufacturing plants, wool storage 
houses and other large storage buildings, freight yards and 
elevators. The headquarters of the South Boston chief is a 
long distance away, whereas the new arrangement of assign- 
ing the district chief to the Pittsburgh-street house brings him 
into the very heart of this new section, and yet not far away 
from the rest of his district. 


LICENSES FOR FIREWORKS. 


In issuing the licenses for fireworks a provision was 
inserted reading as follows: 


Conditions of License. 


‘¢ This license will be forfeited if combustible or inflammable 
matter is kept in this store. 

The entire amount of fireworks that may be kept in any build- 
ing at any one time by reason of this license shall not exceed 
$200 in value, except by special permission. 

Under this license the licensee is forbidden to keep for sale the 
following articles : 

Firecrackers of greater length than six inches; 

Blank cartridge pistols ; 

Cartridges or fixed ammunition to anyone under seventeen years 
of age; 

Explosives known as the cane or potash dextrine tablet, or any 
of similar kind or power. 

Fireworks shall not be stored in wagons and handled therefrom 
without first receiving from the Fire Commissioner approval of 
location.’’ 


Every dealer was presented a large card stating the -pro- 
visions of the license; the card to be placed in the window 
and in a conspicuous place in the building. This gave the 
police more effective supervision, and the opportunity to see 
that the law was compled with. 

As a result the sale of toy pistols, cane or potash dextrine 
tablets, or any of similar power, was practically stopped, the 
dealers very willingly co-operating with the department and 
giving up the sale of these dangerous articles. 


EMERGENCY CONTRACTORS. 


Arrangements were made with certain large contractors 
in each district to immediately furnish on notice by tele- 
phone men, teams, lifting apparatus and other equipment, 
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which might be needed in the event of a collapsed~ building 
or other accident of similar nature; heretofore, there being 
no such arrangement, great delay had ensued in cases of 
need. Now within a very few minutes help can be sum- 
moned to any section of the city. 


METROPOLITAN BOSTON. 


Arrangements are being perfected whereby the apparatus 
of cities and towns bordering on the Boston line will, when 
desirable, send and receive assistance on alarms of fire. This 
includes Brookline, Cambridge, Milton, Newton, Somerville, 
Winthrop, Chelsea and Dedham. Cambridge, Somerville 
and Brookline will receive and furnish all alarms, and a 
regular mutual running card will be prepared. The manu- 
facturing section of Cambridge can be quickly covered by 
powerful engines from Boston in the event of a bad fire. 
Cambridge can furnish assistance to the Brighton District 
in three minutes, whereas the home third-alarm apparatus 
takes not less than twenty-five minutes. Brookline and 
Somerville have stations very near the Boston line. 

Arrangements have been made with the railroads, as a 
result of the delay in furnishing help to Brockton, that the 
yard masters have authority to immediately provide a train at 
the nearest loading station in the event of calls for assistance 
from other cities or towns. Blockings have been prepared 
so that the apparatus can be quickly and properly fastened 
to the cars. 


CARD SYSTEM. 


A card system of keeping the records of the men was 
installed, and greatly simplifies the work as well as making 
it possible for the Commissioner and Chief of Department to 
act in cases of promotions, transfers, credits or discipline 
with greater knowledge and care. The cards are as follows:

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Under present conditions water-front conflagrations are to 
be feared. 

A new fire-boat is most urgently needed. The present’ 
situation invites disaster, and the department again calls the 
attention of the city government and the Board of Fire 
Underwriters to the danger. 

New apparatus houses should be located in Dorchester and 
the Forest Hills section of West Roxbury. 

A certain section of Dorchester, owing to the rapid build- 
ing up of large wooden apartment and other houses placed 
very near together, presents a serious condition. 

The present combination wagon house on Winthrop street, 
Charlestown, should be remodelled and a large-sized engine 
placed therein to protect the very important Charlestown 
water-front and Navy Yard. 

An engine company should be placed in the house in Pea- 
body square, Ashmont, now occupied by Combination 1, and 
the combination wagon should be shifted to the neighborhood 
of Lauriat avenue. 

A new house should be located in the vicinity of Hay- 
market square. The house of Ladder 1, never fit for the 
occupancy of a company of men, should be condemned, 
and Ladder 1 and a new engine company placed in the new 
quarters. 

The house of Ladder 17 should be enlarged by the addition 
of one story. The present quarters are extremely cramped 
and unsuited for the comfort or convenience of the men. 

A very serviceable addition to the strength of the depart- 
ment would be the location of a chemical engine company on 
Battery street, near Hanover, on the land now vacant belong- 
ing to the Police Department in the rear of Station 8. 

The quarters of Ladder 7 and Engine 17 at Meeting 
House Hill are old and unsuited for the service. The 
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School Department desires the space now occupied by these 
houses, and the district would be better protected by the 
removal to a point near Field’s Corner. 

The growing sections of Brighton should also be covered 
by the addition of a combination ladder truck. 

Other sections of the city also now need, or will in the 
near future, additional fire protection, but the points men- 
tioned are, at this time, the most important. 

An addition should be built to the veterinary hospital 
for the isolation of new horses and horses affected with con- 
tagious diseases, and also for the storage of a coal wagon for 
the exercising and training of new horses. 

On nearly all in-town apparatus larger bells should be 
placed, the increase in street noises making the present 
equipment insufficient. 

Sixty-eight (68) call men are still employed in the ser- 
vice. These should be replaced by permanent men, as the 
districts in which they serve have grown rapidly and are 
entitled to full protection. 

The use of automobiles for the district chiefs is very desir- 
able, a good, thorough test having been given by the Chief of 
Department, who is provided with one. In some of the out- 
lying districts, the distance to be covered daily by the chief 
in his inspection of quarters is over ten miles, taking a good | 
portion of his time and tirmg the horse. The prompt arrival 
of the chief at fires is of the greatest importance. 

The salt-water system could be extended to advantage, 
and a pumping station installed to take the place of the fire- 
boat, which is now called upon for this service, and in the 
event of a big fire would be greatly needed elsewhere. 

The placing of the wires underground should be under- 
taken at once in Charlestown, a portion of South Boston and 
East Boston. The City Proper is already so equipped.

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FIRE ALARM BRANCH. 


The new construction, extension and repair work done for 
the maintenance and operation of the Fire Alarm branch of 
this department, covering the period from February 1, 1905, 
to February 1, 1906, follows: 

The principal new work done has been underground con- 
struction in the district prescribed by the Commissioner of 
Wires for the year 1905. The districts prescribed were on 
Main street, Charlestown, and along the line of Meridian 
street, from Maverick square to Condor street, East Boston. 

Most of the work in Charlestown having been done 
previously, m advance of any requirement of the Wire 
Department, it was thought advisable to go outside of the dis- 
trict prescribed in East Boston, consequently all the territory 
west of Meridian street was included in underground con- 
struction for the year. In addition to this, there has been 
considerable underground work done at Grove Hall, 
Dorchester, from the corner of Warren and Devon streets, 
through Warren to Washington street to house of Ladder 
No. 25, also on Washington street, from Erie to Park street. 

The circuits in East Boston are not only much improved 
by the underground construction, but their safety and efh- 
ciency have also been increased greatly by connecting them - 
with headquarters through a 37-conductor cable placed in the 
tunnel, thereby abandoning the circuitous overhead construc- 
tion formerly running through Chelsea, which, with several 
marine cables under bridge draws, were a continual menace 
to the efficiency of the service, especially on occasions of 
severe storms. There is, however, an overhead loop still 
remaining, connecting a box and gong in the Chelsea police 
station with the Charlestown bell circuit. The wires form- 
ing this loop have been in use for a long time, and, if the 
apparatus is to be continued in service, should be renewed 
at the earliest practicable moment. The most advisable way 
to accomplish this seems to be to abandon the overhead con- 
struction at this point altogether and place the wires under: 
ground in similar manner to the work already completed. 

In order to effect a redistribution of fire-alarm boxes and 
reduce the number of them connected with circuits now in 
service, two new circuits should be built in Dorchester, one 
in Charlestown and one in Brighton as soon as circumstances 
will permit the work to be done, and, if the bell and gong 
service in East Boston is to be maintained on its present 
basis, a new circuit should be built in that district to operate 
a part of the apparatus now connected with circuit 62. 
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The telephone service, which forms an important auxiliary 
to the fire-alarm system, is to be improved soon by the 
installation of a new up-to-date switchboard at headquarters. 
The board now in use has been in service since the present 
plant was put in commission, May 20, 1895, and has not only 
become less efficient by continual use night and day, but it 
lacks many modern improvements which the requirements of 
the present service demonstrate to be necessary. - Aside from 
this the apparatus equipment is in good condition and is 
doing satisfactory work. The motor-generators that furnish 
current for operating the system have maintained their 
standard of efficiency, and thus far, after nearly eleven years’ 
service, have fully justified all expectations held at the time 
of their installation. 

In this connection it is recommended that another rapid 
action transmitter with all modern improvements be pur- 
chased and installed as an auxiliary to the one now in use; 
this would obviate the necessity of resorting to the manual 
device now held in reserve to be used in the event of the 
present machine becoming disabled from any cause, and 
insure more accuracy and uniformity in the transmission of 
signals than could be obtained by sending them out by hand. 

No serious interruption to the service has been occasioned 
by storms or other causes, and the percentage of local defects 
in the mechanism of the apparatus operated to strike the 
alarms has been exceedingly small, considering the unusually 
large number that have been given within the time covered 
by this report. 

From January 1, 1905, to January 1, 1906, there have been 
1,905 alarms struck by the bells, gongs and tappers, being an 
excess of 272 over the number struck in 1903, the previous 
highest record. 

To give these alarms, together with striking the daily 
meridian blow, school signals and tolling the bells on several 
occasions, it required an approximation of nearly 14,000,000 
blows to be struck by the apparatus employed for that 
purpose.

DEATH OF 
FIRE COMMISSIONER HENRY 8S. RUSSELL. 


Resolutions passed at a special meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen, February 17, 1905: 


Resolved, That the City Council has learned with profound 
regret of the death of Colonel Henry S. Russell, who has so con- 
scientiously and efficiently served the City of Boston as Fire 
Commissioner during the past ten years. 

Colonel Russell first entered the service of the city in 1878, as 
Chairman of Boston’s original Police Commission. While his 
service in that office was brief, it was in all respects eflicient and 
honorable. As a soldier in the war for the preservation of the 
Union, he won distinction by his gallantry and bravery. As a 
civic officer, he was esteemed for his lofty ideals and for his 
honesty, capacity and integrity. As a citizen, he was highly 
respected for his courtesy and his quiet, unobtrusive generosity. 

Resolved, That the City Council place upon record its deep 
sense of the loss which the community has sustained through his 
death. 


The resolutions were adopted in concurrence by a unani- 
mous rising vote. 


Extract from “Talk on the Boston Fire Department,” by 
Fire Commissioner Benjamin W. Wells, before the Insurance 
Library Association, October 27, 1905: 


‘¢ This brings us up to the appointment of Col. Henry S. Rus- 
sell in 1895, to fill for a few months an unexpired term on the 
old Board, and in July, 1895, to undertake, as the first single 
commissioner, the direction of the department. With full power 
to proceed as he thought best, succeeding conditions that were 
bad, he undertook the creation of a new fire department. A man 
of absolute integrity, with a high ideal of his duty to the public, 
full of enthusiasm, he applied his great energy to the work and 
won out. The public could judge of his work and its results. 
He was rewarded by receiving the confidence of the succeeding 
mayors, until the time that death closed his book of ten years of 
faithful service. He absolutely eliminated politics as a basis for 
appointment, promotion or other form of favor from the depart- 
ment. He made the houses of the department more sanitary, 
cheerful and livable. He raised the standard of the officer and 
the man; he increased the efficiency of the apparatus and improved 
the methods of fighting fire. The citizens of Boston owed him a 
debt, and he received his payment in the satisfaction of knowing 
that his efforts were appreciated. So in the harness he passed 
away.”

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1905-1906. 


Boston, February 1, 1906. 


Hon. JOHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str, — The Board of Health respectfully presents the 
thirty-fourth annual report of the department, covering its 
operations for the financial year ending January 31, 1906, 
and the mortality statistics for the calendar year ending 
December 31, 1905. The general health of the city for the 
past year, so far as it may be judged by the total mortality 
and its classified causes, compares favorably with preceding 

ears. 
! The total number of deaths for the year was 11,007, an 
increase over the previous year of 250 deaths. The census 
population, in the middle of the year, 1s 595,380. The death- 
rate for the year, as calculated on this population, is 18.49 
per 1,000 inhabitants. This rate was greater by 0.21 than 
that of the previous year, but lower by 1.78 than the average 
of the previous ten years. ‘There were 2,161 deaths from 
infectious diseases, including consumption, a decrease of 150 
deaths. There were 74 less deaths from diphtheria and croup 
than in 1904, and a proportionate decrease in the number of 
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cases. The percentage of deaths to the number of cases of 
diphtheria reported was 8.52, as against 8.12 per cent. the pre- 
ceding year. ‘There were 44 deaths from scarlatina, 5 more 
deaths than in the preceding year, and 62 deaths less than 
the average for the ten previous years. Typhoid fever 
caused 117 deaths during the year, 18 less deaths than the 
preceding year. Fifty-eight of the deaths from this cause 
occurred during the months of August, September and Octo- 
ber, and 66 of the whole number died between the ages of 
twenty and forty years. 

There were 54 deaths from measles during the year. The 
number of deaths of children under five years of age was 
3,024, compared with 3,105 for the previous year, showing a 
decrease of 81 deaths. The respiratory diseases caused fully 
25 per cent. of the mortality for the past year.

REMOVAL OF BODIES. 


During the year permits were given for the removal of 
414 bodies, chiefly from one cemetery to another. 


STILL—BIRTHS. 


In living births a larger proportion of males than females 
is born each year. In still-births the proportion is vastly 
larger. The still-born males in the City of Boston for the 
year 1905 were in the ratio of 142 to 100 females. The ' 
appended table, XX VIII., shows that there has been a steady 
decreasing ratio of the still-births to the total births for a 
period of twenty years, except from 1900-05, inclusive. 
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SMOKE NUISANCE. 


The smoke nuisance in Boston having grown to such pro- 
portions in the last few years as to become a source of gen- 
eral discomfort and complaint, the subject was taken in hand 
by a few public-spirited citizens, who asked for relief by the 
Legislature of 1902. Being defeated in 1902, and again in 
1903, a third appeal was made in 1905. At this time an act 
was passed which differs somewhat from the old smoke law, 
places its enforcement upon the Board of Health, and reads 
as follows: 


[Cuar. 418. ] 


An ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE ABATEMENT OF SMOKE IN THE CITY 
oF BOosToN. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. In the city of Boston dark smoke or dense gray 
smoke shall not be discharged or allowed to escape from any 
building or premises, except locomotive engines and plants fur- 
nishing power for public service corporations and plants burning 
wood exclusively, for more than six minutes in any one hour of 
the day or night, except under a permit, as hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. The board of health of the city of Boston shall 
be charged with the enforcement of this act in said city. 

Section 3. Whoever violates the provisions of section one, 
or in any way participates in the violation thereof, may be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars for each 
week during any part of which said section is violated. The 
board of health of said city shall be notified of every complaint 
and shall be given at least twenty-four hours’ notice of the time 
of the trial thereon. 

Section 4. The board of health of the city of Boston may 
apply to the supreme judicial court or to the superior court, or 
any justice thereof, for an injunction to restrain the further oper- 
ation of any furnace, engine, steam boiler or boilers, which are 
being operated in said city in such a manner as to violate the pro- 
visions of section one, and said court of justice may, after hear- 
ing the parties, enjoin the continuance of such violation. 

Section 5. ‘Temporary permits for the production and emis- 
sion of smoke, covering periods not exceeding six months from 
January first, nineteen hundred and six, may be granted by the 
board of health of said city to persons duly applying for the same 
and satisfying the Board that the applicant will, during the period 
of such temporary permit, make changes or improvements to 
prevent the violation of the provisions of section one. 

Section 6. This act shall take effect on the first day of Janu- 
ary in the year nineteen hundred and six.—[ Approved May 18, 
1905. 
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In December, 1905, shortly before the law went into 
effect, the Board of Health distributed printed copies of the 
new law among those who were likely to make an excessive 
amount of smoke, and prefaced each by notice that the 
Board of Health would commence the enforcement of the 
new law on January 1, 1906. The department had seven- 
teen sanitary inspectors in as many sanitary districts, into 
which the city is divided. Their daily inspections and 
observations in these districts were such as to render them 
easily available for the new duties without material hindrance 
to their general work. The Board knew them to be thor- 
oughly competent and found them willing and ready to take 
on the new duties, under the instructions of the Board and 
the immediate supervision of the chief sanitary inspector. 
The new duties were assigned to said officers on January 1. 
These inspectors are instructed to make note of the exact 
time and extent of any violation of the smoke law, to care- 
fully identify the chimney from which the smoke issues, 
without entering buildings, when it can be avoided, and to 
neglect all talk about particular “ smoke-consuming ”’ devices 
and fuel. 

During the month of January, which closes the date for 
our annual report, the inspectors reported violations of the 
law in one hundred and seventy-four different places. 
Notices in all cases were sent by the Board and responses 
made by representatives of the several hotels, stores, fac- 
tories, office buildings, schools, colleges and various indus- 
tries. Conferences between the Board of Health and the 
business men who have responded to these notices have 
resulted most satisfactorily, with a full understanding of the 
import of the law, the prospect of its being enforced, and a 
mutual desire to see the smoke nuisance abated. <A very 
general request is being made, under the permit clause of 
the law, for time in which to make constructive alterations 
or other changes by which the amount of smoke can _ be 
reduced, to comply with the law. In many instances no 
material alterations will be necessary to keep within the 
requirements, except that of securing proper and faithful 
stoking. In no instance has the Board of Health recom- 
mended any special device or kind of coal as a remedy. It 
has, however, emphasized the importance of sufficient boiler 
capacity and intelligent stoking as the primal means not 
only for reducing the amount of smoke to the legal limit, 
but for reducing the fuel expense and the demand for 
special additional apparatus. The most economical and suc- 
cessful use of soft coal and other rapidly burning fuels 
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require special engineering skill in the construction, setting 
and care of boilers and furnaces. Poor construction and 
careless firing means waste of fuel in dense smoke with cor- 
responding discomfort and damage to the community. That 
an incomplete plant may be patched and reinforced with 
additional power for better combustion is admitted, but the 
skilled engineer and stoker are still the indispensable factors 
in the prevention of excessive smoke. 

It has been found necessary to prosecute but one case, and 
that was placed on file on the plea of guilty, and assurances 
that the infraction would not be repeated. 

There has been a marked decrease in the amount of smoke 
during the month of January except from sources which are 
exempt by the law, and it is confidently expected that a pro- 
gressive decrease in the amount of smoke to the lawful hmit 
will be seen from now on, and probably without many prose- 
cutions. 

It is to be seriously regretted that “locomotive engines 
and plants furnishing power for public service corporations 
and plants burning wood exclusively” should have been 
exempted from the operation of this law. It is manifestly 
unfair to deny one business man, firm or corporation the 
right to damage the public health, comfort and property 
values by needless volumes of smoke, and at the same time 
allow others to do the same thing, under the same circum- 
stances and having equal or greater advantages with which 
to refrain from causing such discomfort and damage. The 
business man who has done his part to stop the smoke nui- 
sance in Boston, and then finds his own and other homes and 
business still being needlessly discomfited and damaged by 
the smoke of his exempted neighbor, is not easily placated. 

There is no apparent reason why the requirements of this 
law, already shown to be both wise and reasonable, should not 
be made to bear equally upon all. 


Dumps FOR City REFUSE. 


The prevailing custom of filling in low lands and driving 
back the sea and inland waters with decomposing city waste 
is as old as the city, and as annoying and wanting in defence, 
from a sanitary point of view, asitisold. Ina business sense, 
the dump must be regarded as a bed of decaying matter which 
ultimately stands only for the amount of ash and other solids 
to which it will be slowly reduced by decomposition. 
Meanwhile it is a most unpleasant spectacle, an unwhole- 
some and unwelcome neighbor, and a source of commun 
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complaint. The Board begs to revert to its repeated recom- 
mendations that the Mayor and City Council carefully con- 
sider the question of establishing a series of crematories, of 
moderate expense, in suitable parts of the city, including 
Fort Hill wharf for the treatment of the city wastes, including 
ashes, general refuse and garbage, which the Board of Health 
believes can be so treated without offence to the several 
neighborhoods, and with economy and credit to the city. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS. 


It is now nearly twelve years since this work was begun 
in Boston. During this time such inspection has been 
adopted in most of the larger and in many of the smaller 
cities and towns of this country. The system and extent of 
inspection differs considerably in different cities, though the 
main features are the same as those adopted in Boston in 
1894. In some instances the inspection has been carried to 
a much greater extent and a higher degree of efficiency than 
in the city where it was first introduced. For some years 
the Board of Health has asked permission to increase the 
amount of inspection in our schools, to improve the present 
incomplete surveillance over the pupils and others while 
suffering from infectious diseases at home, to guard the 
return to school of pupils convalescing from infectious or 
unreported diseases, to point out more of the existing physi- 
cal and mental defects among the school children, by which 
they are more or less incapacitated for their work, and for 
which reef might be found, and thus render greater service 
to the schools and the public. This additional service can be 
secured for a moderate increase of expense, which can be 
met within our present appropriation on the approval of His 
Honor the Mayor.

REMOVAL OF BUILDINGS. 


The removal of buildings and parts of buildings on 
account of evils in themselves or because they make other 
buildings unfit for habitation, and which cannot be remedied 
by repairs, has continued to receive an increasing amount of 
attention with gratifying results, not only from a sanitary 
point of view, but from the fact of a diminishing opposition. 
This work is invariably followed by increased sunlight and 
therefore a drier and cleaner air for the yards, kitchens, base- 
ments, halls, closets and stairways of the remaining buildings. 
There is an immediate and corresponding improvement of 
premises, cheerfulness of tenants and a gradual approval of 
landlords.

For many years the Board has had under consideration 
the question of adopting regulations for the handling and 
storing of manure that would do away with the old-fashioned 
manure pit, which is a serious objection to the stable itself, 
and, when emptied, is often a nuisance to the neighborhood. 
For a dozen years the Board has prohibited the use of manure 
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pits in newly erected stables, but on the 6th of December the 
following regulation was adopted toaffect all stables in the city: 


Wuereas, In the opinion of the Board of Health the storing of 
manure of the excrement of domestic animals in said city is a 
nuisance, source of filth, and cause of sickness; it is therefore 
ordered : 

First. — That no person having control of any stable in the 
City of Boston shall keep in, or permit to remain in said stable, 
or in or on any premises adjacent thereto, any manure or excre- 
ment of domestic animals, unless such manure or excrement is 
stored in tightly covered metallic cans or in carts constructed in a 
manner approved by the Board of Health. 

Second. — All such manure or excrement which accumulates 
on any premises licensed by the Board of Health for use as a 
stable, shall be removed from said premises within forty-eight 
hours from the time said manure or excrement accumulates on 
said premises in tight, canvas covered vehicles, with the covering 
so secured to the sides and ends of the vehicles as to prevent the 
manure from being dropped or left in any street or way of the | 
city in process of removal (and as much oftener as the Board of 
Health shall order in specific cases). 

Third. — All receptacles used for storing such manure or ex- 
crement shall be kept clean to the satisfaction of the Board of 
Health. 

Fourth. — No can or cart containing such manure or excrement 
shall be placed in or allowed to stand in any public way of the 
City of Boston. 

Fifth. —No manure pit shall hereafter be maintained in the 
City of Boston.

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REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF BACTERIOLOGICAL 
LABORATORY. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN, — We have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending January 31, 1906: 


ToTAL ROUTINE EXAMINATIONS. 


The total number of routine bacteriological examinations 
made between February 1, 1905, and February 1, 1906, was 
18,321. Of these, 12,762 were diagnosis and 5,559 were milk 


examinations. 
REORGANIZATION. 


During the year the technical staff of the laboratory was 
' reorganized owing to the resignation of Dr. H. W. Hill as 
Director, the subsequent promotion of the first and second 
assistant bacteriologists and the appointment of a new second 
assistant. Dr. Hill resigned on September 1, after having 
served seven and one-half years as Director, in order to be- 
come Assistant Professor of Bacteriology in the University 
of Minnesota and Assistant Director of the State Laboratory 
of Minnesota. His connection with this laboratory thus 
dates back to its establishment in 1898, and on him fell the 
work of organization. The best wishes of his friends go with 
him in his new position. 


NEw METHODS AND DEVICES. 


A new method of estimating the number of bacteria in 
milk by direct microscopical examination has been devised 
by Dr. F. H. Slack, first assistant. An apparatus for 
shaking sputum specimens in order to break up coagulated 
masses and caseous particles was devised by the present 
Director. Both of these are described in detail later in the 
report. 

A detailed account of the work performed during the year 
is given below in the following order: 


1. Routine bacteriological diagnoses with tables. 
2. Routine bacteriological milk examinations. 

3. Special investigations. 

4. Special information regarding the laboratory. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 


Outfits. — The card contained in each outfit is now stamped 
in the upper left hand corner of the front side with the date 
on which the culture was issued from the laboratory. Phy- 
sicians are urged to note the condition of the serum on ob- 
taining a culture box from a culture station, and if the serum 
is dry or contaminated the box should be returned as * No 
Good” and a fresh outfit obtained. If the serum has curled 
away from the bottom of the tube or has become semi- 
transparent to a distance of more than one-half inch from the 
upper edge it should not be used. 

Swab Examinations. — Physicians desiring swab examina- 
tions should instruct their messengers to request the same 
specifically of one of the attendants at the time the specimen 
is delivered at the laboratory. When requested, the labora- 
tory is ready at all times during examination hours (ordi- 
narily 9. A.M. to 5 P.M.; on Saturdays, 9 A.M.to 12 M.; on 
Sundays and holidays, 9 A.M. to 10 A.M.) to examine the 
swabs themselves from cases for diagnosis. It has been 
found that in about one-half of the cases finally proving 
positive after the ordinary incubation a positive diagnosis 
can be made from the swab without waiting for incubation, 
thus saving from fifteen to twenty-four hours. 

Five o'clock Examinations.— All cultures for diagnosis reach- 
ing the laboratory before 12 M. will be incubated and examined 
at 5 P.M., except on Saturdays, Sundays and holidays. 

Results on Swab and 5 o'clock Examinations. — Negative 
results are unreliable, and incubation is proceeded with. 
Positive results from swabs, five o’clock and over-night incu- 
bations are equally reliable, and such results are telephoned 
without delay to the physician. 

Physicians desiring swab or five o’clock examinations 
must forward the culture to the laboratory at their own 
expense, as culture stations are forbidden to make trips 
before their regular hours. 

Regular Incubation. — All cultures received up to 6 P.M. 
are placed in the incubator at 87° C., where they remain 
until taken out for examination the next morning. 

All cultures taken too late to be forwarded by culture 
stations may be sent directly to the laboratory at the physi- 
cilan’s expense at any time during the night, and there 
dropped through a chute directly into an incubator so that 
they become ready for examination the next morning. If it 
is impossible to send the culture in by special messenger it 
should be put in a cool place until ready to be forwarded. 
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As a general rule the results obtained by placing culture 
tubes near radiators or registers are not satisfactory, since 
the conditions are liable to be such as to cause dipththeria 
bacilli to be overgrown by other organisms. 

Laboratory Reports on Culture Findings. — The report 
sent to the physician showing the result of the bacteriologi- 
cal examination for B. diphtherie may be one of four kinds 
—(1) Positive, (2) Negative, (5) Suspicious, (4) Unsatis- 
factory. If a smear shows organisms which resemble B. 
diphtherie to some degree, but which are not morphologi- 
cally typical, a card is sent stating this fact and requesting 
a second specimen. In all cases for diagnosis where a nega- 
tive result is obtained and where the physician states on the 
card that his clinical diagnosis is diphtheria, or where the 
pharynx and tonsils both show membrane, a second culture is 
requested. In all cases where physicians have made use of dry 
or contaminated tubes, or where organisms are present which 
liquify the serum, an “unsatisfactory” card is sent stating 
the condition of the culture and requesting another specimen. 

Interpretation of Results. — A laboratory report of “ nega- 
tive,’ which at the same time would be contrary to the 
apparent facts of the case, may be returned (1st) in positive 
cases where the physician, in taking the culture, fails to 
touch the infected area (this may occur (a) in the case of 
very young children, from the difficulty of inserting the swab 
into the mouth or reaching the area desired; (0) in laryn- 
geal cases, from difficulty in reaching the infected area; (¢) 
in tonsillar infection, from the disappearance of the Klebs- 
Loeffler organisms from the surface of the tonsils and the 
difficulty of following them into the infected crypts); (2d) 
when the diphtheria bacilli are prevented from developing 
by the antagonism or rapid growth of some other organism ; 
(8d) when the bacteriological diagnosis is positive, the 
patient being well or only slightly sick (the question of 
diphtheria bacilli in well persons, having been thoroughly 
covered in a report of a committee of the Massachusetts 
Association of Boards of Health,* will not be discussed 
here); (4th) when carelessness in taking the culture is per- 
mitted; (5th) in some cases where an antiseptic gargle 
or spray has been used shortly before the taking of the cult- 
ure. The laboratory is of course not responsible for any of 
these apparent discrepancies. 

Vincent's Angina. —It is sometimes possible in making 
swab examinations to discover the typical fusiform bacilli 
and spirilla associated with Vincent’s angina. As these

It will be seen from this table that the total number of 
cases of diphtheria reported to the Board dropped about one- 
third, and that as might have been expected the total number 
of cultures also dropped somewhat. It is, however, interest- 
ing to note that the relative number of cultures submitted 
for diagnosis, calculated on a basis of work done per 100 
cases of diphtheria reported to the department, shows with 
two exceptions a steady increase (column 2), and that the 
figure for 1905 is far in advance of any previously obtained. 
Likewise, as might be expected, the proportion of negative 
persons for diagnosis per 100 cases reported (column 7) 
shows a very considerable increase. ‘The proportion of the 
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number of persons reported positive for diagnosis at the 
laboratory to the total number of persons reported (column 
6) is also higher for 1905 than ever before. These figures 
would appear to indicate an increasing desire on the part of 
the physician to have bacteriological diagnoses made in cases 
only slightly suspicious. 

The total number of cultures for release and of persons 
released by the laboratory has remained fairly constant.

This table is necessarily based on those cases where cult- 
ures were submitted to the laboratory for diagnosis, the 
patient being also released later on by the laboratory. <A 
large number of positive cases are removed to the City Hos- 
pital, and, being finally released from there, cannot be brought 
into this account. 

Referring to the above table, it is of interest to note that 
the average number of days from the date of the first posi- 
tive culture to the date of release is but a fraction over two 
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weeks, that over half the cases have been released in less 
than two weeks, while over three-quarters of the cases are 
released in three weeks or less. In the year 1900 the aver- 
age number of days from the earliest symptoms to the first 
positive * was found to be 2.4 days, and the number of days 
from the date of earliest symptoms to the second negative 
was found to be between three and four weeks. Thus it 
would appear that the length of the quarantine period is 
lessening. 

It is perhaps fair to assume from the above table that 
those cities and towns which release a diphtheria patient 
from quarantine ten days after the disappearance of the 
membrane are in a large number of cases holding the patient 
an unnecessary length of time, while on the other hand, such 
a time limit releases a certain (smaller) percentage while 
the throats still contain virulent diphtheria bacilh. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


Outfits. — For suspected tubercular sputum, square, wide- 
mouth bottles of about an ounce capacity are supplied, con- 
tained in a pasteboard box and accompanied by a paper form 
with directions on one side, and on the other side blank 
spaces to be filled out by the physician with particulars of 
the case. 

Examination. — Briefly, the examination consists in smear- 
ing the sputum upon a glass slide, drying, staining with hot 
carbo] fuchsin, washing in water, decolorizing in a solution 
consisting of 5 per cent. of hydrochloric acid in 95 per cent. 
alcohol, washing again and counterstaining with Loeffler’s 
methylene blue. 

As each year has seen a decided increase in the number of 
sputum specimens to be examined, methods have been 
devised which have either materially shortened the time con- 
sumed in preparing the specimens or have increased the 
efficiency of the examination. In 1900 an apparatus was de- 
signed + by which specimens to the number of thirty-six may 
be stained or decolorized or washed in a single operation. 
Later a water bath was added on which the long slides may 
be laid while the smears are being made, the bath being kept 
at boiling temperature. The heat thus obtained causes the 
sputum to smear much more easily and smoothly than would 
be otherwise the case. More recently (December, 1905) a 
shaking machine has been devised by the present director of 
the laboratory in which sixteen sputum bottles can be placed

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at one time and shaken until all caseous particles and coagu- 
lated lumps are broken up and the contents of the bottle 
rendered homogeneous throughout. The chances of finding 
the bacilli of tuberculosis when these are very few in number 
are undoubtedly increased by this method, while the greater 
ease of smearing and the prevention of “scaling” from the 
slide are particularly noticeable. 

Examination of Urines for B. Tuberculosis. — It the exami- 
nation of urine for B. tuberculosis is desired, it is best to 
send to the laboratory the whole amount passed in twenty- 
four hours. Special precautions should be taken to prevent 
contamination with smegma or other foreign matter. 

Usually such cases require the injection of guinea pigs to 
establish the diagnosis, and the results are then available only 
after six weeks have elapsed. 


The Interpretation of Bacteriological Findings in the 
Diagnosis of Tuberculosis. 


Positive Results. —It is probable that very occasionally a 
few tubercle bacilli may be found in the mouths of healthy 
persons, but persons suffering from any affection of the 
lungs, larynx, etc., and presenting also the tubercle bacillus 
in their expectoration may safely be considered as suffering 
from the disease. It is not unlikely that very occasionally 
non-virulent bacilli, resembling tubercle bacilli in appearance, 
staining, reactions, etc., may be present in sputum; in such 
cases a guinea pig test is necessary for differentiation. In 
smegma such an organism is not rare, and this should be 
taken into account when collecting or examining material 
likely to be contaminated with smegma. 

Negative Results.— A single negative result does not 
demonstrate the absence of the bacilli from the particular 
specimen of sputum examined, nor, if that absence be con- 
firmed by subsequent examinations of successive specimens, 
is the absence of the disease necessarily established. A 
negative result from a patient suffering from consumption 
may depend on (a) improper collection of specimen, saliva 
being taken instead of true pulmonary expectoration (ordi- 
narily the saliva of a patient» whose sputum contains the 
bacilli will be infected, but the numbers will usually be 
relatively small); (0) the presence of but few bacilli in the 
sputum — the microscopic examination being unreliable for 
the detection of very small numbers; (c¢) the absence of the 
bacilli from the sputum notwithstanding the presence of the 
disease. This latter is to be expected when there is little or 
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no breaking down of the lung tissue, as in early stages of 
chronic consumption, and sometimes throughout the course 
of acute miliary tuberculosis. 

A clinical diagnosis of tuberculosis, pulmonary or genito- 
urinary, should not be reversed upon a single negative result. 
The errors described under a and 6 may be eliminated by 
repeated examination, but it is a question whether even a 
dozen negative sputum examinations should be allowed to 
offset well-marked clinical indications in such cases as are 
given under c. 

Rules Governing the Submission of Sputum Samples. — 
Since the examination of tubercular sputum entails some 
danger to the examiner if indiscriminate outfits are used, and 
since the use of a single style of bottle expedites the work, 
the following rules have been adopted: 

1. Specimens will not be examined unless submitted in 
bottles provided by the laboratory. 

2. Specimens will not be examined if leaking from the 
bottle has occurred. 

3. Reports will not be forwarded unless the particulars 
of the case are sent with the specimen.

Of the 782 positive cases, 96 per cent. (753) were found to be positive on the first 
examination, and 4 per cent. (29) on subsequent examinations. 


TYPHOID. 


The dried blood method for the serum reaction is used, 

Outfit.— This consists of aluminum foil, on which the 
blood is to be dried, and a small copper wire loop for trans- 
ferring the blood to the foil. With this foil is a card, to be 
filled out by the physician, and a circular of directions. All 
three fit into a manila envelope for safe keeping. After the 
physician has taken the blood preparation it is returned to 
the laboratory by mail, postage two cents. 

Examination. — The dried blood is mixed on the foil with 
sterile water; a drop of this is mixed on a coverslip with a 
drop of broth containing the bacilli, a total dilution of one in 
fifty being used. This preparation, mounted as a “ hanging 
drop,” 1s observed at intervals under the microscope for one 
hour. If loss of motility only, or clumping only, occurs, the 
preparation is called atypical, and another specimen re- 
quested. If both occur, a positive, and if neither, a negative 
report is sent. 

Interpretation of Results of Serum Tests in Typhoid Fever.— 
The reactions occur in the blood as one of the results of the 
reaction of the body forces to the action of the bacilli. They 
may be obtained from rabbit’s blood within three or four days 
after injecting the rabbit with living or dead bacilli. In 
such rabbits the reaction is not necessarily or usually associ- 
ated with the lesions, intestinal or otherwise, characteristic 
of typhoid fever in the human patient. Nor is it essential 
that the human patient should -have the ordinary symptoms, 
or lesions, of intestinal typhoid fever in order to develop a 
reaction. It is sufficient that the human patient should 
suffer from the effects of the bacilli, whatever clinical or 
anatomical conditions may accompany them. Morever, once 
developed, the reaction may last for years after recovery, 
although usually it disappears within a few months. The 
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presence of the reaction in the human patient means, then, 
the existence at some time past or present of an infection 
with the typhoid bacilli (Cabot), usually, but not necessarily, 
an infection taking the ordinary form of clinical typhoid 
fever. 

An atypical result means little. Subsequent results may 
be either positive or negative. A single negative is not con- 
clusive. The reaction does not usually develop until after 
the fifth day of the disease and may be delayed considerably 
longer. Moreover, once it appears it may not be constantly 
present thereafter. 

Paratyphoid Fever. — The laboratory stands ready to make 
the serum test for paratyphoid fever if twenty-four hours’ 
notice is given that such a diagnosis is desired. A broth 
culture is then inoculated and the test made at the same 
time as the reaction for typhoid fever.

Nearly half of the total number of blood specimens were 
received during August, September and October, and one-half 
of the total positives were obtained during those months. 
The number of specimens received during August was more 
than double the number received in July. It is probably 
true that a large percentage of the typhoid in Boston is either 
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contracted at summer resorts and brought back to Boston by 
returning vacationists or is contracted by direct contact with 
persons so infected.

Outfit. — This consists of a small, flat tin box, which con- 
tains two glass slides. On application to the laboratory one 
such box, accompanied by a circular of directions and a card 
to be filled out with the particulars of the case by the phy- 
sician, is mailed to the address given. ‘The outfit should be 
returned to the laboratory by mail; postage four cents. 

Examination. — Wright’s method of staining is used. 
The greatest care should be exercised to obtain a thin, even 
smear of blood upon the slide, and the directions accompany- 
ing each outfit should be very carefully followed for this | 
reason. Better and more satisfactory results can be obtained 
by the examination of fresh, undried blood. The physician 
places a small drop of blood on a slide, quickly drops a 
coverslip upon it, and at once seals the coverslip to the slide 
with a little vaseline, carefully applied to the whole circum- 
ference of the covershp. This preparation must be taken to 
the laboratory at once by a careful person, who is directed 
not to disturb it in any way.

GLANDERS. 


Outfit. — An outfit consisting of two sterile cotton swabs 
similar to those used in the diphtheria outfit, a circular giving 
directions for taking the specimen, and a card for particulars 
of the case will be sent to any veterinarian on request. The 
object to be sought by the veterinarian is the accumulation 
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on the cotton of as much as possible of the suspected material 
from the nasal discharge or ulcers of the suspected animal. 

Hramination.— On receipt of an outfit at the laboratory 
the swab is transferred into five c.c. of sterilized water and 
shaken thoroughly in it. The resulting suspension is inocu- 
lated intra-abdominally into full-grown male guinea pigs, 
and a positive or negative diagnosis is usually based upon 
the development or non-development of testicular lesions 
within seven days, after further examination of the testes, 
when enlarged, for the isolation of the organism. 

Interpretation of Results— A single negative or unsatis- 
factory result should not be taken as conclusive. An un- 
satisfactory report is sent in those cases where the experi- 
mental animal dies within a short time after inoculation, 
without development of typical lesions or lesions from which 
the glanders organism can be isolated. It is evident in 
such cases that the glanders organism may be present, but 
that other virulent organisms are also present in the injected 
material and have caused death before the glanders organism 
has had time to develop. 

Mallein.— This diagnostic agent is made in the laboratory 
for the use of the Board of Health in testing horses for 
elanders. It is also supplied free to veterinarians. The 
methods of preparation and use and the interpretation of the 
results are given in the annual report for 1900.

Of fifteen negative on the first 
test, four came positive on the second and one on the fourth 
test, six remained negative, and on four the succeeding 
tests were unsatisfactory. Of eight unsatisfactory on the first 
test, two were positive and two negative on the second, while 
four remained unsatisfactory.

Eight delayed cases, 38, 30, 18, 8, 7,6, 5 and 5 days 
respectively. 

Four guinea pigs showed special lesions. 

No. 1, 38-day case, abscess on leg; testicles adherent in , 
abdomen.

No. 8, 3-day case, general infection, typical cultures from 
heart and liver; no testicular lesions. 

No. 4, 2-day case, abscess of omentum ; mixed infection of 
B. mallet and cocci; testicles typical. 


RABIES. 


One case was submitted to the laboratory during the early 
spring. Negri bodies were found and a positive report 
rendered. 

Collection of Specimen. — Dogs or other animals having 
symptoms of rabies should not be killed, but should be con- 
fined securely and notification sent to the veterinarian 
of the Board of Health. If the suspected animal dies his 
whole carcass should be preserved and notification sent as 
above. Failing this the head at least should be preserved 
for examination. 

Examination. —' Through the work of Negri, an Italian 
scientist, who in 1904 discovered the probable cause of rabies, 
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and more recently by the investigations of Frothingham * 
and others, the laboratory is now able to report results of 
examinations for rabies in positive cases within a few hours 
after the receipt of the brain. The importance of such an 
early diagnosis on positive cases is obvious. It is now gen- 
erally accepted that the presence of the Negri bodies is 
diagnostic of rabies. 

Frothingham’s method of staining and technique have 
proved very satisfactory. 

Impression smears are first made from portions of the 
Ammon’s horn. If these prove positive further tests are 
unnecessary and a report can be forwarded at once. If the 
impression smears show no Negri bodies, portions of the 
Ammon’s horn and cerebellum are hardened, imbedded in 
paraffin and sectioned. An examination of sections from 
the Gasserian ganglia for pathological changes is of value, 
but not absolutely diagnostic of rabies. If these sections 
prove negative guinea pigs are inoculated under the dura 
with an emulsion of portions of the brain and cord. 

In the latter case, if positive, it is usually from ten days 
to two weeks before symptoms are noted, and they may be 
delayed for a much longer period of time. 


GONORRH@AL OPHTHALMIA. 


The Legislature of 1905 made it obligatory on the part of 
the attending physician or nurse to report to the Board of 
Health any case of eye inflammation occurring within two 
weeks after birth. In order to meet the situation the 
laboratory has prepared an outfit to be used in cases of this 
kind. The outfit, which was devised by Dr. H. W. Hill, 
consists of two sterilized wire loops in separate small 
envelopes, two labelled glass slides, a card to be filled out by 
the physician and a sheet of directions for taking the smears. 
The slides are surrounded by a strong rubber band, then 
enclosed in a tin box, and the box also surrounded by a 
rubber band to prevent breakage. The assembled parts of the 
outfit are received in a strong manila envelope which can be 
mailed directly to the laboratory, postage four cents. Two 
loops are included in each outfit — one for each eye, in order 
to avoid the chance of carrying infection from one eye to the 
other. Two separate smears on each slide should be made if 
possible in order that a Grams stain may be made to confirm 
the diagnosis if intracellular diplococci are present.

OTHER. EXAMINATIONS. 


Any disease of a bacteriological nature will be examined 
for free of charge. Before collecting specimens from diseases 
other than those already enumerated communication should 
be had with the laboratory. 

Special examinations during the past year have included 
examinations for the organisms causing anthrax, leprosy, 
rabies, cerebro-spinal meningitis, septic wounds, ete., and for 
diphtheria and streptococcus virulence.

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The total number of diphtheria examinations made during 
the past fiscal year was less than any other year except dur- 
ing 1898, when the laboratory was first started. The total 
number of cases of diphtheria reported to the department 
also dropped lower than any other year since 1898. 

The number of examinations for suspected tubercular 
sputum has shown a steady increase year by year since this 
work was begun in 1900. It is evident that many physicians 
are awakening to the value of making an early diagnosis and 
are submitting specimens wherever the slightest suspicion 
exists. 

The average number of specimens examined per day dur- 
ing 1905 was higher than for any year since the diphtheria 
epidemic of 1900. 


THE BACTERIOLOGICAL EXAMINATION OF MILK. 


Historical Sketch.—In April, 1904, the Board of Health 
passed a regulation forbidding the sale of milk containing 
over 500,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter or having a tem- 
perature over 50° F. 

The bacteriological examination of milk was first begun in 
May, 1904, when Dr. F. H. Slack was appointed as milk , 
bacteriologist. The work was under the immediate super- 
vision of Dr. H. W. Hill, then director of the laboratory, and 
all results obtained were passed into the hands of Dr. Charles 
Harrington, then Inspector of Milk. The first month was 
spent in assembling the necessary apparatus and laying out 
the work. 

As Boston was one of the pioneers in the municipal con- 
trol of milk from a bacteriological standpoint, and as the 
conditions here were somewhat different from those found in 
other cities, much of the apparatus and most of the technique 
used is original with the first two men above mentioned. 
Following is a short list of apparatus so designed which has 
since been copied by many of the cities that have recently 
taken up this work: 

1. Collecting case with sterile test tubes in racks, ice 
compartments, and pipette box with sterile pipettes. 

2. Counting apparatus. 

3. Centrifugal disc and tubes for obtaining sediment 
from milk (modified form of Stewart’s apparatus). 

4. Porous tops for Petri dishes, preventing ‘“ spreaders.” 

5. Special dilution bottles. 

A description of the technique used may be found in the 
Journal of Public Hygiene, Vol. XIV., page 236. 
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During the past year a method for the direct microscopical 
examination of milk quantitatively was devised by Dr. F. H. 
Slack, by which considerable time and labor is saved. 

In carrying out routine examinations of milk sediments for 
pus and streptococci he noticed that the number of bacteria 
found in the microscopic field apparently bore a definite rela- 
tion to the number of colonies developing in the plate from 
the same sample. It was thought that this might be of prac- 
tical value if, after prolonged comparison, it turned out to be 
constantly true, since there would then be no necessity to 
plate, incubate and count samples which the microscope alone 
indicated were better than the legal requirements. Wins- 
low,’ using 54, cubic centimeters of unsedimented material, 
had previously applied the direct microscopic enumeration of 
bacteria to water and sewage. It was decided to test the 
method thoroughly, comparing the microscopic estimate with 
the actual count obtained from the plate. This comparison 
was carried out very carefully with over 2,200 samples, each 
sample being subjected to the double test, z.e., centrifugaliz 
ing and plating, the microscopic estimate being made 
before the plate was counted, usually within a few hours 
after the samples were received. The error in passing, as 
‘“ below 500,000 bacteria to the cubic centimeter,” milks 
which in the plates showed above this lmit was less than 
1 per cent. of the total samples examined. Over a third of 
the total error occurred in the first 420 samples before the 
method was fully developed. 

The apparatus and the method for making the microscopic 
estimate are as follows: ? The special apparatus for centrifu- 
galizing the milk, modified from one used by Stewart of 
Philadelphia, consists of an aluminum disk and cover, 10 
inches in diameter and # inch in depth, fitted to hold twenty 
small glass tubes arranged radially. These tubes hold about 
2 cubic centimeters each, and are closed at both ends with 
rubber stoppers. . 

The milk sample is thoroughly shaken, the tubes filled, 
stoppered, inserted into their proper numbered receptacles in 
the disk, and centrifugalized for ten minutes at a speed of from 
two to three thousand revolutions a minute. Thus in each 
tube the whole sediment from a known quantity of milk is 
obtained, and may be spread over a given area. A space of 
about 4 square, cm. is most convenient, being the right size 
to allow thorough emulsion of the sediment with a drop or 
two of sterile water, and to permit drying into a thin, even 
smear. It is convenient to smear a number of samples con-

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secutively on a long glass slide which has previously been 
correctly spaced with a blue pencil. 

To obtain the sediment with the least disturbance, the 
stopper is first removed from the inner, or cream, end; then 
the tube.is held with the cream end downwards, the cream 
removed with a platinum loop, and the milk poured out; 
lastly, still holding the cream end down, the other stopper is 
carefully removed with the adhering sediment and the sedi- 
ment smeared evenly with a drop of sterile water over the 
measured space on the glass slide, the stopper being rubbed 
directly on the glass until the sediment has been trans- 
ferred. When this is properly’done the amount of diluted 
sediment remaining on the stopper is practically negligible. 
The smear is then dried with gentle heat and stained with 
methylene blue. 

The microscopical examination of a milk sediment thus 
easily prepared reveals more than any other single test. It 
shows the character of the milk, the approximate number 
and the morphology of the bacteria, and the presence of pus 
or streptococci. 

It is not claimed that all the bacteria in the milk subjected 
to centrifugalization are precipitated into the sediment; but 
it is claimed that in 99 per cent. of the samples a representa- , 
tive number is so precipitated, and that this number bears a 
fairly constant relation to the z5245, dilution plate culture 
when grown in a saturated atmosphere at 37° C. for twenty- 
four hours, 1 per cent. agar being used with a reaction of 
+ 1.5. 

We may say, as a rough estimate, that each coccus, 
bacillus, diplococcus, or chain in the =, oil immersion field 
represents one colony in the ;51,;, plate from the same 
sample. It is, of course, impossible to obtain a perfectly 
even smear, and the sample must be sized up by examining 
a number of fields. Let the observer find such a representative 
field, then imagine that instead of looking at a microscopic 
field through a ;4, oil immersion lens he is looking at his 
zoo, dilution plate, and that each coccus, bacillus, diplococ- 
cus, or chain within his vision represents a colony on such a 
plate; and if he will make the plates also, he will find how 
closely in the main they agree with his microscopic estimate. 
That is, in most cases the count of a _ representative 
field multiplied by 10,000 gives approximately the number 
of bacteria per cubic centimeter. Where plates are to be 
made the microscopic estimate gives an indication of the 
proper dilution to use. In city inspection only those samples 
need be plated which are doubtful or above the limit estab- 
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lished. In this work the plate would corroborate the micro- 
scopic findings and strengthen the evidence for court cases.

The above table gives in a striking way the results 
obtained during the past year in the bacteriological examina- 
tion of milk. 

The figures given are what one familiar with the methods 
of handling milk might naturally expect; it is especially 
noticeable that the bacterial content of a milk depends upon 
its age and the care with which it has been handled. Milk 
for wholesale trade is rarely handled as carefully as the bot- 
tled milk for family trade. - 

The average householder wishes to have milk delivered in 
the early morning hours and judges its quality by the depth 
of the cream line. 

In order to satisfy these demands milk which arrives in 
the city early one morning is kept until the following morn- 
ing for delivery. 

This accounts in great measure for the difference in bacte- 
rial content of milk taken as it reaches the contractor and 
that taken from wagons and stores. 

The milk sold to the small storekeeper evidently does not 
receive as good care in a large number of cases as that bot- 
tled for family use. 

These facts are particularly unfortunate when one takes 
into consideration that a large amount of the milk sold by 
storekeepers is consumed by babies in the tenement house 
districts. 
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SPECIAL INVESTIGATIONS. 


Acting in accordance with instructions from the Board, 
the following inspections, investigations and analyses were 
made during the year: 


Keeping of Lobster “ Floats” in Polluted Water. 


During June, one of the large piers on the water front 
was visited by Mr. Jordan, Chief Sanitary Inspector, and 
Dr. Hill, the former director of the laboratory. Lobster 
tanks, or floats, were found moored near sewer outlets. Sub- 
sequent tests at the laboratory on lobsters seized from these 
floats showed the presence of sewage organisms in the intes- 
tines and meat. 

Nevertheless, the various methods of cooking lobsters are 
such that, however objectionable the practice of keeping lob- 
sters in such water may be, typhoid and allied diseases could 
hardly be caused by eating such food, since all such organ- 
isms would undoubtedly be killed in the cooking. 


Wall Papers as Infecting Agents. 


A question as to the danger of wall papers, once infected, 
acting as infecting agents, having been referred to this labo- 
ratory, a number of experiments were undertaken as follows: 

1. Two rooms just vacated by persons who had been sick 
in bed for two weeks or more with diphtheria were visited, 
and the wall paper near the head-boards rubbed with sterile 
swabs. A total of 178 swabs were used. Of the serum cult- 
ures made from these, three showed morphologically typical 
diphtheria bacilli. ‘These organisms were isolated and were 
later found to be non-virulent. Spore bearing bacilli were 
abundant on many of the cultures. 

2. Wall papers of different kinds were artificially infected 
in the laboratory by spraying with a bouillon culture of diph- 
theria bacilli, and exposed to diffuse light, swabs being taken 
and serum cultures being made at intervals. After twenty- 
four hours’ exposure, but four out of twelve swabs showed 
diphtheria bacilli, and thereafter it was impossible to find B. 
diphtheriz. Spore bearing bacilli were abundant on practi- 
eally all of the cultures made. 

3. Paste obtained from a paper hanger was found to 
have a very deleterious effect on diphtheria bacilli and water 
bacteria. The only organisms remaining alive after twenty- 
four hours in paste diluted with tap water and bouillon cult- 
ures of diphtheria were spore bearing bacilli and moulds. 

4. A sample of paper composed of many layers of wall 
paper was torn apart and cultures taken from between the 
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layers. Five out of six cultures remained sterile, the sixth 
developing a few colonies. 

From the above experiments and from the experiments 
conducted in 1902, in rooms occupied by tuberculosis and 
diphtheria patients, it seems fair to conclude that paper 
hangers run little or no danger in removing paper from walls, 
and that the practice of repapering over old wall papers is 
unobjectionable from a bacteriological standpoint. 


Drawn versus Undrawn Fowl. 


With Dr. Burr, veterinarian to the Board, a few 
experiments were undertaken on a number of fowl which had 
been kept in cold storage for a limited period of time, some 
drawn and others undrawn. As far as we were able to judge 
from the few experiments conducted the undrawn fowl keep 
better than drawn under similar conditions. The amount of 
work done was hardly sufficient to warrant any very 
definite conclusions, but indicated the necessity of more ex- 
perimental evidence on the subject, especially in view of 
certain published statements on the subject which are ap- 
parently supported by little or no experimental data. 


Miscellaneous Tests. 


In addition to the above, inspections and special tests were 
made and reported on as follows: 

Chemical analyses of eight samples of chloride of lime, 
and twenty samples of formaldehyde solution for percentage 
strength. : 

Analysis of three samples of wall paper for the presence 
of arsenic. All three samples gave negative results. 

Analysis of crop of fowl, etc., for presence of corrosive 
poisons. Results, negative. 

Analysis of several samples of meat for the presence of 
preservatives. Results, all negative. 

Bacteriological examination of a sample of ice and a sample 
of water for the presence of sewage organisms. Results, 
negative. 

Bacteriological examination of water from a suspected 
well for the presence of sewage organisms. Results, 
positive. This evidence of pollution was later confirmed by 
chemical tests. 

Inspection of the sanitary arrangements of one of the 
ccean liners about which complaint had been made. 

Inspection of house recently disinfected to determine if 
spots on furniture and fabrics were due to disinfectants used. . 
Results of analysis, negative. 
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SPECIAL INFORMATION REGARDING LABORATORY. 


The attention of physicians is specifically called to the 
following iniormation and rules: 


Outfits and Specimens. 


1. The use of the outfits supplied by the laboratory and 
obtainable from all culture stations is particularly requested. 
In the case of tuberculosis indiscriminate outfits are not 
received. 

2. Diphtheria outfits containing dried or contaminated 
serum and other outfits, unused or with parts missing, should 
not be thrown away, but should be returned to the laboratory. 


Culture Stations. 


1. Three new culture stations have been added during the 
year: Staples & Towse, Oak square, Brighton; Fallon’s, 
Mattapan square; and Harris Bros., Edward Everett square. 

2. Culture stations are not allowed to make trips other 
than the regular trip which is made immediately after the 
closing hour for receiving cultures. ; 


Reports. 


1. Positive results from diphtheria diagnosis cultures are 
telephoned immediately the result is obtained. All other 
reports are sent out by mail, but telephone reports may be 
obtained by calling up the laboratory (Back Bay 1500) not 
earlier than 10 A.M. for diphtheria or 11 A.M. for other 
reports. 

2. If streptococci are present in abundance in cultures 
for diagnosis their presence is noted on the report. 

3. Physicians should be careful to fill out the cards com- 
pletely. Ifa physician neglects to state whether the culture 
is for diagnosis or release, fails to give his address or writes 
illegibly, delay is caused in getting out the report. 


Antitoxin and Vaecine. 


The laboratory acts as an antitoxin and vaccine station for 
the State Board of Health.

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REPORT OF MEDICAL INSPECTOR. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1905: 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 


Variola.— There were five cases of variola in this city and 
one death. 

Diphtheria. — There were one thousand five hundred fifty 
(1,550) cases reported; eight hundred thirty-two (832) of 
these were cared for at the South Department of the City 
Hospital, 53.67 per cent. There were one hundred thirty- 
two (1382) deaths. Mortality, 8.51 per cent. 

Scarlet Fever.— ‘There were one thousand one hundred 
thirty-one (1,131) cases reported; five hundred eighty (580) 
of these were cared for at the South Department of the Bos- 
ton City Hospital, 51.28 per cent. ‘There were forty-four ' 
deaths. Mortality, 3 per cent. 

Measles. — There were one thousand nine hundred eighty 
three (1,983) cases reported and fifty-four (54) deaths. 
Mortality, 2.7 per cent. 

Typhoid Fever.— There were eight hundred forty-eight 
(848) cases reported; five hundred sixty-four (564) were 
cared for at the different hospitals in the city. There were 
one hundred seventeen (117) deaths. Mortality, 13.79 per 
cent. 

Tuberculosis. — There were one thousand five hundred 
sixty-three (1,563) cases reported. ‘There were one thousand 
one hundred ninety-four (1,194) deaths, six hundred five 
(605) of which had never been reported by any physician or 
institution. 

Ophthalmia. — There were sixteen cases reported. 

Cerebro-Spinal Meningitis:— There were one hundred 
sixty-two (162) cases reported and one hundred forty-two 
(142) deaths. Mortality, 87 per cent. 

During the past year, four hundred and seven persons died 
without a physician in attendance, and were reported to this 
office. In all these cases a personal visit was made, the body 
examined, and a probable diagnosis made before granting a 
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permit for burial. . Fifty cases were referred to the medical 
examiner for investigation.

The above table refers to animals arriving at the different 
stock-yards which were unable to walk to the abattoir because 
of injury during transportation, or from what was supposed 
to be a slight illness; these were shot at the stock-yards and 
carted to the abattoir in the ambulance. 

Of the above seventy-two animals, forty-two were found 
to be slightly injured, nine had fracture of a leg, nine were 
pregnant, eleven had septicemia, and one had pneumonia, 
the last twelve being condemned. 


ACTINOMYCOSIS. 


There were found at the abattoir during the past year 
twenty-four cases of actinomycosis, all of which showed only 
local lesions about the head, and in these cases the heads and 
tongues were condemned. 


TUBERCULOSIS.

Under the head of “ Cows from Eastern States” is included 
animals from all of the New England States. 

By comparing the above table with table under the head 
of “ Diseases found among animals after having been killed,”’ 
etc., it will be seen that only 93 of the 234 cases of tuber- 
culosis were condemned. ‘This means that 141 of these cases 
were slight, and not condemnable under the act passed by 
the Legislature of 1898. 


INSPECTION OF CATTLE. 


The inspection of cattle kept for the production of milk 
within the city limits has been continued as heretofore. All 
cattle that have, upon physical examination, shown any 
symptoms of tuberculosis, have been subjected to the tuber- 
culin test. Fifteen animals were found tuberculous, quaran- 
tined, and reported to the State Cattle Bureau as required 
by the Revised Laws. The barns occupied by these animals 
were disinfected by the Board of Health. 

The use of milk from all cows which upon examination 
showed any disease of the udder was prohibited. 


GLANDERS. 


There have been reported to the Board of Health by 
veterinarians during the past year 261 suspicious cases 
of glanders. Of these, 74 horses on examination were 
found to be affected with some non-contagious disease, and 
the remaining 187 with glanders. Eleven of these cases 
upon inquiry were found to have been owned and stabled 
outside of Boston, or had been stabled in Boston for so short 
a time that no doubt existed but that the animals were 
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infected with glanders before coming to Boston. The State 
Cattle Bureau was notified of such cases, that an investi- 
gation might be made by them. 

In addition to the above cases of glanders reported to this 
office, the Board of Health, by examining all animals in stables 
where a case of glanders has occurred, and also in many 
other stables, found twenty-one cases of glanders, or ten 
per cent. of the total number of cases, all of which would 
otherwise have remained in such stables a constant danger 
to the other animals for some time before being discovered 
by the owner.

All stables in which glanders occurred during the past year 
have been disinfected. 

For a number of years the Board of Health has had simi- 
lar arrangements, as in diphtheria, for the collection of 
specimens to be examined for glanders. Veterinarians hav- 
ing cases of doubtful character from which they desire a 
guinea pig test for glanders are encouraged by the -Board of 
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Health to take advantage of this opportunity and send a 
specimen of the suspected matter (as discharge from nose, an 
ulcer, or an abscess) to the Board of Health laboratory to be 
tested. Upon making a diagnosis a report will at once be 
made to the veterinarian sending the specimen. 

Veterinarians are also encouraged to use mallein as an aid 
to them in the diagnosis of glanders, and, for this reason, the 
Board of Health has, for some time, been ready to supply 
mallein. 


RABIES. 


Two cases of suspected rabies in dogs have been reported 
to the Board of Health during the past year. Both of these 
dogs, upon examination, were found not to be rabid.

REPORT OF MILK INSPECTOR.

To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending January 31, 1906:

A large proportion of the milk offered for sale in this city 
during the year just closed was of standard quality, and by 
comparison the number of cases entered in court for violation 
of the milk law was slightly less than during the year ending 
January, 1905. Infrequently there was trouble from a 
shortage of supply, and the fact that milk offered for sale 
during these dearth periods was procured from new sources 
and sections more remote than those from which the milk is 
ordinarily obtained. During these unusual intervals, in 
order to supply the demand, much of the milk is taken, with- 
out examination, directly from the cars to customers. At 
such times more trouble is experienced than when a full 
supply of milk is available under usual conditions. Much 
of the low grade milk found in shops is depreciated in 
quality by the careless or intentional skimming on the part 
of the storekeeper or of his clerks. Such removal of cream, 
either with or without motive, is inexcusable, but in order to 
bring this subject to the attention of dealers and prevent the 
sale of milk skimmed in this manner a notice was prepared 
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and mailed to each shopkeeper urging the employment of 
proper mixing methods so that each customer may receive 
his share of cream. 

The data obtained from dealers indicates that the quantity of 
milk arriving in this city daily by railroad amounts to 801,175 
quarts; there is also brought to this city each day by wagons 
from farms in nearby towns 38,140 quarts; and the 593 
cows in this city produce 5,533 quarts: total number of 
quarts per day, 345,448. Based upon these figures 87.18 
per cent. of the milk is brought to this city by railroad. 

There are 344 dealers licensed to sell milk from wagons, 
but many of these concerns use several wagons in their 
business; the number of shops registered for the sale of milk 
is 3,629. 

For many years milk for the Boston market has been 
transported and sold in cans having a capacity of 84 quarts. 
At the present time this unit with some firms is undergoing 
gradual change, especially for the purchase of milk from the 
farmer and transportation by rail, the old-style can being 
replaced by those holding 214 quarts, or two and one-half of 
the 84-quart cans. It is felt by those bringing about this 
innovation that this style of can may be returned to the 
farmer in a more satisfactory state than is possible with the 
84-quart can, also that the milk is received at the end of its 
journey in a better condition. These large cans are not 
employed about the city for the delivery of milk, but after 
being emptied of their contents are immediately washed and 
returned to the country. . 

The subject of unclean wagons has on several occasions 
presented itself forcibly and offensively. This state of 
affairs is usually due to the spilling of milk on the wagons, 
which in time, owing to natural changes, develops offensive 
and objectionable products. Such surroundings attending 
the delivery of milk are disgusting, and should have the 
effect of decreasing the business of every concern operating 
these filthy vehicles. In every instance these unsanitary fea: 
tures have been immediately brought to the attention of the 
owners of these wagons, and an immediate improvement has 
followed each warning. 

Stores are occasionally discovered where a total lack of 
attention to cleanly conditions exists. These shops are for 
the most part in the poorer localities, the business transacted 
is of small volume, and the customers poor and needful of 
the best surroundings for the handling of their milk supply. 
The remedy often necessary is revocation of the right to sell 
milk. Ordinarily this action produces the result desired, 
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and after it is apparent that the lesson of enforced cleanli- 
ness is learned, a new permit to engage in the sale of milk is 
eranted. This action usually brings about salutary results. 

Consumers pay tribute to custom in countenancing a stale 
milk supply. This custom may have been introduced in 
former years by milkmen, but whatever its source it is 
asserted that the public desires and insists upon having a 
layer of cream at the top of the milk when it is delivered. 
While this impression is true to a certain extent, it is not 
wholly supported by fact, as will be noted by the practice 
now in vogue for the colder months of the year. ‘To cater 
to this demand the milk is usually placed in bottles the day 
before delivery and held by the milkmen until the following 
morning. Thus the milk is left at houses from sixteen to 
twenty-four hours older than necessary. The time which 
elapses between the delivery of milk to families (during the 
early morning hours) and its being placed in the ice chest is a 
decided detriment to its keeping qualities, especially in 
summer, through increase of temperature which conduces to 
rapid multiplication of bacteria, and it is a condition which 
should be changed. During the winter months many milkmen, 
to avoid the inclement weather of the early morning, deliver 
their supply upon the day of its receipt. It thus reaches the 
consumer ten to twelve hours. earlier than when the morning | 
delivery is in vogue. This method has proven fairly satisfac- 
tory to consumers, even though the cream layer is less marked, 
and it is one which should be followed throughout the year. 

As aresult of the examination of samples of condensed 
milk a product shipped here from New York State was dis- 
covered which was preserved with formaldehyde. The dealer 
selling this milk obtained his supply in bulk and bottled itat 
his place of business in an adjoining city, later delivering it to 
customers. Complaint was entered in court, and after trial 
the defendant was convicted and fined $100, which he paid. 
The method by which the preservative found its way into 
this milk is unknown, but the examinations of subsequent 
samples of the same brand proved that a way was imme- 
diately discovered of keeping it out of the supply. 

The bacteriological examination of milk has been con- 
tinued with such success that not only has there been an 
improvement in the matter of cleaner milk, but the co-opera- 
tion of contractors and others has been enlisted in extending 
and enlarging the scope of this work. As a result of these 
inspections there were issued 712 warnings upon samples 
having an excessive number of bacteria, or containing pus, 
pus and streptococci, or streptococci. Of these warnings, 
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345 were issued to the contractors upon samples taken 
directly at the cars; through the contractors these warnings 
were forwarded to the producers. Subsequent examination 
of the milk of these dairies usually showed a decided change 
for the better in the quality of the product. The appended 
tables giving the result of these examinations are of interest 
in that they not only demonstrate the feasibility of procuring 
the milk of this city of such a quality that a large percent- 
age is well within the Board of Health standard of 500,000 
bacteria per cubic centimeter, but that the main difficulty 
with milk as it arrives here is due to a few dairies, where 
it is fair to assume that dirt or neglect prevail. The 
contractors’ table CI.) shows that 87.6 per cent. conformed 
to the required standard, and of this number 59.8 per cent. 
contained under 50,000 bacteria to each cubic centimeter. 
Only 12.4 per cent. were in excess of the requirement.

Table II. gives the result of the bacteriological examina- 
tion of the milk obtained from the different contracting 
firms. From this the varying quality of the milk which 
these concerns are bringing into this city is apparent. 
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By detecting these filthy dairies and either insisting upon 
an immediate change of methods or exclusion of their milk, 
the contractors can materially benefit the supply. 

The tables for wagon and store samples are also worthy of 
careful study, for they demonstrate conclusively the change 
wrought in the milk (as disclosed by the contractors’ table) 
by age and improper handling. Ordinarily the milk which 
arrives by train on the forenoon of one day is not distributed 
to customers, as previously noted, until the morning of the 
next day; meanwhile it has been poured into coolers (tanks 
for mixing to obtain a product of greater uniformity) and 
then placed in packages and stored until time for distribution 
to the trade. The 83-quart cans in which the wagon dealer 
obtains the milk from the contractor are usually refilled by 
the former from his cooler without washing and after standing 
about opened during the mixing process. In hot weather 
the small amount of milk remaining in these emptied cans is 
-often exposed to air and high temperature, conditions favor- 
‘able to bacterial growth. The probability of subsequent con- 
tamination of the large bulk of milk when these cans are 
refilled is excellent. Some of the other possible contributory 
causes to bacterial increase, in’addition to that just mentioned, 
and age, are exposure of milk to high temperature,-the use 
of mixing tanks, and containers not properly cleansed ; con- 
tamination by dirt and moisture from the outside of the 
large cans, while the latter are inverted to empty the contents 
into the cooler, and the manner of tasting the milk, which is 
deemed necessary by the trade. 

The milk examined under the head of wagon samples 
was not as old, in most instances, as that taken from stores, 
and it had less atmospheric exposure. The store milk is 
subject to the further possibility of contamination by pouring 
from can to can for mixing or from the use of a tank for 
purposes of dipping milk as sold. The lesson derived from 
the following tables is that the milk distributed by wagons 
has a smaller number of bacteria than that found in stores, 
justifying the deduction that bacterial growth is favored by 
age and much exposed handling. Of the wagon samples 
(Table III.) 54.4 per cent. were within the standard, while 
45.6 per cent. had an excessive number of bacteria, with 
only 18 per cent. under 50,900 bacteria per c.c.

With the older store milk (Table IV.) only 28.5 per cent. 
complied with the Board of Health regulation, and 71.5 
per cent. were in excess. Of this latter number it will be 
noted that the greater portion contained over 1,000,000 
bacteria. Furthermore only 4.9 per cent. were found with 
less than 50,000 bacteria to the cubic centimeter.

The samples taken at place of production (Table V.) were 
for the most part collected shortly after milking at stables in 
this city where cows were kept. Of these specimens 98.5 per 
cent. complied with the standard, and of this number 92.3 per 
cent. had under 50,000 bacteria to each cubic centimeter.

During the year it was deemed advisable, after repeated 
warnings, to institute action under this regulation, and in 
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all nine cases were entered in court, alleging excess of bac- 
teria. The defendants secured able counsel and appealed the 
cases from the lower court. Subsequently, in the Superior 
Court, the fines of $10 each, imposed by the lower courts, 
were paid. 

A source of trouble in winter, from the bacteriological 
standpoint, is the endeavor of farmers to prevent their milk 
from freezing, the night’s milk being kept at the farms, near 
a stove or some source of artificial heat. Some of the pro- 
ducers evidently use little judgment as to changeable atmos- 
pheric conditions, and, during the warmer periods of winter, 
to which this section of country is subject, continue this cus- 
tom of bacterial incubation ; in consequence of which some 
of this milk, on arrival in this city, has a greater number of 
bacteria than that of the same dairy in summer. ‘This is a 
matter easily remedied by care and attention to temperature 
conditions. 

An idea of the extensive existence of the infected milk 
may be gleaned from the appended table (VI.), which shows 
that of the 5,559 specimens subjected to bacteriological ex- 
amination 583, or 10.48 per cent., show the presence of pus, 
or pus and streptococci, or streptococci alone. Pus and 
streptococci are indications that the cows from which this. 
milk was obtained were gargety, and the large number of 
samples contaminated with pus and its accompanying organ- 
isms shows something of the lack of care ordinarily exercised 
in keeping milk from unhealthy stock from the market sup- 
ply. This condition is not conducive to either the health or 
appetite of consumers of milk thus infected. Such milk as 
food can only be contemplated with disgust, even if the pos- 
sible ill effects accompanying its use be eliminated. Its 
employment is detrimental to the public, and it should be 
rigidly excluded by the producer from the milk sent to mar- 
ket, Such has been the attitude of this Bureau in dealing 
with the problem. Upon ascertaining the existence of these 
abnormal conditions, the contractor was immediately notified 
not to allow the milk from this particular dairy to come to 
this city until it was free from the indications of disease. 
The contractors have rendered commendable aid, and pres- 
ent results indicate an improvement over former conditions. 
The latter months of 1905, as also January, 1906, show a 
decreased percentage of infected samples, and it is to be 
hoped the work of the future will disclose a more pro- 
nounced lessening of this objectionable contamination.

The question is often asked: ‘“ How is the producer to 
know that his milk is polluted?” He can at least be 
observant of the health of his stock and not send to market 
any milk drawn from animals whose condition is not beyond 
conjecture; and he should also exclude from the salable 
milk that of cows just prior to and after the calving period. 
The sale of such milk is specifically prohibited by the Board 
of Health regulation, section 4, article 1, providing that 
‘‘no milk shall be sold, offered for sale, or distributed in the 
city of Boston which was drawn from cows within fifteen 
days before or five days after parturition.” This subject was 
also considered by the Massachusetts Cattle Owners’ Asso- 
ciation at the meeting of January 50, at Gardner, Mass., the 
following vote being adopted: “The milk of a healthy cow 
should not be used for twenty days before calving nor for 
three to five days afterward.” At the same meeting the 
association also voted that “the milk of a diseased cow 
should not be used upon the farm or sent to market.” 
Before and after the calving period milk is subject to pus 
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contamination, and many of the specimens so reported during 
the year, it was subsequently learned, were obtained from 
cows approaching or subsequent to parturition. By closer 
attention to this subject producers may often prevent their 
milk being shut out of this market. The Bureau has been 
handicapped in investigating these contaminated milks by 
inability to ascertain the exact conditions existing at the 
farms from which the objectionable specimens came. In 
certain instances, however, it has been possible to obtain the 
desired information, which not only demonstrated the value 
of and the necessity for this work, but disclosed a state of 
affairs which, while interesting from the scientific stand- 
point, did not tend to increase the desire for this article of 
food. The following is a summary of some of these investi- 
gations of the different dairies (referred to by numbers), the 
milk of which contained either (a) pus, pus and streptococci 
or streptococci (6). 


1. ‘Two cows with pulmonary tuberculosis; both were subse- 
quently killed. One cow about to drop calf. 

2. One cow about to calve. 

3. Two gargety cows; one chronic. One five-teated cow 
giving milk from only two teats. 

4. Cows in poor physical condition; these were immediately 
sold. 

5. Herd subjected to tuberculin test; the cows responding 
being sold. 

6. Cow with hard udder. 

7. Cow with lumpy udder, thought to be due to calf leaving 
cow when the latter was in full milk. 

8. Cow with inflamed udder from having been hooked by 
another animal. 

9. One tuberculosis cow, which was killed. One cow with three 
teats. Subsequent to the exclusion of the milk from 
these cows the contractor learned that the milkmen whom 
he supplied had persistently refused upon the physical 
test of taste and smell to use this milk, but after its 
elimination the same dealers were buying the milk of this 
dairy with apparent satisfaction. 

10. Two hindquarters of the udder of one cow badly con- 
gested; apparently had been in this condition for some 
time. 

11. ‘Two cows responded to tuberculin test; they were killed. 

12. Trouble due to use of milk from a three-teated cow. 

13. Two dairymen refused to have their stock examined by a 
veterinarian. Their milk was not afterward allowed to 
come to this market. 


a. These findings in severel instances evidently denote mixed infection. 
os fe each case the objectionable milk was immediately excluded from this 
market. 
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14. Farmer reports one cow in a bad physical condition. 

15. Cow with a sore on one teat; producer claimed this milk 
was not being sent to this city. Two cows with con- 
oested udders. 

16. Gargety cow. Another cow which had recently calved. 

17. Dirty barn; cows caked with dried manure. One cow with 
a swollen udder. Producer had not complied with re- 
quests made at the last inspection by the contractor. 

18. ‘Two cows with inflamed udders; one giving bloody milk. 
Cows subjected to the tuberculin test, and some which 

’ denoted a positive reaction killed. 

19. Gargety cow. 

20. One cow nearly dry; another fresh from calf. 

21. Cow in poor physical condition. 

22. ‘** Rheumatic cow.” 

23. Gargety cow; general surroundings of this dairy such that 
none of the milk was allowed to come to this city. 

24. Cow with a swollen udder. 

25. Cow in poor physical condition since calving. The existing 
state of affairs was disgusting and apparent to observa- 
tion. 

26. Gargety cow. 

27. One cow with a high fever. One cow giving milk from one 
teat by means of a milk tube. 

28. Cow recently calved; another cow about to calve. 

29. Gargety cow with swollen udder. 

30. Cow with a section of the udder atrophied and discharging 
pus. 

31. Cow with a blind abscess. 

32. Cow with one teat obstructed; milk contains much pus. 

33. Cow with a large abscess on udder. 


To a large extent this information has been derived from 
contracting firms, and these have shown praiseworthy atten- 
tion in protecting the interests of the consumer from this: 
polluted milk by co-operating in keeping it from this city. 
These reports confirm the former statement that in many 
cases cited these findings could have been avoided by the 
producer through the exercise of ordinary care in observing 
the physical condition and surroundings of his stock and less 
to the quantity of milk shipped to market. 

The importance of low temperature to the milk supply in 
lessening bacterial growth cannot be overestimated, and 
although the maximum temperature permissable under the 
Board of Health regulation is 50° Fahrenheit, a still lower 
temperature is more conducive to the best results. The 
standard selected by the Board of Health literally means 
cold milk, and the colder the better. This subject of low 
temperature is one calling for conscientious application and 
liberal interpretation. Confining the actual working of the 
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regulation to the borders of this city, while to a degree bene- 
ficial, would at the same time fail to bring about that which 
is desired and intended. ‘To conform to the intent and at 
the same time achieve the full measure of benefit, milk 
should be cooled immediately at the farms after being drawn 
from the cow, and maintained constantly at a low tempera- 
ture until it reaches the consumer. Furthermore, it is a mis- 
taken idea with some producers to confine the use of ice to 
the warmer months of the year, as experience has demon- 
strated that during the high temperature periods of the 
spring, fall and winter, milk which has not been sufficiently 
cooled at the farm often arrives in this city in a worse con- 
dition than during the summer months when more eftort is 
usually made to have it cold. Milk should always be cooled 
as soon as it leaves the cow, and the cooling should not be 
governed by any other rule or restricted to a particular time 
of year. It is obvious that this also calls for a liberal use of 
ice, both during the transit and storage of milk. An earnest 
movement is already under way to bring about this state of 
affairs, one which should have the support of every raiser and 
dealer in milk. Although this means to both expense and 
trouble, there will be at the same time a gain from lessening 
the amount and consequent loss resulting from sour milk, 
and the accompanying satisfaction of giving the consumer a — 
better product. Much then, but not all, depends upon the 
farmer, not only in cooling the milk, but in absolute cleanli- 
ness, for he is responsible for its condition during the crucial 
period. Unless the milk leaves the farm cold and elean, itis 
impossible to subsequently repair the damage of omission 
and commission at the fountain head. 

A low temperature is an essential, but not the sole factor 
for a good milk supply. Cleanliness is likewise of impor- 
tance, and the production of milk free from dirt calls for 
much labor and constant watchfulness. This includes care 
as to the cleanliness of the cow at all times, and more 
especially prior to and at the milking hour: attention to her 
surroundings, such as providing ample and clean quarters, 
and a bountiful supply of light and ventilation, neatness on 
the part of the milkers, as well as the proper cleansing of all 
of the utensils used in handling of milk. 

A large number of warnings were issued to dealers for 
lack of proper attention to the icing of their milk, and in 
most instances of subsequent examinations more care in 
cooling the milk was noted. Occasionally, however, it was 
found that court proceedings were necessary to achieve the 
desired end, and in all ten such actions were brought. 
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The contracting firms are alive to the importance of a 
better milk supply, and the bacteriological work undertaken 
by this Bureau in 1904 has been the direct cause of five con- 
cerns establishing their own laboratories where examinations 
could be made of their milk supplies. This work is to be 
commended, and it cannot fail to be an important adjunct in 
bringing about better conditions. These companies report 
having made thousands of examinations between February 1, 
1905, and February 1, 1906. Such examinations are made 
upon samples either secured at the receiving stations in the 
country or as the milk arrives in this city. Whenever the 
results indicate unclean or abnormal conditions the farmer 
is notified of the result, and warned to make a change in 
methods. ‘These warnings are followed by later examina- 
tions, and unless improvement is noted the dairy is rejected. 
It is usually found by those firms pursuing the above course 
that these warnings and the accompaning helpful suggestions 
are followed by good results. 

The contractors are making efforts to arouse producers to 
the importance of this subject, to the end that the latter use 
more care as to the health of their stock and observance 
of the sanitary conditions under which milk is produced 
and handled. These endeavors are campaigns of enlighten- 
ment, and in detail include inspection of dairies, either 
personal or by paid agents. One concern makes these visits 
at least twice a year, and oftener where necessary to accom- 
plsh desired improvement. ‘These inspecting trips of the 
contractors are supplemented by the issuance, from time to 
time, of literature disseminating useful information as to the 
housing of cattle and to the proper ventilation of stables, 
the necessity of abundant hght and proper sanitary condi- 
tions, the desirability of cleanliness with cows, as well as the 
evil results from having a person with slovenly habits about 
a dairy, the liability of milk absorbing odors and prevention 
of such occurrences, reasons for the souring of milk, with 
directions for its proper cooling and lessening of the dirt 
content, the proper cleansing of utensils employed in handling 
milk; recommending generous supplies of ice, with plans for 
its proper storage; taking the temperature of the milk as 
delivered at the receiving stations by farmers, and issuing 
warnings to farmers who persist in sending milk insufficiently 
cooled; demanding that proper attention be given to the 
health of the stock, and that milk from unhealthy cattle be 
kept from the market supply, and inserting a clause into 
the contract with the farmer that the milk is to be of a 
standard required by the Boston Board of Health, and to

be cooled to a temperature of 50° Fahrenheit or lower 
within an hour of milking. 

Not all of these firms have taken the steps above outlined, 
but all of them have done something toward bettering former 
conditions surrounding the production and sale of milk. 

Three of the contracting companies have recently notified 
_their producers that after April 1, 1906, no milk will be 
received from farms not supplied with ice. Formerly all of 
the cleansing of cans used in conveying milk to this market 
was done in the country, the empty cans being returned to 
the farmer, and the latter was fortunate when it was only 
necessary for him to remove sour milk from them, as they 
were often retained at this end of the route until the milk 
drainings remaining in the cans were in a_ putrid: condition, 
and not infrequently the cans were employed as temporary 
containers of other substances than rightfully belonged in 
them. In any event the cleansing of these cans was tedious 
and annoying to the producer, and not many farms were 
properly equipped for the work. At the present time some 
of the contractors are cleansing a portion of the cans before 
they are returned to the farmer, and it is their intention to 
increase the number so washed, as soon as arrangements for 
bringing about this condition can be completed. 

But while a large share of the responsibility for the proper 
care of milk devolves upon the farmer and milkman, the 
householder also bas important obligations to assume in this 
direction, in order that the efforts of the two former may 
not be nullified. Neglect or carelessness on the part of the 
householder will quickly undo, and with special rapidity in 
warm weather, the benefits accruing from the procuring of 
milk under the most modern sanitary conditions. For the 
housekeeper, temperature should first be considered, as milk 
cannot be properly kept without ice, and the lowest possible 
temperature is preferable. Milk, under present methods of 
delivery in the summer, is usually left upon door steps at an 
early hour and there allowed to remain until breakfast time. 
During the interval from the leaving of the milk by the 
milkman and the serving of this meal, many hours may have 
elapsed, and in warm weather, even if the milk was of 
proper temperature when delivered, the conditions are right 
‘for a marked change in temperature, consequently it is of 
the greatest importance that it should be iced as soon after 
delivery as possible and that it be kept covered while in the 
refrigerator, especially if the latter is used for other food 
products. 

Although it may be repugnant to the esthetic sense, it is 
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preferable to serve milk and cream at the table from the con- 
tainer in which it is delivered. This obviates the common 
practice of pouring back into the bottle or can any unused 
portion of milk, lessens the exposure to air, and the conse- 
quences of pouring the milk into a pitcher or other vessel 
not properly cleansed. The custom of leaving milk uncoy- 
ered about the house exposed to the air of rooms is equally 
condemnable. Milk should not be thus exposed for a greater 
interval than is required for obtaining a supply for imme- 
diate use. Utensils used for milk are preferably cleansed by 
boiling water, and then turned mouth downward in a clean 
place and allowed to drain. 

By a careful observance of these suggestions disappoint- 
ments may be obviated, the quality of the householder’s milk 
supply enhanced, and some of the unnecessary blame now 
attributed to milk dealers avoided. 

There is a growing tendency among butter dealers to con- 
form more closely to the law regulating the sale of renovated 
butter in marked papers. The wrapping paper or bags used 
are commonly marked by the aid of rubber stamps, and these 
may occasionally have — even with the best of intentions — 
less than the desired amount of legibility. Caution should 
be exercised in this particular respect by those who sell this 
butter. 

The use of boron compounds, borax and boric acid, as pre- 
servatives of renovated butter has nearly ceased. As a mat- 
ter of fact more specimens of creamery butter were found to 
contain the above substance during the past year than the 
renovated variety. Complaints were entered against the va- 
rious offenders and fines were imposed in each case. In one 
instance the agent for a creamery in an adjoining State paid 
fines amounting to $200. During the year wholesale and 
commission dealers in butter in this city issued a circular let- 
ter to the large makers of butter throughout the country, 
notifying the latter of the nature of the law of this State gov- 
erning the subject. The result of the enforcement of this law 
and this notification has been that practically butters of all 
grades are coming to this market free from boron compounds. 

Several samples of butter were secured early in the year 
which appeared to contain more than the usual amount of 
water. The moisture was determined in these specimens 
and was found to be excessive, ranging from 22.57 per cent. 
to 53.10 per cent. These butters were all churned by the 
storekeepers who made the sales. Warning notices issued to 
the dealers were found to be efficient in bringing the amount 
of moisture within normal limits. ) 
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At present there are eleven dealers licensed to sell oleo- 

margarine in this city, and while this number is small, it is 
the largest registered in a similar period for several years. 
These places are handling uncolored oleomargarine. In 
most instances those dealing in this product have closely 
observed the legal regulations. 

An effectual effort was made during the year to stamp 
out the sale of cider vinegar containing added coloring mat- 
ter. At first this idea met with opposition on the part of 
vinegar dealers on the plea that the presence of these sub- 
stances could not be detected. This belief, however, was 
shown to be erroneous, with the result that these artificially 
colored goods are being driven from the market. Attention 
is now being devoted to that class of vinegar to which color 
is added, and bearing fanciful designations such as “ stand- 
ard,” “brown,” or “red” vinegar. These are white wine 
vinegars usually colored with caramel, but occasionally 
mixtures. of coal-tar dyes are employed.* This colored 
vinegar has, the, appearance of cider vinegar, which it is 
-designed to imitate, and for which it is often sold. The sale 
of this colored vinegar, either under the above. trade desig- 
nation or’ fraudulently for cider vinegar, is expressly pro- 
hibited by statute. Vinegars of any type must be free from 
artificial coloring matter. 

Many of-the vinegar prosecutions for the year were for the 
sale of thiscolored white vinegar as cider vinegar; other 
vinegar cases were for the sale of cider vinegar lacking the 
requisite acidity or residue, or of other kinds of vinegar for 
low acid strength. 

The following is a summary of the prosecutions made dur- 
ing the year:

Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending January 31, 1906: 

Licenses were granted to remove bones, grease, etc.: In 
February 2, April 79, May 4, June 5, July 1, September 1, 
October 1, N ovember ob and December 2. 

The renewals were: In February 71, March 76, May 81, 
June 80, July 74, August 82, September 84, October 82, 
November 84, December 82, January 80. Numbers were 
assigned to pedlers, in February 380, March 28, April 52, 
May 51, June 58, July 86, August 83, September 49, Octo- 
ber 47, November 44, December 40 and January 30. 

Vehicles inspected and numbers approved: March 376, 
April 403, May 424, June 457, July 450, August 464, | 
September 493, October 500, November 458, December 460, 
January 440. 

The vehicles and receptacles used by persons licensed by 
the Board of Health are in good condition. 

During the year 225 persons were found pedling without 
licenses, 105 needed city licenses, and 120 needed county 
licenses. After procuring their names and addresses they 
were notified to procure licenses at once or be subjected to 
complaint in court. By this means $5,040.40 was paid to 
the collector. In addition, 96 licenses were issued to collect 
erease and bones, for which no fee is charged. Nine hun- 
dred and forty-eight numbers were assigned for vehicles 
engaged in pedling in the streets of this city.

The entire expenditures for all departments of the Hospital 
during the fiscal year were $486,776.88. Of this amount 
$315,729.42 was expended upon the Hospital proper; $95,- 
996.49 on account of the South Department; $13,550.33 
on account of the nine Out-Patient Departments; $11,844.57 
on account of the Pathological Department; $4,001.05 on 
account of the X-Ray Laboratory and Photographic Depart- 
ment; $34,851.52 on account of the Relief Station ; $10,196.56 
for the Convalescent Home, and $606.94 on account of deter- 
mining the settlement of non-paying patients. 

From the amount expended for the Hospital proper, 
$315,729.42 (see Table No. 1 in Superintendent’s Report), 
there should be deducted the difference in the amount of 
stock on hand February 1, 1906, which was $7,155.49 more 
than on January 1, 1905. There should also be deducted’ 
#689 for printing the Medical and Surgical Reports, $360.97 
for card cataloguing clinical records, and $2,962.17 for finish- 
ing alterations in the Medical Out-Patient Department build- 
ing, making the total amount properly chargeable as the 
expenditures for maintenance of the main Hospital for the 
year, $304,561.79. This sum was expended for 21,948 weeks’ 
board of patients, but if we deduct the money collected for 
paying patients, interest of trust funds and other income, the 
net cost to the city per capita per week was $9.26. 

The report of the Superintendent, presented herewith, 
contains a more detailed statement of the year’s expenditures, 
various tables relating to patients admitted, and is accom- 
panied by the medical and surgical statistics and other 
information. These tables give in detail the number of 
patients treated in the various departments during the year, 
with classified statements of their diseases and results of 
treatment. 


PAYING PATIENTS. 


There has been collected on account of the care and treat- 
ment of patients of all classes the sum of $72,339.29. There 
was received from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for 
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the board of patients, $29,534.43; from various cities and 
towns, $10,526.87 ; collected at the Superintendent’s office 
on account of private room and ward paying patients, 
$29,843.96; for board of paying patients at the South 
Department, $2,032.57; for the board of patients at the 
Relief Station, $401.46. There has also been collected for 
the Hospital, by the Board of Health, for the care of infec- 
tious cases at the South Department, and paid to the City 
Collector, the additional sum of $26,730.85, making the total 
amount credited to the Hospital Department on account of 
paying patients, $99,070.14. This sum is $41,812.35 more 
than we received last year and $49,070.14 more than was 
estimated as our income for this year. This is due to several 
causes —a more rigid enforcement of the laws in regard to 
the settlement of non-residents, and collection of money for 
their board; less resistance on the part of cities and towns 
for the payment for board and attendance of patients at the 
South Department. There has been shown a more willing 
spirit on the part of ward patients to pay a moderate price 
rather than be classed as charity cases. 


OuT—PATIENT DEPARTMENTS. 


The total number of out-patients treated in the various 
out-patient services during the year was 38,650, as against 
387,608 during the previous year, and the number of visits 
made by patients was 124,633, as against 114,301. 

During the present year the new out-patient building has 
been completed and occupied. The description of this build- 
ing may be found in annual report for 1903-04, on pages 67 
and 68, together with prints of the building, both of the 
exterior and interior. | 

There has been a constant annual increase in the number 
of patients treated in the various out-patient departments. 

Ten years ago, in 1895-06, there were 17,740; the number 
treated during the present year was 88,650, which is an 
increase of more than 117 per cent. There are two most 
probable causes of this increase. First, the new buildings 
where this class of patients are treated afford very great 
advantages over the old buildings. The work of consulta- 
tion, examination and treatment is better and more suitably 
done; there is greater privacy by reason of increased number 
of rooms, and improved classification. Secondly, many per- 
sons amply able to pay a physician seek gratuitous advice 
and treatment. The abuse of medical charity is a long- 
existing evil and constitutes a common sociological problem 
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the world over. This Hospital being a public. hospital, sup- 
ported from the tax levy of the city, makes the problem an 
entirely different one from that of a private or incorporated 
hospital. Free treatment of persons fairly able to pay a 
small fee to a physician is the first step towards pauperism ; 
it is unfair in the expenditure of our appropriation, and an 
injustice to the physicians in private practice, especially the 
younger ones. Gratuitous and indiscriminate giving leads 
to excess; and perhaps too rigid restriction might be unfair 
to the worthy poor. 


THE X-RAY DEPARTMENT. 

The X-Ray Department, the ninth and last created out- 
patient department, has continued its unique work, and fills 
a place that nothing else could supply.

This department has treated about the same number of 
patients as last year. ‘Two additional assistants have been 
appointed to relieve the physician in charge of many details 
of the work. The department is now well supplied with 
machines and apparatus. It is, however, poorly “housed,” 
and a better location should be found when we have the next 
new building.

The expenditure upon this department has _ been 
$95,996.49. If from this is deducted the difference in the 
amount of the stock on hand at the beginning and close of 
the year, which was $1,439.08 more at the end of the year, — 
it would give $94,557.41. Deducting the expense of the 
reconstruction of the Gate Lodge, $6,906.85, would leave 
&87,651.06 as the cost of maintenance. This sum was 
expended upon 1,900 patients, and divided by 9,307 weeks’ 
board gives $9.41 as the per capita cost per week. The cost 
of subsistence supplies was $21,655.78; the total weeks’ 
board for an average of 282 persons was 14,723. This gives 
a weekly cost per person for uncooked food supplies of $1.47 
per week, or 21 cents per day. This very small average cost 
is explained by the fact that 80 per cent. of the patients are 
children. There will be found on pages 34 to 37 a detailed 
account of the expenditures of this department in the various 
subdivisions, which are kept on the same general plan as the 
Hospital proper. 

It is interesting to note that during the eleven years that 
this department has been in existence 25,149 patients have 
been received, all of whom were ill with infectious diseases. 

The year at the South Department has been uneventful, 
without any unusual occurrence. Year by year the public 
of all classes has come to know more definitely the advan- 
tages of isolation and special treatment for infectious dis- 
eases. Many of our best physicians now send their own

children here for treatment, and there are few forcible remov- 
als from the families of working people. 

The Gate Lodge at the entrance has been partly enlarged 
and reconstructed, giving a better entrance office, a larger 
number of examining rooms, and an attempt has been made 
to separate visitors from those infected and applying for 
examination and admission. The alterations have been 
accomplished so as not to mar the style of the elevation of 
the fagade. Areas have been constructed about a few of the 
dining-room windows, on the lower floor of the administra- 
tion building, and enlarged to give more light, thus aiding in 
the removal of dampness. 

The Trustees, having a just appreciation of the require- 
ments of this department, again call the attention of the 
Honorable City Council to the necessities of another building 
for the treatment of measles. Measles are always present in 
large cities; the disease is highly infectious, and is not, as is 
generally supposed, a trifling disorder. ‘To reject applicants 
spreads an infectious disease in the community. To admit 
patients with measles, without proper accommodations, 
endangers patients under treatment for other diseases, 
besides exposing measles cases to other infection. To con- 
tinue present arrangements is a positive wrong to the citi- 
zens, particularly the working class. Well-to-do citizens can 
easily keep their children at home. Servants in private 
families, hotels and similar places must be removed; the 
widowed mother cannot go out to work if her child will not 
be elsewhere received and cannot be provided for at the 
Hospital. One conclusion is inevitable, that to stamp out 
such an epidemic the city must provide suitable accommoda- 
tions by the erection of a special building. 

All the above arguments have in different ways been 
previously presented in these reports. The Trustees are 
compelled to repeat their appeal as long as present conditions 
remain, and thereby free themselves from all responsibility 
for existing deficiencies.

The Relief Station has been in commission four years. 
There has been an annual increase in the number of patients 
treated, and the number of first dressings this year has been 
29,390, against 28,078 during the previous year. ‘The history 
of this great emergency station amply justifies the expectation 
of the Trustees in providing the “relief” indicated by its 
title. 


CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The Convalescent Home has continued as usual, in its 
quiet and unostentatious way, to render the usual relief to 
women who could be discharged from the Hospital, but who 
were not strong enough to return to their daily work. 

The number of patients treated was 333, who received 
7,185 days’ treatment, at an average weekly cost of $10. 

An unusually large amount of repairs were made, at a 
cost of $1,000.91. 


PATHOLOGICAL LABORATORIES. 


The work of this important part of the Hospital Depart- 
ment has progressed satisfactorily this year. The following 
is a brief summary of a part of the work of this department 
during the year, as appears by its annual report.

During the year there have been several changes in the 
personnel of the Pathological Staff. The Pathological Depart- 
ment has been, in the largest sense, the maker of pathologists. 
Laboratory workers, after a training here, are immediately 
offered positions as teachers in medical schools, or other hos- 
pitals, to take charge of similar work, at three and four times 
the salaries paid here. During the year, the Second Assistant 
Visiting Pathologist and the First and Second Assistants in 
Pathology have received remunerating positions. 

In addition to the regularly appointed staff of seven, and 
four pathological house officers, there have been six special 
workers in pathology, bacteriology, ete. 

The report of this department for the year says: “Much 
the most valuable and useful addition to the laboratory 
equipment, during the past year, has been a complete Zeiss 
photomicrographic outfit of the latest design. Hitherto we 
were dependent on our more fortunate neighbors for all pho- 
tomicrographic illustrations of original work produced here. 
It is now in a position to make allof its own illustrations. 

“The year shows a decided advance in_ bacteriological 
work over previous years. 

“The technic is a great improvement over the past. 

‘Considerable research work has been carried on in the 
laboratories this year.”

TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The school has now completed its twenty-eighth year. 
The pupils number 149, and forty-seven have been graduated 
during the year. The course of study has been changed from 
two years to three years, in conformity with the prevailing 
practice of the leading and most progressive schools. Further 
statistics and information will be found in the report of the 
Superintendent. 


THE EAst Boston EMERGENCY STATION. 


The Trustees have given much attention to this problem. 
They have visited East Boston as a body, and several com- 
mittees of the Trustees have made numerous visits and 
inspected all the sites offered or proposed. A committee 
from the visiting staff, with the Trustees, have also visited 
the sites. They have also conferred with a large number of 
residents of East Boston, or with those familiar with the 
conditions of that district as affecting the needs of an 
Emergency Station. 

The Trustees have made recommendations to His Honor, 
Mayor Fitzgerald, and probably the matter will come toa 
speedy conclusion. 


THE LAMONT G. BURNHAM BUILDING. 


The question as to the exact form in which the bequest of 
the late Mr. Lamont G. Burnham, late a Trustee of the 
Hospital, should be carried out, has given the Trustees much 
thought and anxiety. The grounds of the main Hospital 
are already crowded, except the open space for tents on the 
medical side. To build upon the only vacant site on the 
surgical side would inevitably crowd the building, and the 
wards would be deprived of sunlight. 
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It has, however, been practically decided to construct this 
building upon the site of the present Ward T, a wooden 
building intended for temporary use. This building has 
long been a cause of much anxiety on account of the dangers 
from fire, being flimsily constructed of wood and highly 
combustible. 

The present plan is to raze the ward, and in its place erect 
a two-storied building, for two open wards, the first story for 
men and the second for women. The lower floor to be 
arranged for the X-Ray Department, both for out-patients 
and various uses connected with ward patients. For seven 
years this department has been badly placed in the basement 
of Ward A, and cannot be properly developed for want of 
room. It is proposed to construct a roof garden on the top 
of this building as a summer resort, and solariums for winter 
use, on each ward. The building will be made in harmony 
with the buildings erected during the past ten years, but will 
have features of a memorial character worthy of the donor. 


WARD P — FOR SURGICAL MEN. 


The Trustees, in previous annual reports, have called at- 
tention to the condition of Ward P, with special reference to 
the dangers incident from fire. This building was erected in 
1876 as a temporary structure, and was not intended to last 
more than ten years. The theory then was that a building 
became chocked with disease germs, and that it was better 
to build a cheap building and tear it down frequently than 
to build a more expensive one, with its assumed dangers for 
surgical practice. The building has now been in use twenty- 
nine years. It is of cheap construction, wooden, lathed and 
plastered on the inside, hollow wooden walls covered with 
corrugated iron on the outside. 

The Trustees have for a long time realized this danger. 
The building has been inspected by the Boston Board of Fire 
Underwriters, and Mr. F. E. Cabot, the Assistant Secretary, 
says: “I cannot avoid saying it seems to me that the liabil- 
ity to fire is great, in spite of the extreme care which is exer- 
cised throughout the whole Hospital, and I would also say 
that I do not see how this building could easily be destroyed 
by fire without damage to the surgical ward which immedi- 
ately adjoins it, and probably to the administration building 
and the kitchen, with which it communicates through the 
large basement corridor.” | 

As to loss of life: “If the number of patients who were 
present on last Friday is a fair sample of the conditions 
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usually prevailing, I can only say that it seems to me impos- 
sible that in case of fire they could be removed without seri- 
ous injury to the loss of life. I do not feel that it is reason- 
able to expect that these patients could be removed, many of 
whom had severe surgical injuries, without a great probability 
of the loss of life.” 

The building is satisfactory in its hygienic features, but 
the existing dangers in case of fire lead the Trustees to call 
attention to these conditions. No school-house, public hall 
or other public building would be tolerated in any city 
department that possessed the possibilities of loss of life 
existing in this ward. The Trustees therefore desire to place 
themselves upon record, and to recommend that this building 
be removed and in its place a fireproof structure erected. 


GIFTS AND PERSONAL ASSISTANCE. 


During the year the Trustees have received the following 
appropriations, legacies and gifts: 

On July 26, 1905, the City Council, with the approval of 
the Mayor, made a special appropriation of $30,000 for the 
establishment of an emergency station in Kast Boston. They 
have also received from the executors of the estate of the late 
Ann E. Taggard, of East Boston, a bequest of $11,465.35. 
The condition of this bequest reads: “for establishing and 
maintaining an emergency hospital in East Boston.” These 
two sums make available for the East Boston Emergency 
Station the sum of $41,465. 

The Trustees gratefully acknowledge the gift of a former 
house officer, Dr. Charles G. Weld, of 222 surgical scalpels, 
manufactured by Luer, in Paris. 

A very valuable addition to the Hospital equipment 
appears in the following, taken from the Trustees’ records 
of October 25, 1905: 


The undersigned, daughters, sons and sons-in-law of the late 
Mrs. A. Shuman, with the desire to perpetuate her memory and 
her unflagging interest in everything pertaining not only to the 
welfare of the Boston City Hospital during her life, but to the 
relief of all those who suffer or are in need, hereby present to 
the Trustees the following: 

First, Twenty mahogany bookcases, to be placed in the various 
wards of the Hospital, that will contain about sixty books to a 
case, each case to bear the following carved inscription: ‘‘Hettie 
Lang Shuman Memorial Library.” 

Second, Books suited to the interest of the average patient suf- 
ficient to fill these bookcases, as an initial gift. 
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Third, A suitably engraved book plate to be placed in each 
book. | 

Fourth, The sum of two thousand (2,000) dollars in money, 
which shall be deposited with the City Treasurer of the City of 
Boston and invested according to the ordinances of the city, to 
constitute a special fund, to be known as the ‘ Hettie Lang 
Shuman Memorial Library Fund,’’ the interest of which shall be 
annually expended in perpetuity by the Trustees for new books 
for the use of Hospital patients and for the replacing of volumes 
that have become either damaged, lost or destroyed. 

In presenting these gifts, the undersigned desire to assure the 
Trustees of their sincere and enduring interest in everything per- 
taining to the welfare of the Hospital; not only by reason of the 
long and intimate relations of their father to its management, but 
also with a full appreciation of the splendid work that is done for 
the sick poor of the City of Boston. 

By the establishment of this fund we desire to help on the good 
work in a manner that will come in close touch with as many 
patients as possible, as well as to perpetuate the memory and the 
ever helpful spirit of our dear mother. 


The Trustees acknowledge gifts of portraits of the follow- 
ing-named gentlemen, now deceased, who were formerly con- 
nected with the Hospital. These portraits were contributed 
by the families of the deceased: Augustus A. Gould, M.D., 
Consulting Physician and Surgeon; J. Baxter Upham, M.D., 
Consulting Physician and Surgeon; William C. B. Fifield, 
M.D., Consulting Physician and Surgeon; Benjamin Cush- 
ing, M.D., Consulting Physician and Surgeon; James H. 
Denny, M.D., Visiting Physician; Duncan M. Thaxter, Jr., 
M.D., Visiting Surgeon; and Alexander D. Sinclair, M.D., 
Consulting Physician and Surgeon. The Trustees are happy 
to say that they are now in possession of thirty-four por- 
traits of former members of the Medical and Surgical Staff, 
nearly all of whom have passed away. 

The Trustees are happy to extend their grateful thanks to 
the many friends of the Hospital who have contributed to 
the welfare and comfort of the patients. Throughout the 
year the Hospital has received, from many persons, gifts of 
books, reading matter, toys for children, clothing and under- 
wear for poor patients, and innumerable baskets of flowers. 

Various organizations, such as the Boston Young Men’s 
Christian Union, the City Missionary Society, the Episcopal 
City Mission, the Easter Flower Mission and other organiza- 
tions, have continued their interest in the patients. During 
the entire year groups of singers have visited the Hospital 
on Sunday afternoons, and especially on Christmas and 
Easter. Sunday afternoon is probably the longest half day 
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that the patients have while in the Hospital. The Trustees 
are grateful for the contributions given by the above organi- 
zations and by friends too numerous to mention, who have 
continued their pleasant ministrations, biereby helping to 
relieve the tedium of the patients.

Resolved: That this tribute to his memory be a chronicle of 
the deeds of a wise, sagacious and honored Chief Magistrate, a 
man with a high ideal of civic life, respected alike by both the 
city and nation, whose good works will ever be a lasting monu- 
ment to his memory. 

Resolved: That a copy of these resolutions, after they have 
been engrossed on the books of The Boston City Hospital, be 
transmitted to the family of the deceased in their great affliction, 
with the deep sympathy of the Trustees, who will attend the 


funeral in a body.

The tables of disbursements in this report show the expen- 
ditures of the Hospital Department during the fiscal year, 
February 1, 1905, to January 31, 1906, inclusive. Table No. 
1 shows the disbursements, by departments, according to the 
general subdivisions, and includes statistics of the depart- 
ments, divided into the Hospital proper, Out-Patient Depart- 
ments, Pathological Department, X-Ray Laboratory and 
Photographic Department, Settlement Account, South 
Department, Relief Station and Convalescent Home. Table 
No. 2 shows the disbursements for the year in the same 
departments, itemizing the various subdivisions, and includes, 
for all practical purposes, the quantity, cost and average price 
paid for the various items. 

The total expenditures during the fiscal year for the 
Hospital Department, in its various branches, have been 
$486,776.88, and the disbursements have been made as 
follows:

The main Hospital has four subdivisions, the Hospital 
proper, Out-Patient Departments, the Pathological Depart- 
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ment and the X-Ray Laboratory. In computing the pro rata 
cost per patient, per week, the cost of the Pathological 
Department is included in that of the Hospital, and for 
, executive reasons is tabulated separately, in order to show 
the cost of running that department. The expenditures for 
the South Department for infectious diseases and the Con- 
valescent Home are kept in separate tables. 

The expenditures upon the Hospital proper were for the 
care of 9,109 patients in the wards for 155,606 days’ or 
21,943 weeks’ board, which makes an average weekly cost of 
$13.87, or a daily cost of $1.98 for patients of all classes. 
The net cost per patient, per week, to the city was $9.26. 
The cost of uncooked food supplies for all persons, including 
patients and the entire household at the Hospital proper, 
was $91,108.90. The average number of patients was 421; 
of officers and employees, including house and nursing staff, 
395, or a total daily average of 816 persons. ‘The number of 
weeks’ board for all persons was 42,573, and the weekly cost 
per person, for uncooked food supplies, was $2.14, or 30 cents 
per day. 

The maximum number of patients, in the Hospital on any 
one day, was 545, as against 491 in the previous year. The 
minimum number was 334, in comparison with 368 for the 
previous year. ‘The daily average during the year was 421, 
and the average length of stay was 16-8, days. 

There have been treated in the various Out-Patient 
Departments 38,650 patients, at a cost of $13,550.33. 
Other statistics, found elsewhere, include the number of out- 
patients, number of their visits, rate of mortality, work of 
ambulances, census of days’ board for all persons, and the 
nativity of patients admitted and physical condition of 
patients when discharged. 

The total number of deaths from February 1, 1905, to 
January 31, 1906, was 1,012. This does not include the 
statistics of the South Department, but only the main 
Hospital.

within 48 hours of admission (387) were 38 per cent. of 
the whole number of deaths, 1,012. 

During the year 9,109 patients were treated in the wards, 
38,650 as out-patients, 333 at the Convalescent Home, 1,900 
at the South Department; and at the Relief Station, 913 
were treated in the wards, and 29,390 as out-patients —a 
total of 80,295 who have recived the benefits of the Hospital 
in all departments. 

During the year 11,463 persons applied for admission. 
Of this number 8,643 were admitted and 2,820 were rejected, 
the latter being 614 less than last year. The number 
rejected was 24 per cent. of all persons applying, and the 
causes of rejection appear in the table of applicants not 
admitted, on page 21. Of the number applying, 1,084 either 
changed their minds or were admitted later; of these, 482 
were received within three days after application and 127 
admitted still later. There were 13 applicants rejected for 
want of vacant beds, but of these, 7 were admitted later. 
There were 695 of these applicants who could be treated 
more properly in the various Out-Patient Services, without 
the additional cost of receiving them in the wards. Admis- 
sion was denied to 267 for lack of information that they 
were suitable cases, but 86 were admitted later; and 150 
were rejected as apparently incurable, or unsuitable for treat- 
ment here. Various other causes of rejection appear in the 
tabulated form on page 21. 

The total expenditures in the Hospital Department have 
been $486,776.88, but the net cost to the city for maintaining 
the Hospital proper was only $201,340.25. 

South Department. — The total expenditure for the South 
Department was $95,996.49, against $90,062.97 for the 
previous year; and allowing for the difference in stock at 
the beginning and close of the year, and deducting the extra- 
ordinary expense for alterations in Gate Lodge, $6,906.36, 
the sum of $87,651.06 represents the cost of maintenance 
for the fiscal year. The per capita weekly cost at the South 
Department was $9.41. 

Out-Patrient Services. — The expenditure in the various 
Out-Patient Services was $13,550.33. 

Convalescent Home.— The cost of maintenance for the 
Convalescent Home was $10,196.56. The daily average 
was 19.5, patients, and the average weekly cost $10.

The deductions from the above statistical table show that 
the number of applicants at the main Hospital was less than 
for any of the seven preceding years ; the number of patients 
treated in the wards was, with one exception, larger than any 
previous year; the number of patients in the nine Out-patient 
Departments (88,650), and the number of visits (124,633), 
were larger than any year in the history of the Hospital ; 
and the number of accident cases (29,390) treated at the 
Relief Station was larger than any year since it was opened. 
The total number of persons who received treatment in all 
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departments was 80,295. ‘The average stay, in days, in the 
wards of the main Hospital was 16.86, lower than any pre- 
vious year, and less than a large majority of the large 
hospitals in the country. 

The increase of patients treated at the Relief Station has 
lessened to an appreciable degree the number of similar 
cases at the main Hospital: for example, in 1897, 1,991 acci- 
dents were admitted ; last year, only 738. 

The number of applicants rejected was less than any of the 
previous ten years ; in fact, only six (6) were finally rejected, 
solely for lack of beds. 

Tables on pages 22 and 27 show that 6,651 patients have 
been transported by ambulances, wagonettes, etc., during the 
year. This service is one of the most valuable and humane 
in the Hospital work. 

The total expenditure on repairs of all kinds, for the main 
Hospital, was $20,268.21; for the Out-Patient Departments, 
$402.15; for the Pathological Department, $220.64; for 
the South Department, $7,524.37 ; for the Relief Station, 
$1,006.52; and for the Convalescent Home, $1,224.02. 

_ The depreciation of the buildings, on the exterior and inte- 
rior, has required somewhat more than the ordinary expen- 
ditures, which are above tabulated. 

The heating, power and lighting plant is aconstant source 
of outlay in many directions. The extensive equipment of 
a 1,200-horse-power plant, distributing heat, light and power 
among thirty-two buildings, is expensive. The Hospital stor- 
age cool refrigerators were entirely renewed, interiorly, and 
reconstructed upon improved lines. This was one of several 
places where a new kind of plastic floor is undergoing a 
severe test. 

To prevent accidents to delirious patients, which occasion- 
ally occur in nearly all hospitals, iron grilles of tasteful design 
have been placed on all the wards or rooms used by patients. 
This has greatly relieved the nurses and other responsible 
employees from much anxiety, and no doubt has helped in 
preventing calamities. 

The lavatories, toilets and bath-rooms of Wards B, C and 
D, which were nearing completion at the close of last year, 
have been finished, modernizing these oldest wards to meet 
all the best standards of sanitary construction. Plumb- 
ing has been renewed in many places; additional sinks sup- 
plied; baths and similar work have been renewed where 
needed. 

The administration building, both outside and_ inside, 
Ward T, mortuary chapel, mortuary, ambulance station and 
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dynamo room, have been repainted. Many rooms. corridors, 
offices, chambers, have also been repainted. ‘The Hospital, 
as a whole, was never in better condition in this respect. 
The roofs, gutters and drains annually require a large outlay. 
A large amount of old work has been renewed, which is 
important in usefulness, and to keep up to proper standards, 
but does not need enumerating. 

At the South Department, important additions in the 
reconstruction of the Gate Lodge supply additional examin- 
ing room and enlargement of the offices. Much of the inte- 
rior of the administration building, and the Nurses’ Homes, 
East and West, have been repainted. A new mammoth steam 
mangle in the laundry has given better facilities for that 
Service. 

The statistics of the Convalescent Home, which has just 
completed its fifteenth year, are as follows:

The Training School has graduated 47 nurses during the 
year, making a total of 871 since it was organized. Thir- 
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teen nurses have also completed the third-year course and 
received the cum laude diploma, making a total of 79 third- 
year nurses.

The Superintendent and her assistants have given 205 
class recitations at the Hospital proper, and 125 at the South 
Department, making a total of 330 during the year. The 
school has received 88 lectures on Friday afternoons from 
members of the Medical and Surgical Staff and others. In 
the month of March there were five lectures on sociological 
topics to the third-year nurses and the undergraduates, as 
follows: Mrs. Frances B. Hornbrooke, ‘“‘ The Preservation of 
Song and Plumage Birds”; Mrs. George L. Perin, “ Day 
Nurseries for Children”; Mrs. Herbert B. Howard, “ How ' 
Massachusetts Takes Care of Its Defective Children”; Jef- 
frey R. Bracket, Ph.D., “School for Social Workers ” ; 
Edward O. Otis, M.D., “The World’s Crusade Against 
Tuberculosis.” The Training Schoolis very grateful and 
much indebted to these speakers, as well as to members of 
the Medical and Surgical Staff, who have unselfishly given 
much time and valuable service to these purposes. 

Mrs. Boland-Pequignot continues instructor in cooking, 
and during the year has given three lectures to the entire 
school, on foods and dietetics, and thirty-eight practical 
lessons to second-year nurses in sections of ten. 

The course in massage has been conducted as formerly by 
Mrs. Gulli J. Callowhill, who has given eighty lessons, to 
sections of four pupils. 

The course of training until this year has been two years 
and an optional third year. This method has not been 
entirely successful. ‘This year the system has been changed, 
so that the course will be an obligatory term of three years. 
The school is now in a transition period, and while undergo- 
ing this change it is hardly possible to formulate a fixed cur- 
riculum for the whole period. The training is now preceded 
by a preparatory school of three months which eventually 
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may be increased to four months. All probationers are 
assigned to a teacher who has special charge of their study, 
work and drili, The majority of their time is given to study, 
class work and practice. They are sent to the wards to 
learn simple details, such as care of ward linen, the routine 
ward work, feeding feeble patients, and other minor practical 
work. | 

A room has_ been installed with desks and chairs, black- 
boards, charts, etc., lke an ordinary school room. The 
hours there are obligatory and under supervision, which is a 
great improvement over the former irregular, unmethodical 
way of study in a nurse’s own room. 

A practice room has been arranged in the old dining-room 
of the nurses’ home, equipped with ward beds, bedding, all 
kinds of linen, utensils, medicine closet, where pupils are 
trained in the manipulations of actual service. A _ special 
course in domestic science is given. In these two rooms 
they obtain much teaching and drill, reinforced by actual 
practice in the wards, but they are not entrusted with the 
care of patients. An additional assistant has been employed 
to take special charge of this work, whose title is “ teacher 
of the preparatory class.” 

Many of the difficulties of the two years’ course will dis- 
appear, an important one is lessening the constant change 
of nurses from ward to ward and station to station, in order 
to give them as proper and as complete a training as possi- 
ble. They will now have more training and for longer 
periods, which will give greater continuity to the routine of 
work, and benefit the patients by better care and nursing. 

Nurses will receive eight months of medical training, eight 
months of surgical training, four months of gynecological 
work, six months at the South Department for infectious 
cases, four months at a maternity hospital, and for the remain- 
ing time they will be assigned to work in the operating-room, 
out-patient department, emergency training at the Relief 
Station, and other special work. During the last six months 
of the third year it is proposed to offer elective courses, 
whereby nurses may, as far as practicable, choose special train- 
ing in the branches they prefer, the same as in a college 
course. 

In most respects the general scheme will be like that of 
other leading schools having a three years’ course, improving 
it as far as possible, with adaptations to our special conditions 
and requirements. 

Those studies directly related to anatomy, physiology, 
surgery and materia medica will be given by members of the 
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visiting staff; the theory and art of nursing, by the superin- 
tendent of nurses, her assistants, head nurses and others. 
The special lectures will be given by the staff, as formerly. 

Samuel G. Underhill, M.D., First Executive Assistant, 
resigned December 13, 1905, and Appleton W. Smith, M.D., 
was promoted to fill the vacancy. Ernest L. Parker, M.D., 
substituted as Second Executive Assistant during vacations, 
from August 28, through November 18, 1906, and again, on 
account of a vacancy, from December 20, 1905, to January 
7, 1906. Thomas N. Stone, M.D., was Acting Executive 
Assistant from January 25, 1906. 

Miss Emma M. Nichols, First Assistant Superintendent of 
Nurses, was transferred to the Relief Station as Matron on 
April 14, 1905, and Miss Frances E. Morley, Night Super- — 
visor of Nurses, was promoted to fill the vacancy. Miss 
Elizabeth G. Mason, Head Nurse, was appointed Night 
Supervisor of Nurses at the same time. Miss Alice C. Berce, 
Second Assistant Superintendent of Nurses, resigned 
September 14, 1905, and Mrs. Anna E. E. Rothrock, third- 
year pupil nurse, substituted as Second Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Nurses. The position of teacher of the prepara- 
tory class was created, and Miss Charlotte A. Brown of the 
class of 1894 was appointed to the position December 21, 1905. 

At the Relief Station, John S$. Waterman, M.D., Resident 
Surgeon, resigned March 31,1905. Frederick S. Williams, 
M.D., was appointed to the position April 1 and left July 
31,1905. Loring B. Packard, M.D., was appointed Resident 
Surgeon, July 18, 1905, and William Stickney, M.D., was 
also appointed Resident Surgeon, August 1, 1905. Stuart 
V. R. Hooker, M.D., Resident Surgeon, resigned August 31, 
1905. Miss Inez C. Lord, Matron, resigned April 15, 1905, 
to take a position elsewhere.

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HOUSE RULES. 


WITH RULES FOR ADMISSION, GOVERNMENT AND DIS— 
CHARGE OF PATIENTS; ALSO RULES FOR VISITORS. 


HovusE RULES. 


The doors and gates of the Hospital will be closed at 10 
o’clock in the evening, at which time all inmates shall be 
quiet and all not on duty shall be in their rooms, unless other- 
wise specifically permitted. 

All officers, nurses and employés of the Hospital, when 
going and coming to and from the Hospital, shall enter and 
go out by the Entrance Office, and by no other entrance. 
Such officers and employés as are required shall use the time 
register and method of booking that the Hospital rules 
require. 

A record shall be kept of all persons entering the Hospital 
between the hours of 10 o'clock in the evening and 7.30 
o’clock in the morning. 

No employé shall be absent from the Hospital except when 
permitted by special rules or by the Superintendent. 

No officer, nurse, orderly or other employé shall directly 
or indirectly receive money or other gifts from or in behalf 
of patients, except with the approval of the Superintendent. 

The use of tobacco, wine and intoxicating liquors is pro- 
hibited within the Hospital, unless prescribed by the Physi- 
cians or Surgeons. . 

All profane and improper language, loud talking and inci- 
vility are prohibited. 

All employés shall observe such further rules and direc- 
tions for their conduct as may from time to time be estab- 
lished. 


ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


Applications for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week, Sunday excepted, between 
9 o’clock A.M. and 6 o’clock P.M. 

Whenever able, a patient shall apply in person for admis- 
sion; when not able to apply in person a patient may be 
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admitted on application made in his behalf, or upon visit at 
his residence by the admitting Physician. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

Patients may be admitted to the privileges of the Hospital 
at such rates of board as the Trustees may, from time to time, 
by vote determine; payment for such board being secured by 
the friends of the patients or by the authorities of the cities 
or towns to which the patients belong. 

Whenever in the opinion of the Trustees the circum- 
stances of the patient will warrant it the whole or a part of 
the board shall be paid. If separate apartments, or articles 
not usually furnished at the Hospital, are provided, such 
payment shall be made therefor as the Trustees shall deem 
reasonable. 

No person having acute venereal disease or alcoholism shall 
be admitted except as a paying patient. 

No person shall be admitted to the Hospital whose case is 
judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent symptoms 
which are deemed capable of being relieved. 


GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all the rules of the 
Hospital. 

Patients shall be in their proper places in the wards during 
the visits of the Physicians and Surgeons, and always before 
7.30 o’clock in the evening, unless specially excused by the 
Superintendent. 

Such free patients as are able shall assist in nursing, and 
perform such other services as may be reasonably required of 
them. 

No patients shall leave the Hospital grounds without a pass 
from the Superintendent, nor leave his ward without the 
consent of the nurse in charge. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause to be purchased for him, 
any article of food whatsoever, or any other article, without 
the consent of the Superintendent. 

Profane and obscene language, loud talking and incivility 
are prohibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selec- 
tion, and any wish for the performance of a particular relig- 
ious rite shall be granted when practicable. 

Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made to the 
Superintendent, and whenever requested shall be by him 
reported to the Trustees. 
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DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent. 

Patients discharged on the recommendation of the Visiting 
Physicians or Surgeons shall be provided with a certificate, 
stating their condition at the time of discharge, whether 
cured, relieved or not relieved, which certificate shall be 
signed by the Superintendent. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the Hospital without 
the approval of the Superintendent, a written statement to 
that effect shall be required from any person assuming the 
responsibility of the removal. 


VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises except on 
business, or at such times as may be fixed for the reception of 
visitors, without the permission of the Superintendent, or of 
some one of the Trustees. 

Daily, including Sunday, from 2 to 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon, friends may be permitted to visit patients, though no 
patient shall receive more than two visitors at this hour; on 
week days from 6 to 6.80 P.M., one visitor may be allowed 
to each patient. In all cases, however, the Trustees and 
Superintendent may exercise discretionary powers as to 
excluding or admitting visitors. 

When visitors are admitted outside of the regular visiting 
hours they shall not be permitted to remain more than _ half 
an hour, except a special permission to remain for further 
time is granted. 

All visitors shall leave the Hospital when the bell rings at 
the expiration of the visiting hour. 

No visitor shall take any meal in the Hospital, or pass the 
night therein, without permission of the Superintendent or 
one of the Trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to a patient shall be left at the Entrance 
Office. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE SOUTH DEPARTMENT. 


The department of The Boston City Hospital located on 
the westerly side of Massachusetts avenue shall be desig- 
nated as the South Department of The Boston City Hospital. 
It shall receive patients who require treatment for diphtheria 
and scarlet fever, and for other infectious diseases as may be 
determined from time to time by the Trustees. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Trustees, have the general control and manage- 
ment of this department, in the same manner as of other 
departments of the Hospital. 

The Rules of the Hospital shall, so den as applicable, and 
except as hereinafter provided, apply to the various officers 
and employés and to the conduct and management of this 
department. | 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE RELIEF STATION. 


The Boston City Hospital Relief Station is established 
not as a Hospital, but as a department of The Boston City 
Hospital for temporary relief, and the rules and methods 
prevailing now in the Hospital shall, so far as applicable, 
and not inconsistent with special rules, apply to the Relief 
Station. 

The Station shall afford temporary relief in all classes of 
accident and disease. It shall be open at all hours for 
patients requiring treatment or attention. Patients requiring 
ward treatment, whether received at the Station or taken up 
in ambulances, shall, so far as consistent with their welfare, 
be forthwith transferred or carried to the Hospital for ex- 
tended treatment, but ward accommodations shall be afforded 
patients whose condition is such that they cannot properly 
be transferred. Patients may, however, if itis deemed desira- 
ble, be transferred by the ambulances to other hospitals or 
to their homes. First treatment may be afforded at the 
Station, although the applicants are not such as require ward 
treatment. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall have the general 
administration, management and control of the Station, the 
same as of other departments of the Hospital. 

The Superintendent shall, from time to time, as may be 
necessary, nominate for confirmation by the Trustees, a 
Resident Surgeon and one or more Assistant Resident 
Surgeons, and shall appoint and employ or detail for service 
in this department, subject to the approval of the Trustees 
or of the proper Committee, a Matron, a Supervisor, nurses, 
orderlies and such other minor employés as may be required 
for the proper conduct of the Station, who shall be subject to 
his supervision. 

The various officers and employés of the Station shall 
perform such duties, other than those specified, as may be 
required by the Trustees or the Superintendent, according to . 
the nature of their respective duties. The Resident Surgeons, 
the Matron, Supervisor and such other officers as may be so 
required shall reside at the Station. 
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AMBULANCE SERVICE. 


The ambulance service of the Station shall be under the 
direct control of the Resident Surgeon, and shall co-operate 
with that of the Hospital, with which it shall form one gen- 
eral system. Ambulances shall, in response to calls, be 
despatched from the Station or the Hospital, as the exigency 
may require. The utmost despatch shall be exercised in the 
ambulance service, so far as is consistent with a regard for 
the welfare of the patient and the interests of the public. 

Ambulances shall in general be sent from the Station or 
the Hospital at least upon a general alarm to all fires occur- 
ring in the city proper, and in such further districts as may 
be determined upon. 

An ambulance shall be held during the hours of the day 
in complete readiness to make immediate response to calls, 
and shall be kept in condition to make prompt response to 
calls at any time of the night. 

A House Officer shall accompany the ambulance, shall 
direct its course and shall have direction of the care and 
treatment of the patient until received at his destination. 

The Foreman of the ambulance service at the Hospital 
Station shall visit and inspect the Ambulance Department 
of the Station from time to time, but the immediate carrying 
out of directions shall be under the Assistant Foreman at 
the Station. 


PATIENTS. 


Alcoholic and insane patients shall not be received unless 
there is surgical or medical complication making Hospital 
treatment absolutely necessary. 

No patient, after being admitted to the wards, shall leave 
the Station until his discharge, without a pass from the proper 
officer, nor shall he visit other parts of the Station without 
permission. 

Ward patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent 
or Resident Surgeon. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The department of The Boston City Hospital, located on 
Dorchester avenue, in Dorchester, shall be known as the 
Convalescent Home, and shall receive such patients recover- 
ing from acute diseases as shall be transferred to it from the 
main Hospital for treatment during convalescence. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Trustees, have the control and management of the 
Convalescent Home, in the same manner as of other depart- 
ments of the Hospital. 

The Superintendent shall appoint, subject to the approval of 
the Trustees, a Matron, and shall employ, under their direc- 
tion, such further assistants as may be necessary for the proper 
conduct and service of the Home. 

The Matron, under the direction of the Superintendent, shall 
have the immediate charge of the Home, and the control of 
all nurses and other employés and patients. She shall reside’ 
at the Home. 


VISITORS. 


Friends may be permitted to visit patients on week days, 
between 3 and 4 o’clock in the afternoon. In all cases the 
Trustees, Superintendent and Matron may exercise discre- 
tionary powers as to excluding or admitting visitors. 

Visitors shall leave the Home and grounds at the expira- 
tion of the visiting hour, and shall visit no part of the Home 
or grounds other than the reception-room, except by permis- 
sion from proper authority. 

No person shall give any article of food or drink to a 
patient, unless by permission of the Matron.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


INSANE HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1905-1906. 


Boston, February 1, 1906. 


Hon. JoHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— The Trustees of the Boston Insane Hospital here- 
with respectfully submit their report for the year ended 
January 31, 1906. 

The total number of patients cared for by the Trustees 
of the Boston Insane Hospital is now 692, of whom 297 
are men and 395 women. The number a year ago was 
671, and the principal increase for the year has been at the 
women’s department, where the erection of three new 
buildings, which were opened in September, 1904, afforded 
facilities for taking care of an additional number of women 
patients. While the maximum capacity of the men’s de- 
partment is rated at 280, the number of patients there now 
exceeds that by seventeen, and the crowding which has been 
necessary in these buildings has obliged the trustees to send 
away a considerable number of patients to State insane 
hospitals. Inasmuch as all those who are now in the men’s 
department are frequently visited by their friends, the 
sending away of patients entails a hardship, and as a greater 
number must constantly be transferred to State institutions 
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as the Boston commitments increase, the hardship will 
affect a constantly increasing number of people. 

It is evident, therefore, that additional room is needed at 
the men’s department. The city now uses, under lease, a 
tract of about thirty acres of land with farm buildings, which 
enables the trustees to retain at this institution, on an 
average, more than seventeen patients who would otherwise 
be sent away from their friends. Not only is it desirable 
that the city should be in permanent possession of this land 
and these buildings, but it should be able to have such new 
buildings as will enable the men’s department to care for the 
future natural increase in the number of patients. 

With about 600,000 in Boston, the city has -accommoda- 
tions for only one man in every 2,000 of population. If the 
city is to maintain such an institution as it ought for the care 
of this particularly unfortunate class of dependents, it should 
have one large enough to take care of the natural growth of 
the number. Only when the city owns all the land lying 
within the area bounded by Harvard, Walk Hill, Canterbury 
and Austin streets, and has suitable and commodious build- 
ings on this land, can the institution become homogeneous and 
ample for the needs of the city. 

The plan of erecting smaller buildings, on the colony, 
system, is particularly adapted to the situation at the men’s 
department. One advantage of this plan is that the build- 
ings can be erected as necessity requires, without entailing a 
large burden of bonded expense at one time. ‘The city has 
now an option on a part of the land desired, and the trustees 
urgently recommend that an appropriation be provided for 
the purchase of the land under lease and for the erection of 
such new buildings as are urgently needed. The need of 
land and buildings cannot be too strongly emphasized as the 
greatest desideratum of the hospital to-day, and even if 
prompt appropriation is made many patients must be sent 
away before the demands on the institution can be met. 

At the women’s department the new buildings have not 
only allowed 140 more patients to be cared for, but it is 
believed that the better classification and better care made 
possible by having suitable accommodations has led to a 
larger percentage of recoveries and improvements in the con- 
dition of patients. As this should be a first consideration in 
the care of the insane, no amount appropriated would be too 
great if it led to similar results in the men’s department. 
The whole number of cases cared for in all the wards during 
the year was 1,087, and the percentage of improvement has 
been most gratifying to the trustees. 
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On May 1, Dr. William Noyes, who has for nine years 
been associate superintendent, was elected superintendent in 
place of Dr. Edward B. Lane, who resigned. The position 
of associate superintendent was abolished, making a saving 
of $2,000 per annum on the pay-roll, and the new superin- 
tendent brought to his position ample experience and a record 
of faithful service. ‘The trustees have found reason to con- 
gratulate themselves upon the appointment, Dr. Noyes hav- 
ing rendered most satisfactory service during his incumbency. 

Dr. George T. Maxfield was appointed assistant physician 
at the men’s department in place of Dr. George E. Emerson, 
who left the institution to go into private practice, and Dr. 
Francis X. Corr was appointed assistant physician for service 
at the women’s department. 

There has been no change in the Board of Trustees, Mr. 
C. James Connelly being reappointed in May. 

The appropriation for the support of the hospital last year 
was $165,000, and for support of insane in State institutions 
was $4,000, this amount being necessary to take care of 
delayed bills. 

The income of the hospital for the year was:

The receipts of the institution should also include farm 
products to the value of $22,469.57, and garden products 
valued at $2,743.84, which have been supplied for hospital 
uses. The gross weekly per capita cost for the care of 
patients was $4.71,-which is $0.12 less than that for 1904. 
It may reasonably be expected that, if an increased number 
of patients are provided for by additional buildings, the per 
capita cost will decrease in the future. Otherwise the larger 
number of old cases will keep the per capita high. 

The members of the Board of Trustees desire to express 
their appreciation of those who have contributed during the 
year to the entertainment of the patients, and the members 
of-the hospital staff who have rendered faithful and efficient 
service.

There were 36 more admissions than last year. The num- 
ber of emergency admissions was the same each year, 52. Of 
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the emergency admissions, 27 were found to have a Boston 
settlement, and would naturally come to this hospital, while 
the remaining 25 were found to be State cases. While it is 
perfectly proper that this hospital should take all these State 
cases and care for them until they are in condition to be 
transferred to a State hospital, we are not infrequently sub- 
jected to a great amount of unjust criticism and pressure when 
the proper time comes for transfer of these cases to make room 
for the Boston cases proper. As these emergency cases are, 
by the very nature of the case, the ones requiring the greatest 
amount of care, and involving the most anxiety on the part 
of the medical staff, the public should understand fully the 
conditions under which such patients are admitted. 

The last Legislature passed a law extending from sixty 
days to six months the time during which patients may be 
carried on hospital books as being away on trial visit, with 
the object of making it easier to return to the hospital without 
new commitment papers such patients out on trial visit who 
may break down after the former sixty days’ limit had expired. 
All patients now leaving the hospital are therefore placed on 
a six months’ trial visit instead of a sixty days’ trial visit, and 
no patients have been discharged from the books (excepting 
by death or transfer) for a period of six months immediately 
preceding this report, that is from July 31, 1905, and all 
such patients will appear in next year’s report according as 
we consider them to be improved or otherwise at a period six 
months from the time they left the hospital. For this reason 
the figures given in this year’s report for this class of cases 
are not comparable with similar figures of previous years. 
This new method of discharge after six months’ trial visit 
ought to make it easier tu reach a just conclusion as to what 
will probably be the permanent mental condition of the 
patients. 

The deaths during the year amounted to 124, which is 
11.4 per cent. of the whole number treated and 18.4 per cent. 
of the daily average population. 

The general health of the patients through the year has 
been good, and there have been no accidents nor epidemics. 
A single case of diphtheria occurred in one of the male atten- 
-dants, but there were no other cases either among patients or 
employees. 

Up to this time the general policy in making out lists for 
transfer has been not. to include the older and more infirm 
patients, but to transfer the younger and more vigorous 
chronic cases who have a long period of hospital residence 
before them. While this policy has everything to commend 
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it from a humane point of view, yet it must eventually lead 
to the gradual accumulation of an undue proportion of elderly 
and infirm patients, and must have its effect in an increased 
death rate. 

The State Board of Insanity has fixed on 282 as the normal 
capacity of the men’s wards, and allows 20 more for the Fottler 
house, making a total of 302. When the number of men 
exceeds this, the State board feels that transfers should be 
made to some State institution less crowded than this hospital, 
so that with our present rate of increase we shall probably 
have several transfers of men a year or drop back into the 
conditions that existed ten years ago, when patients were re- 
ceived from the courts only as a vacancy occurred by discharge 
or death. 

In comnon with all other insane hospitals, the increasing 
difficulty is experienced from year to year in securing a 
proper class of attendants for the male patients. A less and 
less desirable class of young men engage in the work, and 
stay only long enough to get another place free from the 
restrictions necessary in an institution. 

Boston being the centre from which large numbers of 
mercantile and manufacturing establishments draw their em- 
ployees, this hospital has even greater difficulty in securing | 
young men than those located twenty or thirty miles away. 

The condition of the ward service at the women’s depart- 
ment is very gratifying. The training school is in a 
very satisfactory condition as regards efficiency and the spirit 
of service that is being taught the nurses, and a marked in- 
crease in interest is shown by the pupils. The pains being 
taken by those immediately concerned in carrying on the 
work of the school — the medical staff and the superintendent 
and assistant superintendent of nurses — merits the highest 
commendation. 

The new buildings at the women’s department are doing 
admirably all that was expected of them, and no serious 
defects have developed after a full year’s work. The num- 
ber of bed cases proved not to be so large as was anticipated, 
and one ward (Stedman 4), with the single rooms of Sted- 
man 2, takes care of almost all the bed cases. Of the women, 
the convalescent, infirm, suicidal and working classes are 
now well provided for, but the disturbed wards in the old C 
building are still sadly overcrowded, the ten. disturbed cases 
on each of the two wards of the new Butler building not 
giving sufficient relief to make any perceptible difference in 
the condition of the C building. The dwelling-house at the 
women’s department has been made into a nurses’ home, 
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and the superintendent of nurses and twenty nurses in the 
training school are living there. ‘This made it possible to 
move the nurses from one of the wards of the new Stedman 
building and to fill this ward with twenty-two patients trans- 
ferred from the Worcester and Westborough hospitals. 
Still further accommodations for nurses are being provided 
by finishing off fourteen rooms and a bath-room in the attic 
of the E building, and when these are done the remaining 
ward in the third story of the Stedman building can be given 
over to patients. The patients occupying the ward in the 
third story of the Stedman building go to the chapel dining- 
room for meals, with benefit to themselves and with the saving 
of another single dining-room. 

At the men’s department the patients on one of the upper 
north wing wards (Ward 6) now go to the general dining- 
room, and the dining-room of that ward is used as a 
dormitory. 

The Fottler farmhouse has been in use another year as a 
dormitory for working patients, and by the relief it gives to 
the wards enables us to care for something over twenty 
patients more than we otherwise could. This, in itself, 
entirely apart from the advantages of the crops from the farm, 
amply justifies the rental of the farm. 

The corridor leading from the Chapel dining-room to the 
B building at the women’s department has been fitted out 
with double windows and an additional steam coil, and sup- 
plied with easy chairs and hammocks, and is used as a 
supplementary day-room for the B building with gratifying 
results, it being better liked by the patients than the ward 
day-rooms. 

A sun piazza for the feeble old men and a rain bath for 
the more expeditious bathing of the men patients would be 
of great service at the men’s department. 

A second engine should be provided for the men’s depart- 
ment. By exceeding good fortune no serious breakdown has 
occurred to the present engine, which was installed in the 
spring of 1900, but every year must necessarily have its 
effect on it, and bring nearer the time when some part of 
it will give way. 

The most pressing need of the hospital is accommodations 
for male patients, and unless these are provided the hospital 
will come to a stationary condition owing to the ever increas- 
ing opposition to transfers. 

Provision should be made for connecting the laundry and 
boiler-house of the women’s department with the sewer now 
being built on Morton street. The small pond now on Morton 
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street is very unsightly and unsanitary, and some improve- 
ment of the conditions here is urgently needed. 

Granolithic walks have been laid in front of the buildings 
at the men’s department and down the front avenue to Walk 
Hill street, and from the south wing to opposite the Mount 
Hope Cemetery gate. The front driveways at the men’s 
department have been covered with cracked stone and stone 
dust, and are now in better condition than ever before. 

Smoke consumers have been put on the boilers at each of 
the departments with a very great reduction of the amount 
of soft coal smoke coming out of the chimneys. A galvanized 
iron hood and an electric blower have been put over the 
laundry mangle, doing away with the steam that formerly 
gave so much trouble. 

The new ice house fills its purpose well, and about 200 
tons of ice will be carried over from last winter’s cutting. 
No ice has been cut this winter in the time covered by this 
report. 

The work of administration has been immensely lightened 
by the cheerful and very loyal service of the entire medical 
and official staffs of the two departments and by the body of 
employees as a whole. On Dr. Crittenden at the women’s 
department and Dr. Maxfield at the men’s department have , 
unavoidably fallen many duties and cares heretofore assumed 
by the resident superintendent, and I desire to make 
especial acknowledgment of my obligations to them. The 
women’s department has practically been under the charge 
of Dr. Crittenden, and the administration of it has gone for- 
ward with the utmost harmony. 

For the unvarying kindness and consideration of your 
Board, individually and as a body, I desire to express my 
grateful thanks.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


INSTITUTIONS REGISTRATION DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1905-1906. 


Boston, February 15, 1906. 
Hon. JOHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — The report of the Institutions Registration Depart- 
ment for the year ending January 31, 1906, is. herewith 
respectfully submitted. 

Some slight changes have occurred in the personnel of the 
department during the past year, which is the ninth in its 
existence. One clerk resigned to go into business, and his 
place has not yet been filled by a permanent appointment 
from the civil service list. The regular force employed in the 
office and for the maintenance of the transportation and ambu- 
lance service consists at the present time of twelve persons, 
in addition to the registrar and the two examining physicians. 
No specifically new work has been undertaken. The efforts 
to put the large accumulation of important settlement history 
material into more available shape for reference and preserva- 
tion have been continued and with excellent results. 

The details of the service rendered by the department are 
told below. Although no new functions have been under- 
taken, the general work of the department expands year by 
year. An increase in the number of persons who, for various 
causes, are unable to shift for themselves and seek the care 
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of city and state institutions, is a natural consequence of the 
growth and congestion of population ; it is not necessarily an 
indication of untoward economic conditions or of greater 
prevalence of disease. On the contrary, so far as the returns 
of this department reflect social conditions, they suggest 
nothing out of the normal. 

The general status of the department remains what it 
always has been, and it is therefore unnecessary to restate 
its duties and the place it holds among the city departments 
devoted to the care of dependent, delinquent and defective 
classes of the population. 


INVESTIGATION OF SETTLEMENT. 


As the constituted admitting agency to city and state insti- 
tutions for adult dependents who are residents in Boston, it 
continues to be the chief duty of the Institutions Registration 
Department to receive applications for the admission of 
paupers, the commitment of the insane, dipsomaniacs and 
other defectives, and to dispose of them after careful inquiry 
into the lability of the city for the support of those who are 
not wards of the state. 

During the year ending January 31, 1906, the department 
was called upon to investigate 6,133 settlements, 122 more 
than in the previous year. The increase in settlement work 
has not been quite so large in 1905 as compared with the 
immediately preceding year; but the figures indicate a growing 
pressure for public support, which is further reflected in the 
number of actual admissions and commitments to institutions. 

As in former years, the department continues to inyesti- 
gate and report upon settlements for the Children’s Institu- 
tions Trustees. The total number of such settlement cases 
was 518, or an increase of 125 for the year, whereas in the 
two preceding years a perceptible diminution had occurred in 
this group of settlement cases. In practically all instances 
it is necessary to carry on the settlement investigations out- 
side of the office; that is, the homes of the applicants must 
be visited and their relatives or friends interviewed, in order 
to obtain the information and evidence upon which the 
settlements are eventually determined. Again, attention is 
directed to the fact that the number of settlements inquired 
into, aside from those relating exclusively to children, will 
always be somewhat larger than the actual number of appli- 
cations made to the department, for the reason that many 
dependent persons for whose support the City of Boston is 
liable are sent to public institutions from other cities and towns. 
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ADMISSION OF PAUPERS. 


The direct applications to the department for some form of 
institutional care numbered 4,970, or a decrease of 35: as’ 
compared with the preceding year, but did not result in a 
lessened number of admissions and commitments, as will 
presently be shown. In 59 cases the applications were re- 
fused for sufficient reasons, or in 11 more than last year, 
while 418 were withdrawn, or 138 less than 1904-05. The 
admissions and commitments to city or state institutions 
reached the total of 4,493. This is equivalent to an increase 
of 92, as against an increase of 576 recorded in last year’s 
report. 

As usual the paupers sent to city or state institutions out- 
numbered all the other classes of dependents combined. 
They were distributed among institutions as follows:

An increase of only thirty in the number of admissions to 
the State Hospital, to which are sent exclusively persons with- 
outa legal settlement in Boston, hardly represents the normal 
growth of this class of cases, judging by the average increase 
for recent years. No special reason can be assigned for this 
apparent falling off, which, as shown, has not been accom- 
panied by a larger number of paupers sent to the local insti- 
tutions. At the present time, as in the past, very many 
of the cases sent to the State Hospital are persons afflicted 
with tuberculosis who cannot get adequate hospital treatment 
elsewhere. And there has certainly been no slackening in 
the efforts to provide for sick of this class. The Board of 
Health, practising physicians, district nurses, charitable 
workers and others continue to report the many cases of 
tuberculosis coming under their observation which cannot be 
properly taken care of in theirown homes. ‘The smaller in- 
crease, as compared with last year, in total cases sent to 
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the State Hospital, does not point to a diminution in tuber- 
culous patients, but rather to a relatively slighter distress 
due to other causes. 

Almost without exception the consumptive patients sent 
to the State Hospital are in an advanced stage of the 
disease. They go there rather because they must than in 
hopes of being cured. 

The absolute decrease in admissions to the Long Island 
Almshouse and Hospital has not been occasioned by a 
diminution in the number of persons needing hospital care 
on account of consumption. The facilities of this institution, 
which continues to be the only one in the city for patients 
of this class, have been taxed to its utmost capacity this year. 
As was remarked in last year’s report and still holds true, 
«+ At no time has the need of a separate hospital for their 
care been so evident. A thoroughly hopeful crusade for the 
prevention of tuberculosis cannot be undertaken until the 
facilities are at hand for the cure of incipient cases.” At 
present there is hardly room for those who must be removed 
as much for the safety of others as in hopes that treatment 
will affect recovery. 

Of the admissions to the Long Island Almshouse of other 
classes of cases, 1t can be said that their number fluctuates, 
more or less in response to the prevailing policy in granting 
or denying applications. The Institutions Registration 
Department being purely the admitting agency, is governed 
in this matter by the regulations adopted by the Pauper 
Trustees. The increase in the number of admissions to the 
Charlestown Almshouse is practically the same as noted for 
last year. 

It was necessary to remove no less than 191 sick persons 
in the ambulance — a further evidence of the extent to which 
the department deals with the very sick. In fact, refusal to 
remove patients must sometimes be made, so near are they to 
death. ‘The policy has been continued of placing the ambu- 
lance at the service of private institutions in emergency cases 
which frequently occur. The department took charge of 
many persons reported to it by the Board of Health, nearly 
all of whom were far gone in consumption. 


COMMITMENTS OF THE INSANE, DIPSOMANIACS AND 
EPILEPTICS. 


No change has occurred in the duties of the department 
relative to the commitment of these clases. The necessary 
medical examinations are made as heretofore by two regularly 
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employed physicians, with occasional outside assistance. The 
medical examinations during the year numbered 961. In 
all 1,011 persons were committed to public institutions 
through the medium of the department, an increase of 58 
over last year. Among them were 570 insane, or 18 more 
than in 1904, who were sent in the following numbers to 
the various hospitals:

There were 34 persons committed to the Massachusetts 
Hospital for Epileptics as against 25 a year ago. 

During 1902 to 1904 there was a notable diminution in 
the number of commitments of residents of Boston to the 
State Hospital for dipsomaniacs at Foxboro. It seemed a 
natural sequence of the stricter policy adopted by the hospi- 
tal authorities in excluding unpromising or unworthy cases, 
supplemented as it was by a closer scrutiny of applications 
for commitment before they were acted upon by this depart- 
ment. The department has consistently refused to seek the 
commitment of persons as curable cases who were known to 
have a penal record on account of drunkenness, or who for 
other reasons seemed incapable of being benefited by sys- 
tematic hospital treatment. | 

In the past year, however, there has been a marked up- 
ward tendency in the number of valid applications to the 
Foxboro Hospital, and no less than 102 commitments were 
made, as against 61 a year ago. A part of this increase is 
no doubt due to the reduction of the definite term of com- 
mitment from six to three months. The Foxboro Hospital 
appears at present to he in a state of transition. If, as seems 
not improbable, it will eventually become chiefly an institu- 
tion for insane persons, the problem of how to provide for 
the victims of the drink habit who need institutional treat- 
ment, that cannot be obtained elsewhere, will become a serious 
one, at least so far as Boston is concerned. Whether or not 
the Foxboro Hospital has quite fulfilled the hopes of its 
founders, as a curative establishment for drunkards, may be 
open to question. But that many have been helped through 
its ministrations is a matter of record; besides to hundreds 
of patients, as ‘well as their families, it has afforded temporary 
safety not to be gained by any other means. Without such an 
institution a return to jail commitments in many cases of 
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inebriety would be inevitable; and the treatment of a dis- 
ease by imprisonment is a thoroughly discredited method. 

The group of cases now being sent to the Observation 
Hospital at Deer Island numbered 305 as against 314 a 
year ago, and 280 two years ago, and therefore shows no sign 
of diminution. Of the persons thus committed 176 men and 
42 women had delirium tremens, while 68 men and 19 
women were merely placed under medical observation in 
regard to their sanity. Later on 31 were committed to public 
hospitals as insane. 

Repeated reference has been made in the reports of this 
department to the anomalous condition which makes it 
necessary, for lack of suitable provision, to send alcoholics, 
or persons who must be placed under observation until their 
mental condition can be determined, to a hospital which is a 
part of a penal institution. For years Boston has greatly 
needed a properly equipped detention hospital for this class 
of men and women. In other communities this link in the 
hospital system has already been provided, or the plans for it 
are under discussion. A humane treatment of this particular 
eroup of public wards requires that they should be cared for 
in a separate institution. The lack of a detention hospital is 
particularly distressing. in the cases of persons who, while, 
away from home and friends, suddenly become unbalanced, 
and who now must be treated virtually as prisoners. Even 
a person who has been brought to the verge of insanity 
through his own fault, or has lapsed wholly into the class of 
the demented, is entitled to something better than temporary 
confinement in a cell and subsequent commitment to a hos- 
pital, which is an integral part of a prison, until a final dispo- 
sition can be made. 


THE MONTHLY BULLETIN. 


The department continues to publish a bulletin exhibiting 
by months and in detail the number of Boston cases supported 
in city and state institutions, as well as the number of per- 
sons who receive outdoor aid from the municipality. The 
following figures taken from the issue of January 31, 1905, 
show by classes how many persons were maintained wholly 
or in part at the expense of the city on that date. The 
insane in state institutions are no longer included, as they are 
directly maintained by the state. In state institutions there 
were supported by the city 25 dipsomaniacs, 197 feeble- 
minded, 45 epileptics, and 20 paupers —a total of 287, or 46 
more than the corresponding date of last year. The decrease 
is divided among all classes except dipsomaniacs. 
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In city institutions there were 1,440 prisoners, of whom 
1,186 were confined at the House of Correction on Deer 
Island, and 254 at the Suffolk County Jail, a reduction of 
243 as compared with a year ago. ‘There were, further, 15 
observation cases and 4 children of imprisoned mothers. 

In the local almshouses there were 1,036 paupers, 921 at 
the Long Island and 115 at the Charlestown Almshouses, or 
95 less than a year ago. 

In charge of the Overseers of the Poor at the Wayfarers’ 
Lodge and Temporary Home were 84 persons. 

The insane under the care of the Boston Insane Hospital 
numbered 692, an increase of 41 for the year. 

The City Hospital with 692 patients shows an increase of 
238. 

The Children’s Institutions had 441 inmates, namely, 160 
at the House of Reformation and 281 in the Parental School, 
or for both places 78 in excess of last year. 

The total population of all public institutions in Boston 
numbered 4,691 as against 4,651 on the corresponding date 
of 1905. 

Outside of institutions there were 1,271 children in charge 
of the Board of Trustees for Children. Of these, 300 were 
on probation, 424 indentured, and 547 boarded in families. 
This group shows an increase of 94. There were also 3,319 
persons under the care of the Overseers of the Poor, and 
2,735 carried on the rolls of the Soldiers’ Relief Department. 

The total of all classes in Boston institutions or in receipt 
of outdoor aid was 11,729, a decrease of 768 as compared 
with the same date of 1904-05. During the entire month of 
January, 1906, the whole number of dependents, defectives 
and delinquents supported wholly or in part by the City of 
Boston was 19,796, or 470 less than a year ago. ‘These fig- 
ures do not include residents of Boston who have become 
insane and are now being cared for at public expense in state 
institutions. 

Ordinarily an increase is noted from year to year in the 
number of persons maintained by the city in institutions and 
through outdoor aid. The decrease noted for the past year 
is therefore gratifying. It certainly does not signify a relaxa- 
tion- of effort to aid those who are suffering. Boston has 
always been reasonably lavish in expenditures for this purpose, 
and at no time have the facilities for the maintenance and 
supervision of the dependents been better than at present. 
The largest diminution, as indicated above, occurred in the 
prison popniation, which is most subject to fluctuations; but 
the expected increase in dependents of the pauper class has 
not taken place and is especially a matter for congratulation. 
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REGISTRATION. 


A necessary part of the routine work of the office is the 
collection and preservation of data relating to all persons who 
are public charges upon the municipality. So long as the 
possession of a legal settlement is a requirement for entrance 
to local institutions, it behooves the department to have all 
information relating to settlement histories at hand for 
reference. Beyond this, an intelligent disposition of appli- 
cations demands a knowledge of the previous public history, 
if any, of the applicant. Therefore the department seeks 
through its registration system to have full information in 
convenient form regarding all persons who come into relations 
with the city as its charges, whether through this department 
or some other. Besides, the department makes it a business to 
supply officials and private individuals, who are entitled to 
it, with needful facts concerning all persons supported by the 
municipality. A glance at the inventory of the office, printed 
on another page, will indicate the extent to which the files of 
the department have grown. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


In an opinion rendered on November 8, 1905, the Cor-, 
poration Counsel holds that the city is not lable for the 
support of pupils at the Massachusetts School for Feeble- 
minded who have a legal settlement in Boston. The city 
has accordingly refused further payment for this group. If 
upon trial the courts should sustain the opinion of the Cor- 
poration Counsel it would mean an annual saving to the city 
of approximately $25,000. When the matter was first brought 
to the attention of the legal authorites, it was believed that 
Boston could be held liable for the support of legally settled 
persons who are committed as feeble-minded to the state 
institutions. 

Of a mass of routine work involved in receiving and acting 
upon thousands of applications, as well as in distributing 
thousands among institutions, no detailed statement can be 
made. But it must be emphasized anew that the office 
facilities for handling the work remain as they always have 
been —-inadequate and unfit. It has been said before in 
several annual reports, and must be repeated: The receiving 
rooms in which it may be necessary to keep very sick persons 
for hours at a time are hardly habitable in cold weather; at 
all seasons they are unsanitary, and both applicants and those 
looking after their wants are exposed to grave risks. Con- 
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sidering the many persons who wander in and out in advanced 
stages of communicable disease, it is a wonder that the 
consequences to the office force have not been more serious. 
No amount of patchwork suffices to make the receiving-rooms 
what they should be. The menace to health lurking in 
them cannot be avoided except by removal to other quarters. 

The office itself is not only ill-suited to ordinary needs, 
being located on a public thoroughfare in constant use by 
people who have no business with the department, but 
absolutely forbids that privacy which persons who come to 
tell the sad plight of those dearest to them have every right 
to demand. | 


FINANCIAL. 


The total appropriation for the year was $23,500 and the 
total expenditure $23,493.32, leaving an unexpended balance 
of $6.68. No increase in appropriation is sought, although 
an increase in work may well be anticipated. As in the past, 
the department will continue to live within a reasonable 
allowance.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


LAMP DHPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1905-1906. 


Hon. JoHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str, — I have the honor to submit for your consideration 
the annual report of the Lamp Department for the 
year 1905. 

The expenses of the department for the year are shown in 
a tabulated statement at the end of the report, tables show- 
ing the average annual cost of maintaining the number of 
incandescent, arc, Welsbach naphtha, Welsbach gas, and 
fire-alarm lamps that were in use in the various sections of 
the city on January 10, 1906, at the present contract rates ; 
other tables showing the increase or decrease of the different 
kinds of lamps in the several sections, and other information 
relating to the general work of the department. 

The amount appropriated for this department for the 
financial year ending on January 31, 1906, was $815,000, 
‘and there was expended $807,176.90, leaving a balance of 
$7,823.10, which was transferred as follows: To the Street 
Department (Paving Division), Printing Department and 
Reserved Fund. 

The amount paid for lighting the electric, gas and naphtha 
lamps in 1905, as compared with that of 1904, is shown as 
follows:

An increase of $2,823.76 for electric lamps, of $2,511.74 
for gas lamps, and of $1,971.91 for naphtha lamps. 

During the year the following work has been conducted : 

The 96 new gas lamps erected and the 26 replaced have 
been located principally in Dorchester, City Proper, South 
Boston and West Roxbury; the 23 new and 5 replaced 
naphtha lamps in Brighton and West Roxbury; and the 30 
new are lamps in City Proper and South Boston. Care has 
been assumed of 18 new fire-alarm signal box lamps. Eight 
new triple mantle gas lamps have been added in West Rox- 
bury. 

The total number of new lamps, of all kinds, set up and 
replaced during the year was 209. The number of lamps 
discontinued was as follows: Gas, 42; naphtha, 5; arc lamps, 
7; and 6 incandescent —a total of 60. 

Gas lamps to the number of 79 have been substituted for 
naphtha lamps, also 6 triple mantle lamps have been substi- 
tuted for naphtha lamps on the streets where the gas com- 
panies have extended their mains. Ten gas lamps have been 
changed to triple mantle lamps. 

The locations of 32 naphtha lamps, 26 gas lamps and 16 
arc lamps have been changed on account of building opera- 
tions and alterations, changes in street lines and grades or 
for the better lighting of the streets and alleys. 

One hundred seventy-nine posts and 4 brackets have been 
set for new gas, naphtha, arc and fire-alarm lamps; 15 posts 
have been set in place of 11 broken gas and 4 broken naphtha 
posts; 9 gas, 1 naphtha and 2 are posts have been set in 
place of brackets; 2 arc brackets have been set in place of 
posts; and 1 naphtha bracket has been repaired. 

Nineteen gas, 24 naphtha and 4 arc lamp-posts have been 
straightened; 69 gas, 21 naphtha and 6 arc lamp-posts have 
been reset to line and grade; 52 gas, 1 naphtha and 8 are 
lamp-posts have been removed from the streets; also 30 gas 
brackets and 2 naphtha brackets have been removed from the 
walls of buildings. ‘ 

Two hundred forty-three new service pipes have been laid, 
and 108 have been removed and cut off from the main pipes; 
16 services have been reconnected with new mains and 49 
renewed or relaid that were trapped or otherwise affected ; 
80 leaks in service pipes were repaired and 182 services have 
been cleared; 81 risers haye been refitted. 
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There have been 421 glass street signs and 153 numbers 
attached to the gas and naphtha lanterns. 

On the 22d of: last June the Boston Consolidated Gas 
Company notified the city that they would furnish gas 
to the public buildings of the city, commencing on July 1, 
1905, at the rate of 79.50 cents per thousand cubic feet, and 
on January 1, 1906, the price would be still further reduced 
to 74.30 cents per thousand cubic feet. These prices are a 
reduction from the average price, 84.50 cents, then charged 
by all the gas companies for gas supplied to public buildings. 
On the same dates the price to private consumers was reduced 
to 95 cents and then to 90 cents per thousand cubic feet. 
By the above reduction the rate charged for gas lamps was 
reduced from $30 a lamp per year, first to $29.42 and then 
to $28.80, the present rate.

At present there are 9,623 Welsbach gas lamps in use, 
paid for at the rate of $28.80 per lamp per annum. The con- 
tractor furnishes Welsbach boulevard lanterns, burners, 
mantles and gas, also the lamplighters; and the city pro- 
vides for the setting of the lamp-posts, has service pipes laid 
from the gas main to the top of the lamp-posts, and main- 
tains all such service pipes and posts in good condition and 
repair.

ELEctTRIC LIGHTING. 


The are lamps located in the City Proper, East Boston, 
South Boston, Dorchester, Roxbury and West Roxbury are 
furnished by the Edison Electric [luminating Company, 
those in Charlestown by the Charlestown Gas and Electric 
Company, and in Brighton by the Brookline Gas Light 
Company. ‘The new lamps used are the enclosed series arc 
lamp of 500 watts, and are placed on hard pine poles, with 
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ornamental iron tops and porcelain-lined reflectors, devised 
to meet the requirements of the law. (Chapter 228, Acts 
1895.) 

The ornamental iron tops, etc., are not in use in the 
Charlestown district. Direct current lamps are in use in all 
the districts, except in Brighton, where alternating current 
lamps are in use. 

The companies set all the are lamp-poles as located and 
ordered by the Superintendent of Lamps, and are required to 
keep and maintain all the lamp-poles, lines and lamps used 
for the city’s lighting in good condition to the satisfaction 
of the Superintendent.
